This  item  is  quite  high  owing  to  the  fact 
that  this  committee  sends  a  letter 
containing  instructions  to  every  alien 
who  locates  in  Boston,  and  during  the 
year  we  have  several  thousand  re- 
quests for  our  booldets  and  other 
information. 

During  the  year  just  passed,  this  committee 
conducted  a  campaign  on  naturalization  and  this 
office  was  instrumental  in  filling  out  some  3,240 
first  naturalization  papers  for  aliens  residing  in 
the  city  and  we  feel  that  during  the  ensuing  year 
we  should  again  conduct  a  similar  drive.  The 
expenses  of  conducting  such  a  drive  would  be 
approximately  $2,500  for  printing  matter  and 
postage  stamps. 

The  total  of  the  above  budget  as  requested  by 
this  committee  amounts  to  $11,900. 

During  the  year  just  passed  this  committee 
expended  the  sum  of  .$9,190.82.  The  increased 
cost  of  conducting  this  office  during  the  coming 
year  is  due  principally  to  the  various  changes  in 
the  naturalization  and  immigration  laws  during 
the  last  two  years,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  in 
the  past  year  this  office  has  been  advertised 
con.siderably  in  the  City  of  Boston.

The  reason  why 
we  have  put  it  in  at  this  time  is  that  the  balances 
on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  are  far  less 
than  they  were  last  year.  For  instance,  last  .year 
we  had  about  two  millions  of  school  money  that 
was  unexpended,  which  we  were  able  to  use.  This 
year  it  looks  as  though  we  would  have  to  borrow 
money  very  early  in  the  year,  possibly  during  the 
month  of  February.  We  cannot  state  to  a 
certainty  at  the  present  time  just  what  the  need 
for  money  may  be.     I  was  anxious  that  the  order 


might  take  its  first  reading,  in  which  case  it  could 
take  its  second  reading  two  weeks  from  today, 
and  money  will  then  be  available  in  case  we  need  it. 
Chairman  WATSON — Isn't  your  reason  that 
you  are  afraid  the  Legislature  may  take  the  matter 
in  hand  and  borrow  money  for  us. 

Mr.  CARVEN.  Hardly.  I  wish  they  would. 
The  amount  is  purely  an  estimate.  We  would  like 
to  feel  certain  that  it  would  be  the  hmit  for  the 
year,  but  we  cannot.  On  account  of  the  old  taxes 
possible  of  collection  not  now  being  so  great  in 
amount  because  of  the  drive  to  clean  them  up  so 
far  as  possible  last  year,  we  do  not  get  so  much  in 
that  way  now.  Therefore,  it  becomes  necessary 
to  borrow  some. 

Chairman  WATSON — Any  other  questions  of 
Mr.  Carven? 

Coun.  HEALEY — No  more  in  regard  to  that 
particular  order  just  now,  but  there  was  a  question 
raised  Saturday  as  to  the  number  of  damagees  who 
had  their  amounts  increased  on  Stuart  street,  and 
I  said  that  the  number  was  50  to  60  per  cent. 
That  was  denied  by  the  Street  Commissioner.  I 
think  that  the  list  I  asked  from  you  had  sixty 
names  on  it,  and  there  w-ere  thirty  of  them  that 
did  have  their  damage  awards  increased.  I 
would  like  to  have  that  verified,  not  that  it  amounts 
to  anything,  it  not  being  a  matter  that  went  into 
the  official  records  at  all,  but  I  think  the  figures 
will  sustain  the  position  I  took.  And  I  took  that 
position  on  the  figures  you  gave  me.  I  think, 
counting  those  up,  you  will  find  that  there  are 
sixty  parcels  of  land  in  connection  with  that 
particular  award,  and  I  think  about  thirty  had 
damages  increased,  amounting  to  a  couple  of 
thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  CARVEN — I  would  like  to  say,  as  sup- 
plementary to  that,  that  a  number  of  those  in- 
creases were  due  to  executions  of  court.  That 
ought  to  be  brought  out  clearly.  Those  are  listed 
on  the  side,  quite  a  number  of  them,  in  red  ink. 
Those  are  due  to  executions  of  court. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Pretty  nearly  all  executions 
of  court? 

Mr.  CARVEN — Seventeen  are  executions  of 
court. 

Chairman  WATSON— Out  of  thirty? 

Coun.  HEALEY — Yes,  out  of  thirty.  Seventeen 
are  executions  of  court,  taking  the  increased  awards. 

Chairman  WATSON — ^You  have  made  your 
point. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Yes,  sir.  It  simply  sustains 
mv  point  that  they  were  50  per  cent. 

"Chairman  WATSON — Any  other  questions  of 
Mr.  Carven  concerning  the  $25,000,000  loan  in 
anticipation  of  taxes?  (No  response.)  If  not, 
Mr.  Carven  will  be  excused  with  the  thanks  of  the 
Council.  The  Council  will  come  to  order.  The 
question  is  on  the  passage  of  the  loan  order. 

The  loan  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0,  and 
will  come  up  for  its  second  reading  and  passage 
in  not  less  than  fourteen  days.

RULES  FOR  1925. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  of  the  City  Council  of 
1924  be  hereby  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  City 
Council  of  1925,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

The  question  came  on  giving  the  order  a  second 
reading. 

Chairman  WATSON— I  wish  to  say  that  I  think 
we  ought  to  have  a  little  more  privacy  in  our  hear- 
ings. Therefore,  I  think  we  should  take  the  bull 
by  the  horns.  I  think  we  all  favor  it.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  function  properly  since  the  right  to 
have  executive  sessions  was  done  away  with. 

Coun.  LANE — I  agree  with  you.  I  was  wonder- 
ing whether  we  could  have  executive  meetings 
under  this  order  as  it  reads. 

Chairman  WATSON — The  City  Clerk  suggests 
that  the  order  as  presented  covers  the  situation, — 
that  the  rules  will  be  in  effect  until  otherwise 
ordered.     The  Clerk  will  read  the  order. 

The  Clerk  read  the  order. 

Chairman  WATSON — That  means  that  the 
rules  will  be  in  force  the  same  as  they  have  been 
for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  until  we  vote  to  do 
something  else  later. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  all  committee  meetings  be  private,  allowing 
just  the  press  in. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  first  question  will 
come  on  adopting  this  order,  as  presented. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— That  is  all  right,  Mr. 
Chairman.     I  am  going  to  push  the  thing  anyway. 

Chairman  WATSON — You  can  do  it  later. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  want  it  done  now. 

Chairman  WATSON — Of  course  we  can't  do 
anything  in  the  way  of  amending  or  suspending 
rules  until  they  are  adopted. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  if  you  adopt  the  rules 
now,  the  only  change  that  can  be  made  will  be  by 
suspension  of  the  rule,  which  will  require  a  two 
thirds  vote. 

The  CITY  CLERK— Not  as  this  reads,  "  until 
otherwise  ordered."  A  majority  can  change  the 
rules  under  this  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  of  course,  I  would  not 
vote  for  things  in  secret,  but  I  feel  that  if  you  adopt 
the  rules  under  this  order  you  will  be  held  down  to 
them,  except  by  a  two  thirds  vote. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  Chair  would  take 
exception  to  the  statement  and  would  correct  the 
gentleman.  The  Chair  feels  that  the  gentleman 
has  made  a  mistake  as,  in  the  Chair's  opinion,  he 
makes  many  mistakes.  I  understand  that  the 
proposition  is  not  that  the  meetings  shall  be  made 
secret.  If  he  says  executive  or  semi-secret,  all 
right. 

Coun.  HEALEY — If  you  think  it  is  going  to 
irritate  you,  I  withdraw  the  word  "secret." 

Chairman  WATSON — As  the  Clerk  suggests, 
while  there  is  a  rule  here  which  says  the  rules  may 
only  be  changed  by  a  two  thirds  vote,  the  order 
as  presented  provides  that  they  can  be  changed 
by  a  majority  vote,  as  they  are  simply  adopted 
"until  otherwise  ordered." 

Coun.  HEALEY— WeU,  if  we  adopt  the  1924 
rules,  certainly  one  of  those  rules  reads  that  the 
rules  may  not  be  changed  without  a  two  thirds 
vote. 

The  CITY  CLERK— The  words  "until  other- 
wise ordered"  allow  a  change  to  be  made  at  any 
time  by  majority  vote.  This  is  simply  a  tem- 
porary adaption  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  HEALEY — But  you  adopt  the  two 
thirds  rule  in  vour  rules. 

The  CITY  CLERK— And  under  this  order  they 
can  be  changed  at  any  time  by  majority  vote. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  was 
going  to  suggest  that  the  rules  of  1924  be  adopted 
until  such  time  as  the  Committee  on  Rules  reports 
permanent  rules  for  the  City  Council.  I  would 
move  that  as  an  amendment. 

Chairman  WATSON— How  is  that? 

The  CITY  CLERK— That  is  all  right.  Until 
the  committee  reports — it  amounts  to  the  same 
thing. 

Chairman  WATSON — Coun.  Moriarty  moves 
an  amendment  to  the  order  offered  by  Coun. 
Walsh,  which  the  Clerk  will  read. 

The  Clerk  read  the  order,  as  amended  by  Coun. 
MORIARTY,  as  follows: 
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Ordered,  That  the  rules  of  the  City  Council  of 
192i  be  hereby  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  City 
Council  of  1925,  until  such  time  as  the  Committee 
on  Rules  report  permanent  rules  for  the  City 
Council.

The  Council  voted  to  make  the  election  of 
James  T.  Moriarty  as  President  of  the  body  for 
1925  unanimous. 

Chairman  WATSON  appointed  Coun.  Purcell, 
Gilbody  and  Lane  a  committee  to  escort  Coun. 
Moriarty  to  the  chair. 

The  councilors  assigned  to  the  duty  performed 
it,  amid  applause. 

Coun.  MORIARTY,  in  taking  the  chair  as 
President,  said: 

I  desire  to  not  only  thank  the  members  who 
voted  for  me,  but  the  entire  membership  of  the 
Council.  I  have  in  mind  the  fact  that  in  1920  I 
had  the  honor  of  being  elected  president  of  this 
bedy,  the  first  president  under  the  present  charter 
who  had  not  received  the  indorsement  of  the 
Good  Government  Association  in  the  election,  and 
so  the  first  man  who  broke  their  hold  on  the 
presidency  of  the  body.  There  has  been  one 
other  member  of  this  Council  who  has  held  the 
office  of  presidency  for  the  second  time  during  his 
term  of  office,  Mr.  Walter  L.  Collins.  I  take 
pride  in  not  having  that  wonderful  organiza- 
tion on  Pemberton  square  behind  me  at  any  time. 
I  again  have  upset  their  leadership  bs'  being 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  this  body  for  the 
second  time.  I  want  to  assure  every  member  of 
the  Council  that  during  my  term,  1925,  there  shall 
be  absolutely  no  partiality  shown  any  member  of 
the  Council.  Each  member  mil  be  recognized 
as  a  member  of  the  Boston  city  government  for 
1925,  and  anytliing  that  I  may  be  able  to  do 
during  the  year  to  help  straighten  out  anything 
that  a  fellow  member  may  have  in  mind,  I  shall 
be  very  glad  to  do.  I  again  thank  you  for  honor- 
ing me  by  your  votes  for  me  as  president  during 
the  last  year  of  this  Council.  I  thank  you  one 
and  all.

TRANSFER   OF   CHRONIC   SICK   TO 
MAINLAND. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  2,  1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  City  of  Boston  ha\ang 
acquired  the  property  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Federal  Government  as  a  hospital  at  Parker  Hill, 
it  is  desirable  that  early  action  be  taken  with  refer- 
ence to  the  transfer  of  the  chronic  sick  from  Long 
Island  to  the  mainland. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  submit  a  commimica- 
tion  received  from  the  staff  of  the  Boston  Infirmary 
Department.  The  staff,  together  ^^■ith  \-isiting 
physicians  and  surgeons,  are  mianimous  in  the 
opinion  that  this  transfer  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant matters  affecting  the  public  welfare.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — The  possibility  of  establishing 
a  hospital  for  chronic  diseases  on  the  mainland  to 
serve  the  people  of  Boston  has  been  brought  to  our 
attention.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  that 
you  are  vitally  interested  in  this  project,  and,  in 
fact,  have  already  outlined  in  your  last  inaugural 
address  a  plan  which  might  bring  it  to  pass.  It  is 
evident  to  us  who  have  given  thought  to  the  subject 
that  the  establishment  of  such  a  hospital  is  a  very 
vital  need  in  this  com.munity.  It  is  true  that  such 
patients  have  been  cared  for  with  a  certain  degree  of 
efficiency  at  the  Long  Island  institution  in  Boston 
harbor.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  hospital  was 
situated  on  an  island,  it  has  been  impossible  to 
secure  complete  and  satisfactory  medical  care 
from  visiting  physicians,  which  such  cases  should 
have.  If  the  six  hundred  chronic  sick  now  in  the 
almshouse  at  Long  Island  could  be  transferred  to 
the  mainland  as  a  nucleus  for  a  hospital,  it  would 
be  an  accomplishment  of  the  greatest  possible 
significance.  Much  of  our  knowledge  of  disease 
and  the  problems  underlying  its  causation  are  to  be 
sought  in  an  intensive  study  of  those  suffering 
from  chronic  disorders.  Rheumatism,  cancer, 
nephritis  and  conditions  of  the  circulation  are  con- 
spicuous in  this  connection. 

Apart  from  this  element  in  the  question,  it  is  a 
recognized  fact  that  there  is  no  proper  asylum  for 
patients  suffering  from  chronic  and  perhaps  incur- 
able disease,  outside  of  an  almshouse  hospital,  with 
a  stigma  of  pauperism  attaching  thereto. 

It  would,  therefore,  be  a  matter  of  great  satisfac- 
tion were  there  a  properly  equipped  hospital  where 
physicians  could  send  patients  of  this  type,  as  they 
now  send  patients  to  hospitals  which  treat  only 
acute  diseases.  After  many  years  of  patient  trial, 
it  has  been  conclusively  proved  that  the  inacces- 
sibility of  Long  Island  renders  its  further  develop- 
ment wholly  unadvisable.  Many  physicians  are 
deeply  interested  in  the  problems  which  chronic 
disease  offers,  but  they  believe  it  quite  impossible 
to  give  up  the  time  necessary  to  carry  on  investiga- 
tion and  clinical  visits  at  Long  Island  under  the 
inadequate  means  of  communication  which  of 
necessity  exist. 

For  every  reason,  therefore,  humanitarian, 
scientific,  and,  above  all,  for  the  welfare  of  the 
unfortunate  patients  themselves,  the  transfer  of 
Boston's  chronic  sick  to  the  mainland  is  demanded. 
It  has  long  been  the  hope  of  those  physicians  and 
others  vitally  interested  in  the  problem  at  issue, 
and,  knowing  the  conditions  at  Long  Island,  that 
this  change  to  the  mainland  should  be  effected  and 
that  a  hospital  creditable  to  the  City  of  Boston 
should  be  maintained,  thereby  adding  a  very  much 
needed  unit  to  the  admirable  hospitals  already 
existing. 

We  therefore  most  cordially  commend  the  action 
you  have  taken  and  stand  ready  to  forward  it  in 
such  ways  as  lie  within  our  power.

Dear  Sir, — ^A  committee  representing  certain 
private  charitable  societies  which  are  to  occupy 
quarters  in  the  new  Charity  Administration  Build- 
ing, in  conference  with  your  Honor  several  weeks 
ago  informed  you  that  no  provision  had  been  made 
for  the  installation  of  an  elevator  and  interior 
partitions  in  the  new  building. 

You  referred  the  matter  to  the  Acting  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings,  Mr.  John  H.  Ma- 
honey,  who  discussed  the  question  with  Mr.  Simon 
E.  Hecht,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  and 
Mr.  Reth,  representing  the  office  of  Newhall  & 
Blevins,  the  architects  of  the  new  building.  It 
was  decided  to  refer  the  entire  question  to  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 

The  Board  carefully  considered  the  requests  of 
the  private  societies  interested  and  officially  voted 
that  no  elevator  should  be  installed. 

The  Board  arrived  at  this  decision  for  the  reason 
that  the  private  societies  had  not  set  forth  sub- 
stantial facts  to  support  their  statements  that  an 
elevator  was  needed  in  the  new  building.  The 
Board  voted  that  provision  should  be  made,  how- 
ever, for  the  installation  of  interior  partitions  in  the 
quarters  to  be  occupied  by  the  several  private 
societies.

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
to  amend  by  adding  the  words  "the  work  to  be 
done  by  city  employees." 

President  MORIARTY — I  have  simply  this 
suggestion  to  make.  So  far  as  my  own  opinion  is 
concerned,  I  would  rule  the  motion  out  of  order, 
but  if  the  councilor  will  withdraw  the  motion  and 
move  that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  and  the 
Law  Department  asked  for  an  interpretation,  I 
would  be  agreeable  to  that.  If  not,  I  will  have  to 
declare  the  motion  out  of  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Of  course,  Mr.  President, 
my  purpose  is  to  try  to  have  this  work  done  by 
city  employees.  I  have  already  drafted  an  order 
feeling  that  possibly  this  amendment  may  be  ruled 
out  of  order,  asking  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
render  an  opinion  to  the  City  Council  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  City  Council  have  a  right  to  amend  the 
order  appropriating  a  million  dollars  for  sewers 
by  adding  the  words,  "the  work  to  be  done  by 
city  employees."  I  am  willing  to  let  this  matter 
lie  on  the  table  until  such  an  interpretation  may 
be  received  from  the  Law  Department,  although 
I  am  skeptical  in  so  doing,  because  I  am  one  of 
those  individuals  inchned  to  believe  that  corpora- 
tion counsels  rule  to  fit  the  circumstances  in  the 
case.  So  I  have  no  hope,  even  under  such  an 
order,  of  any  interpretation  being  received  by  this 
Council  that  will  be  favorable  to  my  position  on 
this  particular  matter.  However,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  move  that  this  matter  lie  on  the  table,  with 
the  proviso  that  if  the  Corporation  Counsel  rules 
that  we  have  not  this  right,  when  the  matter 
comes  up  again  for  consideration  by  the  Council, 
I  will  again  offer  the  same  amendment. 

President  MORIARTY— I  want  to  say  this,  in 
addition,  that  my  agreement  with  Coun.  Donoghue 
was  that  if  he  would  withdraw  his  motion  I  would 
be  agreeable  as  one  individual  member  to  allow 
the  matter  to  lie  over  until  we  got  an  interpreta- 
tion from  the  Law  Department.  I  am  making 
no  promises,  so  far  as  my  position  may  be  con- 
cerned, beyond  that  in  any  way.  But  I  will 
simply  say  that  I  would  not  favor  laying  it  over 
with  any  understanding,  when  it  comes  up  for 
passage,  other  than  that  I  will  individually  vote 
as  I  see  fit,  under  the  circumstances,  as  I  think  I 
should  vote  upon  the  matter  as  it  presents  itself. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
asking  anybody  to  vote  other  than  as  he  sees  the 
matter,  in  connection  with  this  proposition.  I 
merely  wanted  to  explain  my  position.  I  feel 
that  there  is^  a  principle  involved  in  this  matter 
and,  as  I  said  in  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  principles  do  not  permit  of  com- 
promise. Therefore,  I  felt  compelled  to  insist 
upon  trying  to  get  into  this  loan  order  those  words, 
which  would  make  it  possible  to  have  this  work 
done  by  city  employees.  I  have  merely  made 
that  statement  so  that  there  may  be  no  misunder- 
standing on  the  part  of  any  of  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  to  the  effect  that  I  will  agree  to 
abide  by  any  decision  that  may  be  rendered  on 
this  proposition  by  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  not 
do  anything  to  embarrass  the  presiding  officer, 
but  do  I  understand  that  he  declares  it  out  of 
order,  perhaps,  based  on  the  fact  that 

President  MORIARTY— I  have  not  declared  it 
out  of  order. 


Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  that  if  he  declared  it 
out  of  order  it  would  be  because  it  involves  that 
part  of  the  charter  which  says  that  we  may  not 
interfere  with  executive  or  administrative  conduct 
of  departments,  or  take  part  in  the  employment  of 
labor?  Is  that  the  particular  reason  why  it 
might  be  out  of  order? 

President  MORIARTY — I  am  not  giving  any 
reasons.  I  stated  to  Coun.  Donoghue  that,  not 
as  an  individual,  but  as  presiding  officer,  and 
putting  myself  away  from  any  individual  feeling 
in  the  matter,  I  might  feel  that  I  had  to  rule 
against  the  motion.  I  tried  to  make  it  clear  that 
I  did  not  wish  to  make  any  ruling,  but  that  if  I 
had  to  do  so,  I  would  declare  his  motion  out  of 
order,  feeling  that,  in  so  far  as  the  loan  order  is 
concerned,  we  might  kill  the  purposes  of  that  order. 
I  gave  the  councilor  the  alternative,  if  he  desired, 
of  other  action,  stating  that  I  would  be  satisfied 
personally  to  have  action  postponed  so  that  we 
might  get  an  interpretation  from  the  Law  De- 
partment. That  was  my  idea.  The  question 
comes  on  laying  the  matter  on  the  table. 

The  Council  voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table.

RETIREMENT  OF  STEPHEN  THACHER  — 
VETO.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  your  order  in  favor  of  legislation  author- 
izing the  retirement  of  Stephen  Thacher. 

Mr.  Thacher  was  an  assistant  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  and  presumably  a  man  of  intelli- 
gence. Under  the  terms  of  the  Boston  Retirement 
Act  he  was  a  member  of  the  system  unless  ho 
withdrew  therefrom  by  a  written  instrument. 
He  had  a  choice  to  make  of  two  alternatives. 
One  was  to  remain  a  member  of  the  retirement 
system  and,  on  account  of  his  age,  which  was 
seventy-six,  accept  retirement  on  or  about  April  1, 
1923,  with  a  very  considerable  pension  and  annuity, 
and  tlie  other  was  to  decline  membership  and  re- 
main in  the  service  at  full  pay  until  January  1, 
1926,  at  which  time  he  would  be  obliged  to  retire 
without  any  pension. 

Mr.  Thacher  chose  the  second  alternative  and 
remained  in  the  service  at  full  pay  until  about 
April  30;  1924,  when  he  resigned.  He  is  no  longer 
an  employee;  he  made  his  choice  deliberately  and 
with  a  complete  understanding  of  the  conse- 
quences, and  I  see  no  reason,  moral  or  equitable, 
why  the  restrictions  of  the  retirement  system 
should  be  broken  down  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
his  case  preferred  treatment.

Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment 
constituted  under  section  20,  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1924,  respectfully  requests  an  appropria- 
tion of  $5,000  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  Board 
for  the  current  year. 

Under  the  Zoning  Law  it  is  the  function  of  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  to  pass  upon  changes 
in  the  boundaries  of  the  zoning  districts  of  the  city.

OPINION    ON    PROPOSED     LOAN    ORDER 
AMENDMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  13,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council, 
City  Hall. 

Gentlemen, — In  answer  to  the  following  order 
which  was  passed  February  9,  1905, 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Coun.sel  be  re- 
quested to  render  an  opinion  to  the  City  Council 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  City  Council  have  the 
right  to  amend  the  loan  order  for  $1,000,000  for 
sewerage  works  by  adding  the  words  "work  to  be 
done  by  city  employees," 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  have  no  legal  right  to 
so  amend  the  loan  order. 

Section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1909  provides  as  follows: 

"Neither  the  city  council,  nor  any  member  or 
committee,  officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  directly  or 
indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  county  of 
Suffolk,  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the 
making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials, 
supplies,  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construction, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings, 
or  other  property;  nor  in  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  the  same;  nor  in  the  conduct  of 
the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
city  or  county;  nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal 
of  any  municipal  or  county  employee;  nor  in  the 
expenditure  of  public  money  except  such  as  may 
be  neees.sary  for  the  contingent  and  incidental 
expenses  of  the  city  council.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  affect  the  powers  or  duties  of 
the  city  council  as  the  successor  of  the  present 
board  of  aldermen  relative  to  state  or  military  aid 
and  soldiers'  relief." 

By  putting  on  the  proposed  amendment  you 
unquestionably  interfere  with  the  conduct  of  the 


administrative  and  executive  business  of  the  city. 
Your  duty  is  confined  to  providing  by  loan  the 
necessary  money  for  sewerage  works.  How  and 
by  whom  the  work  shall  be  done  after  the  money 
is  provided  is  an  executive  or  administrative 
function,  with  which  you  have  no  right  to  inter- 
fere. 

The  amendment  is  also  in  violation  of  that  part 
of  the  section  which  says  that  the  City  Council 
shall  not  directly  or  indirectly,  in  behalf  of  the 
city  or  county  of  Suffolk,  take  part  in  the  employ- 
ment of  labor.  As  the  force  and  effect  of  this 
amendment  is  that  the  work  shall  be  done  by  city 
employees  and  not  by  contract,  you  would,  there- 
fore, be  indirectly  taking  part  in  the  employment 
of  labor.

INSPECTION   OF  PRISONS. 

Coun.  LANE,  for  the  Committee  on  Inspection 
of  Prisons,  submitted  the  following: 

The  committee  reports  that  it  has  made  the 
inspection  of  the  House  of  Correction  and  County 
Jail  as  required  by  law.  The  work  of  the  com- 
mittee was  hampered  somewhat  by  an  interpre- 
tation by  the  Law  Department  on  our  right  to 
make  an  inspection  of  the  House  of  Correction 
and  by  consequent  orders  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Institutions  Department. 
On  November  14  before  this  committee  and  on 
November  17  before  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  City  Council,  Mr.  Samuel  Silverman  of  the 
Law  Department  gave  his  opinion  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  jointly  constituted  the  County 
Commissioners  and  as  such  were  the  proper  per- 
sons to  make  the  required  inspection  of  the  County 
Jail  and  House  of  Correction. 

Your  committee  decided  to  accept  tentatively 
this  interpretation  of  the  law  without  giving  up 
any  of  its  hereditarj-  rights.  We  therefore  decided 
to  continue  to  function  as  the  Committee  on 
Inspection  of  Prisons  of  the  City  Council  during 
the  active  work  of  the  County  Commissioners  . 
We  attended  the  inspection  of  the  County  Jail 
and  the  House  of  Correction  carried  on  by  the 
County  Commissioners,  and  also  on  November  25, 
when  an  investigation  of  the  charges  published  by 
Commissioner  Bates  of  the  Correctional  Depart- 
ment of  the  Commonwealth  was  made,  to  which 
we  will  presently  refer. 

On  December  12,  1924,  a  hearing  was  called  by 
the  County  Commissioners  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber, to  which  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions 
Department,  the  Master  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion and  Doctor  McGaffigan  were  invited.  None 
of  them  attended,  by  order  of  the  Mayor. 

On  December  31  the  committee  decided  to  at- 
tend the  hearing  to  be  held  at  Deer  Island  by  the 
County  Commissioners.  This  meeting  was  not 
held  because  by  order  of  the  Mayor  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Institutions  refused  to  allow  either 
Covmty  Commissioners  or  City  Councilors  to 
visit  Deer  Island.  On  that  same  day  in  conference 
with  certain  city  councilors,  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  E.  Mark  Sullivan,  ruled  that  the  City 
Council  as  such  or  as  County  Commissioners  had 
no  executive  or  administrative  function,  and  as  the 
inspection  of  the  House  of  Correction  was  such  a 
function,  the  committee  and  the  County  Com- 
missioners would  not  be  allowed  to  -sisit  Deer 
Island.  Such  an  interpretation  of  the  law  is  un- 
warranted. By  no  rule  of  reason  can  it  be  con- 
ceived that  an  inspection  or  even  an  investigation 
by  the  City  Council  is  the  exercise  of  administrative 
or  executive  functions.  One  might  as  well  say 
that  the  liealth  inspectors  of  the  cit.v  take  charge 
of  the  establisliments  which  it  is  their  duty  to 
survey.  It  is  fundamental  in  politics  that  the 
appropriating  body  should  ha\-e  some  sort  of 
check  over  these  departments  to  which  it  votes 
public  money,  otherwise  representative  government 
becomes  a  farce.  To  strengthen  this  view  we  refer 
to  General  Laws,  chapter  233,  section  S,  which 
specifically  authorize  city  councils  to  summon 
witnesses  to  testif.v  and  to  produce  books  and 
papers  at  a  hearing  as  to  matters  within  their 
authority.  Moreover,  ch.aptcr  34,  section  4, 
specifies"  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  County 
Commissioners;  and  chapter  126,  section  1,  states 
that  "the  county  commissioners  shall  make  tw^o 
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visits  a  year  to  the  prisons  of  their  county  and 
fully  examine  into  everything  relative  to  the 
government,  discipline  and  police  thereof." 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  our  city  was  such 
a  highhanded  usurpation  of  power  tried  by  any 
other  mayor.  It  was  an  autocratic  act  witliout 
parallel  in  American  life,  and  the  surprise  is  not 
that  it  failed  but  that  it  was  ever  attempted. 
Happily  this  phase  of  city  administration  has  been 
abandoned,  because  on  .lanuary  .3,  1925,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances  of  the  City  Council  were 
cordially  welcomed  on  both  Deer  Island  and  Long 
Island  on  a  tour  of  inspection. 

On  November  11  a  statement  was  issued  by 
Sanford  Bates,  Commissioner,  and  Edward  C.  R. 
Bagley  and  Seymour  H.  Stone,  Deputy  Commis- 
sioners, of  the  Correctional  Department  of  the 
Commonwealth,  which  asserted  that  "For  the 
last  two  years  it  has  been  increasingly  apparent 
that  the  discipline  and  control  of  the  inmates  at 
the  House  of  Correction  have  been  inadequate  and 
inefficient."  Evidence  in  support  of  such  criticism 
was  added.  In  view  of  the  puljlicity  given  to  that 
statement  and  to  the  startling  character  of  the 
alleged  facts,  the  committee  is  warranted  in  pre- 
senting its  conclusions. 

On  November  25  at  the  House  of  Correction  a 
hearing  was  held  on  the  charges  made  by  the  state 
officials.  This  hearing  was  given  by  the  County 
Commissioners.  In  addition  to  the  committee 
there  were  present  County  Commissioners  BricUley 
and  Wa'son,  Commissioner  Bates  and  Deputy 
Commissioner  Bagle.v,  Commissioner  Johnson, 
Deput.v  Commissioner  Driscoll,  Master  Mallo.v, 
Doctor  McGaffigan,  and  various  other  officers  of 
the  institution.  A  full  discussion  on  each  item  of 
the  charges  was  continued  for  more  than  four 
hours.  It  appears  to  your  committee  that  as  be- 
tween the  Deputy  Commissioner  and  the  Deputy 
Master  of  the  institution  an  unfriendly  feeling 
officially  existed  for  some  time  which  resulted  in  a 
personal  encounter  on  May  29.  The  deputy  com- 
missioner of  the  Commonwealth  who  was  present 
at  the  affair  stated  that  the  encounter  took  place 
before  two  inmates,  but  this  is  denied  by  Mr. 
Driscoll.  Deputy  Master  McDade  who,  by  the 
way,  was  not  present  at  this  hearing,  wrote  on 
May  29,  1924,  to  Doctor  .Johnson  explaining  the 
occurrence,  ending  his  letter  with  these  words:  "I 
consider  this  action  of  Mr.  Driscoll  a  continuance 
of  the  attack  against  me  that  has  been  going  on  for 
nearly  a  year  now."  At  the  hearing  Mr.  Driscoll 
stated  that  Mr.  Bagley  at  the  time  said,  "You 
(Driscoll)  ought  to  suspend  him  (McDade)  for  the 
benefit  of  the  institution."  Whatever  may  be  the 
real  facts  of  the  case;  there  is  no  doubt  that  such 
friction  existing  between  superior  officers  of  an  in- 
stitution was  detrimental  to  discipline. 

On  another  occasion  when  a  riot  started  among 
the  inmates  in  the  dining  room  sometime  in  April, 
1924,  Deputy  Connnissioner  Driscoll  was  called  in 
to  Quell  the  outbreak.  Later  he  spoke  to  the 
master  of  the  island  who  had  not  responded  to  the 
riot  call,  saying,  to  quote  his  own  words,  "You  are 
a  quitter."  "I  don't  know  what  I  said,  but 
something  like  this,  'Take  off  your  guns  and 
blackjack  and  I  will  prove  it  to  you.' "  Mr. 
Driscoll  further  stated  that  "he  spoke  thus  with 
no  intent  because  the  master  has  been  pretty  good 
to  me."  The  master's  report  of  the  affair  is  as 
follows,  in  his  own  words:  "I  was  censoring  mail 
and  I  hoard  some  kind  of  commotion.  They  said, 
'Homebody  has  jumped  up  on  the  table  there.' 
One  fellow  was  calling,  'Shoot  the  deputy,'  and  I 
got  hold  of  him  and  he  didn't  say  any  more."  The 
master  further  stated,  "I  had  no  gun,  very  seldom 
have  it,  and  I  hadn't  even  the  little  stick."  (Ques- 
tioned as  to  whether  the  deputy  commissioner  had 
invited  him  to  take  off  his  gun  and  blackjack,  the 
master  answered,  "I  never  heard  that,  to  be  honest 
with  you."  The  above  two  incidents,  brought  out 
at  length  by  the  committee,  indicate  to  what  ex- 
tent among  superior  officers  friction  had  developed 
and  how  detrimental  such  a  situation  would  be  to 
the  proper  handling  of  the  institution. 

The  committee  is  also  satisfied  that  the  master 
was  insulted  by  a  drunken  officer  and  that  four 
other  officers  have  been  drunk  on  the  premises, 
and  that,  although  suspended,  three  of  them  have 
been  reinstated  by  City  Hall  over  the  head  of  the 
master.  It  seems  paradoxical  that  men  who  have 
been  imprisoned  for  drunkenness  should  be  under 
the  control  of  officers  who  are  guilty  of  the  same 
offense.  The  committee  recommends  not  the 
suspension  but  the  discharge  of  officers  found 
drunk  on  Deer  Island  in  the  future. 

It   was  also  charged   that   political   advertising 


work  was  done  by  inmates,  that  certain  officers 
were  given  leave  of  absence  for  political  purposes, 
one  of  whom  received  his  pay  for  three  weeks,  and 
that  absentee  voting  blanks  were  requested  for  in- 
mates. The  committee  states  that  s\ich  political 
activity  did  take  place,  and  that  Democratic  and 
Republican  polities  was  interspersed.  The  extent 
of  this  activity,  however,  was  slight,  though  repre- 
hensible. It  was  brought  out  at  the  hearing,  how- 
ever, that  a  much  more  serious  political  action  did 
occur,  nimely.  the  collecting  of  campaign  funds 
among  the  officers  at  Deer  Lsland.  Such  contri- 
butions create  official  favoritism  with  all  its 
deadening  effects  on  the  institution  employees. 
This  practice  must  stop. 

The  employment  of  inmates  on  the  institution 
boat  and  at  Long  Island  does  not  seem  to  the 
committee  to  be  objectionable  if  proper  super- 
vision is  guaranteed. 

As  to  the  charges  that  certain  inmates  escaped 
from  the  Lsland,  that  certain  irmiates  were  drunk, 
that  certain  inmates  were  found  smoking  in  or 
near  a  barn,  the  committee  reports  that  such 
charges  are  true,  and  are  evidence  of  the  lack  of 
close  supervision.  During  the  inspection  of  the 
mattress  factory,  filled  with  combustible  material, 
excelsior,  etc.,  we  found  inmates  smoking,  cigar- 
ette stubs  and  matches  lying  on  the  Hoor,  with 
no  officer  guarding  the  inmates.  Inquiry  brought 
out  the  fact  that  the  officer  supposed  to  be  there 
was  at  Rainsford  Island.  This  shows  lamentable 
lack  of  proper  institutional  management.  It  was 
brought  out  during  the  hearing  in  the  examina- 
tion of  Deputy  Driscoll,  that  on  one  occasion  500 
inmates  were  gathered  on  the  field  without  any 
officer  in  charge  at  a  time  when  there  were  400 
visitors  on  the  island.  That  perhaps  would  not 
happen  again  in  a  lifetime,  but  such  incidents 
illustrate  the  looseness  that  was  prevalent  in  the 
Deer  Island  institution. 

A  rather  curious  incident  of  departmental  in- 
stability equal  almost  to  the  change  that  took 
place  in  the  Law  Department  interpretations  as 
to  what  officials  had  the  right  to  inspect  the 
House  of  Correction,  is  to  be  found  in  the  "No 
Pass"  regulation  of  the  Institutions  Department. 
Sometime  in  October  a  notice  was  received  osten- 
sibly from  the  Boston  office  of  the  Institutions 
Department  that  no  state  or  city  official  should 
be  allowed  upon  Deer  Island  without  a  pass  from 
the  Commissioner.  At  the  hearing  Doctor  .John- 
son refused  to  acknowledge  that  the  order  came 
from  him.  The  master  posted  the  notice,  how- 
ever, and  the  order  went  into  effect  although  it 
was  illegal.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  city  coun- 
cilor was  refused  admission  to  the  island  as  per 
order.  We  realized  that  somebody  had  blundered 
and  passed  over  the  affair,  accepting  the  state- 
ment that  such  a  policy  would  not  be  enforced  in 
the  future.  Yet  in  face  of  the  discussion  of  this 
matter,  a  more  drastic  rule  was  enforced  on 
January  3,  1925,  when  the  commissioner  positively 
refused  city  councilors  the  right  to  visit  Deer 
Island. 

The  committee  concludes  that  discipline  at  the 
House  of  Correction  was  of  low  standard.  This 
is  the  most  serious  fault  in  the  institution.  Drastic 
measures  should  be  taken  to  restore  discipline 
to  the  island.  Interference  with  the  authority  of 
the  master  and  his  control  of  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection by  officials  at  City  Hall  should  stop  at 
once.  To  make  the  master  supreme  at  Deer 
Island  is  the  only  way  to  bring  back  order. 

I'he  committee  does  not  wish  to  convey  the 
impression  that  because  the  discipline  has  gone 
wrong,  the  institution  is  not  doing  soine  good 
work.  The  management  of  the  institution  as  to 
the  healtli  of  the  inmates,  the  food  served  to  them 
and  their  treatment  by  the  officers,  so  far  as  the 
committee  observed,  is  well  carried  on.  It  is 
quite  remarkable  that  among  so  many  men  con- 
fined there — 585  being  the  average  number  for 
the  year  1924 — except  for  an  epidenuc  of  small 
consequence  in  tonailitis  and  la  grippe,  the  healtli 
record  lias  been  excellent.  Only  two  deaths  were 
recorded  for  the  year. 

The  food  of  the  inmates  is  wholesome  and 
plentiful.  No  cases  of  brutal  treatment  of  in- 
mates have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
committee.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  drunk- 
enness still  leads  in  the  list  of  commitments,  in 
spite  of  prohibition.  The  increase  in  the  number 
sentenced'  for  larceny  of  automobiles  and  viola- 
tion of  the  auto  laws  still  continues.  Most  of 
these  offenders  are  young,  and  a  serious  problem 
is  presented  in  tlieir  cases,  wliich  thus  far  arc  not 
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usually  vicious.  The  nonsupport  cases  have 
dropped  materially  in  the  last  three  months  of 
the  past  year. 

There  are  four  industries  and  seven  or  eight  other 
departments  in  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 
The  stone  shed  turns  out  edgestones  for  the  Public 
Works  Department;  the  laundry  handles  about 
70,000  pieces  of  goods  monthly;  the  shoe  shop 
furnished  $16,000  worth  of  footwear  in  the  past 
year;  the  clothing  shop  made  about  ,'$18,000  worth 
of  clothing  in  the  past  year.  All  the  work  done  in 
these  industries,  except  in  the  stone  shed,  is  for  use 
in  the  institutions.  The  farm  furnishes  2,370 
quarts  of  milk  monthly  to  Long  Island,  besides 
raising  potatoes,  onions,  beets,  turnips  and  corn  for 
the  institution.  During  the  year  32,150  pounds  of 
hogs,  3,310  pounds  of  cows  and  774  pounds  of 
calves  have  been  killed  for  use  in  the  department. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  work  of  the  bakery  the 
following  list  is  the  output  for  one  month: 

13,417  loaves  inmate  bread. 
8.57  loaves  officers'  bread. 

80  loaves  raisin  bread. 
312  dozen  rolls. 
582  pies. 

236  dozen  doughnuts. 
60  pans  corn  bread. 
3,112  drop  cakes. 
2,480  buns. 

There  is  also  in  operation  a  carpenter,  paint,  tin, 
blacksmith  and  mattress  shop  to  take  care  of  such 
work  as  would  be  required  in  this  large  institution. 

Inmate  labor  has  been  used  extensively  on  the 
general  plant  of  the  institution  on  Deer  Island. 
The  Hill  Prison,  formerly  the  Women's  Prison,  was 
entirely  remodeled  for  occupancy.  This  work  was 
started  last  year  and  was  completed  in  1924. 
Barracks  "B"  now  used  by  the  drug  addicts  has 
had  much  work  done  thereon,  and  is  not  yet 
finished.  The  dividing  wall  between  every  two 
cells  has  been  removed,  making  each  cell  double 
the  former  size,  and  sanitary  conveniences  have 
been  introduced  therein. 

Two  boilers  brought  from  Rainsford  Island  have 
been  installed,  thus  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the 
plant.  New  steam  carrying  lines  have  been  added 
to  other  buildings  as  a  result. 

The  number  of  street  lights  has  been  increased 
and  also  the  size  of  the  electric  lamps  so  that  all 
sides  of  the  institution  building  are  better  lighted  on 
the  exterior.  A  new  telephone  circuit  has  replaced 
the  old  system  connecting  all  important  depart- 
ments of  the  island. 

We  have  noted  over  a  period  of  twelve  months 
that  the  inmate  population  has  increased  from 
386  on  January  1,  1924,  to  551  on  December  31, 
1924,  with  a  high  mark  during  the  month  of 
November,  1924,  of  662. 

The  daily  average  population  over  a  period  of 
four  years  has  been  as  follows:  1921,294;  1922,297; 
1923,  386;   1924,  585. 

"This  is  almost  a  100  per  cent  increase.  With  the 
inerezse  in  population  we  have  noted  that  the 
prisoners  charged  with  the  more  serious  crimes 
have  received  correspondingly  heavier  sentences.

CITY    EMPLOYEES    FOR     SEWER    CON- 
STRUCTION. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  withdraw  the  order  for  $1,000,000  appropria- 
tion for  constructing  sewers  and  submit  to  the 
Council  an  order  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000 
for  construction  of  sewers,  said  work  to  be  per- 
formed by  city  employees. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be  put 
upon  its  passage.     I  introduce  this  order  at  this 
time,  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  withdraw 
the  previous  order  which  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Council  relative  to  appropriating  SI, 000,000 
for   sewer   construction,    because    of   the    opinion 
which    has    been    rendered    by    the    Corporation 
Counsel  that  the  City  Council  has  no  authority  to 
change  the  wording  of  the  Mayor's  order  so  that 
this    work    might    be    done    by    city    employees. 
While  I  disagree  with  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  I  realize  that  from  a  practical  stand- 
point it  is  an  argument  upon  the  other  side  of  the 
question  which  cannot  be  very  lightly  passed  over 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
is  supposed  to  render  unbiased  decisions  relative  to 
any  matters  of  law  that  are  referred  to  him.     But 
in  criticism  of  this  opinion  I  merely  wish  to  point 
out  that   he  says   that  the  City  Council  has   no 
authority  to  amend  this  order  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  for  an  appropriation  of  81,000,000  because 
if   we  did   so   we   would   be   interfering   with   the 
executive    functions    as    defined    under    the    city 
charter.     To    me    it    seems    a    far-fetched,    finely 
drawn  decision  or  interpretation  of  the  spirit  of 
the  charter  under  which  we  are  operating  and,  in 
my  opinion,  if  we  were  to  disregard  his  opinion 
entirely  there  is  no  one  I  know  of  in  this  city  who 
would   press   the   matter  any   further  for  a   final 
decision  of  the  courts  relative  to  our  powers  in  the 
matter.     While  this  opinion  is  just  an  interpreta- 
tion by  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  intent  of 
the    words    in    the   statute    which    apply    to    this 
particular  appropriation,  we  want  to  realize  that 
after  all  is  said  and  done  these  matters  as  enacted 
by  the  General  Court  are  merely  man-made  laws. 
I   feel  that,   with   conditions   as   they  are  at   the 
present  time,  with  unemployment  greatly  increas- 
ing rather  than  decreasing,  every  order  that  comes 
in  here  asking  for  the  appropriation  of  money  for 
this  purpose  or  that  purpose,  having  behind  it  the 
thought  that  it  will  provide  work  for  individuals 
in  our  city,  should  be  considered  with  that  in  view. 
Under  a  so-called  compulsion  to  provide  work  for 
the  citizens  of  our  city,  we  are  expected  to  pass 
these  appropriations,  and  if  we  want  to  provide 
work  for  our  citizens  there  is  no  better  way  to  do 
so  than  providing  work  for  them  as  city  employees, 
with  preference  given  to  war  veterans  under  the 
Veterans'  Preference  Act.      We    have    staggering 
pay  roll  in   the  Soldiers'   Relief  Department,   in- 
creasing   every    week.     People    are    begging    for 
money  on  the  streets,  walk  the  streets  looking  tor 
work,   willing  to  do  anything  in  order  that  they 
may  take  care  of  their  families,  and,  simply  because 
of  an  interpretation  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
of  this  city  of  a  man-made  law,  are  we  to  say  that 
that  law  made  by  men  is  going  to  supersede  the 
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natural  law  of  God  that  tlie  people  of  our  city  have 
a  right  to  earn  a  livelihood  in  our  city?  I  say,  no. 
I  disregard  it,  personally;  whether  it  is  good  law  or 
bad  law  matters  not  to  me.  When  the  thought 
behind  the  matter  is  to  provide  work  for  our 
citizens,  I  think  the  members  of  this  Council  will 
be  very  glad  to  vote  for  this  appropriation.  I  feel 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  withdraw  the 
existing  order,  if  there  is  any  conflict  in  regard  to 
the  right  to  employ  citizens  for  this  work.  We 
have  heard  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  and 
other  commissioners  appointed  under  every 
administration  say  that  work  performed  by  con- 
tract labor  can  be  performed  more  cheaply  than 
by  citizen  labor.  While  I  disagree  with  such  an 
opinion,  what  of  it  if  it  can?  If  we  are  to  take 
care  of  our  citizens,  what  difference  does  it  ftiake 
if  we  are  to  provide  a  few  hundred  thousand 
dollars  extra  in  order  to  perform  this  work  by 
citizens  as  against  having  it  performed  by  aliens. 
There  is  no  one  can  tell  me  that  when  this  work  is 
let  out  by  contract,  or  when  any  contractor  takes 
any  of  this  work  let  out  by  the  city  he  does  not 
take  it  for  the  sole  purpose  of  increasing  his 
wealth.  He  has  no  regard  whatever  for  the  citizens 
of  our  city.  He  will  say  that  he  is  unable  to 
provide  citizen  labor.  Naturally,  under  the  con- 
ditions which  have  been  in  vogue  in  our  city  for 
years,  it  might  be  hard  to  get  citizens  to  do  some 
of  the  work  that  some  of  these  contractors  want 
them  to  perform.  Bossed  by  aliens,  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  asked  to  work  with  a  pick  and 
shovel  with  an  alien  as  boss,  driving  them  until 
their  backs  are  broken!  Is  that  the  type  of  con- 
tract that  we  want  to  let  out  in  this  city?  Is  that 
keeping  in  step  with  the  progress  of  our  times?  Is 
that  what  we  mean  when  we  refer  to  living  wages, 
to  saving  wages,  to  decent  wages  in  our  city? 
Rather,  don't  w-e  want  to  provide  work  for  our 
citizens  first,  and  for  aliens  afterwards,  if  there  is 
any  work  left  over?  I  think  this  is  a  very  serious 
proposition,  and  I  don't  believe  any  technicality 


of  law  or  any  interpretation  by  a  Corporation 
Counsel  should  prevent  this  Council  from  passing 
this  loan  order  with  the  words  in  it  providing  that 
the  work  shall  be  performed  by  city  employees  and 
citizens  of  our  city.  I  take  my  stand  on  that.  I 
know,  of  course,  all  the  legal  phrases  with  which 
the  statute  is  hedged  about,  that  it  says  we  must 
provide  a  certain  amount  of  money,  not  more  than 
a  million  dollars  per  year,  for  this  work,  and  so  on. 
But  there  isn't  anything  in  the  statute  which  says 
that  we  must  do  this  work  by  contract,  and  if  it 
comes  down  to  a  fine  interpretation,  why  isn't 
there  a  contract  to  have  such  work  done  by  city 
employees?  The  city  contracts  with  employees 
when  it  hires  them  to  do  certain  kinds  of  work. 
Why  isn't  that  a  contract?  Why  must  such  work 
be  let  out  to  those  who  have  waxed  fat  on  the 
contracts  of  our  city  for  years?  Every  administra- 
tion I  have  ever  heard  of  has  made  a  special  plank 
against  contract  labor  in  its  platform,  has  come 
out  for  the  abolition  of  such  labor  so  far  as  possible 
and  yet  its  abolition  has  never  even  been  attempted 
by  anyone.  I  feel  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  us  to 
insist  that  when  we  are  going  to  spend  a  million 
dollars  for  the  construction  of  sewers  or  for  the 
construction  of  streets,  that  work  shall  be  given  to 
the  citizens  of  our  city,  and  that  no  technical 
phraseology  of  the  law  shall  hinder  or  obstruct  us 
in  obtaining  that  work  for  these  men. 

The   rule   was    suspended    and   the    order    was 
passed.

ary 1,  192,'!,  and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $16,424,- 
594.57,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid 
for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart- 
ment or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation 
other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  tlie 
general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made 
to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects 
and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  thi^

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  was 
talking  with  the  reporters  when  this  matter  was 
taken  up.  I  would  like  to  raise  my  objection  to 
its  being  acted  upon  by  this  Council  at  this  time. 
The  Council  only  two  weeks  ago  at  its  last  meeting 
unanimously  passed  an  order  that  was  introduced 
by  myself  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  with- 
draw this  order  and  to  submit  a  new  order  to  the 
Council,  asking  that  this  work  be  done  by  city 
employees  rather  than  under  the  contract  system. 
Of  course,  we  know  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is 
away  at  the  present  time  and  probably  will  not 
return  for  a  couple  of  weeks.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  action  should  be  taken  on  the  matter  now, 
particularly  by  a  Council  which  has  voted  unani- 
mously to  ask  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  resubmit 
the  proposition  in  the  form  of  having  the  work 
done  by  city  employees.  I  do  not  believe  that  a 
Council  which  takes  such  action  should,  before 
there  is  an  opportunity  for  an  answer  to  be  re- 
ceived from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  act  as  is  sug- 
gested here  today  upon  the  very  proposition 
which  they  have  asked  him  to  withdraw.  I  can- 
not understand  any  reason  for  any  such  motion 
as  that.  I  do  not  wish  to  make  any  extended 
speech  concerning  the  so-called  contract  system, 
but  I  do  think  it  is  necessary  that  we  should  call 
a  spade  a  spade.  All  of  us  know  that  the  contract 
system  is  the  one  menace  to  municipal  government 
that  every  municipality  has  to  contend  with. 
There  is  no  contractor  in  the  contracting  business 
for  his  health.  They  are  in  it  as  a  money-making 
proposition,  and  when  we  hear  a  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  or  anybody  else  saying  that  con- 
tractors lose  money  they  must  think  they  are 
talking  to  a  lot  of  imbeciles,  people  who  have  not 
had  any  practical  experience  in  the  world.  AH  of 
us  know  that  men  who  have  practically  come  out 
of  the  trenches,  men  who  have  dug  with  shovels 
in  the  streets  and  who  have  afterwards  gone  into 
the  contracting  business  have  retired  or  died 
millionaires.  How  did  they  do  it?  By  losing 
money  on  city  contracts  or  by  making  money? 
I  believe  that  a  person  living  in  this  city  of  ours — 
man,  woman  or  child — who  is  a  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  entitled  to  a  square  deal  at  the 
hands  of  men  elected  by  the  citizens  to  office.  I 
believe  that  the  men  and  women  on  the  city  pay 
rolls  are  entitled  to  a  decent  living  salary  tor  their 
labor,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  contracts  calling 
for  the  expenditure  of  a  million  dollars  should  be 
handed  out  to  private  individuals  so  that  they  may 
make  a  profit  of  probably  $500,000  out  of  them. 
Criticisms  directed  against  municipalities  by 
finance  commissions  or  other  students  of  municipal 
government  invariably  point  to  the  menace  of  the 
contract  system.  They  invariably  point  out  the 
failure  to  hve  up  even  to  the  contracts  received 
by  the  contractors.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to 
point  to  any  specific  contract.  It  holds  true  of 
almost  all,  if  not  all,  of  them.     Those  of  us  inter- 


ested enough  to  look  the  matter  up  or  to  follow  it 
at  all  know  that  conditions  are  altered  in  con- 
tracts, if  the  amount  is  not  satisfactory  to  the 
contractor,  that  although  they  are  let  out  for  a 
certain  amount  of  money  and  are  supposed  to  be 
completed  within  a  certain  time,  the  amount  paid 
is  increased  and  the  time  within  which  the  con- 
tract is  to  be  completed  is  altered,  frequently. 
And  still  they  tell  you  that  they  are  not  making 
money.  We  all  know,  those  of  us  who  want  to 
know,  that  there  are  certain  ways  of  doing  business 
with  contractors,  and  that  the  contractor  does  not 
receive  it  all.  We  know  that  when  contractors 
submit  a  proposition  to  do  a  certain  piece  of  work 
for  a  stipulated  amount  of  money,  they  sometimes 
know  beforehand  that  that  amount  is  going  to  be 
increased  and  that  the  length  of  time  which  they 
are  supposed  to  be  allowed  to  complete  the  work 
is  going  to  be  lengthened:  and  that  is  why  repu- 
table men  in  the  contracting  business  often  will 
not  submit  bids  on  city  work,  because  they  realize 
that  if  they  submit  an  honest,  legitimate  bid,  they 
will  be  expected  to  live  up  to  it,  observing  the 
exact  provisions  of  the  contract,  whereas  those 
who  are,  as  they  say,  "in"  are  allowed  to  amend 
their  contracts  as  they  see  fit.  How  can  an 
honest,  reputable  concern  bid  on  a  contract  under 
such  conditions?  That  is  the  way  in  which  most 
city  contracts  are  let  out.  I  did  not  think  it 
would  be  necessary  for  me  to  make  any  speech  on 
this  proposition,  but  I  did  not  wish  to  see  the  thing 
go  through  without  ha\Tng  my  say  upon  it.  I 
don't  see  how  this  Council,  which  has  asked  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  withdraw  this  proposition 
and  submit  a  new  one,  under  which  the  work 
would  be  done  by  city  employees,  can  now  go  back 
on  that  action  and  vote  for  this  proposition. 
Certainly  I  cannot  understand  such  action.  I 
just  want  to  call  one  little  matter  to  your  attention. 
At  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  we  received 
a  communication  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  relative  to  the  sewerage  work  for  1925, 
without  any  explanation  of  the  various  proposi- 
tions involved.  If  there  is  any  one  here  who  can 
understand  it,  he  is  certainly  qualified  to  be  a 
certified  public  accountant  immediately.  But 
hastily  glancing  over  it,  I  notice  somewhere  in  it 
that  on  this  new  Cambridge  street,  so  called,  if 
my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  they  have  one 
item  to  this  effect, — Cambridge  street  and  Court 
street,  between  Charles  and  Tremont  street, 
886,400.  Then  there  is  Tremont  street,  from 
Arlington  street  to  Stuart  street.  $68,000.  There 
are  two  items  alone, — one  for  $68,000  in  connection 
with  the  so-called  Tremont  street  widening,  which 
has  not  even  passed  definitely  yet,  and  the  other 
for  $86,400  for  Cambridge  and  Court  streets, 
despite  the  fact  that  they  are  now  asking  for 
legislation  for  another  half  million  dollars  for  this 
Cambridge  and  Court  street  proposition.  I  think 
these  matters  require  some  explanation.  I  cer- 
tainly do  not  believe  we  ought  to  act  upon  this 
matter  today.  I  don't  believe  we  should  act 
until  the  Mayor  returns  and  gives  the  Council 
some  answer.  While  I  seem  to  be  alone,  I  feel 
that  I  am  right,  and  I  believe  the  people  of  the 
city  think  I  am  right  on  the  proposition.  I  cer- 
tainly feel  that  the  Council  should  not  act  upon 
the  matter  today,  that  it  should  not  act  in  any 
event  until  we  have  had  some  report  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  as  to  whether  he  desires  to  have 
this  work  done  by  contract  or  by  city  employees. 
He  has  not  yet  made  any  decision  in  the  matter. 
Certainly  if  there  is  any  chance  that  he  may  wish 
to  have  tlie  work  done  by  city  employees,  we  should 
give  him,  in  view  of  the  action  we  have  already 
taken,  an  opportunity  to  express  that  opinion.  I 
certainly  trust  that  the  order  will  be  defeated,  if 
it  is  to  be  voted  upon  today. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  2:

money  to  Matthew  C.  Regan. 
Passed. 


$1,000,000  SEWERAGE  WORK  TO  BE  DONE 
BY  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.   DONOGHUE   offered   the   following: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  be  appro- 
priated for  constructing  sewerage  works  in  Boston. 
said  work  to  be  performed  by  city  employees,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriations  the  City  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  re- 
quest of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  in  order  that  this  order  may 
go  upon  its  passage. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended.  Coun. 
DONOGHUE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  Council  refused  to 
suspend  the  rule,  yeas  2,  nays  4: 

Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue,  Purcell — 2, 

Nays — Coun.  Gilbody,  I^ane,  Walsh,  Watson — 4. 

Chairman  WALSH — The  order  will  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  take  the  matter  just  acted  upon  from  the 
Finance  Committee,  to  which  it  has  just  been 
referred,  in  order  that  we  may  act  upon  the 
proposition. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Donoghuc's 
motion  to  take  the  order  from  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  this  order  at  this  time  for  the  reason 
that  the  other  order,  which  has  just  been  taken 
from  the  table,  appropriating  a  million  dollars  for 
sewer  construction,  the  same  presumably  to  be 
let  out  to  contractors,  was  passed  by  this  Coun- 
cil today  despite  the  fact  that  two  weeks  ago  this 
Council  voted  unanimously — and  I  cannot  be  too 
emphatic  in  the  use  of  the  word  "unanimous," 
which  means  every  member  of  the  Council  who 
voted  on  the  proposition — to  request  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  resubmit  the  entire  proposition  to 
this  Council,  including  a  provision  that  the  work 
be  done  by  city  employees.  I  think  there  should 
be  no  parliamentary  bickering  or  quibbling  on  a 
matter  of  that  sort,  but  that  we  should  have  a 
showdown  in  this  Council  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Council  favors  work  by  city  employees  under 
an  appropriation  of  this  sort  or  whether  they  prefer 
the  so-called  contract  system.  I  think  the  Coun- 
cil ought  to  take  a  stand  on  the  matter.  If  they 
are  opposed  to  having  the  work  done  by  city 
employees,  let  them  say  so,  and  let  them  be  big 
enough  to  say  so.  If  they  don't  want  to  put 
through  this  appropriation  and  to  ask  that  the 
work  be  done  by  city  employees,  let  them  vote 
against  it,  not  sending  it  to  a  committee  in  order 
that  it  may  die,  never  see  the  light  of  day  again. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  six  members  of  this  body 
have  voted  to  spend  a  million  dollars  under  the 
contract  system  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  I 
am  practical  enough  to  know  that  if  the  matter 
is  referred  to  a  committee  in  this  way  it  is  for 
one  purpose,  and  that  is  to  kill  it  without  taking 
a  vote  upon  it,  without  going  on  record  so  that  it 
may  be  known  whether  or  not  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  favor  the  doing  of  this  work 
by  city  employees  as  against  contract  labor.  If 
the  menibers  of  this  Council  feel  that  the  work 
should  be  done  by  contract,  my  order  gives  them 
an  opportunity  to  say  so.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
they  feel  that  it  should  be  done  by  city  employees, 
that  same  order  which  originates  with  me  gives 
them  the  right  to  say  that  they  believe  in  city 
employees  doing  the  work.  Of  course,  I  suppose 
I  cannot  add  anything  to  what  I  have  already 
said  relative  to  coatractors  in  general.  The  aver- 
age person  knows  as  well  as  I  know  that  on  every 
contract  let  out  the  contractor  figures  to  make 
a  considerable  amount  of  money  for  himself. 
And  how  does  he  do  it?  That  is  what  I  am 
chiefly  objecting  to,  the  manner  in  which  he  per- 
forms his  work,  and  the  men  whom  he  hires  to 
do  that  work.  He  docs  not  hire  citizens  of  our 
city.  He  goes  into  the  highways  and  byways,  to 
the  boats  and  trains  as  they  come  in  here,  and 
takes  the  aliens  even  off  the  ferries,  putting  them 
at  work  in  the  trenches,  people  unaccustomed  to 
the  customs  of  our  country  and  knowing  nothing 


except  to  sweat  day  and  night,  and  live  like 
slaves,  digging  in  the  trenches.  They  don't  know 
our  language  or  our  customs.  And  if  these  con- 
tractors do  not  employ  aliens,  they  will  get  boys. 
I  know  of  one  contract  now  for  the  collection  of 
garbage  and  ashes,  let  out  to  a  contractor  and 
sublet  by  him  to  another  contractor,  and  that 
contractor  puts  boys  on  the  ash  wagons  to  drive 
them  around.  Then  they  say  that  the  fault  is 
with  the  city  employees.  What  are  the  condi- 
tions? These  contractors,  or  this  specific  con- 
tractor, sends  out  a  sixteen  or  seventeen-year-old 
boy  to  drive  a  truck.  He  comes  in  contact  with 
a  city  employee  and  he  is  unable  physically  to 
help  lift  the  barrel  to  fill  his  cart.  And  then  they 
say  that  the  fault  is  with  the  city  employee,  not 
taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that,  in  my 
opinion,  a  direct  violation  of  the  city  ordinances 
has  been  committed,  when  the  man  who  received 
that  contract  sublet  it.  He  does  not  live  up  to 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  contract,  does  not  even 
live  up  to  common  ordinary  decency,  under  which 
a  contract  so  given  to  a  contractor  implies  presum- 
ably that  he  is  to  hire  able-bodied  men.  Possibly 
no  word  is  said  when  the  contract  is  let  to  the 
effect  that  citizens  of  our  city  should  receive 
preference  in  the  performance  of  these  various 
jobs,  but  we  know  that  they  certainly  do  not  get 
the  preference.  We  know  that  instead  of  their 
receiving  preference  they  are  discriminated  against 
because  they  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  'The  only  type  they  want  is  the  alien , 
the  type  that  they  can  drive,  such  a  type  that 
they  can  break  their  backs  with  work,  those  who 
have  not  self-assertiveness  enough  to  stand  up 
■for  their  rights  and  to  not  do  more  than  a  fair 
day's  work.  That  is  why  they  don't  want  veter- 
ans to  do  this  work;  that  is  why  they  don't  want 
the  work  done  by  city  employees.  It  would  not 
surprise  me  in  the  least  if  some  contractors  who 
have  been  receiving  plums  for  years,  who  have 
waxed  fat  on  the  people  of  our  city,  are  the  ones 
who  are  interested  in  putting  this  proposition 
through  today.  Otherwise,  why  the  rush?  There 
are  not  so  many  men  in  the  contracting  business, 
doing  work  for  the  City  of  Boston,  when  you 
come  to  look  it  over.  This  kind  of  work  in  par- 
ticular is  probably  confined  to  less  than  half  a 
dozen  contractors  in  this  city,  and  there  are  not 
any  of  them  that  I  know  of  who  are  losing  any 
money  on  the  proposition.  When  they  tell  you 
or  tell  me  that  this  work  can  be  performed  more 
cheaply  by  contract  labor  than  by  citizen  labor 
or  by  city  employee  labor,  I  say  that  they  de- 
liberately lie,  and  they  know  it.  Anyone  who 
makes  that  statement  knows,  if  he  has  ever  made 
any  statistical  study  of  the  proposition,  if  he  is 
possessed  of  ordinary  human  intelligence,  that  he 
deliberately  lies  when  he  says  that  it  costs  more 
to  perform  this  work  by  city  employees  than  it 
does  by  contract.  Certain  people  must  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  contractors.  That  is  the  answer 
to  the  contract  system.  What  is  the  reason  for 
the  great  interest  taken  in  this  matter  today? 
Wasn't  this  work  done  for  years  by  city  employees? 
Why  was  it  changed?  To  benefit  individuals.  I 
want  to  take  my  stand  on  this  proposition,  on 
the  side  of  the  citizen,  asking  that  he  have  an 
opportunity  to  earn  a  day's  livelihood,  asking  that 
he  be  given  a  chance  to  work  and  to  provide  for 
his  family,  asking  that  the  veteran  be  given  an 
opportunity,  so  that  he  may  be  taken  off  the  sol- 
diers' relief  pay  roll, — and  if  he  is  unfortunate 
enough  to  have  got  into  some  little  trouble,  he 
may  not  be  even  on  the  soldiers'  relief  pay  roll. 
I  ask  that  he  may  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
earn  his  daily  bread.  Against  the  arguments  I 
have  advanced  in  favor  of  city  employees  doing 
this  work  or  doing  any  work  that  can  be  done  by 
them,  not  one  single  logical  word  has  been  said 
by  anyone.  Not  one  single  syllable  which  would 
justify  the  contract  system  has  been  uttered  by 
any  member  of  this  Council.  Still  we  find  when 
the  votes  are  counted  that  six  votes  favor  the 
contract  system  and  that  two  favor  the  city  em- 
ployees doing  the  work,  with  one  member  of  the 
Council  absent.  I  think  it  is  going  pretty  far  to 
attempt  to  bury  this  order  in  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  I  feel  that  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil who  votes  to  send  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  by  so  doing  is  deliberately  ducking  the 
question  of  whether  he  favors  contract  labor  or 
city  employee  labor.  I  hope  that  my  motion  to 
take  the  order  from  the  Committee  on  Finance 
will  prevail. 

President  MORIARTY  in  the  chair. 
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Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  being  a 
Christian,  there  is  One  who  has  been  upon  earth 
to  whom  I  look  up,  before  whom  I  bow  my  head, 
and  such  an  accusation  as  we  have  heard  here 
today,  that  "You  are  in,"  although  it  is  rather  a 
slang  phrase,  touches  me,  because  I  feel,  while  my 
conscience  is  entirely  clear,  that  somebody  might 
get  a  false  impression.  I  voted  for  that  order  at 
our  last  meeting  for  the  sole  purpose  of  giving  our 
brother .  councilor  a  chance.  I  have  seen  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  who  runs  that 
branch  of  the  service,  and  1  am  convinced  that 
the  order  he  put  in  was  right.  That  is  my  reason 
for  voting  for  it  today.  I  don't  want  to  enter 
into  any  debate  on  this  matter,  but  when  any 
person  here  has  so  much  egotism  that  he  thinks 
he  can  drive  me,  I  will  simply  tell  him  that  he  has 
hold  of  the  wrong  party.  As  far  as  the  veterans 
of  the  World  War  are  concerned,  I  am  sick  and 
tired  of  hearing  a  lot  of  this  talk  about  them.  I 
think  the  veterans  can  take  care  of  themselves. 
At  the  time  when  the  war  was  on  I  took  the  same 
chance  that  others  did,  and  I  think  those  who 
took  the  chance  can  defend  themselves  now,  in 
times  of  peace,  as  well  as  in  time  of  war,  without 
looking  for  outside  aid.  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
Mayor's  order  on  account  of  the  amount  cf  non- 
employment  there  is  at  the  present  time.  The 
Mayor  told  us  clearly  what  the  situation  was  with 
regard  to  contract  labor,  and  I  think  we  under- 
stood it.  'Therefore,  I  voted  as  I  have  voted  to- 
dav,  in  favor  of  the  order  upon  our  calendar. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  was  not 
present  to  vote  upon  this  matter  at  the  meeting 
that  was  held  two  weeks  ago.  I  voted  today  for 
a  million  dollars  tor  sewers,  not  knowing  what  was 
going  on.  Therefore,  I  move  you,  sir,  before  I 
vote  further  on  this  matter  that  we  have  a  ruling 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  whether,  after 
we  have  voted  to  appropriate  money,  we  have  a 
right  to  say  how  it  shall  be  spent. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  realize  very, 
very  thoroughly  the  popular  side  of  this  q,uestion, 
and  the  gentleman  who  spoke  first,  making  the 
motion  to  call  this  order  back  from  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  has  the  popular  side  of  the  question. 
But  I  have  an  opinion  of  my  own  to  express  con- 
cerning it.  It  may  not  be  popular,  but  neverthe- 
less it  is  germane  to  the  question.  I  don't  believe 
that  one  veteran  in  one  hundred  would  take  a 
permanent  job  in  the  Sewer  Department  working 
in  the  sewers.  If  he  did  take  such  a  position,  he 
would  be  in  the  city  service  but  a  short  time  before 
he  would  want  to  be  transferred  to  some  depart- 
ment where  the  work  was  less  disagreeable  and 
less  laborious,  and  properly  so.  Therefore,  I  can- 
not see  where  this  prating  about  helping  the 
veteran  is  of  very  great  moment.  Again,  there  is 
an  element  in  this  community  that  is  entitled  to 
a  day's  wage,  entitled  to  bread  and  butter  for 
themselves  and  their  children,  equally  so  with  the 
veterans  of  the  late  war.  Have  the  members  of 
this  Council,  and  has  the  public  generally,  stopped 
to  consider  the  great  number  of  boys  of  fifteen 
and  sixteen  years  of  age,  while  the  war  was  on, 
who  were  unable  to  give  their  services  to  their 
country  and  become  veterans  if  they  lived  througli 
the  ordeal?  They  are  now  twenty-four  or  twenty- 
five  years  of  age;  they  are  walking  the  streets  and 
the  avenue  to  a  civil  service  job  is  closed  to  them 
for  their  lifetime.  Today  on  the  laborers'  list  at 
the  State  House  there  may  be  8,000  names  for 
laborers'  jobs,  and  50  per  cent  of  that  number  at 
the  head  o£  the  list  are  veterans  of  the  war,  be- 
cause of  the  special  preference  granted  them  by 
the  Legislature,  which  I  have  no  quarrel  with  for 
seeking  and  securing.  Behind  them  are  men  with 
families,  in  great  want,  to  whom  the  opportimity 
of  soldiers'  relief  is  closed.  Their  only  opportu- 
nity is  a  charity  wood  yard  or  the  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare,  and  they  fare  mighty  hard  there. 
Under_  the  contract  system,  which  is  not  ideal, 
there  is  an  opportunity  for  men  and  boys,  men 
who  were  boys  during  the  war  of  iifteen  and  eight- 
een^ years  of  age,  but  who  have  not  attained  their 
majority,  to  secure  employment  on  an  equal  basis 
with  the  veterans.  Then  there  are  those  who 
were  twenty-eight,  thirty  and  thirty-two  or  older 
during  the  war,  and  who  have  now  arrived  at 
thirt.y-five,  thirty-eight,  or  even  fifty-five,  who 
will  have  an  opportunity  through  this  channel. 
While  I  realize  that  I  will  probably  be  criticised 
by  the  veterans  for  this  statement,  and  jjerhaps 
from  their  point  of  view  properly  so,  I  am  one  of 
those  who  believe  that  the  other  fellow,  whether 
a  veteran  or  not,  is  entitled  to  an  equal  oppor- 


tunity. Tomorrow,  if  I  were  without  employ- 
ment, regardless  of  w-hat  abihty  I  might  have,  I 
would  be  unable  to  land  a  place  on  the  civil  serv- 
ice list  and  to  fill  a  job  that  I  might  be  fitted  for. 
Think  that  over,  gentlemen.  Now,  in  regard  to 
this  prating  about  veterans,  I  don't  think  the 
veterans  are  asking  for  an  opportunity  to  go  to 
work  for  the  City  of  Boston  .in  the  sewers.  It  is 
true  that  they  served  in  the  trenches  during  the 
war,  but  that  was  because  of  conditions.  They 
now  believe,  and  rightfully  so,  that  they  are 
entitled  to  something  better  than  mucking  it  in 
a  chtch.  While  the  gentleman  who  introduced 
the  order  originally,  pleading  for  the  veterans, 
may  think  that  he  is  getting  a  great  deal  of  credit 
from  it,  I  don't  believe  that  a  handful  of  veterans 
would  approve  of  his  position  in  trjnng  to  do  away 
with  the  contract  system  on  the  sewers,  making 
that  a  job  of  the  city  department.  They  are  not 
looking  for  conditions  of  that  kind,  where  they 
will  be  w'orking  in  dampness,  foul  air,  muck  and 
mud,  and  they  don't  ask  for  any  preference  in  that 
line  of  work,  I  believe.  I  may  be  in  error.  I  did 
vote  two  weeks  ago  for  the  gentleman's  order, 
asking  the  Mayor,  if  he  wished  to  do  so,  to  send 
in  here  an  order  providing  that  the  work  be  done 
by  the  city  forces.  Today  I  have  voted  for  the 
original  order,  and  my  purpose  in  voting  today 
for  the  original  order  was  to  advance  it.  I  am 
told  that  if  the  order  is  not  passed  soon  there 
will  be  more  people  in  the  City  of  Boston  walking 
the  streets  than  there  are  today.  Personally,  I 
don't  want  to  see  the  unemployment  situation 
any  worse  than  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  I 
certainly  don't  want  to  have  anything  held  up 
that  would  tend  to  relieve  that  situation.  The 
iNIayor  will  be  back  in  two  weeks  time.  Then, 
if  he  sees  fit  to  send  in  an  order  for  $1,000,000,  the 
work  to  be  done  by  city  employees,  he  can  do  so; 
but  if  he  decides  otherwise,  this  order  will  have 
advanced  two  weeks,  and  the  possiblilty  or  prob- 
ability of  increasing  unemployment  in  our  city 
will  be  obviated,  as  far  as  this  particular  line  of 
work  is  concerned.  I  hold  no  brief  for  the  con- 
tractors, not  a  particle.  But  let  me  say  that 
not  10  per  cent  of  the  contractors  for  city  or  state 
work  are  a  success.  Forty  per  cent  of  the  jobs 
of  the  state  and  city  in  this  Commonwealth  are 
finished  by  the  bondsmen,  those  who  furnish  the 
bonds  for  contractors.  I  reahze  that  my  position 
is  perhaps  not  the  popular  one.  It  is  always  easy 
to  take  the  popular  side  of  this  or  that  matter, 
the  side  that  appeals  to  the  multitude.  But  I 
have  an  opinion  in  this  matter,  and  I  have  ex- 
pressed it  honestly.  In  conclusion,  I  simply  want 
to  say  again  that  I  don't  believe  the  average 
veteran  of  the  World  War  appreciates  action  on 
our  part  that  it  wiU  make  it  possible  for  him  to 
more  easily  secure  a  job  in  the  mud  and  muck 
of  the  sewer. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  in  reply  to  what  has  been  said  that  what- 
ever veteran  legislation  has  been  put  upon  the 
statute  books  has  been  placed  there  by  men 
who  themselves  were  not  veterans  but  who  be- 
lieved in  the  things  that  the  veterans  believed 
in  and  voted  for  those  measures  that  gave  the 
veterans  preference  because  of  what  they  had 
done.  Personally,  I  am  not  going  to  vote  to 
take  that  preference  away  from  them.  I  be- 
lieve they  are  entitled  to  it.  I  believe  the  young 
man  who  was  too  young  to  go  to  war  or  the  man 
too  old  to  go  is  also  entitled  to  an  opportunity 
to  work  tor  his  living,  and  not  for  a  contractor. 
I  may  be  on  the  popular  side  of  the  question, 
but  I  am  also  on  the  right  end  of  the  question. 
I  am  fighting  as  I  am  on  this  proposition  be- 
cause this  is  the  start.  If  this  order  goes  through 
then  every  other  order  of  the  sort  is  going  to  go 
through  in  this  Council,  no  matter  whether  it  be 
for  a  so-called  sinecure  job  or  for  the  work  of 
digging  ih  a  sewer.  Everyone  of  them  is  going 
to  go  through  here,  and  evcrj^  veteran  and  every 
citizen  is  going  to  be  shut  out,  not  given  an  op- 
portunity to  get  on  the  pay*roll  of  the  city  as  a 
city  employee.  It  he  does  work  on  that  partic- 
ular job,  he  will  have  to  work  for  a  contractor 
who  will  work  him  from  7  in  the  morning  until 
7  or  S  at  night.  No  wonder  the  veterans  or 
the  younger  men  in  our  city,  or  the  older  men 
who  are  physically  unable  to  stand  the  strain, 
don't  want  that  kind  of  work  and  will  not  take 
it.  Wlien  you  tell  me  that  there  is  only  a  hand- 
ful of  veterans  interested  in  this  proposition,  I 
tell  j'ou  that  you  are  very  much  mistaken,  that 
the  average  man  who  is  a   citizen  of  our   city, 
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who  has  fought  for  his  country  until  he  attained 
the  distinction  and  honor  of  being  called  a  veteran, 
is  interested  in  this  proposition.  He  believes  that 
his  city  owes  him  something,  owes  him  a  chance 
to  work — not  for  a  contractor,  breaking  his  back 
from  early  morning  until  late  at  night  for  a  miser- 
able pittance,  but  for  the  city  of  his  birth  or  adop- 
tion, eight  hours  a  day  and  five  and  a  halt  days 
in  the  week,  with  two  weeks'  vacation  and  a 
chance  to  avail  himself  of  the  retirement  system 
when  he  is  unable  to  work  longer,  as  against  the 
evil  of  the  contract  system.  Again,  they  lay 
stress  on  the  fact  that  none  of  the  veterans,  prac- 
tically none,  none  of  the  younger  men  or  so- 
called  older  men,  desire  to  work  in  the  sewers. 
Of  course  they  don't.  I  know  that  they  don't. 
I  know  that  they  ought  to  receive  something 
better,  and  if  I  had  the  opportunity  I  would  be 
the  first  to  give  it  to  them.  I  believe  they  are 
entitled  to  more  than  they  have  ever  received 
from  our  city  under  any  administration.  I 
believe  that  they  are  entitled  to  an  honest  day's 
employment  with  a  fair  day's  wage,  that  they 
are  entitled  to  preference,  and  that  no  contract 
should  be  given  preference  over  a  veteran  or 
over  the  young  man  who  was  too  young  to  go 
into  the  service  when  the  war  was  on.  When 
they  tell  you  that  40  per  cent  of  the  contracts 
let  in  this  city  and  state  must  be  completed  by 
the  people  who  put  up  the  bonds,  that,  if  it  is 
true,  is  an  additional  argument  why  the  contract 
system  should  be  abolished.  It  is  an  argument 
on  my  side  of  the  fence.  It  they  cannot  complete 
their  work,  and  it  must  be  done  by  the  one  who 
puts  up  the  bond  for  them,  they  never  should 
have  received  it  in  the  first  place,  and  the  only 
reason  why  it  was  thrown  upon  those  who  put  up 
the  bond  was  either  because  of  their  lack  of  ability 
to  do  the  work  or  from  the  fact  that  they  bit 
oiT  more  than  they  could  chew  and  make  a  reason- 
able profit  for  themselves.  Those  are  the  only 
two  reasons  in  ?my  opinion  why  they  do  not 
finish  up  the  jobs  that  they  contract  for.  Still, 
the  same  men  will  receive  other  contracts  two 
weeks  later  from  the  same  administrative  heads 
of  departments  in  our  city  government.  They 
may  lose  money  on  one  contract,  but  they  will 
make  money  on  99  out  of  100.  Of  course,  I 
realize  that  I  am  talking  against  votes,  and  that 
votes  count.  I  know,  despite  what  I  may  say, 
regardless  of  what  evidence  I  may  present,  that 
when  the  votes  are  counted,  the  proposition  of 
doing  this  work  by  city  employees  is  going  to  be 
defeated,  and  it  means  the  death  knell  of  city 
employees  receiving  any  of  this  work  if  the  order 
is  defeated.  That  is  my  prediction.  Every 
order  that  comes  in  here  will  have  the  same  line-up 
against  it,  and  it  will  be  defeated.  Nothing 
will  be  accomplished  other  than  one  thing. 
Whether  it  is  popular  or  not,  it  will  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  people  the  fact  that  this  City 
Council  believes  that  this  work,  involving  the 
spending  of  a  million  dollars,  should  be  done 
by  contract  labor.  Of  course,  out  of  that  million 
dollars  there  will  be  $200,000  or  $250,000  set 
aside  for  engineers'  salaries,  materials  and  so  on. 
It  covers  a  multitude  of  things.  I  realize  that 
there  is  not  much  more  that  I  can  say.  In  fact, 
I  don't  think  there  is  anything  I  can  say  that 
would  change  any  votes  on  the  proposition. 
But  I  am  satisfied  with  my  position.  I  am  of  the 
opinion,  even  though  I  lose,  that  I  am  in  a  majority 
when  I  am  right.     [Applause  from  the  gallery.] 

President  MORIARTY— The  question  is  on 
Coun.  Donoghue's  motion  to  recall  the  order  from 
the  committee. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  believe  I 
made  a  motion  that  this  matter  lie  on  the  table 
until  I  got  an  opinion  from  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel, an  opinion  which  I  desire  before  I  vote  upon  the 
matter. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  have  to  declare 
Coun.  Purcell's  motion  out  of  order,  because  Coun. 
Donoghue  has  made  a  motion  to  recall  the  order. 
If  it  is  recalled,  Coun.  Purcell  will  then  have  a 
right  to  move  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  when  it  is 
before  the  Council.  I  want  to  say  this,  without 
leaving  the  chair,  I  did  not  have  any  intention  of 
Speaking  until  I  heard  the  applause  from  the  gal- 
lery. I  want  to  say  to  the  gallery  that  we  can  all 
play  pohtics.  The  introducer  of  the  order  is  play- 
ing sharp  politics.  He  had  ample  opportunity 
before  the  vote  was  taken  to  lay  the  matter  upon 
the  table,  a  motion  that  he  did  not  take  advantage 
of  under  the  parliamentary  procedure  of  this  body. 
He  didn't  want  to  do  that,  because  he  wanted  to 
make  a  political  speech.     That  is  why  he  brings 


about  the  applause.  There  are  many  ways  to  do 
that.  Two  weeks  ago,  when  this  question  came 
up,  he  had  the  opportunity  of  sending  for  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  bringing  the  M,ayor  here  and  asking 
him  questionb.  He  did  not  avail  himself  of  that 
opportunity.  He  knows  that  the  Mayor  is  not 
available  now  and  that  he  cannot  have  that  oppor- 
tunity. So  there  are  sharp  politics  being  played 
here.  The  reason  why  everybody  voted  for  his 
order  two  weeks  ago  was  because  it  was  a  two- 
edged  knife,  whatever  way  you  voted.  So  those 
are  the  sharp  practices  that  are  being  used  here 
today  and  that  may  be  used  tomorrow,  to  get 
popular  praise  from  the  outside.  These  things 
have  to  be  made  a  matter  of  record.  I  voted  today 
as  I  did  on  this  iniUion-doUar  order,  because  it  will 
give  the  matter  fourteen  days'  start.  In  fourteen 
days  we  can  take  another  vote  upon  it.  So  we 
have  fourteen  days  to  think  it  over,  and  it  can  then 
be  called  up.  The  Mayor  can  then  send  in  another 
commimication,  along  the  lines  desired  by  the 
gentleman,  if  he  wishes  to  do  so.  But  the  point  is 
that  at  least  fourteen  days  must  elapse  before  the 
final  action  is  taken,  and  there  will  be  an  oppor- 
tunity of  calling  the  Mayor  before  the  Council,  if 
the  gentleman  wishes  to  do  so,  and  asking  him 
where  he  stands  in  regard  to  the  order.  So  sharp 
politics  are  played  here  today  by  the  man  who  has 
introduced  this  order.  I  may  be  the  one  who  does 
so  at  the  next  meeting.  That  is  the  situation. 
We  are  all  lining  up  in  the  political  arena  for  the 
fall,  and  of  course  we  all  try  to  get  on  the  front 
page  of  the  papers.  The  question  comes  on  recall- 
ing the  order  from  the  committee. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  after  being 
very  properly  or  improperly  censured  [voice  from 
the  gallery,  "Good  boy,  Johnnie"]  for  playing 
politics,  I  will  simply  say  that  I  believe  I  am  here 
as  a  politician,  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  people 
as  a  politician  to  play  pohtics,  but  to  play  pohtics 
for  the  people.  I  make  no  apology  to  anyone  for 
any  so-called  sharp  practice.  There  is  no  sharp 
practice  in  introducing  an  order  asking  for  work 
for  citizens  of  our  city,  or,  if  that  is  considered 
sharp  practice  in  a  political  way,  then  I  plead  ■ 
guilty  to  it  and  make  no  apology  for  it.  In  fact,  I 
am  rather  proud  of  it,  to  feel  that  I  have  got  the 
nerve  to  stand  here  and  make  a  contest  against  the 
most  insidious  group  of  men  who  have  ever  dom- 
inated this  city,  who  have  ever  dominated  political 
life  in  Boston,  the  contractors.  There  has  never 
been  a  man  in  politics  who  has  dared  to  take  the 
stand  that  I  take  against  the  whole  of  them  and  in 
favor  of  the  people  as  against  the  contractors. 
There  has  never  been  anyone  who  has  ever  been 
in  public  life  in  this  City  of  Boston  who  has  gone 
as  far  as  I  have,  because  they  didn't  dare  to  do  so, 
knowing  of  the  long  arms  and  the  power  possessed 
by  the  contractors  to  reach  into  every  walk  of  life 
and  crush  those  who  dare  to  oppose  their  wills.  If 
that  is  to  be  my  fate  in  such  a  cause,  I  am  willing 
to  be  crushed.  If  I  am  going  to  be  crushed  politi- 
cally fighting  for  the  people,  I  welcome  the  crush- 
ing.    [Applause  from  the  gallery.] 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
congratulate  the  gentleman  opposite  upon  his 
exhibition  of  modesty. 

President  MORIARTY — I  want  to  say  that 
there  will  be  no  more  demonstrationB  from  the 
galleries.  If  there  are,  I  will  order  the  people  from 
the  galleries. 

Coun.  Donoghue's  motion  to  recall  the  order 
from  the  committee  was  declared  lost.  Coun. 
DONOGHUE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays.  The  motion  to  recall  was  lost, 
yeas  1,  nays  5:

Gentlemen, — The  year  1926  will  mark  the  150ti' 
anniversary  of  the  departure  of  the  British  sol- 


diery from  Boston.  It  is  important  that  this  his- 
toric occasion  be  fittingly  observed  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

During  the  past  ten  years  reclamation  of  water 
front  prooerty,  ownersnip  of  which  is  vested  in 
the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  great  public 
park,  has  been  in  progress.  This  work,  which 
today  is  approaching  completion,  represents  an 
addition  to  the  park  system  of  approximately  two 
and  a  half  miles  of  shore  front  property,  now  avail- 
able for  recreational  purposes. 

It  is  desirable  that  every  facility  be  provided  to 
encourage  out-door  recreation  as  a  health  measure. 
With  this  object  in  mind  plans  have  been  drawn 
providing  for  the  erection  of  a  stadium  upon  that 
portion  of  the  reclaimed  land,  commonly  desig- 
nated as  Columbus  Park. 

The  completion  of  the  extension  of  rapid  transit 
facilities  now  in  process  will  result  in  making  the 
stadium  accessible  to  persons  living  in  every  sec- 
tion of  Greater  Boston. 

Provision  has  been  made  and  plans  have  been 
drafted  which  will  permit  of  enlargement  to  an 
ultimate  seating  capacity  of  100,000. 

The  order  submitted  this  day  provides  for  an 
expenditure  in  the  sum  of  .$250,000  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  the  initial  unit,  namely,  25,000  seats. 
It  will  require  a  full  twelve-month  period  to  com- 
plete this  wor.k  and  it  should  be  possible  to  dedicate 
the  same  upon  March  17,  1926.

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  as  set  forth  in  his  communication,  it  is 
imperative  that  this  main  source  of  supply, 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  people  and  the 
protection  of  property,  should  be  safeguarded  by 
providing  an  additional  line.

On  account  of  the  fiscal  year  of  1925  ending 
December  31,  the  fourth  quarter's  income  from 
water  revenue  will  not  be  available  for  meeting 
the  expenses  of  the  Water  Service  for  this  year; 
hence  the  total  amount  requested  in  this  year's 
budget  is  $3,248,153.16,  which  is  to  be  the  entire 
revenue  for  the  year.  This  is  .S664,015  less  than 
last  year,  and  the  water  activities  under  the 
budget  appropriation  will  be  confined  practically 
to  pay  rolls  and  maintenance,  and  the  extension 
of  mains  into  new  territory  or  establishing  mains 
in  streets  to  be  paved  must  be  financed  otherwise 
than  from  water  revenue. 

A  legislative  committee  granted  leave  to  with- 
draw on  our  request  for  a  loan  of  $800,000  outside 
the  debt  limit  for  the  construction  of  two  new 
low  service  supply  mains  into  the  city  proper,  to 
replace  one  installed  in  1847  and  the  second  in- 
stalled in  1859.  This  money  was  to  be  used  for 
the  extension  of  a  48-inch  main  through  Common- 
wealth avenue  into  Boston  Common  and  for  a 
combination  of  the  30  and  36  inch  mains  in  Tremont 
street  into  a  single  48-inch  main  to  go  through  Ar- 
lington street  or  Berkeley  street,  under  the  railroad, 
and  be  combined  with  the  Commonwealth  avenue 
line  before  reaching  the  Common  at  Charles  street. 
The  construction  of  the  new  bridge  on  Tremont 
street  will  place  both  of  the  existing  lines  in  that 
street  permanently  out  of  commission.  Due  to 
their  dangerous  condition  they  are  temporarily 
out  of  commission,  but  if  emergency  requires  the 
gates  can  be  opened  and  water  supplied  through 
them. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  a  five  year  loan 
of  $800,000  be  provided  under  chapter  44,  section 
8  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  construction  of 
4S-inch  main  in  Commonwealth  avenue,  from 
Massachusetts  avenue  to  Boston  Common  and 
for  16-inch  high  service  main  in  Harrison  avenue 
and  for  variovs  extensions  throughout  the  city. 
The  redemption  of  this  loan  will  be  entirely  from 
water  revenue  during  the  ensuing  five  years. 
Financial  authorities  are  agreed  that  the  Water 
Service  should  be  self  supporting  and  that  no 
money  should  be  obtained  from  other  sources  for 
its  use.

Gentlemen, — I  desire  to  withdraw  order  sub- 
mitted to  your  honorable  body  providing  for  the 
erection  of  a  stadium  at  the  Columbus  Park, 
South  Boston.

BRICKLE^— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  we  take  from  the  Executive  Committee  the 
order  providing  $100,000  for  the  Tremont  Street 
Bridge. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  this  order  today,  in  order  that  the  widen- 
ing of  Tremont  street  may  not  be  held  up.  I  was 
originally  opposed  to  the  widening  of  Tremont 
street  and  should  have  voted  against  it  had  I  been 
present  last  summer  when  the  order  came  up. 
The  reason  was  that  I  did  not  believe  the  widen- 
ing was  going  to  do  the  city  any  good  unless  they 
widened  from  Eliot  street  to  Tremont  street.  But 
the  order  became  law  because  we  did  not  vote 
upon  it  within  the  time  limit,  and  under  the  statute 
went  into  effect.  I  was  also  opposed  to  the  extra 
$90,000  last  week  for  the  widening  of  Tremont 
street,  because  I  did  not  find  out  what  the  $90,000 
was  to  be  used  for.  We  had  the  late  Commissioner 
of  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  before  ua 
and  did  not  find  out  to  our  satisfaction  for  what 
the  money  was  to  be  used.  Therefore,  I  was 
opposed  to  it.  However,  it  was  passed  last  week, 
with  the  five  necessary  votes.  That  means  that 
Tremont  street  is  going  to  be  widened.  Therefore, 
if  it  is  to  be  widened,  the  bridge  should  be  built 
in  accordance  with  the  street.  Therefore,  on  this 
occasion  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  order.

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and 
the  question  came  on  granting  the  licenses. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  given  to  understand  that  this  report  is  rela- 
tive to  the  petitions  prayed  for  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company,  and,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  this  Council  has  gone  on  record  as  being 
in  favor  of  a  five-cent  fare  for  jitneys,  even  by  the 
Elevated  or  anybody  else,  I  can't  very  well  see 
where  we  can  afford  to  pass  this  legislation  whicli 
will  autnorize  the  Elevated  to  charge  six  cents,  or 
sell  strips  of  tickets  that,  at  the  cheapest,  mil 
cost  six  cents  and  in  many  cases  pajnng  a  single 
fare  will  cost  the  individual  ten  cents.  Now  I 
do  not  want  to  say  very  much  in  connection  -nith 
the  proposition  because  I  feel  that  the  Council 
itself  has  said  that  they  are  not  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing any  increased  fares  to  the  Boston  Elev'ated 
Railway  Company  in  connection  with  their  jitney 
proposition,  and  therefore  I  do  not  see  how  the 
Jitney  Committee  could  reach  the  conclusion  that 
they  have  reached  in  reporting  these  measures 
back  ought  to  pass.  I  hope  that  the  petitions 
mil  be  defeated  because  the  most  of  us  here,  in 
fact,  I  believe  that  all  of  us  here  have  most  emphat- 
ically stated  time  and  time  again  that  we  believe 
in  a  five-cent  fare  for  tne  Boston  Elevated  when 
carrying  passengers.  Now  it  we  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  prevent  the  Elevated  Company  from 
increasing  their  fare  and  we  turn  around  and  pass 
legislation  which  will  give  them  the  opportunity 
to  increase  their  fare,  we  are  not  doing  what  we 
have  said  that  we  would  do,  and  we  are  not  acting 
as  we  are  professing;  in  otner  words,  we  are  sajdng 
that  we  believe  in  a  five-cent  fare  and  when  we 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  something  in  a  material 
way  to  prevent  the  Elevated  from  increasing  their 
fares,  the  Jitney  Committee  comes  in  here  and 
reports  that  these  jitney  permits  should  pass, 
allowing  tne  Elevated  to  increase  that  five-cent 
fare.  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  the  Elevated 
Railway  Company  increasing  their  rate  of  fare, 
and  for  that  reason  I  am  opposed  to  these  permits 
being  granted  to  the  Elevated  Company. 

President  MORIART'i'— Do  I  understand  that 
all  the  Elevated  jitneys  charge  a  six-cent  fare  on 
these  proposed  routes? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  on  the  local 
lines  the  fare  is  six  cents  and  on  the  trunk  Unes 
they  give  transfers  for  ten  cents.  They  could  not 
do  anything  else;  they  have  no  five-cent  fare 
at  all. 

Coun.  PURCELI— Yes,  Mr.  President,  I  un- 
derstand they  have  a  five-cent  fare  on  jitney-s. 

The  question  being  put,  the  President  declared 
it  lost.  Coun.  BRICKLEY^  doubted  the  vote,'and 
the  Council  voted  to  grant  the  licenses,  yeas  4, 
nays  3:

HOSPITAL,   PARKER   HILL. 

Under  unfinished  business,  Coun.  GILBODY 
called  up  No.  5; 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  million 
(1,000,000)  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  by  the  Institutions  Com- 
missioner for  "Hospital,  Parker  Hill,  Buildings, 
etc,"  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

On  March  23,  1925,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  move  rejec- 
tion of  the  order  without  prejudice. 

The  order  was  rejected  without  prejudice. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  HEALEY  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  have  it  appear  in  the 
record  that  if  I  were  present  when  No.  4  on  the 
calendar  was  voted  on  I  would  have  voted  yes 
on  the  order. 

President  MORIARTY— If  there  is  no  objection, 
Coun.  Healcy's  statement  may  be  made  a  matter  of 
record. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  it  noted  also  that  I  would  have  done  the 
same  it  I  had  been  present. 

President  MORIARTY — If  there  is  no  objection, 
Coun.  Watson's  statement  will  also  be  included  in 
the  record. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  it  recorded  that  had  I  been  present  I  would 
have  voted  no,  without  prejudice. 

President  MORIARTY — Coun.  Lane  wishes  also 
to  be  recorded. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  a  matter  of 
fact  I  would  like  to  know  what  did  happen. 

President  MORIARTY — I  would  say  that  the 
motion  was  made  that  the  order  be  rejected  without 
prejudice,  and  that  motion  was  carried  without  a 
roll  call. 

Coun.  WATSON— In  that  case,  Mr.  President, — 
well,  let  it  go  at  that. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council  my  reason 
for  voting  as  I  did.  I  thought  the  City  Hospital 
trustees  would  be  here  to  give  us  some  information. 
I  certainly  think  we  should  have  some  information 
from  them  in  regard  to  this  matter.  If  no  action 
were  taken  the  order  became  effective  before  our 
next  meeting.  Therefore,  in  order  that  we  might 
get  that  information,  I  voted  to  reject  the  order 
without  prejudice. 

President  MORIARTY— I  want  to  say,  as  a 
matter  of  record,  that  the  same  order  will  be 
introduced  either  by  the  Mayor  or  by  some  member 
of  the  Council  within  the  ne.xt  four  weeks.  On 
account  of  it  becoming  law  if  some  action  were  not 
taken  at  this  meeting,  the  members  voted,  those 
who  were  here,  earlier  in  the  meeting,  that  it  be 
defeated  without  prejudice.  I  think  what  I  say 
now  is  true,  that  every  member  of  the  Council 
will  finally,  when  the  matter  comes  up  for  action, 
vote  yes  upon  this  order,  that  there  is  nobody  in  the 
Council  who  is  opposed  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Long  Island  Infirmary  Department  on  the  main 
land.  But  we  do  desire,  for  the  benefit  of  those  at 
Long  Island,  to  get  more  information  before  taking 
action  in  the  affirmative. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  when  last  week  I 
moved  to  lay  on  the  table  the  order  appropriating 
$2,500,  to  be  expended  by  the  Council  in  investigat- 
ing the  question  whether  the  hospital  now  on  Long 
Island  should  be  put  on  the  main  land,  or  what 
should  be  done  with  it,  I  made  that  motion  because 
I  felt  that  the  Council  had  not  received  the  informa- 
tion it  desired.  Some  time  ago  we  requested  that 
the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  and  the  Long 
Island  hospital,  or  the  staff  of  the  Long  Island 
hospital,  appear  before  us  in  executive  session, 
so  that  we  might  find  out  what  their  ideas  were  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  They  consented  to  appear, 
but  it  so  happened  that  the  chairman  of  the  trustees 
of  the  City  Hospital,  Mr.  Manning,  was  away,  and 
the  trustees  could  not  get  together.  Therefore, 
they  have  never  appeared  before  us.  I  believe, 
as  the  President  has  stated  he  believes,  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  thinks  that  the  Long 
Island  hospital  should  be  put  on  the  mainland, 
but  I  did  not  feel  that  we  had  had  the  proper  op- 
portunity to  investigate  the  matter,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Manning  and  the  trustees,  they  not 
having  appeared  before  us.  This  one  million  dollar 
order  would  have  become  effective  had  we  not 
taken  action  today  either  in  the  affirmative  or  the 
negative.  Therefore,  having  in  mind  what  has 
already  been  said  here  by  other  members  as  to  our 
position  in  this  matter,  and  our  lack  of  information, 
and  following  along  the  line  of  the  action  moved  by 
me  last  week  in  regard  to  the  order  of  investigation 
I,  if  I  had  been  present,  would  have  voted 
earlier  in  the  session  that  the  order  be  defeated 
without  prejudice,  hoping  that  the  same  order  would 
come  in  again,  either  through  introduction  by  the 
Mayor  or  by  a  member  of  this  body.  I  shall  be 
very  glad  to  introduce  the  order  myself  because, 
offliand,  without  looking  further  into  the  matter, 
judging  from  what  I  know  about  it,  I  believe  at  the 
present  time  that  the  hospital  should  be  brought  to 
the  mainland.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  the 
Council  should  receive  more  information  in  regard 
to  it.  Therefore,  my  position  would  be  that  of 
going  on  record  as  voting  against  the  order  as  it 
appears  on  the  calendar,  without  prejudice. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
the  Council  would  object  to  having  the  City 
Auditor  here  so  that  we  may  find  out  just  how 
nmch  of  the  debt-incurring  power  of  the  city  has 
been  used  up  and  how  much  will  be  available  later, 
before  eating  up  the  debt-incurring  power.     Even 
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if  we  do  pass  the  order,  there  will  be  no  assurance 
that  the  institution  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  hospital  trustees.  The  next  administration 
might  place  it  under  the  hospital  trustees  or  it 
might  be  left  under  the  Institutions  Department, 
under  Doctor  Johnson's  department,  at  that  time. 
That  question,  however,  does  not,  it  seems  to  me, 
concern  us  at  present.  While  that  is  a  question 
that  is  to  be  decided  later,  considering  what  is  the 
best  theoretical  plan  for  the  management  of  the 
institution,  whether  the  trustees  manage  it  or 
whether  it  is  carried  on  under  Doctor  Johnson's 
department  is  not,  it  seems  to  me,  a  pressing  one 
at  the  moment.  I  think  we  can  very  well  proceed, 
after  obtaining  the  information  we  desire,  with  the 
construction  or  repair  necessary  for  the  hospital, 
and  appropriate  the  money  for  that  work.  What 
the  disposition  may  be  later  as  to  the  control  or 
management  of  the  institution,  it  seems  to  me,  is 
not  of  great  importance  at  this  time,  whether  it  is 
to  be  operated  by  Doctor  Johnson's  department  or 
by  the  hospital  trustees.  For  that  reason,  I  feel 
that  it  might  be  well  to  have  the  matter  go  through, 
so  that  the  physical  work  may  be  started,  the 
question  of  control  by  Doctor  Johnson  or  by  the 
hospital  trustees  to  be  taken  up  later.  Taking 
that  point  of  view,  it  might  be  well  to  act  upon 
the  matter  at  the  present  time. 

President  MORIARTY — I  would  say,  in 
answer  to  Coun.  Healey,  that  the  only  time  when 
we  can  make  an  investigation  is  while  the  matter 
is  before  us.  If  we  should  pass  the  order  today, 
it  is  the  interpretation  of  the  Law  Department 
that  we  could  not  make  an  investigation.  We 
can  simply  do  so  when  the  matter  is  before  us,  as 
I  understand.  ,.,,,, 

Coun.  HEALEl: — I  understand  that  there  is 
some  question  as  to  how  the  money  shall  be  spent. 
But  I  don't  think  there  is  any  need  of  delay  until 
the  question  of  whether  the  hospital  trustees  shall 
have  charge  of  the  building  is  determined.  I 
think,  of  course,  that  Doctor  Johnson  should  have 
charge  of  the  building  during  the  present  adminis- 
tration, and  the  administration  coming  in  will  be 
able  to  judge  as  to  how  the  thing  should  be  con- 
trolled or  managed.  I  do  not  feel,  however,  that 
there  should  be  any  delay  in  fixing  up  the  hospital, 
and  I  think  the  Council  is  so  on  record.  While 
the  members  desire  information,  I  think  there  is 
really  no  doubt  in  their  minds  that  something  such 
as  is  here  proposed  should  be  done.

INVESTIGATION.

Gentlemen, — On  March  30,  1925,  your 
Honor  transmitted  to  the  City  Council,  "in 
accordance  with  the  request  of  several  mem- 
bers- of  the  City  Council,"  the  following 
order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  for 
the  City  Council  be  authorized  to  expend,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $2,500  for  an  investigation  as  to 
the  advisability  of  establishing  a  hospital  for 
chronic  diseases  at  Parker  HiU,  the  amount 
so  expended  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion  for   Reserve  Fund  vphen  made." 

The  commission  understands  that  this  ap- 
propriation is  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  proposed 
trip  of  members  of  the  City  Council  to  vari- 
ous cities  of  the  country  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating   hospitals   for    chronic    diseases. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  for  this  purpose  would  be  an 
illegal  use  of  the  city's  funds. 

1.  The  charter  amendments  of  1909,  section 
49,   provide  as  follows :

Dear  Sir, — Private  establishments  are  loathe 
to  disclose  information  relative  to  salaries  paid 
executive  officials.  For  this  reason  I  have  had 
some  difficulty  in  securing  information  con- 
cerning salaries  paid  in  outside  establishments 
to  men  occupying  positions  similar  to  that  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Printing  Plant. 

The  information  I  have  secured,  however,  in- 
dicates clearly  that  the  salary  of  this  latter 
official  is  below  that  paid  in  outside  plants. 
The  following  table  is  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration.

I  am  informed  that  in  many  of  the  large 
plants  the  foremen  or  heads  of  divisions  are 
paid  as  much  and  in  some  cases  more  than 
the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Plant.  In  the 
Boston  Globe  the  foremen  of  the  press  and 
composing  rooms  are  paid  $125  per  week. 

Another  angle  of  this  question  is  presented 
by  the  fact  that  in  the  last  eight  years  the 
salary  of  the  Superintendent  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  salaries  and  wages  of  the  em- 
ployees under  his  direction.  The  following 
table  gives  a  comparative  view  of  the  changes 
that  have  taken  place  in  the  pay  roUs  of  the 
Printing  Department  in  the  last  eight  years.

In  view  of  the  facts  that  outside  plants  pay 
executive  officials  higher  salaries  and  also  be- 
cause the  salaries  and  wages  of  employees  in 
the  Printing  Plant  have  been  materially  ad- 
vanced, I  feel  that  an  increase  of  $1,000  in 
the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Print- 
ing Plant  would   be  justified. 

I  am  attaching  to  this  letter  the  necessary 
change  in  the  ordinances  which  will  have  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Council  in  case  you  decide 
to  recommend  the  increase.

I  suggest  might  properly  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  if  the  same  meets  with  your 
approval. 

The  Otis  Elevator  Company  is  erecting  a 
building  on  the  lot  covered  by  this  order. 
The  lot  is  subject  to  certain  restrictions  which 
the  company  does  not  think  it  can  comply 
with.  It  desires  to  be  permitted  to  do  repair 
work  on  its  own  machines  in  the  building 
which  it  is  about  to  erect  and  has  been  ad- 
vised by  its  counsel  that  unless  the  existing 
conditions  are  changed  that  there  is  a  serious 
question  whether  it  could  make  such  repairs 
on  its  own  machines  in  the  building.

Gentlemen, — Almira  T.  B.  Fcnno  Gendrot,  late 
of  Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  who  died  on  May  19, 
1924,  and  whose  will  was  duly  allowed  by  the 
Probate  Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  on  .lunc  5, 
1924,  made  the  following  devise  to  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  ninth  clause  of  her  will: 

"I  give  and  devise  to  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  the  remainder  interest 
after  the  life  estate  to  my  husband  as  hereinafter 


provided,  in  and  to  my  homestead  known  as 
'Buena  Vista'  in  the  Roxbury  District  of  said 
Boston,  partially  bounded  by  Buena  Vista  Street, 
Warren  Street  and  Walnut  Avenue,  and  containing 
about  80,000  square  feet  of  land,  also  the  premises 
217  Warren  Street,  in  said  Roxbury,  both  subject 
however  to  the  following  conditions:  In  case  the 
buildings  now  on  said  premises  are  destroyed  or 
removed,  not  more  than  one  building,  and  that  not 
to  exceed  in  its  area  the  square  feet  of  land  that 
are  taken  up  by  the  present  house  and  stable  now 
on  the  premises  1  Buena  Vista  Street,  shall  be 
placed  on  said  premises  or  on  said  217  Warren 
Street.  At  no  time  is  the  hill  to  be  graded  or  much 
changed  from  its  present  condition.  No  hospital 
or  home  or  any  building  to  be  used  for  sectarian  or 
denominational  purposes  shall  ever  be  erected 
thereon,  and  no  station,  depot  or  other  building 
for  a  surface,  elevated  or  subway  railroad  or  rail- 
way shall  ever  be  erected  thereon. 

"The  wish  of  this  testatrix  and  the  intent  of  this 
will  is  that  the  unique  and  elevated  location  shall 
be  forever  kept  open,  an  object  of  beauty  with  its 
rocks  and  trees,  'a  bit  of  Old  Roxbury'  as  used 
by  the  apostle  Eliot  for  a  pasture.  As  the  forma- 
tion of  the  land  is  especially  fitted  for  an  outlook, 
I  earnestly  request  the  City  of  Boston  to  guard 
and  preserve  its  natural  unique  attractions  as 
my  former  husband,  Air.  Fenno,  and  myself  have 
done  for  many  years,  and  to  keep  it  a  place  of 
natural  beauty  in  a  central  location  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  people  of  the  City. 

"My  wish  is  that  the  site  'Buena  Vista,'  together 
with  217  Warren  Street  may  form  a  suitable  spot 
for  an  additional  City  government  structure  which 
may  become  necessary  in  coming  years,  some  scien- 
tific bureau  of  geneological  purpose.  We  have 
guarded  this  site,  paying  taxes  and  repairs  tne  last 
twenty-five  years  at  a  real  personal  sacrifice  in  order 
that  this  Beauty  Spot  may  be  left  open  and  kept  as 
such  for  Roxbury. 

"It  is  my  wish,  however,  that  the  book  cases  in 
the  library,  the  side  board  in  the  dining  room, 
large  mirror  in  ttie  drawing  room  and  all  window 
cornices  shall  be  removed  and  severed  from  the 
realty  and  not  pass  to  the  City  of  Boston  under 
this  devise,  but  shall  become  the  property  of  my 
estate  and  subject  to  the  pro%'isious  I  have  here- 
after made  in  relation  to  them." 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Law  Department  that 
the  property  may  be  used  by  the  city  for  any 
purpose  except  that  no  hospital  or  home  or  any 
building  can  be  used  for  sectarian  or  denomina- 
tional purposes  and  no  station,  depot  or  other  build- 
ing for  a  surface,  ele\'ated  or  subway  railroad  or 
railway  shall  ever  be  erected  thereon. 

The  property  is  subject  to  a  life  interest  of  the 
testatrix'  husband,  Felix  A.  Gendrot,  who  was 
obliged  during  his  lifetime  to  pay  the  taxes  and 
make  the  necessary  repairs.  This  property  is  well 
situated  and  will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  value  for 
municipal  purposes  to  the  city  in  the  future. 
It  might  make  an  available  site  for  a  school  building 
or  a  building  for  health  purposes.  It  might  well 
also  be  used  for  park  purposes. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  for  your  favorable 
consideration  the  acceptance  of  tne  gift  by  tne 
passage  of  the  inclosed  order.

ANNUAL    BUDGET    RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  4,  1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  submitting  herewith  the  budget 
recommendations  for  the  fiscal  year  1925  in  full 
segregated  foim  in  substitution  for  the  lump  sum 
recommendations  submitted  on  March  2,  1925, 
there  are  certain  financial  facts  to  which  I  bog  to 
direct  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body. 

The  custom  of  treating  the  City  of  Boston  as  a 
purely  political  entity  rather  than  an  important 
business  corporation  should  for  the  best  interests 
of  all  be  speedily  terminated.  Each  year  the  City 
of  Boston  is  compelled  to  undergo  the  humiliation 
of  appearing  before  the  General  Court  seeking 
authority  from  a  body  avowedly  politically  hostile 
the  right  to  determine  the  amount  of  money  that 
it  shall  be  permitted  to  expend  for  the  conduct  of 
the  activities  of  nmnicipal  departments.  Boston 
is  the  only  city  in  the  entile  state  which  is  required 
to  annually  petition  for  the  right  to  spend  what  is 
deemed  necessary  by  competent  authorities  to 
meet  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  munici- 
paUty. 

This  year,  solely  with  a  view  to  embarrassing 
the  present  administration,  final  action  was  delayed 
until  almost  the  close  of  the  session,  the  result 
being  at  this  advanced  stage  of  the  spring  season 
when  money  should  be  available  for  highways, 
sewerage  and  water  construction,  the  progress  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  is  retarded  and  a 
real  injury  results  to  the  city. 

The  financial  officials  of  the  city  requested  that 
the  tax  limit  for  the  current  year  be  fixed  at  .$12.7.5 
and  this  limit  was  arbitrarily  reduced  by  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  to  $11.75.  The 
Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  is  made  up  of 
fifteen  members  and  of  this  number  three  arc 
Democrats  and  twelve  are  Republicans,  and  of 
the  entire  committee  fourteen  members  are  elected 
from  districts  outside  of  Boston. 

The  tax  limit  as  determined  upon  by  the  finan- 
cial officials  of  the  city,  namely,  .$12.75,  was 
arrived  at  after  careful  study  and  investigation 
and  after  a  reduction  of  $1,750,000  had  been  made 
in  the  estimates  as  submitted  by  department 
heads.  The  tax  limit  as  determined  by  the 
political  Republican  machine  on  Beacon  Hill, 
namely,  $11.75,  represents  not  only  a  reduction  of 
$1  in  the  tax  limit  but  made  necessary  a  further 
reduction  in  depaitmental  estimates  of  $1,720,000. 
To  live  within  this  tax  limit  forced  upon  the  city 
by  unfriendly  agencies  apparently  desirous  of 
wrecking  Boston   for  political  ends,   it   has   been 
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found  necessary   to  revise   both   the  original  and 
revised  department  estimates  by  $3,470,000. 

The  estimates  submitted  by  department  heads 
to  the  Budget  Commissioner  were  prepared  by 
men  possessed  of  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
needs  and  requirements  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments. These  department  heads  were  vitally 
interested  in  the  problem  of  administering  and 
maintaining  their  departments  on  an  efficient 
basis.  Their  original  estimates  were  based  solely 
upon  the  idea  of  service  to  the  people  and  the 
municipality.  To  arbitrarily  reduce  by  12  per 
cent  these  department  estimates  made  necessary 
the  adoption  of  a  policy  which  would  either 
seriously  impair  or  gravely  endanger  the  service 
to  be  rendered  and  imperil  the  financial  credit  of 
the  city.  That  departments  might  function 
efficiently  and  that  an  estoppel  of  constructive 
progress  might  be  prevented,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  temporarily  abandon  the  "pay  as  you 
go"  policy  in  street  and  parkway  construction 
which  has  been  in  effect  in  the  city  since  1916. 
It  is  most  unfortunate  that  political  chicanery  on 
Beacon  Hill  should  make  necessary  the  abandon- 
ment oi  a  wise  policy,  namely,  ' '  the  pay  as  you 
go"  policy,  through  which  in  a  period  of  eight 
years  nine  million  dollars  has  been  expended  from 
the  tax  levy  that  prior  to  1916  it  was  customary 
to  raise  by  bond  issue. 

The  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  have 
recommended  an  increase  in  the  probable  income 
other  than  taxes  to  a  degree  which  leaves  no  margin 
of  safety  and  which  will  render  impossible  surplus 
cash  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  year.  To 
estimate  probable  income  in  excess  of  the  amount 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  municipal  financial 
expert,  the  City  Auditor,  has  reason  to  believe 
will  be  received,  is  a  most  dangerous  departure 
and  one  which  the  municipality  is  required  to  make 
in  order  that  there  shall  be  no  cessation  of  import- 
ant and  necessary  municipal  activities. 

You  will  observe  in  your  study  of  the  budget  as 
here  submitted  that  despite  the  recommendation 
of  competent  experts  as  to  the  needs  for  the  in- 
stallation of  modern  fool-proof  fire  alarm  boxes 
through  which  the  loss  of  human  life  and  property 
may  bo  reduced  to  a  minimum,  has  been  tempor- 
arily abandoned  because  of  legislative  action.  It 
has  likewise  been  found  necessary  to  discontinue 
the  custom  of  installing  granolithic  walks  and 
white-way  lighting  installations  and  to  seriously 
curtail  appropriations  for  pioneer  research  work. 
It  has  further  been  found  necessary  to  reduce  the 
appropriation  for  repair  of  public  buildings,  fire 
and  police  stations  and  the  amounts  deemed 
necessary  for  park,  playground  and  cemetery 
upkeep. 

The  action  of  the  Republican  machine  on  Beacon 
Hill  upon  the  question  of  tax  limit  lor  the  City  of 
Boston  and  in  the  consideration  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1925  of  important  matters  affecting  the 
present  and  future  growth  of  the  city  have  un- 
doubtedly been  actuated  by  the  belief  that  the 
chances  for  election  of  some  favorite  Republican 
politician  as  Mayor  might  be  materially  enhanced 
through  the  ham-stringing  of  the  present  municipal 
administration.  This  belief  is  unquestionably 
responsible  for  the  postponement  of  nuijor  projects 
affecting  vitall.y  the  development  of  the  city  and 
the  activities  of  the  "Wrecking  Boston  Crew"  on 
Beacon  Hill. 

In  my  opinion  the  best  answer  to  the  wreckers 
is  early  and  favorably  action  by  the  City  Council 
upon  the  budget  this  day  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration. Many  municipal  departments,  parti- 
cularly charities,  corrections  and  soldiers'  relief, 
have  about  reached  the  Umit  of  expenditures  per- 


mitted under  the  law  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
budget  and  early  action  is  imperative.

of  said  publication  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes:  that  the  other  appi opriations  herein- 
after specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining

able on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  1925;  that 
interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  the  second  day  of  October,  1925,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1925,  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall 
have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for 
any  puipose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  addi- 
itonal  appropriations  or  b.v  transfers  lawfulb" 
made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  depart-

$500,000  FOR  PERMANENT  PAVING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  4,  1925 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  action  of  the  Legislature  in 
arbitrarily  reducing  the  amount  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  officials  charged  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  in  Boston  was  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  conduct  of  the  activities  of  the  muni- 
cipality, in  the  sum  of  $1,720,000  despite  a  prior 
cut  made  in  the  budget  estimates  of  $1,750,000, 
leaves  two  courses  open  to  the  city  government  in 
the  matter  of  permanent  pacing  ot  highways  in 
Boston. 

The  pay-as-you-go  sj-stcm,  adopted  during  mj' 
pre^^ous  administration  in  1916,  has  made  it 
possible  to  provide  $8,000,000  for  permanent  pa\ing 
out  of  taxes.  Prior  to  1916  the  system  obtained 
of  borrowing  money  for  work  of  this  nature, 
which  unquestionabCv  was  bad  policy  due  to  the 
fact  that  it  was  an  annually  recurring  expenditure. 

The  necessity  for  a  continuing  program  of  per- 
manent street  construction  is  apparent  when  we 
consider  that  350  miles  of  Boston's  streets  arc  con- 
structed of  water  bound  macadam,  cntirclj' 
unsuited  for  motor  vehicular  tiaffic. 

It  has  becji  estimated  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  that  a  capital  outlay  of  $40,000,000 
would  be  necessjry  to  piovide  permanent  pa\ing 
upon  this  street  area  and  this  being  the  case,  it  is 
important  that  a  certain  amount  be  annually' 
provided. 

The  custom  of  issuing  loans  for  permanent 
paving  o(  liighwaj-s  is  general  in  otlier  sections  of 
the  country  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  paving  of 
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Boston  docs  not  compare  favorably  with  the  paving 
in  other  cities,  more  particularly  the  western  and 
southwestern. 

The  minimum  amount  that  should  actually  be 
expended  in  any  given  year  should  be  at  least  one- 
fifteenth  of  the  total  that  is  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction work,  provided  that  at  some  time  it  is 
hoped  to  have  the  streets  of  Boston  in  first-class 
condition.  This  would  represent  an  annual 
expenditure  of  approximately  $3,000,000. 

It  was  my  purpose  to  provide  what  I  consider 
the  irreducible  minimum  of  $1,000,000  provided 
the  Legislature  had  allowed  the  $12.75  limit  re- 
quested by  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  failure  of  the  I-egislatuie  to  provide  this 
authorization  renders  it  necessary  to  reduce  the 
amount  to  $700,000,  $200,000  of  which  provision 
has  been  made  for  in  the  budget. 

It  is  with  great  reluctance,  and  a  lealization  that 
the  municipality  is  departing  from  a  sound  policy, 
that  I  recommend  the  borrowing  of  $.500,000  for 
permanent  street  paving,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
This  departure  would  have  been  unnecessary  pro- 
vided the  Committee  on  Municipal  Finance  of  the 
Legislatuie  has  accepted  the  judgment  of  informed 
public  officials  as  against  the  judgment  of  an 
uninformed  political  creation  that  during  its  exist- 
ence has  been  a  blight  to  the  cit.v  and  an  estoppel 
to  general  progress,  the  Finance  Commission. 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  the  adoption 
by  your  honorable  body  of  the  accompanying 
order.

$100,000    FOR    MASSACHUSETTS    AVENUE 
BRIDGE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  4,  1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  policy  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, both  prior  to  and  subsequent  to  America's 
entry  into  the  World  War,  of  conservation  of 
metals  and  other  materials,  rendered  it  impossible 
to  provide  municipal  requirements  that  were 
necessary. 

This  has  been  found  true  in  the  case  of  buildings 
for  hospitals,  schools,  and  more  particularly  in  the 
matter  of  bridge  construction. 

The  Commi.ssoner  of.  Public  Works  submitted  a 
request  for  $800,000  for  the  construction  of  Con- 
gress Street  13ridgc.  This  sum  was  arrived  at  after 
careful  investigation  and  study  by  the  engineering 
force  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  a  bill 
was  presented  to  the  Legislature  seeking  this 
arnount.  The  Legislative  Committee  reduced 
this  sum  to  $400,000,  which  may  render  it  necessary 
for  the  Public  Works  Department,  at  some  time 
during  the  year,  provided  Congress  Street  Bridge 
which  is  one  of  the  most  important  down-town 
traffic  arteries  J^ecomes  unsafe,  to  close  the  bridge 
to  public  travel  until  the  money  is  available. 

The  Pubhc  Works  Department  is  completing 
the  construction  of  Dartmouth  Street  Bridge, 
considered  unsafe  for  some  five  years  or  more,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
the  bridge  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  over  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad,  should  be  rejilaeed  at  once. 

The  amount  necessary  for  this  work  is  set  forth 
in  the  accompanying  loan  order  which  I  respect- 
fully recommend  the  adoption  of  by  your  honorable 
body.

ANNUAL  BUDGET. 

Coun.  PURCELL,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, submitted  a  report  on  the  annual 
appropriations  and  tax  orders  (referred  today- 
that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  vote  for 
this  appropriation  bill  at  the  present  time.  I 
heard  the  chairman  of  the  Appropriation  Com- 
mittee say  that  immediate  action  would  be  a 
rebuke  to  the  Legislature,  passing  the  bill  without 
further  consideration,  and  that  it  would  delay 
matters  if  we  should  not  pass  the  bill  at  the  present 
time.  But,  Mr.  President,  two  wrongs  do  not 
make  a  right.  While  I  agree  with  the  Mayor 
that  the  action  of  the  Legislature  certainly  has 
caused  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  and  vexatious 
delay,  resulting  in  this  late  submission  to  us  of  the 
budget,  and  has  put  the  city  to  great  inconven- 
ience, and  while  the  cutting  down  from  $12.75 
to  $11.75  means  hardship  to  tlie  city,  at  the  same 
time  I  think  the  City  of  Boston  should  give 
due  deliberation  to  consideration  of  its  budget.  I 
am  perfectly  willing  to  spend  my  time  for  the 
next  week  trying  to  hurry  through  the  budget, 
going  over  it  as  carefully  as  po.ssible  to  ascertain 
if  it  can  be  cut  down.  I  feel  sure  in  my  own  mind 
that  it  cannot  be  cut  down,  as  I  believe  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  Budget  Commissioner  have 
been  forced  to  reduce  the  different  appropria- 
tions to  a  minimum,  by  reason  of  the  amount  of 
only  SI  1.75  which  has  been  allowed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. We  have  already  put  over  until  next 
week  the  loan  order  for  $500,000  for  paving  streets. 
I  do  not  believe  we  will  be  doing  our  duty  as 
representatives  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  if  we  do 
not  give  some  consideration  to  the  budget.

STATIONS.

Dear  Sir, — Following  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  April  7,  1925,  transmitting  an  order 
of  the  City  Council,  passed  at  a  meeting  held 
on  April  6,  1925,  regarding  the  condition  of 
the  pits  in  the  elevated  and  tunnel  stations 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  an  investi- 
gation was  started  and  conferences  held  with 
officials  of  the  Boston   Elevated  Railway. 

It  was  found  that  many  of  the  station  plat- 
forms and  pits  were  littered  with  papers,  cigar 
and  cigarette  stubs,  matches,  and  dirt  and 
grease  falling  from  the  car  machinery. 

We  were  informed  at  the  time  of  these  in- 
spections that  the  stations  and  pits  were 
cleaned  every   night. 

On  account  of  the  character  of  the  crushed 
stone  ballast  used  on  the  roadway  and  in  the 
pits  of  the  majority  of  the  stations  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  remove  the  rubbish  which  falls  or  is 
thrown  from  the  platforms  to  the  pits. 

At  some  of  the  stations  the  pits  have  been 
concreted,  and  it  is  possible  to  properly  and 
easily   clean  such  pits. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  the  management  of 
the  railway  that  all  the  station  pits  be  con- 
creted, and  as  you  will  note  by  the  attached 
copies  of  correspondence,  this  will  be  done. 

This    department    will    keep    these    pits    and 
stations    under    observation    and    see   that   they 
are  maintained   in  a  cleanly  condition.

Dear  Doctor, — Referring  to  conference  in 
the  office  of  Mr.  George  W.  Comerford  re- 
garding a  complaint  that  Andrew  square  and 
other  station  pits  are  in  unsanitary  condi- 
tion, I  wish  to  report  that  I  have  taken  steps 
to  have  the  ballast  in  Andrew  square  pit  re- 
newed, after  which  special  attention  will  be 
given  to  keeping  it  in  a  satisfactory  condi- 
tion. 

I  have  also  given  instructions  that  the  pits 
at  all  stations  shall  be  properly  cleaned  by 
the  porters  each  night. 

In  reference  to  Mr.  Comerford's  suggestion 
that  the  ballast  be  cemented  over,  as  has 
been  done  at  certain  of  our  so-called  sanitary 
pits,  I  would  say  that  this  involves  a  consid- 
erable expenditure  of  money,  estimated  at 
.$2,000  to  $2,500  per  station,  and  it  would 
therefore  be  necessary  to  take  the  matter  up 
with  Mr.   Edward  Dana,   General  Manager. 

Trusting  that  the  cleaning  which  we  will  be 
able  to  give  the  pits  will  be  satisfactory,  I 
remain.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  had  consideration  given 
to  the  matter  which  you  have  taken  up  in 
connection  with  cleaning  pits  at  elevated  sta- 
tions, and  have  had  inspection  made,  and 
believe  that  conditions  at  the  present  time 
are  not  reasonably  open  to  objection  or  com- 
plaint on  the  ground  that  conditions  are  in- 
jurious  to   the   public   health. 

Certain  stations  in  the  Boylston  Street  Sub- 
way and  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  are  equipped 
with  concrete  pits,  and  as  we  are  able  to  do 
so  we  are  installing  concrete  pits  at  other 
stations.  At  the  present  time  we  are  planning 
to  do  this  promptly  at  Andrew  Square,  South 
Station  and  Park  Street  in  the  Cambridge 
Subway.  This  involves  track  repairs  at  the 
same  time.  It  would  undoubtedly  involve  a 
much  larger  sum  of  money  than  is  available 
if  stations  which  do  not  have  concrete  pits 
were  to  be  provided  with  same,  but  in  the 
course  of  track  repairs  we  are  working  this 
out  and  intend  to  start  promptly  at  the  sta- 
tions named  and  I  believe  that  the  situation 
will  take  care  of  itself  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.

FIRE   DAMAGE,   QUINCY  MARKET. 

The   following  was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  11,   1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The     fire      which     occurred      at 
Quincy   Market   on   the   night  of   May    8,    1925, ' 
has    resulted    in    damage   to   the   structure   esti- 
mated at  $150,000. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  premises  are 
leased  by  the  city  to  merchants  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  it  is  imperative  that 
money  be  provided  for  the  immediate  resto- 
ration   of   the   structure. 

The  failure  of  the  General  Court  to  grant 
Boston  the  authority  enjoyed  by  all  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth  to  determine  its 
tax    limit    renders    no   course   open    to    the   city 
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in  the  present  emergency  other  than  to  bor- 
row money  which,  provided  the  city  were  per- 
mitted to  determine  its  own  tax  limit,  could 
be  raised  by  taxation  this  year  rather  than  be 
the  subject  of  loan,  the  interest  and  serial 
payments  of  which  must  be  borne  by  the  peo- 
ple extending  over  a  period  of  years. 

A  contract  has  already  been  awarded  and 
the  work  is  now  going  on,  it  being  in  my 
opinion  an  emergency  provided  for  in  section 
16  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  per- 
mitting expenditures  in  advance  of  appropria- 
tions  in   certain   cases. 

It  was  necessary  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  due  to  the  emergency  that  existed  and 
it  now  becomes  necessary  to  provide  the 
money  with  which  to  pay  for  the  work  that 
has  or  will  be  done.  Accordingly,  I  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

BOSTON    PORT   DIFFERENTIALS. 

The  following  was  received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  11,  1025. 
To  the   City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  City  of  Boston  is  the 
maritime  gateway  of  New  England ;  its  pros- 
perity is  naturally  subject  to  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  the  region  it  serves.  The  port  differ- 
entials established  by  order  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  during  the  past 
twenty-one  years  have  resulted  in  a  stifling  of 
commerce  in  New  England,  the  effect  of 
which  has  been  most  injurious  to  industry  as 
well.  The  question  of  the  abolition  of  port 
diiferentials  on  export  and  import  traffic  is 
and  has  been  for  the  past  five  years  the  most 
important  proposition  confronting  New  Eng- 
land. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  not  been  unmindful 
of  this  fact  and  during  the  past  four  years 
has  made  available  a  total  of  $8,000  for  the 
purpose  of  combatting  the  system  of  differ- 
entials placed  in  operation  through  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission.  As  a  conse- 
quence of  the  opposition  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  the  discriminatory  system  of  differentials 
in  operation  it  has  been  possible  for  Congress 
under  the  leaderhip  of  the  present  senior  sen- 
ator from  Massachusetts.  William  M.  Butler, 
to  secure  certain  measures  of  relief  which 
will  be  of  value  in  the  restoration  of  New 
England's  commerce.  The  present  discrimina- 
tory rates  in  operation  provide  an  advantage 
of  approximately  two  and  a  half  cents  per 
hundred  weight  upon  all  goods  shipped  south 
of  Philadelphia  and  commercial  centers  south 
of  Philadelphia  are  naturally  desirous  that 
they  be  permitted  to  continue  to  enjoy  the 
difi'erential  advantage  through  which  they 
have  achieved  prosperity  and  as  a  consequence 
of  which  the  commerce  of  New  England  has 
been  very  nearly  destroyed  in  the  matter  of 
exports.  At  the  present  time  a  flat  rate  ob- 
tains on  all  goods  shipped  from  Pacific  ports 
of  the  United  States  west  of  Chicago  and 
that  a  like  measure  of  equality  may  be  en- 
joyed by  all  Atlantic  ports  it  is  necessary 
that  every  assistance  possible  be  furnished  by 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  enactment  of  such 
laws  as  will  result  in  the  restoration  of  com- 
merce. It  is  reasonably  certain  that  the 
southern  Atlantic  cities  will  combine  and  raise 
a  considerable  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  the  removal  of  the  differentials. 


The  city  of  Baltimore  has  already  appropri- 
ated the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  employment 
of  counsel  to  oppose  the  legislation  pre- 
sented in  behalf  of  New  England,  the  purpose 
of  which  is  the  abolition  of  port  differentials 
on  export  and  import  traffic  to  the  middle 
west.  The  success  achieved  through  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  coupled  with  the  assist- 
ance furnished  by  our  national  representa- 
tives during  the  past  three  years,  in  my  opin- 
ion warrants  a  continuance  of  our  efforts  for 
the  future. 

That  counsel  may  be  employed,  that  the 
favorable  legislation  proposed  may  not  suffer 
defeat  because  of  inaction  or  failure  to  provide 
the  necessary  funds  for  the  conduct  of  an 
aggressive  campaign,  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

PAYMENT  TO  JAMES  J.  TWOHIG. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  May  8,  1925. 
To      the      Honorable      the      Mayor      and      City 
Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  Sunday,  June  1,  1924,  be- 
tween three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
James  J.  Twohig  of  76  Fifth  street.  South 
Boston,  a  taxi  owner  and  driver,  ran  his  car 
over  an  opening  four  and  one  half  feet  wide 
and  about  six  feet  deep  in  D  street,  near 
the  corner  of  Bowen  street.  South  Boston. 
This  opening  was  made  in  the  street  by  a 
private  contractor,  under  a  permit  issued  by 
the  Public  Works  Department,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  connecting  a  house  with  the  sewer 
main  in  the  middle  of  the  street.  The  dirt 
taken  from  this  opening  was  piled  on  both 
sides  of  the  opening  to  a  height  of  about 
three  and  one  half  feet.  On  the  morning  of 
the  accident  there  were  four  lanterns  on  the 
top  of  the  dirt  on  the  sides  of  the  opening 
showing  red   lights. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  Mr.  Twohig  had 
three  friends  in  the  car,  having  taken  them 
from  the  Collins'  Club  on  Broadway.  These 
friends  were  William  E.  Joyce,  Dominic  Or, 
fanello,  and  a  Mr.  Mooney.  The  car  was 
traveling  at  such  a  rate  of  speed  that  it 
jumped  the  dirt  embankment  at  the  opening 
and  imbedded  itself  in  the  pile  of  dirt  on  the 
other  side  of  the  opening,  with  the  rear 
wheels  partially  extending  over  the  opening. 
The  windshield  and  glass  in  the  doors  of  the 
car  were  broken,  the  radiator  and  headlights 
damaged,  and  the  rear  spring  broken.  Mr. 
Twohig  was  thrown  against  the  windshield 
and  his  three  passengers  shaken  up.  Mr. 
Twohig  was  later  taken  from  his  home  in  an 
ambulance  of  the  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment to  the  City  Hospital. 

■In    July,    1924,    Mr.    Twohig   brought   suit    in 
the  Superior  Court  against  the  City  of  Boston 
for   .$4,000,    and   on   September   29,    1924,   wrote 
the  following  letter  to   the   Mayor  : 
Hon.  James  M.   Curley, 

Mayor,  City  Hall. 

Dear  Friend, — Last  June  I  was  severely  and 
seriously  injured  in  an  automobile  accident  on 
D  street  in  South  Boston.  The  case  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Law  Department.  If  it 
isn't  asking  too  much,  would  you  call  up 
Corporation  Counsel,  so  that  an  immediate 
settlement  can  be  made  ?  Hoping  for  an  early 
reply,  I  am.

This  letter  was  referred  by  the  Mayor  to 
the  Law  Department  for  consideration  on 
October   1,    1924. 

The  Corporation  Counsel,  on  October  27, 
notified  the  National  Surety  Company,  the 
surety  on  the  bond  of  the  contractor  who 
opened  the  street,  to  come  in  and  defend  the 
case  which  Mr.  Twohig  had  brought  against 
the  city.  Again,  on  November  19  he  wrote 
to  the  Surety  Company,  stating  that  the  acci- 
dent was  due  to  the  neglect  of  the  contractor 
in  leaving  the  street  opening  improperly 
guarded.  He  also  stated  to  the  Surety  Com- 
pany that  Mr.  Twohig  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  and   "was  stirring  up  this  depart- 
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ment  to  prompt  action  in  the  adjustment," 
and  would  settle  the  case  for  $1,500.  Further 
correspondence  was  had  with  the  National 
Surety  Company,  in  which  the  Corporation 
Counsel  suggested  that  $1,500  be  paid  to  Mr. 
Twohig,  one  half  by  the  Surety  Company  and 
one  half  by  the  city. 

On  March  5,  1925,  the  Surety  Company 
wrote   the   Corporation    Counsel   as   follows : 

"The  facts  in  regard  to  this  have  been  fully 
reviewed  and  it  has  been  definitely  decided 
that  the  National  Surety  Company  should  not 
undertake  to  make  the  settlement  proposed. 
Without  attempting  to  review  the  conflicting 
statements  here  with  which  you  are  familiar, 
it  seems  to  us  that  under  the  circumstances 
we  can  take  no  other  position  in  this  matter. 
While  it  is  the  policy  of  this  company  to  pay 
all  proper  claims  under  our  bonds  promptly, 
we  regret  that  we  cannot  close  this  matter 
according  to  the  terms  of  your   letter." 

The  Corporation  Counsel  thereupon  decided 
that  the  city  should  assume  the  full  burden 
of  this  settlement  and  sent  the  papers  to 
carry  this  into  effect  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  for  his  approval.  The  Com- 
missioner returned  the  papers  without  his  ap- 
proval, stating  that  the  Bonding  Company 
should  be  looked  to  in  the  matter.  The  Cor- 
poration Counsel  then  wrote  the  following 
letter   to   the    Commissioner    of    Public   Works : 

March  27,   1925. 
Joseph     A.     Eourke,     Esq.,     Commissioner     of 

Public  Works,  City  Hall,  Boston. 
Re  Suit  of  James  J.  Twohig  v.  City  of  Boston. 

My  dear  Commissioner, — Your  letter  of 
March  25,  returning  to  me  without  your  ap- 
proval the  authorization  of  the  City  Council 
for  the  settlement  of  this  suit  in  the  sum  of 
$1,500,  and  making  inquiries  regarding  the 
merits   of  this   claim,   I  have   received. 

In  this  case  there  is  liability  over,  or  at 
least  I  have  so  assumed,  against  the  con- 
tractor, who  has  filed  a  bond  with  the  city  in 
the  penal  sum  of  $1,000.  I  have  attempted 
to  adjust  this  matter  on  the  basis  of  a  contri- 
bution of  $750  by  the  Bonding  Company.  At 
one  time  they  had  said  they  would  make  this 
contribution.  They  now  refuse  to  make  any 
contribution.  The  contractor  himself  is  not 
financially   responsible. 

The  nature  of  the  injury  suffered  by  the 
claimant  in  this  case  is  such  that  I  believe  a 
jury  would  be  well  justified  in  giving  the 
maximum  of  $4,000.  As  a  result  of  this  acci- 
dent and  defect  in  the  highway  the  claimant 
suffered  five  lacerations  on  the  face  and  sev- 
eral on  the  forehead  that  have  resulted  in 
permanent  disfigurement  of  the  face :  he  was 
laid  up  for  three  months  ;  and  in  addition  to 
this  damage  to  his  person  he  suffered  a  total 
loss  of  a  Packard  limousine  that  was  prob- 
ably worth  at  least  $1,000. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  contractor  him- 
self is  financially  irresponsible  and  the  maxi- 
mum sum  of  the  bond  given  is  but  $1,000, 
and  there  is  likelihood  that  a  jury  might 
award  the  claimant  the  maximum  sum  of 
$4,000  damage  I  consider  it  prudent  to  settle 
this  case  for  the  sum  of  $1,500,  and  I  there- 
fore return  to  you  herewith  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  City  Council  in  the  hope  that  you 
will  view  this  matter  in  the  light  that  I  have 
attempted  to  throw  upon  it,  and  give  this  vote 
your  official  approval  You  are  at  liberty,  of 
course,  to  submit  this  matter,  with  my  letter 
to  his  honor  the  Mayor.

Shortly  thereafter  the  Mayor  sent  to  the 
Council  the  following  order  which  was  passed 
on  April  13.  1925,  based  presumably  upon  the 
information  contained  in  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  : 

Whereas,    An   order   was   passed   on    January 

19,      1925,      providing     that     the     Corporation 

.  Counsel    have    judgment    entered    against    the 


city  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in 
the  case  of  James  J.  Twohig  v.  City  of  Boston, 
an  action  to  recover  for  personal  damage  oc- 
casioned by  a  defect  in  a  public  highway,  and 
that  upon  payment  to  the  City  of  Boston  by 
the  National  Surety  Company  of  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  the  Mayor  of 
said  city  be  and  thereby  was  authorized  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
execute  a  release  of  all  demands  and  rights 
which  had  accrued  or  might  thereafter  accrue 
to  the  City  of  Boston  against  the  National 
Surety  Company  by  reason  of  a  certain  con- 
tract bond  given  to  the  City  of  Boston  by 
William  F.  V.  McDonough,  as  principal, 
wherein  the  said  National  Surety  Company 
had  bound  itself  as  surety,  the  said  bond  bear- 
ing the  serial   number   of   3267465  ;   and 

Whereas,  after  a  conference  by  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel  with  the  National  Surety  Com- 
pany,   it   refused   to    make   any   payment ; 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  have 
judgment  entered  against  the  city  in  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  the  said  case, 
even  though  the  National  Surety  Company 
makes   no   contribution   towards   said   payment. 

On  April  17  the  Law  Department  agreed  to 
a  judgment  against  the  city  for  $1,500  in  the 
Superior  Court,  execution  issued  thereon  and 
$1,500   was   paid   to  Mr.   Twohig. 

The  file  of  the  Law  Department  in  this 
case  was  examined  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion. It  contained  a  report  of  witnesses  to 
the  accident,  procured  l^y  Sergeant  Waldron 
of  the  Police  Department.  In  this  report  is 
the  testimony  of  a  man  who  lived  at  186  D 
street,  the  house  opposite  the  point  of  the 
accident.  He  stated  that  he  was  awakened 
by  a  crash  in  the  street.  He  saw  four  men 
leave  the  car  and  go  down  Fifth  street  toward 
C  street ;  that  there  was  a  bank  of  dirt  three 
or  four  feet  high  on  each  side  of  the  trench  : 
and  that  that  there  were  four  lighted  lanterns 
about  the  trench,  two  on  the  sidewalk  and 
two   in   the  street. 

This  witness  further  stated  to  an  officer 
who  arrived  on  the  scene  shortly  after  the 
accident  that  he  did  not  know  who  the  men 
were,  but  that  they  were  drunk  and  they 
said,  "Come  on,  let's  get  out  of  here  before 
the  cops  come."  Besides  the  four  lights  on 
the  opening  in  the  street,  there  was  a  street 
light  at  the  corner  of  Bowen  street  within 
twenty  feet  of  the  excavation. 

These  facts  the  Corporation  Counsel  had 
before  him  when  he  advised  this  settlement. 
The  file  does  not  contain  any  information  from 
the  City  Hospital  where  Mr.  Twohig  was  taken 
after  the  accident.  The  City  Hospital  records 
show  the  diagnosis  of  Mr.  Twohig  to  have 
been  two  scalp  wounds  and  concussion,  and 
that  on  the  third  day  he  was  up  and  around 
with  no  complaint,  and  was  discharged  on 
his  own  application.  If  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel had  availed  himself  of  the  hospital  record 
he  would  not  have  stated  in  his  letter  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that  Mr.  Two- 
hig had  a  "permanent  disfigurement  of  the 
face,"  or  that  "he  was  laid  up  for  three 
months."  Mr.  Twohig  appeared  before  the 
commission  and  showed  no  signs  of  the  acci- 
dent or  any  disfigurement.  Moreover,  if  the 
Corporation  Counsel  had  secured  the  testi- 
mony of  the  employees  of  the  hospital,  as  he 
could  have  done  very  easily,  he  would  have 
learned  that  Mr.  Twohig  had  been  drinking 
intoxicating  liquor  on  the  night  of  the  acci- 
dent, and  that  he  would  have  been  put  in  the 
alcoholic  ward  if  he  had  not  l^een  weakened 
from   loss   of   blood   and   shock. 

A  further  statement  in  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  letter,  namely,  that  Mr.  Twohig 
"suffered  a  total  loss  of  a  Packard  limousine 
which  was  probably  worth  at  least  $1,000," 
was  without  foundation.  He  could  easily 
have  learned  from  the  company  who  sold  Mr. 
Twohig  this  car  that  it  was  a  1915  model  and 
that  Mr.  Twohig  paid  only  $650  for  it  in 
1922.  At  the  time  of  the  accident  he  had 
used  it  for  eighteen  months  in  taxi  service 
and   its  value  was   about   $300. 
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In  view  of  all  these  facts,  the  statement  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  that  "there  is  like- 
lihood that  a  jury  might  award  the  claimant 
the  maximum  sum  of  $4,000  damage"  is 
plainly  not  justified.  If  the  legal  department 
of  the  city  is  conducted,  either  on  its  own  ini- 
tiative or  at  the  suggestion  of  other  officials 
of  the  city,  in  disregard  of  the  salient  facts 
easily  obtained  in  damage  cases  of  this  sort, 
there  is  little  protection  for  the  city  against 
groundless  claims.  The  fact  that  Mr.  Twohig 
was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  should  have 
made  no  difference  in  the  handling  of  his 
case,  yet  it  undoubtedly  did,  as  the  cases  of 
William  E  Joyce  and  Dominic  Orfanello,  two 
of  the  three  mep  who  were  riding  with  Mr. 
Twohig  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  have  not 
been  settled.  The  same  attorney  represented 
all   three   claimants. 

The  payment  of  this  money  to  Mr.  Twohig 
by  the  City  of  Boston  was  without  justifica- 
tion  and   it   should   be   recovered.

POWER  OF  CITY  COUNCIL  TO  INCUR 
EXPENSES.

Findings  of  Fact,  Rulings  of  Law,  and 
Order    for    Decree. 

The  allegations  of  the  bill  admitted  by  the 
answer,  and  the  allegations  of  fact  of  the 
answer,   are   true. 

Unless  prevented  by  the  provisions  of  the 
city  charter.  Statute  1909,  chapter  486  and 
its  amendments,  the  appropriation  objected 
to  is  legal.  There  is  before  the  City  Council, 
awaiting  determination  by  it,  the  question 
whether  it  shall  appropriate  a  large  sum  for 
the  purpose  recited.  Whether  it  shall  pass  or 
shall  reject  the  order  of  appropriation  is  a 
legislative  and  not  an  executive  or  administra- 
tive question  ;  a  question  upon  which  the  City 
Council  is  bound  to  inform  himself,  that  it 
may  take  proper  action.  The  matter  is  not  one 
where  the  City  Council  has  no  public  duty ; 
and  it  is  one  in  which  the  city  has  "a  duty 
to  perform"  and  "an  interest  to  protect." 

In  my  opinion,  it  could  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  informing  himself  of 
one  of  its  members  who  went  outside  the  city 
or  the  state  to  make  an  examination  reason- 
ably required  to  enable  him  to  vote  wisely 
and  to  assist  his  fellow  members  in  so  doing. 
Friend  v.  Gilbert,  108  Mass.  409  ;  Arlington  v. 
Pierce,    122   Mass.   270. 

And  this  would  extend  to  paying  such  ex- 
penses  of   a   committee. 

I  do  not  find  any  prohibition  of  such  action 
in  the  statutes  affecting  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  provisions  of  Statute  1914,  chapter  274 
relate  to  the  Mayor  and  the  School  Commit- 
tee. They  authorize  expenditures  which 
otherwise  would  have  been  illegal.  Waters  v. 
Bouvouloir,  172  Mass.  286  :  but  they  do  not 
limit  the  City  Council.  Nor  in  my  opinion 
does   Statute   1909,   chapter   486,   section    7. 

No  compensation  for  the  services  of  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  can  be  allowed,  nor 
any  payment  be  made  for  their  personal  ex- 
penses (Statute  1909,  chapter  486,  section  49) 
out    of    such    appropriation  ;    but    expenses    in- 


curred necessarily  in  furtherance  of  inquiry 
and  investigations  away  from  Boston  comes 
within  the  "other  necessary  charges"  author- 
ized by  General  Laws,  chapter  40,  section  5, 
clause  30. 

The  bill  is  dismissed.

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LOAN  FOR  PERMANENT  PARK 
■  PAVEMENT.

Gentlemen,— The  failure  of  the  General  Court 
during  the  1925  session  to  permit  a  tax  hmit 
for  the  City  of  Boston  sufficient  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  various  municipal  departments 
renders  it  necessary  to  raise  money  by  loan 
that  otherwise  would  be  provided  for  out  of 
the  annual  tax  levy. 

In  1914,  when  I  assumed  the  office  of  Mayor, 
the  actual  yardage  of  permanent  paving  un- 
der the  control  of  the  Park  Commission  of 
Boston  was  approximately  1,200  square  yards. 
The  permanent  yardage  today  is  in  excess  ot 
550,000  square  yards  and  the  completion  of 
the  small  area  between  Longwood  and  Hun- 
tington avenues  in  the  park  system  and  at 
some  later  period  a  like  stretch  upon  Common- 
wealth avenue  will  complete  the  permanent 
paving  of  park  roads  in  Boston.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  defer  action  on  the  Commonwealth 
avenue  stretch  until  next  year.  It  is  impera- 
tive, however,  that  the  area  between  Longwood 
and  Huntington  avenues,  which  in  addition  to 
providing  a  park  thoroughfare  to  the  heart  of 
the  city  permits  of  passage  through  the  most 
pleasing  portion  of  the  park  system,  be  com- 
pleted  this   year. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order  providing  a  loan  in  the 
sum  of  $50,000  for  this  work.

INCREASE   IN  TEACHERS'    SALARIES.

Gentlemen, — Chapter  309  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Court  of  1925  makes  provision  for  an 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schools  of  Boston.  The  act  in  question 
was  favored  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  by  the 
Boston  School  Committee  and  by  the  Finance 
Commission  and  is  now  submitted  to  your 
honorable  body  for  acceptance. 

The  acceptance  of  this  act  will  make  possible 
a  schedule  of  salaries  for  teachers  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Boston  that  will  more  equally 
conform  to  the  rates  established  and  in  opera- 
tion in  the  leading  cities  of  America. 

It  is  important  that  the  molders  of  the 
minds  of  the  children  of  our  city  be  women 
and  men  of  the  highest  possible  type,  mentally 
and  morally,  and  that  the  services  of  the  best 
may  be  attracted  it  is  imperative  that  a  sal- 
ary basis  be  established  that  will  serve  as  a 
proper   incentive. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  for  the  acceptance  by  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  of  the  Act.

PLAYGROUND  IN  NORTH  END. 

The  following  was  received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  25.  1925. 
To   the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen. — Conditions  in  the  North  End 
section  of  Boston,  from  the  standpoint  of  pub- 
lic health,  since  contagious  diseases  are  never 
respecters  of  geographical  limitations,  and  from 
the  standpoint  of  protection  of  life  and  prop- 
erty from  loss  by  fire,  have  been  a  subject 
of  consideration  for   nearly  a  century. 

The  replacement  of  death-breeding  tenement 
property  with  health-giving  parks  represents 
an  ideal  possible  of  attainment  only  by  a  prop- 
erly defined  policy  covering  a  period  of  years 
because  of  the  extent  of  the  investment  of 
public  funds  that  would  be  necessary.  It  is 
possible,  however,  to  eliminate  these  sources 
of  contagion  by  providing  a  certain  amount  of 
money  annually  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  for 
this   particular  purpose. 

In  1916  the  first  step  was  taken  through  the 
razing  of  tenement  properties  located  in  the 
congested   area    known    as    Morton   street   and 
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the  establishment  there  of  a  mothers'  and 
children's  playground,  now  known  as  the  Vin- 
cent  Cutillo  Park. 

The  second  step  was  taken  in  1922.  through 
the  razing  of  the  building  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Congregational  Beth  Israel,  located  on 
North  Margin  street,  and  the  establishment 
there  of  a  health  unit  and  park  known  as  the 
George  Robert  White  North   End   Health   Unit. 

The  third  step  was  taken  in  1924  through  the 
acquisition  by  the  city  of  tenement  and  stable 
property  located  at  West  Third  street,  between 
D  and  E  streets.  South  Boston,  and  which  will 
shortly  be  dedicated  as   a   public   playground. 

The  order  accompanying  this  message  and 
report  of  the  Boston  City  Planning  Board 
provides  for  the  elimination  of  another  fruit- 
ful source  of  contagion,  the  property  in  ques- 
tion being  known  as  Webster  avenue  and  rep- 
resents a  section  into  which  the  sunlight  does 
not  reach  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  health 
authorities  is  one  of  the  greatest  menaces  to 
healthful  conditions   in   Boston. 

T  sincerely  trust  that  the  adoption  of  this 
order  providing  an  expenditure  in  the  sum  of 
$8.5,000  and  representing  the  fourth  project 
of  this  character  may  not  only  serve  as  a 
precsdent  but  may  be  accepted  by  succeeding 
administrations  as  an  established  policy 
through  the  adoption  of  which,  while  as  Scrip- 
ture points  out  "the  poor  may  be  always  with 
us,"  in  Boston  at  least  they  may  be  protected 
from  the  necessity  of  seeking  as  places  of 
habitation  incubators  for  the  undertakers  and 
eventually  for  the  cemeteries. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  I  accordingly 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  order  which  was  pa.ssed,  giv- 
ing me  authority  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  to  conve.v  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  thou.sand  dollars  the  land  and  buildings  now 
occupied  by  Engine  No.  28  and  Engine  No.  35  on 
Mason  street  to  the  Keith's  Boston  Theater  Com- 
pany, which  was  aijproved  by  me  on  March  20, 
1925,  contained  the  following  provision: 

"Provided,  however,  that  contemporaneously 
with    the    cimveyance,    a    written    agreement    is

entered  into  by  and  between  the  Mayor,  acting 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Keith's  Boston  Theater  Company  that  the  said 
lot  of  land  and  building  thereon  may  be  used  by 
the  City  of  Boston  for  Fire  Department  purposes 
until  the  new  building  proposed  to  be  erected  at 
the  junction  of  Broadway  and  Tremont  street  is 
completed  and  ready  for  occupancy,  without  the 
payment  of  any  rent  prior  to  April  1,  1925,  and 
at  a  monthly  rate  after  April  1,  1925,  equal  to 
the  proportionate  share  of  the  annual  tax  assessed 
on  said  land  and  buildings,  April  1,  1925." 

As  the  order  was  not  received  by  the  Law  De- 
partment until  March  28,  it  was  impossible  to 
consumate  the  conveyance  before  April  1.  Under 
those  circumstances,  no  tax  could  be  assessed  upon 
the  premises  for  the  year  1925  and  the  city  would 
have  the  right  to  occupy  the  premises,  rent  free, 
during  the  entire  year.  This  would  be  unjust  to 
the  purchaser  and  would  have  the  effect  of  in- 
definitely encumbering  his  title  and  will  not  be 
in  keeping  with  the  intention  of  the  city  or  that 
of  the  grantee,  the  Keith's  Boston  Theater  Com- 
pany. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  the  order  which  I  here- 
with inclose  be  passed  so  as  to  supersede  the 
former  order,  so  that  a  definite  time  for  the  city's 
occupancy  of  the  premises  for  fire  department 
purposes  will  be  stated  and  the  city  will  have  the 
right  to  occupy  the  premises,  rent  free,  during 
that  period. 

I  am  assured  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  that 
definite  arrangements  have  been  made  to  vacate 
the  present  quarters  sometime  shortly  before 
October  1  of  this  year. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  that  you  act 
favorably  upon  the  accompanying  order.

FINANCE    COMMISSION   REPORT. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  June  5,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  December,  1921,  the  New  York 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  the  City  of 
Boston  were  engaged  in  repairing  a  bridge  on 
Dorchester  avenue  over  the  New  Haven  tracki= 
near  Powers  street.  The  east,  or  in-town.  side  of 
the  bridge  was  without  any  planking  on  the  night 
of  the  last  city  election,  December  13,  1921,  and 
the  entrance  to  it  was  guarded  by  a  barrier  of 
planking  4^  feet  high,  on  either  end  of  which  a 
lantern  was  hung,  showing  a  red  light.  About 
125  feet  from  the  entrance  to  the  bridge  another 
lantern  was  placed,  showing  a  red  light.  The 
west,  or  outbound,  side  of  the  bridge  was  open  to 
traffic  in  both  directions. 

About  4.30  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  December 
14,  1921,  Dr.  David  J.  White  of  Dorchester,  a 
dentist,  drove  his  automobile  up  the  incUne  to 
the  easterly  side  of  the  bridge  and,  disregarding 
the  warning  lanterns,  drove  through  the  plank 
barrier  and  about  20  feet  across  the  uncovered 
girders  of  the  bridge.  The  automobile  was  badly 
damaged.  The  doctor  received  a  few  minor 
injuries. 

On  December  29,  1921,  Doctor  White,  through 
his  attorney,  served  notice  on  the  city  that  he  had 
been  injured  because  of  a  defect  in  the  highway, 
due  to  the  negligence  of  the  city.  The  city  au- 
thorities referred  the  matter  immediately  to  the 
Police  Department  for  investigation.  Sergeant 
Waldron  inter\iewed  Doctor  White,  four  pohce 
officers  and  the  night  watchman  on  the  bridge. 
His  report  was  filed  with  the  Law  Department, 
January  14,  1922,  by  Captain  Rooney  of  Division 
12,  and  contained  the  statements  of  mtnesses 
showing,  as  stated  above,  that  the  entrance  to  the 
bridge  was  guarded  by  a  plank  barricade  4.}  feet 
high,  on  the  ends  of  which  two  lanterns  were  hung, 
showing  red  lights.  Another  lantern  showing  a 
red  light  was  placed  125  feet  distant  from  and  in 
front  of  the  barricade.  There  was  an  arc  hght 
about  100  feet  from  each  end  of  the  bridge.  This 
report  contains  the  statement  of  Doctor  White 
himself  that  he  saw  the  red  lantern  125  feet  in 
front  of  the  barricade  and  turned  to  the  right  of  it. 
The  report  further  states  that  the  doctor  was 
driving  his  car  at  the  rate  of  30  miles  per  hour 
when  approaching  the  bridge. 

A  suit  at  law  was  brought  by  Doctor  'WTiite 
against  the  city  and  entered  in  the  Superior  Court 
in  April,  1922,  but  nothing  was  done  by  counsel 
for  the  doctor  to  settle  the  case. 

Doctor  WTiite  stated  to  a  police  officer  within  a 
month  of  the  accident  that  he  was  alone  in  his  car 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.  Before  the  Finance 
Commission  he  testified  that  Mr.  Arthur  S.  Dodge 
of  Dorchester  was  in  the  car  with  him  at  the  time 
of  the  accident.  Mr.  Dodge  .was  called  before 
the  Commission  and  testified  that  he  was  not  with 
the  doctor  at  the  time,  but  that  there  was  a  person 
with  the  doctor  whose  identity  the  doctor  wished 
to  conceal.  Mr.  Dodge  stated  that  he  did  not 
know  who  that  person  was. 

Doctor  White  further  testified  before  the  Finance 
Commission  that  on  the  night  of  the  accident  he 
had  a  party  at  his  house  at  which  liquor  was  served, 
but  that  he  did  not  drink  any;  that  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  he  was  going  toward  Boston  to  get 
some   sandwiches    at    the    WentwortU    Lunch    for 


those  who  were  at  the  party  at  his  house.  He 
also  testified  that  in  June,  1922,  at  a  club  or  at  a 
gathering  in  some  private  house  he  met  a  friend  of 
his,  Logan  L.  McLean,  and  told  him  about  the 
accident;  that  Mr.  McLean  said  he  was  a  friend  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  would  speak  to  him 
about  the  case.  He  carried  out  his  promise  and 
shortly  thereafter  the  Corporation  Counsel  sug- 
gested to  him  that  the  case  could  be  settled  for 
$1,500.  Mr.  McLean  submitted  this  figure  to 
Doctor  White,  who  accepted  it,  and  thereafter 
Mr.  McLean  informed  Doctor  White's  counsel 
that  the  case  was  settled. 

The  following  members  of  the  City  Government 
whose  duty  it  was  to  protect  the  city  are  involved 
in  this  case: 

The  Corporation  Counsel,  E.  Mark  Sullivan, 
who  reported  to  the  City  Council:  "I  recommend 
this  settlement";  the  City  Council,  which  as  a 
Committee  on  Claims 

Voted,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  have 
judgment  entered  against  the  city  in  the  sum  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  the  case  of  David  J. 
White  v.  Boston,  an  action  to  recover  for  personal 
injuries  and  damage  to  automobile  caused  by 
unguarded  hole  in  bridge,  Dorchester  avenue, 
December  14,  1921, 

the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  Joseph  A. 
Rourke,  who  approved  the  payment;  and  the 
Mayor,  James  M.  Curley,  who  also  approved  it. 

From  the  report  of  the  Police  Department  to 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  it  is  clear  that  the  city 
had  provided  adequate  safeguards  at  the  entraa  e 
to  this  bridge,  both  as  to  barriers  and  signals,  a  d 
that  the  claimant  was  clearly  neghgent  _  and 
therefore  could  not  recover  damages.  L'nde' 
these  circumstances  the  payment  of  money  out 
of  the  public  treasury  was  a  gross  betrayal  of  the 
city's  interests  by  the  officials  involved,  jloreover, 
the  manner  in  which  the  case  was  handled  —  not 
with  the  counsel  for  the  claimant,  but  mth  a 
mutual  friend  of  the  claimant  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  at  a  social  gathering  months  before  the 
case  was  ripe  for  trial  —  reveals  a  procedure  of 
settling  claims  against  the  city  which  should  not 
be  tolerated. 

The  money  paid  to  Doctor  White  should  be 
recovered.  'The  only  governmental  agency  of  the 
city  that  can  do  this  is  the  department  that 
caused  the  money  to  be  paid.  This  is  the  predica- 
ment in  which  tlie  citizens  of  Boston  are  placed  by 
the  present  administration  of  the  city's  Law  De- 
partment. A  copy  of  this  report  is  sent  to  the 
District  Attorney.

President  MORIARTY— I  would  like  to  say,  as 
one  member  of  the  committee  which  had  the 
pleasure  and  opportunity  of  A-isiting  some  hospitals 
both  in  New  York  and  Chicago,  that  after  the 
trip  we  took  I  felt  that  it  was  essential,  in  the 
interest  of  the  unfortunates  who  are  compelled  to 
go  to  the  class  of  hospital  with  which  this  appro- 
priation is  concerned,  that  we  should  have  it  on 
the  main  land,  near  the  heart  of  the  city,  where  it 
would  be  possible  to  get  busy  doctors  to  give  some 
time  to  those  unfortunates.  I  have  had  a  talk 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions  along  that 
line  since  returning  from  my  trip,  telling  him  what 
we  had  found  out  on  our  visits  to  different  hospitals, 
and  I  feel,  from  the  conversation  I  had  with  him, 
that  the  Commissioner  will  carry  out  some  of  the 
recommendations  that  we  as  a  committee  will 
present  to  this  Council  at  the  next  meeting.  If 
any  other  member  desires  to  say  a  word,  he  may 
do  so  at  this  time. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  while  not  a 
member  of  that  committee  I  have  heard  that  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  has  given  a  million  dollars 
to  Harvard  College  for  chronic  diseases,  with  the 
pro\iso  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  give  a  million 
dollars  for  a  hospital.  I  think  if  that  is  the  fact, 
and  if  Harvard  is  to  receive  a  million  dollars  from 
the  Roclcefeller  Foundation  for  research  work  in 
chronic  diseases,  if  the  City  of  Boston  will  give  a 
million  dollars  for  a  hospital  on  the  main  land  for 
chronic  diseases,  something  that  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  community  can  be  accomplished. 

President  MORIARTY— I  want  to  make  a 
further  statement,  that  there  have  already  been 
conferences  held  between  the  officials  of  the  city 
and  of  the  Brigham  Hospital  on  Parker  Hill,  and 
the  officials  of  the  Brigham  Hospital  have  agreed 
that  if  the  institution  is  built  there,  they  may  use 
the  operating  rooms  and  whatever  other  facilities 
there  are  at  the  Brigham  Hospital  on  Parker  Hill 
in  connection  with  the  hospital  that  the  city  will 
build,  and  that  they  will  give  them  every  bit  of 
assistance  that  possibly  can  be  given. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  9,  nays  0.

Under  unfinished  business  the  following  order 
was  read: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  SSOO.OOO  be  and  hereby 
is  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  Comnns- 
sioner  of  Public  Works  for  Permanent  Street  Pave- 
ment, and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cate of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
you,  sir,  that  the  order  ought  to  pass, 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  just  to  place 
myself  on  record,  I  am  going  to  vote  in  favor  of 
this  order,  not  that  I  believe  in  the  issuance  of 
bonds  for  street  construction,  but  because  a 
Republican  Legislature  did  not  give  the  Mayor 
sufficient  for  a  tax  limit,  so  there  was  only  $200,000. 
in  the  budget.  He  has  either  to  go  through  with 
the  loan  order  or  else  stop  construction,  because 
he  is  faced  with  that  dilemma.  I  am  pleased  at 
this  time,  although  it  is  against  my  policy  hereto- 
fore, to  vote  for  a  bond  issue  for  repairing  streets, 
because  the  citizens  at  large  would  rise  up  in  their 
might  and  denounce  any  administration  that  did 
not  continue  the  policy  of  constructing  streets  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  should  like 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  situation 
which  is  down  in  Adams  street,  Dorchester,  and 
to  just  say  a  word,  for  the  sake  of  the  record,  in 
behalf  of  the  residents  of  the  district,  although  I 
am  going  to  vote  and  am  in  favor  of  the  order. 
Some  time  ago,  as  we  are  already  aware,  the 
Council  granted  to  the  Elevated  people  a  jitney 
bus  license.  The  buses  were  installed,  but  the 
condition  of  the  street  was  deplorable,  so  much 
so  that  a  public  mass  meeting  was  held  at  which 
some  of  my  colleagues  here  were  present,  and  they 
know  the  temper  and  the  attitude  of  the  people 
at  that  meeting  and  the  general  temper  of  the 
people  in  that  section.  It  is  really  fearful,  there 
is  no  question  about  it,  there  is  no  room  for  dis- 
pute in  the  mind,  and  I  think  any  fair-minded 
person  would  agree  with  me,  that  the  buses  shake 
the  people;  their  heads  bounce  against  the  top  of 
the  bus;  infants  are  shaken  out  of  the  arms  of 
their  mothers;  the  women  shaken  up;  and  the 
general  condition  of  affairs  is  something  intolerable. 
I  have  been  endeavoring  for  some  time,  after  a 
conference  with  the  Elevated  trustees  and  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  see  if  we  could  not  remedy 
this  situation,  and  I  have  this  morning  been  as- 
sured by  the  Mayor,  after  he  rode  over  the  street 
himself,  that  he  will  take  steps  to  put  the  street  in 
decent  condition  through  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  real  estate  which  is  now  under  way.  However, 
at  that  mass  meeting  there  was  a  citizens'  com- 
mittee of  ten  appointed  to  approach  the  Council, 
the  Mayor,  and  the  Elevated  in  connection  with 
this  matter,  and  they  have  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Council  through  me,  and  I  ask  the  privilege  of 
having  it  incorporated  in  the  records  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  letter  follows: 
Law  Office  of  Edward  J.  Colman, 
435  Old  South  Building, 

Boston,  Mass.,  June  8,  1925. 
To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council,  City  Hall, 
Boston,  Mass. 
Gentlemen, — I  am  addressing  you  in  behalf  of 
the  residents  of  Adams  street,  Dorchester,  as 
chairman  of  a  committee  appointed  at  a  mass 
meeting  held  May  28,  1925,  at  the  Mary  Hemen- 
way  School.  I  understand  that  there  is  coming 
up  today  at  your  meeting  the  matter  of  an  appro- 


priation of  a  large  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for 
repairing  streets.  The  residents  of  Adams  street 
and  vicinity  who  through  the  action  of  your 
Council  are  now  compelled  to  use  the  bus  lines, 
which  replaced  the  elevated  cars,  feel  that  a  por- 
tion of  this  sum  should  be  used  for  the  resurfacing 
of  Adams  street  in  order  to  put  the  same  in  ride- 
able  condition.  A  ride  in  the  bus  over  the  street 
should  be  sufficient  argument  in  favor  of  this  much 
needed  improvement.  Cannot  you  as  members 
of  the  City  Council,  representatives  of  the  whole 
City,  be  merciful  to  us  and  let  us  ride  in  partial 
comfort  by  seeing  that  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
appropriated  sum  is  to  be  used  in  the  repairing 
of  Adams  street,  by  removing  the  bumps  and 
filling  the  crevices,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to 
your  fellow  members,  Messrs.  Gilbody,  Purcell  and 
Moriarty,  who  through  actual  experience  and  ob- 
servation can  tell  you  the  condition  of  the  street. 
Mr.  Rourke  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
will  also  inform  you  that  the  street  beyond  King 
square  is  in  very  poor  condition,  but  he  considers 
that  matters  should  wait  until  a  street  widening 
occurs.  This  means  a  hardship  for  the  residents 
and  it  is  not  fair  to  allow  poor  conditions  to  be- 
come worse  and  people  to  suffer  because-  of  the 
vague  possibility  of  such  a  happening.

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  ask  Coun.  Gilbody  if  he  would  give  us  the 
information,  if  he  has  any,  relative  to  what  the 
attitude  of  the  Elevated  is  in  a  situation  such  as 
this.  It  seems  rather  peculiar  to  me  that  the 
Elevated  can  be  granted  a  jitney  bus  license  to 
run  over  a  street  which  is  in  such  a  condition  as 
Adams  street,  if  the  city  has  to  stand  the  expense 
of  repairing  the  street  once  they  have  granted  a 
jitney  bus  license.  At  the  present  time,  so  far  as 
I  know,  the  Elevated  Railway  are  absolutely  free 
to  run  over  a  street  that  the  city  has  placed  in 
condition  without  costing  them  a  single  penny, 
whereas  at  the  present  time,  where  they  have  to 
maintain  in  between  the  car  rails  at  least  a  pass- 
able surface,  they  have  to  pay  for  some  part  of  it. 
I  should  like  to  know  what  their  attitude  is  on 
this  particular  proposition,  with  the  hope  that 
something  might  be  done  to  compel  the  Elevated 
to  pay  some  proportionate  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
repair  of  the  streets  over  which  their  buses  run. 

Coun.  GILBODY-— Mr.  President,  if  I  might 
have  the  privilege  of  answering  my  colleague's  in- 
quiry, I  will  say  that  the  attitude  of  the  Elevated 
is  certainly  unfair.  I  should  say  right  now  it  is 
not  fair  —  I  may  be  too  hasty,  but  here  are  the 
facts  in  the  case.  When  the  bus  permit  was 
granted  and  the  buses  began  to  run,  the  condition 
of  the  street  was,  of  course,  brought  forth  with 
great  promptnefs,  and  the  Elevated's  fear,  I  am 
interpreting  their  thought,  but  they  feared,  I  sup- 
pose, that  agitation  would  cause  some  bother  to 
their  bus,  and  immediately  upon  the  installation 
of  the  buses,  or  very  shortly  thereafter,  they  took 
down  the  trolley  wires  so  that  a  protest  of  the 
people  against  the  bus  and  the  re-establishment  of 
the  trolley  lines  would  not  be  effective  because 
they  would  advance  the  argument  that  the  wires 
were  down,  and  they  were  taken  down  deliberately, 
to  my  mind,  in  order  to  force  the  buses  to  con- 
tinue in  the  street.  I  presented  that  matter  in 
this  light  to  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, Mr.  Jackson,  and  also  to  another  trustee 
Mr.  O'Hare,  and  they  agreed  to  go  and  look  at 
the  street  and  do  their  part  toward  fixing  it.  I 
called  Mr.  Jackson  on  the  phone  this  morning, 
and  he  told  me  that  as  yet  they  had  not  come  to 
final  decision  on  the  matter,  and  so  I  cannot 
answer  what  the  situation  would  be  with  the  Ele- 
vated, although,  as  I  understand  from  the  legal 
lights  of  the  Council,  the  master  mind  of  the 
Council,  that  once  they  abandon  the  trolley  tracks 
on  the  street  the  Elevated  is  not  liable  any  further 
but  that  their  duty  towards  the  condition  of  the 
streets  is  over.  As  regards  their  previous  duty  ot 
fixing  between  the  rails,  I  think  I  am  in  position 
to  say  that  for  ten  years  they  never  removed  a 
cobblestone,  straightened  track,  or  did  anything 
on  the  street  to  help  this  condition.  Personally 
I  shall  avail  myself  of  the  privilege  of  acting 
leniently  in  this  matter,  and,  having  acted  leni- 
ently in  the  matter,  I  am  going  to  bear  it  in  mind 
in  connection  with  any  other  future  business  on 
which  the  Elevated  comes  before  this  Council. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  again 
passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  WATSON  the  Council  re- 
fused a  general  reconsideration  of  the  action  taken 
today.

CRITICISM     BY     FINANCE     COMMISSION 
OF   CLAIMS. 

The  following  communications  were  re- 
ceived  from   the   Finance    Commission : 

Boston,    June   9,    1925. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  November  8,  1923,  Miss  Es- 
telle  A.  Sweeney,  an  employee  of  the  city  in 
the  Institutions  Department,  notified  the  City 
Clerk  through  her  attorney,  Arthur  Harring- 
ton, also  an  employee  of  the  city  in  the 
Assessing  Department,  that  she  had  been  in- 
jured on  November  1,  1923,  at  about  8  p.  m.. 
on  Talbot  avenue  at  Peabody  square,  due  to 
a  sunken  plank  in  the  wooden  sidewalk  on  the 
north  side  of  the  bridge  over  the  railroad 
tracks   in  Peabody   square. 

On  November  16,  1923,  Sergeant  Waldron 
interviewed  Miss  Sweeney  and  a  Miss  Mar- 
garet Brophy,  and  made  the  following  report 
to   the   Law   Department : 


"November  16,  1923. 
Miss  Estelle  Sweeney  of  94  Alban  street, 
Dorchester,  says :  'About  7.30  p.  m.,  on  No- 
vember 1  (Thursday),  1923,  while  walking  on 
the  sidewalk  of  the  bridge  that  extends  over 
the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  at  Peabody  square,  and  op- 
posite the  Fire  House  of  Engine  46  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department,  my  right  toe  got 
caught  between  two  boards  of  the  sidewalk 
and  I  fell  to  the  ground  and  injured  my  left 
hand  and  left  side.  I  was  alone  at  the  time 
and  I  got  up  unassisted,  and  I  went  into  Miss 
Brophy's  store  on  Dorchester  avenue  and  she 
bathed  my  hand  in  hot  water  and  then  I  came 
home.  The  following  Monday  I  went  to  see 
Dr.  Simon  Curran  of  Norfolk  street,  Dor- 
chester. I  am  employed  as  a  clerk  at  the  office 
of  the  Institutions  Department  at  City  Hall, 
and  I  was  absent  about  five  days,  but  I  did 
not  lose  my  salary.  The  place  where  I  fell 
one  of  the  boards  was  sunk  down  about  li 
inches.  I  still  have  a  pain  in  the  back  of  my 
neck.'  " 

"Miss  Margaret  Brophy  of  1889  Dorchester 
avenue,  says :  'On  November  1,  1923,  Miss 
Estelle  Sweeney  came  into  the  store  and  her 
hand  was  cut  and  her  clothes  all  dust.  I 
brushed  her  clothes  and  bathed  her  hand  in 
hot  water,   and  then  she  went  home.'  " 

Sergeant  James  Waldron  made  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  condition  of  the  sidewalk  in 
question : 

"On  the  wooden  plank  sidewalk  over  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  Peabody 
square,  and  opposite  the  fire  engine  house, 
there  is  a  space  between  two  of  the  planks 
and  it  is  2  inches  wide  and  i  inch  deep,  and 
extends  the  full  width  of  the  sidewalk.  At 
the  present  time  this  space  is  filled  with  dirt. 
I  saw  Miss  Sweeney  at  the  office  of  the  In- 
stitutions Department  at  City  Hall,  and  she 
appeared  to  be  all  right." 

The  records  at  the  Institutions  Depart. 
ment  show  that  Miss  Sweeney  was  present 
every  day  at  the  office  from  November  1  to 
November  8 :  that  on  November  6  she  was 
sent  to  Deer  Island  to  do  some  work ;  that 
from  the  eighth  of  November,  however,  the 
date  when  the  City  Clerk  was  notified  of  her 
accident,  until  the  thirteenth  she  was  absent 
from   work   and  reported   as  sick. 

The  bookkeeper  in  the  department  stated 
that  Miss  Sweeney  was  out  sick  at  that  time 
because  of  a  sore  throat  and  that  he  had  not 
heard  of  the  accident  reported  to  have  taken 
place  on  November  1.  Later,  after  talking 
with  Miss  Sweeney,  he  informed  the  Finance 
Commission  that  he  recalled  that  he  had 
heard  that  Miss  Sweeney  had  met  with  an 
accident  about   November   1,   1923. 

On  January  15.  1924,  Dr.  W.  H.  Blanchard 
of  1069  Boylston  street,  Boston,  examined  Miss 
Sweeney  and  reported  "The  patient  was  en- 
tirely negative  to  examination"  at  that  time. 
He  also  reported ;  "Miss  Sweeney  has  had 
continued  throat  trouble  in  the  past,  accom- 
panied by  headaches." 

Miss  Sweeney  brought  suit  against  the  citj- 
on  December  29,  1923.  The  case  was  settled 
on  March  26,  1924,  for  $300.  The  official 
record  on  which  the  settlement  was  based  is 
as   follows  : 

In   Committee  on   Claims.

Voted.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  have 
judgment  entered  against  the  city  in  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  dolars  in  the  case  of  Estelle 
Sweeney  v.  Boston,  an  action  to  recover  for 
personal  injuries  caused  by  hole  in  sidewalk 
at  Talbot  Avenue  Railroad  Bridge,  Peabody 
square.  November  1.  1923.

The  following  letter  was  written  to  the 
Mayor  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  March 
12,   1924:

Re,    Settlement    of    Suits    of    Estelle    Sweeney, 
$.S00,    and    Helen    V.    Doran,    $450. 

Dear  Sir, — The  Sweeney  suit  was  brought 
by  Attorney  Harrington  and  this  matter  was 
taken  up  with  you,  I  understand,  by  Doctor 
Santosuosso.  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel 
Higgins    makes    the   following   report : 

"In  regard  to  the  case  of  Estelle  Sweeney, 
she  was  injured  by  reason  of  a  hole  in  the 
Talbot  Avenue  Railroad  Bridge  in  Peabody 
square  and  claims  to  be  still  suffering  from 
the  effects  of  the  injury.  There,  unquestion- 
ably, was  a  defect  at  the  location  and  an  ex- 
amination by  physicians  shows  that  there  is 
still  some  evidence  of  the  injury.  Under  all 
the  circumstances  I  consider  that  the  settle- 
ment  in   this   case  was   very   reasonable." 

Regarding  the  Doran  case,  I  have  no  per- 
sonal recollection.  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel   Higgins   says,  respecting   the   case: 

"The  plaintiff  is  a  resident  of  Eustis  street, 
Roxbury,  and  was  seriously  injured  by  rea- 
son of  a  defect  in  said  Eustis  street,  the  de- 
fect being  a  hole  some  three  or  four  inches 
deep  which  had  existed  for  a  long  period  of 
time.  She  claimed  to  have  been  confined  to 
her  house  and  unable  to  work  for  a  period 
of  four  to  five  months  and  had  in  attendance 
two  physicians,  whose  bills,  together  with  her 
loss  of  pay,  amount  to  more  than  the  amount 
of  the  settlement.  Her  counsel  is  Mr. 
Meagher,  who  talked  with  Mr.  Sullivan  with 
reference   to   the   settlement   of   this   case." 

I  return  to  you  herewith  for  your  ap- 
proval the  Sweeney  award  and  will  retain 
the  Doran  award  until  such  time  as  I  may 
learn  more  respecting  the  settlement.  I 
seem  to  have  no  present  recollection  of  having 
talked  with  Attorney  Meagher  nor  have  I  any 
recollection  of  having  met  this  attorney.

The  Sweeney  case,  briefly  summarized,  pre- 
sents : 

1.  A   city  employee   suing   the   city, 

2.  The   attorney   of   this   employee,   also   a   city 

employee, 

3.  An  unwitnessed   accident, 

4.  Little  or   no   injury, 

5.  Absence   from   work    (alleged   to   have   been 

necessary    because    of    the    accident)     did 
not     begin     until     eight     days     after     the 
accident. 
The  Helen   V.   Doran   case   mentioned   in    the 
above   quoted   letter   of   the   Corporation    Coun- 
sel  to   the   Mayor   was   settled    for    $450.      This 
claimant  alleged    that   she   stepped    into   a   hole 
that  was   near   the   car   rail  opposite   62    Eustis 
street,    Roxbury.      Sergeant    Waldron    reported 
to  the  Law   Department  that  the  asphalt  near 
the    easterly    car    rail    in    front    of    62    Eustis 
street   is   worn   away   to   the  extent  of  an   inch 
and    a    half    in    depth,    a    foot    and    a    half    in 
width    and    a    couple    of    feet    long.      This    de- 
pression was  not  on  a  cross-walk. 

A  photograph  of  this  street  in  the  files  of 
the  Law  Department  does  not  indicate  any 
depression  that  can  be  called  a  hole,  not  even 
the  one  mentioned  by  the  Sergeant  in  his 
report. 

No  comment  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
beyond  the  recital  of  the  facts,  seems  neces- 
sary in  these  two  cases.

FINANCE      COMMISSION'S      REPORT     ON 
VARIOUS    CLAIM    SETTLEMENTS. 

The  Finance   Commission, 
11  Beacon   Street, 

Boston,  June  13,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen, — There  was  paid  to  John  J. 
Heffernan,  a  representative  to  the  General 
Court  from  the  City  of  Boston,  as  counsel  for 
Marjorie  F.  Ready,  the  sum  of  $1,200  in  May, 
1924,  for  injuries  received  by  her  on  Cause- 
way street  in  the  City  of  Boston  on  June  9, 
1923. 

Miss  Ready  admitted  that  while  walking 
diagonally  across  Causeway  street  at  8  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  on  June  9,  1923,  that  is,  in 
broad  daylight,  she  walked  into  a  depression 
in  the  street  caused  by  the  absence  of  four 
granite  paving  blocks — the  hole  being  about 
20  inches  square.  Notwithstanding  the  obvi- 
ous contributory  negligence  of  Miss  Ready, 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Pakulski  recom- 
mended the  settlement  of  the  case  in  a  state- 
ment which  set  out  that  the  liability  of  the 
city  could  not  be  disputed,  or  the  damages  as 
shown  by  the  doctor's  report.  The  records  in 
the  city  Law  Department  do  not  disclose  that 
any  medical  examination  was  made  by  a  doc_ 
tor    in    behalf  of   the   city. 

Jack  Marks  of  Revere  claimed  to  have 
fallen  on  the  sidewalk  on  Canal  street  on 
November  1,  1923,  at  2.45  p.  m.,  and  injured 
his  left  shoulder  and  arm.  There  was  no 
witness  to  the  accident.  He  claimed  that  his 
foot  got  caught  in  a  place  between  two  blocks 
of  concrete.  The  pictures  of  the  sidewalk  in 
th3  Corporation  Counsel's  file  do  not  indicate 
a  defect  that  would  cause  one  to  fall  who  was 
in  the   exercise  of  any  care   at  all. 

Mr.  Marks  claimed  that  he  was  getting  $60 
a  week  when  the  accident  happened.  The  tes- 
timony of  his  employer  indicated  an  average 
salary  per  week  for  the  six  months  prior  to 
the  accident  of  $10.62  per  week.  The  fol- 
lowing is  the  letter  to  the  Mayor  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel  on  which  the  settlement 
was  based  : 

December   29,    1923. 
Hon.  James   M.   Curley, 

Mayor   of   Boston. 

Re  Suit  of  Jack   Marks  v.   City  of  Boston. 

Honored  Sir, — This  is  an  action  for  injury 
to  person  caused  by  a  defect  in  the  highway. 
The  plaintiff  is  represented  by  Representative 
Michael  F.  Shaw.  The  plaintiff,  as  a  result 
of  the  accident,  suffered  an  injury  to  his  left 
arm  which  was  first  treated  at  the  Relief 
Hospital,  but  since  November  1,  the  date  of 
the  accid?nt,  he  has  been  continuously  under 
the  care  of  a  doctor,  although  he  has  not 
been  confined  to  the  house. 

For  the  first  three  weeks  of  his  injury  he 
was  unable  to  lie  down,  so  great  was  his  pain 
while  in  that  position.  His  counsel.  Repre- 
sentative Shaw,  is  willing  to  settle  iihis  case 
for  $750.  The  case  has  such  possbilities  that 
I  am  justified  in  saying  it  would  be  judicious 
to    accept   this    offer   of    settlement. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  be  advised  by  your 
Honor.

On  January  14,  1924,  the  attorney  for  Jack 
Marks   was   paid   $750. 

This  letter  transgresses  the  duty  of  the 
city's  lawyer  in  cases  of  this  kind.  It  pleads 
the  case  of  the  claimant.  It  utterly  disregards 
the  defence  of  the  city.  It  recites  the  name 
of  and  the  public  office  held  by  the  counsel  for 
the  claimant,  as  though  this  were  a  fact  that 
would  affect  the  Mayor's  decision.  It  seeks 
the  advice  of  the  Mayor,  instead  of  giving 
him  advice.  Obviously  the  Mayor  could  not 
give  an  opinion  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  that 
would   do   justice  to   the   city. 

In  neither  of  these  cases  is  there  evidence 
of  the  city  having  been  protected  by  any 
medical  examination  of  the  claimants  made 
by  its  own  representatives.  In  both  cases 
the  statements  of  the  claimants  have  been 
accepted    without    qualification. 
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Both  attorneys  were  members  of  the  State 
Legislature    at   the   time   of    the    settlements. 

In  neither  of  these  cases  did  the  city  re- 
ceive proper  protection  from  its  Law  De- 
partment.

My  dear  Mr.  Englert, — I  have  heard  a  rumor 
that  the  American  Legion  is  about  to  ask  for 
the  use  of  the  half  of  the  building  at  Lower 
Mills  which  is  not  occupied  by  the  library.

There  are  several  obli- 
gations outstanding  and  accruing  against  this 
department  in  connection  with  this  investiga- 
tion for  experts  and  miscellaneous  office  ex- 
pense which  make  it  advisable  that  there  be 
an  additional  appropriation  forthwith  of 
$10,000.  This  sum,  together  with  the  bal- 
ance remaining  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
investigation  of  telephone  rates  last  year, 
which  balance  amounts  to  $4,250.61,  will  be 
sufficient,  I  believe,  to  meet  all  the  obligations 
of  this  department  in  connection  with  the 
present  telephone  rate  case. 

The  auditor  has  informed  me  that  the 
balance  of  $4,250.61  of  last  year's  telephone 
rate  case  appropriation  is  not  available  to 
me  at  this  time  because  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  appropriated  for  the  particular  rate  in- 
vestigation of  1924.  If  this  amount  can  be 
transferred  to  the  present  case,  it  will  be 
sufficient,  together  with  the  appropriation  of 
$10,000  which  I  am  now  seeking,  to  meet  all 
my    requirements. 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  an  order  to  the 
City  Council  for  the  appropriation  of  $10,000. 
I  am  also  enclosing  an  order  seeking  the 
transfer  of  $4,250.61  of  the  1924  appropria- 
tion to  the  appropriation  for  the  present  case.

Gentlemen, — During  the  past  two  years  I 
have  been  in  conference  at  various  times 
with  E.  M.  Statler,  president  of  the  Hotels 
Statler  Company.  Inc.,  with  a  view  to  the  lo- 
cation  of   a    Statler    Hotel    in    Boston. 

The  president  of  the  Hotels  Statler  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  agreed  some  four  months  ago  that 
in  the  event  that  the  City  of  Boston  would 
improve  that  section  of  the  city  contiguous 
to  the  site  of  the  proposed  new  hotel  that 
he  would  recommend  to  the  Hotels  Statler 
Company,  Inc.,  the  immediate  erection  of  a 
hotel  representing,  equipped  and  teady  for 
business,  an  investment  of  some  fourteen  mil- 
lions of  dollars. 

I  am  today  in  receipt  of  a  communica- 
tion, which  is  here  submitted,  setting  forth 
his  position  in  the  matter,  and  reading  as 
follows : 

"My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Hotels  Statler  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  are  prepared  to  proceed  at  once 
with  the  construction  of  a  Statler  Hotel 
at  Park  square,  Boston,  provided  the  City 
of  Boston  will  improve  the  Park  square  sec- 
tion in  which  the  hotel  is  to  be  located  by 
taking  for  park  purposes,  and  establishing 
thereon  a  public  park,  the  land  between 
Tennyson  and  Stuart  streets,  Tennyson  street 
and  Columbus  avenue  and  Church  street  and 
Columbus    avenue.

from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city,  to  said  amount.

Later,  during  the  executive  session,  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  at  the  request  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  Coun.  Wat- 
son, appeared  and  addressed  the  Council  as 
follows  : 

Mayor  CURLEY— On  the  Statler  project, 
gentlemen,  we  have  had  no  modern  hotel  con- 
structed in  Boston  since  about  1905,  the  last 
modern  hotel  established  in  our  city  being  the 
Copley  Plaza.  During  the  past  ten  years  an 
endeavor  has  been  made  to  make  Boston  the 
convention  city.  There  is  no  more  profitable 
source  of  revenue  for  the  business  men  in  a 
municipality  during  the  time  when  it  is  cus- 
tomary for  persons  to  leave  the  heated  centers 
of  a  city  and  journey  either  to  the  mountains 
or  the  seashore  than  that  which  results  from 
the  holding  of  conventions.  It  has  been  esti- 
mated that  a  convention  of  the  Mystic  Shrine 
or  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks,  or  any  of  the  major  fraternal  bodies 
in  our  country,  represent  an  expenditure  of 
between  five  and  ten  millions  of  dollars  cov- 
ering the  period  of  the  holding  of  the  con- 
vention— usually  one  week.  There  is  no  city 
in  America  that  possesses  the  advantages  that 
are  possessed  by  the  City  of  Boston — from 
the  historical  standpoint,  from  the  standpoint 
of  public  parks,  from  the  standpoint  of  cli- 
mate, from  the  standpoint  of  attractive  subur- 
ban territory  to  which  one  may  journey  and  be 
permitted  to  view  constantly  changing  scenes 
— ^that  are  more  attractive  than  can  be  found 
in  the  suburban  territory  adjacent  to  any 
large  city  in  America.  It  is  the  desire  of 
the  major  portion  of  the  people  of  America 
at  some  time  or  other  to  visit,  not  only  the 
capital  city  of  the  United  States — Washing- 
ton— but  to  visit  that  section  of  America 
where  the  movement  for  the  establishment  of 
free  government  had  its  origin — our  own  city, 
the  City  of  Boston.  We  have  suffered  greatly 
from  the  handicap  of  lack  of  hotel  accom- 
modations. Provided  Boston  were  in  position 
to  entertain  and  to  house  the  delegates,  and 
the  friends  of  the  delegates,  of  the  various  fra- 
ternal, social,  labor,  financial  and  other  or- 
ganizations who  make  it  a  practice  to  con- 
vene annually  or  biennially,  in  all  probability 
more  conventions  would  be  held  in  Boston 
each  year  than  in  any  other  city  in  America, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  Atlantic  City, 
which,  of  course,  is,  as  we  are  all  aware,  a 
convention  city.  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that,  in  consequence  of  these  conventions,  in 
consequence  of  the  advantages  which  would 
result  to  the  city,  that  every  impetus  might 
be  given  to  the  movement  for  a  greater  Bos- 
ton along  a  little  different  and  broader  lines 
than  that  subject  has  been  considered  hereto- 
fore. 

One  of  the  ablest  hotel  men  In  America 
and  whose  institutions  are  attractive  to  trav- 
eling men  in  every  portion  of  America — E.  M. 
Statler,  president  of  the  Hotels  Statler  Com- 
pany, Inc. — visited  our  city  some  two  years 
ago  and  discussed  with  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  certain  other 
individuals,  the  question  of  the  establishment 
of  a  hotel  in  our  city.  He  received  every 
encouragement  and,  on  the  strength  of  the 
encouragement  received,  acquired  certain  prop- 
erties in  the  vicinity  of  Park  square,  at  a 
cost  in  excess  of  about  a  million  and  a  half , 
dollars.  He  has  since,  so  I  am  informed,  added 
to  these  holdings,  and  advertised  about  a 
year  ago,  or  eight  months  ago,  for  bids  for 
the  construction  of  a  hotel  at  an  estimated 
cost,  with  furnishings,  of  approximately 
$14,000,000.  The  bids  received  at  that  time 
appeared  to  him  to  be  excessive,  and  it  was 
the  opinion  of  his  Board  of  Directors  that  it 
was  inadvisable  to  consider  the  project  in 
Boston.  Sometime  in  February  or  March  of 
this  year,  I  had  occasion  to  meet  Mr.  Statler 
in    the    South,    meeting    him     in     Miami,     and 
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renewed  the  offer  of  every  allowance  by  the 
City  of  Boston  and  pointed  out  to  him  the 
advantages  of  locating  here  and  endeavored 
to  assure  him  so  far  as  it  was  possible  for 
me  that  the  enterprise  would  meet  in  every 
way  the  good  wishes,  the  good  will  and  the 
encouragement  of  the  people  of  our  city. 
Sometime  later  Mr.  Statler  visited  Boston — 
sometime  in  April,  I  believe — and  made  a 
proposition  that,  if  the  city  would  eliminate 
the  two  islands  created  in  Stuart  street  as  a 
consequence  of  the  widening  in  the  vicinity 
of  Columbus  avenue,  he  might  be  interested 
to  locate  here.  The  Board  of  Assessors  es- 
timated, with  the  Street  Commissioners,  that 
the  probable  cost  of  elimination  of  these 
islands  would  approximate  about  $300,000.  I 
then  stated  to  Mr.  Statler  that,  providing  he 
would  locate  here,  I  would  recommend  to  the 
City  Government  an  expenditure  in  the  sum 
of  $300,000  for  the  wiping  out  of  these  two 
particular  items.  And,  today,  I  received  a 
communication  from  Mr.  Statler,  a  copy  of 
which  is  incorporated  in  the  order  to  the  City 
Council  and  reading  as  follows  : 

"My   dear  Mr.  Mayor  : 

"Hotels  Statler  Company,  Inc.,  are  pre- 
pared to  proceed  at  once  with  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Statler  Hotel  at  Park  square,  Bos- 
ton, provided  the  City  of  Boston  will  im- 
prove the  Park  Square  section  in  which  the 
hotel  is  to  be  located  by  taking  for  park  pur- 
poses and  establishing  thereon  a  public  park, 
the  land  between  Tennyson  and  Stuart  streets, 
Tennyson  street  and  Columbus  avenue,  and 
Church  street  and   Columbus  avenue." 

And  so,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement 
entered  into  when  the  question  of  locating 
here  was  considered,  I  have  submitted  this 
order  and   communication   to  the   City   Council. 

An  estimated  cost  of  $14,000,000,  with  a 
tax  rate  of,  perhaps,  $25  on  the  thousand — 
certainly  no  less  than  that — would  represent 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  a  revenue 
of  approximately  $350,000  annually  in  taxa- 
tion, or,  $50,000  in  excess  of  the  initial  ex- 
penditure by  the  city  for  the  improvement 
of  that  particular  section  of  our  city.  Now, 
then,  I  appreciate  that  the  Council  may  take 
the  view  that  perhaps  this  is  a  considerable 
expenditure  for  the  city  to  make  for  such 
a  proposition  of  this  character,  but  I  beg  to 
direct  your  attention  to  an  improvement  that 
is  within  sight  of  the  windows  of  the  Coun- 
cil Chamber, — Province  street, — and  to  relate 
just  a  bit  of  the  history  of  Province  street 
to   you. 

Province  street  for  more  than  half  a  cen- 
tury was  considered  the  greatest  fire  hazard 
in  Boston.  Province  street  today  is  perhaps 
as  well  traveled  as  any  thoroughfare  of  simi- 
lar length  in  the  entire  City  of  Boston.  The 
cost  of  the  widening  represented  an  expendi- 
ture somewhere  in  the  vicinitv  of  about 
$1,100,000.  The  two  buildings— the  Waterman 
Fountain  Pen  Building  and  the  new  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank  Buildin.g  to  be  located  at 
the  corner  of  School  and  Province  streets — 
will  represent  a  total  investment,  ta.xablo  to 
the  extent  of  $3,000,000.  or  a  net  income  to 
the  city  of  about  $75,000  a  year.  The  total 
cost  of  the  amortization  of  the  money  ex- 
pended for  the  widening  and  improvement  of 
Province  street  is  only  about  $55,000  an- 
nually, or  an  income  from  the  two  improve- 
ments that  have  been  located  there  because 
of  the  widening  that  nets  a  revenue  of  $20,000 
to  the  city  a  year  in  excess  of  the  total  cost 
of  the  amortization  of  the  loan.  Now,  then, 
in  addition  to  that,  the  property  on  Brom- 
field  street,  that  has  experienced  no  thrill 
in  nearly  a  century,  has  been  greatly  bene- 
fited in  consequence  of  this  improvement. 
Two  buildings  alone  on  Bromfield  street,  di- 
rectly opposite  the  extreme  end  of  Province 
street,  have  been  taken  over  by  another  one 
of  our  large  banking  institutions,  and  it  is 
proposed  on  that  site  that  there  be  erected 
a  marble  bank  building  representing  an  in- 
vestment  of   $2,000,000   in    addition.      It   is   my 


firm  belief  that  every  encouragement  should 
be  afforded  the  men  whose  enterprise,  courage, 
vision  and  money  are  represented  by  the 
reclamation,  improvement  and  development  of 
the  Park  square  territory  which  has  added 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  at  least  fifteen 
or  twenty  million  dollars  in  increased  valua- 
tion of  city  properties  in  that  particular  spot 
in  Boston,  and,  in  addition  to  that,  has  re- 
sulted in  increase  of  from  100  to  300  per 
cent  in  the  valuation  of  the  properties  in  the 
vicinity  of  and  bounded  by  Arlington  street, 
Dartmouth  street,  Newbury  street  and  Copley 
square.  It  is  my  firm  belief  that  we  have 
an  opportunity  to  take  part  in  a  movement 
which  represents  worthwhile  progress ;  a 
movement  which  will  give  Boston  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  rank  with  the  other  leading 
cities  of  America  in  the  matter  of  housing 
accommodations  ;  which  will  give  impetus  to 
realty  values  in  the  Park  square  section  of 
the  city ;  and  which  will  net  annually  many 
times  in  excass  of  th;  expenditure  necessary 
for  the  improvement  of  the  city ;  and  I  sin- 
cerely trust  that  the  Council  wiU  so  view  the 
project. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Mayor,  do  you  sug- 
gest that  the  park  should  be  developed  in 
front  of  the  Statler  Hotel  before  or  after 
the   erection   of   the   hotel? 

Mayor  CURLEY — I  suppose  that  that  ques- 
tion might  perhaps  suggest  a  little  story  to  me, 
or  I  might  answer  it  by  a  story.  I  recall, 
as  a  member  of  Congress,  the  investigation 
of  the  so-called  "money  trust,"  and  the  most 
interesting  part  of  the  hearings  which  were 
conducted  by  one  of  the  most  astute  and  able 
lawyers  in  America,  Samuel  Untermeyer,  con- 
sisted of  the  examination  and  cross-examina- 
tion of  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Senior.  Unter- 
meyer was  pressing  him  for  an  answer  with 
a  view  to  embarrassing  him  and  catching  him, 
and  he  said.  "You  have  loaned  vast  sums  of 
money?"  Morgan  said.  "Oh.  yes."  He  said, 
"Have  you  loaned  as  high  as  a  million  dol- 
lars?" "Oh,  yes."  "Five  millions?"  "Yes." 
"Ten  millions?"  "Yes."  "Twenty  millions?" 
"Yes."  Untermeyer  said,  "What  security 
would  you  require  to  loan  $10,000,000?"  Mor- 
gan said,  "Character." 

Now  we  must  require  faith  in  this  matter. 
If  the  Statler  Company  has  invested  a  million 
and  a  half  dollars  in  land  there  and  signs 
an  agreement  in  writing  that  it  will  pro- 
ceed with  the  erection  of  a  fourteen  million 
dollar  hotel,  and  we  have  been  praying  and 
wishing  for  some  such  institution  for  nearly 
a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  it  says  that  as 
one  of  the  conditions  precedent  to  its  locat- 
ing there,  it  desires  the  city  to  acquire  cer- 
tain unsightly  parcels  and  replace  them  with 
a  beautiful  little  park,  I  think  we  have  got 
to  have  faith  in  him.  I  think  we  have  got 
to  go  through.  I  do  not  think  we  can  ques- 
tion it.     Thank  you  very  much,  gentlemen.

EDISON   LIGHTING    CONTRACT.

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  througia  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
inform  the  City  Council  in  full  with  refer- 
ence to  the  lighting  of  the  streets  of  the 
city  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany, which  heretofore  has  been  done  by 
contract,  also  full  information  with  reference 
to  the  status  of  the  petition  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  elec- 
tricity to  consumers   in   our  city.

INSTALLING   OP   TELEPHONES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUB  offered  the  following 
order :  , 

Ordered,  That  the  Pire  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
instruct  all  inspectors  of  wires  for  the  City 
of  Boston  to  see  to  it  that  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  lives  up 
to  the  city  ordinances  relative  to  the  installa- 
tion of  telephones,  particularly  in  the  matter 
of  running  wires   and  placing   protectors. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rules.  I  introduce  this  or- 
der at  this  time  because  it  has  been  brought 
to  my  attention  that  a  certain  gentleman 
who  has  come  in  here.  I  presume  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  namely,  Mr.  Hogan,  from 
St.  Louis,  a  sort  of  efficiency  and  economy 
expert,  has  come  into  our  city  and  is  at- 
tempting to  put  the  so-called  "Taylor  Sys- 
tem" of  economy  into  effect  in  so  far  as 
installation  of  telephones  in  our  city  is  con- 
cerned. I  have  been  informed  that  he  has 
issued  instructions  to  those  who  have  charge 
of  the  installation  work  of  the  Telephone 
Company  to  scrap  all  specifications  which 
are  submitted  by  the  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  copied  verbatim  by 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  saying  how  wires  and  protectors 
should  be  installed.  Por  instance,  only  re- 
cently they  ran  a  loop  from  one  of  the  poles, 
I  understand,  down  in  Revere,  direct  from 
the  pole,  right  through  the  dining  room  of 
a  subscriber's  house,  and  those  are  the  in- 
structions that  are  being  given  by  this  man 
Hogan.  It  seems  that  he  has  no  considera- 
tion whatever  for  city  ordinances  and  does 
not  mind  violating  them  in  any  manner  that 
he  sees  fit.  I  think  it  is  about  time  that 
the  inspectors  of  the  Wire  Department  in 
our  city,  which  comes  under  the  Fire  Com- 
mission, should  be  instructed  to  see  that  the 
wires  are  run  in  properly :  that  these  loops 
and  protectors  be  installed,  as  they  should 
be  installed,  in  the  basements  of  tenement  and 
apartment  houses  and  not  outside  the  windows 
running   direct   from   the   poles.      It   seems    to 


me  that  this  man  is  attempting  to  get  away 
with  a  lot  of  so-called  short  cuts  and  at 
the  same  time  reducing  the  force  of  the 
workmen ;  and,  if  he  is  going  to  do  it  by 
the  methods  which  he  is  now  employing,  I 
do  not  think  it  ought  to  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue— not  in  this  city.  Further,  they  now 
have  orders,  I  have  been  given  to  understand, 
of  not  removing  any  telephones.  Por  in- 
stance, if  a  person  moves  out  of  a  house 
the  instrument  is  left  on  the  premises  un- 
til somebody  else  moves  in,  even  though  there 
may  not  be  any  one  there  for  six  months ; 
that  instrument  is  always  left  on  the  prem- 
ises ;  and  I  feel  that  where  the  installation 
department  of  the  Telephone  Company  has 
been  depleted  by  this  man's  action  in  reduc- 
ing help  that  there  ought  to  be  some  man- 
ner to  compel  them  to  live  up  at  least  to 
the  ordinance  in  the  matter  of  running  loops 
and  wires  and  for  fire  protection  in  our 
city.  I  move  suspension  of  the  rules  and  hope 
the  order  wiH  go  on   its  passage  at  this   time. 

The    rules    were    suspended,    and    the    order 
passed. 


MUNICIPAL  YACHT  CLUB. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  foUowing  or- 
der : 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  estab- 
lishing a  Municipal  Yacht  Club. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President.  I  in- 
troduce this  order  at  this  time  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trying  to  interest  the  city  authorities 
in  the  matter  of  providing  a  Municipal  Yacht 
Club.  _  We  have  every  other  sortof  activity  that 
certain  individuals  are  interested  in.  For 
instance,  we  have  bridle  paths  for  those  that 
like  horse  racing,  and  we  have  links  for 
those  who  like  to  play  golf,  and  we  have 
playgrounds  for  those  who  like  to  play  ball, 
and  we  have  tennis  courts  for  those  who 
like  to  play  tennis,  and  so  forth,  and  I  feel 
that   there   are   a   great   many   citizens — 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  does  the 
gentleman   yield  ? 

Coun.   DONOGHUE— I  yield,  Mr.   President. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  that  we  have  a  Municipal 
Lighting   Plant,   too. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  at  this  time  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  consider  the  advisability  of  es- 
tablishing a  Municipal  Yacht  Club  where  the 
average  person  or  the  average  citizen  of  our 
city  who  owns  a  small  motor  boat,  of  what- 
ever description,  might  have  some  place  where 
he  could  land  it  without  being  compelled 
or  requested  to  join  any  private  yacht  club. 
I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  it  would  not 
be  an  ideal  location  anywhere  along  the  new 
Strandway  development  in  South  Boston.  It 
would  be  an  easy  matter  to  build  a  fine  float 
and  a  yacht  club  there  so  that  the  average 
citizen  would  have  some  opportunity  of  en- 
joying himself  on  the  water  if  he  so  de- 
sires. I  presume  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  refer  the  matter  to  the  Park  Depart- 
ment for  investigation  and  report.  I  hope 
the  order  will   go   on   its  pa-ssage. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  order 
passed. 


ANNUITY   TO  WIDOW. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following  or- 
der : 

Ordered.  That  an  annuity  of  $600  be  al- 
lowed and  paid  to  the  widow  of  Paul  F. 
Halleran.  late  member  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, who  died  from  injuries  received  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty,  such  annuity  to 
continue  so  long  as  said  widow  remains  un- 
married, and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Police  Department,  Pensions  and 
Annuities.

JULY    13,    1925. 
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RECESS. 

The  Council  at  3.15  p.  rri-  took  a  recess  sub- 
ject to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The  members 
reassembled  in  the  Council  Chamber  and 
were  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  4.40 
p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  KEPORTS. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, submitted   the  following : 

1.  Report  on  message  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  referred  July  6,  1925,  recommending 
the  adoption  of  accompanying  orders  provid- 
ing for  the  improvement  of  so  much  of  Mor- 
ton street  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  can  be  advantageously 
constructed  during  the  present  year, — recom- 
mending the  passage  of  the  said  orders.  Dur- 
ing the  executive  session,  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  who  had  entered  the  Council  Chamber 
to  discuss  the  Hotel  Statler  project,  spoke 
in  addition  concerning  these  orders  as  follows : 

Mayor  CURLEY — In  the  matter  of  Morton 
street,  there  were  three  street  projects  that 
were  considered,  in  a  sense,  major  projects 
and  yet  any  one  of  which  might  have  been 
delayed  for  a  period  of  time.  The  Legisla- 
ture, in  its  wisdom,  or  lack  of  wisdom,  saw 
fit  to  reject  the  most  important  and  press- 
ing of  those  problems — the  widening  and  im- 
provement of  Adams  street,  Dorchester.  They 
did,  however,  adopt  two  particular  projects, 
one  for  the  widening  of  River  street  and  the 
other  for  the  widening  of  Morton  street,  but 
in  the  drafting  of  the  bill  for  the  widening 
of  River  street  it  was  so  drafted  that  sub- 
stantially the  entire  burden  would  be  borne 
by  the  city  during  the  first  year  and  no  por- 
tion of  the  burden  be  levied  upon  any  other 
source  than  the  City  of  Boston.  I  refused 
to  approve  that  particular  measure,  after  it 
had  been  adopted,  despite  the  importunities 
of  committees  representing  property  owners 
in  the  Hyde  Park  and  West  Roxbury  sec- 
tions of  the  city.  On  the  matter  of  Morton 
street — Morton  street  represents  a  through 
thoroughfare  being,  in  a  measure,  an  exten- 
sion of  the  Boston  park  system  from  the 
vicinity  of  Forest  Hills.  It  will  establish  a 
direct  connection  between  the  heart  of  the 
city  and  the  center  of  Milton.  It  is  a  thor- 
oughfare that  has  been  rather  inaccessible 
to  any  character  of  traffic  over  the  major 
portion  of  it  for  many  years.  That  portion 
which  is  today  traveled  represents  an  an- 
nually recurring  expenditure  by  the  city  for 
many  years  because  of  the  character  of  the 
subsoil,  there  being  both  rock  and  springs 
and  quieksand  in  certain  portions  of  Morton 
street.  The  amount,  however,  which  the  city 
believed  it  could  expend  this  year  is  about 
a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.  The  total  cost 
of  the  improvement  will  probably  represent  in 
the  neighborhood  of  about  $800,000  to  .$1,- 
000,000  :  and  I  have  submitted  that  order  for 
action  by  the  Council  believing  that  the  con- 
struction of  this  thoroughfare  will  make  pos- 
sible the  widening  of  a  highway  that  is  dan- 
gerous to  public  travel  at  the  present  time 
because  of  its  condition  and  because  of  its 
lack  of  width.  In  addition,  the  laying  out 
and  construction  of  Morton  street,  with  Blue 
Hill  avenue  now  completed,  will  afford  an 
easy,  safe  and  rapid  means  of  access  to  and 
from  the  city  by  way  of  Morton  street.  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  and  the  Parkway,  and  I  believe 
it  is  a  necessary  improvement  long  desired 
by  every  element  of  the  community  and  one 
which,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city, 
could  be  adopted  at  the  present  time.  I  have 
been  informed  by  the  Street  Commissioners 
that  no  money  will  be  necessary  to  pay  as 
damages  for  street  widenings,  that  portion 
where  it  is  proposed  the  first  widening  shall 
take  place  being  the  property  of  the  Forest 
Hills  Cemetery  Association,  who  have  agreed 
to  furnish  the  land  to  the  city  necessary  for 
the    widening    without    cost    to    the    city ;    and 


the  same  agreement  has  been  entered  into, 
generally,  along  the  entire  property.  Pro- 
vided we  wait  for  a  period  of  years,  it  prob- 
ably would  represent  an  expenditure  of  sev- 
eral million  dollars  to  carry  through  a  widen- 
ing  project  of   this   character. 

Coun.  GILBODY — ^Mr.  Mayor,  where  do 
you  propose  to  start  the  Morton  street  im- 
provement ;  at  the  Forest  Hills  end  ? 

Mayor    CURLEY— On   the   Forest   Hills   end. 

Coun.  GILBODY — How  far  will  that  carry 
it? 

Mayor  CURLEY— I  think  they  have  said  it 
would  carry  from  Morton  place  to  somewhere 
near   Blue   Hill  avenue. 

Coun.  GILBODY — To  go  back  for  a  moment 
to  Adams  street,  I  understood  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  and  the  Elevated  have 
agreed  on  a  plan  to  fix  it  up  first?  Can 
you  get  the  commissioner  to  go  ahead  and 
fix  this   up  ? 

Mayor  CURLEY— I  will  be  glad  to.  The 
only  trouble  is  there  is  not  any  available 
money.  I  have  been  saving  this  $300,000  for 
the  Statler  project  for  over  four  months, 
although  I  have  been  importuned  to  use  it 
one  hundred  times  during  that  period.  I 
might  say  that  we  have  several  orders  pend- 
ing, like  the  sale  of  Station  2,  which  is  no 
longer  available  for  municipal  purposes  and 
should  be  disposed  of,  and  certain  other  prop- 
erties. If  those  properties  are  disposed  of 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  save  suflicient  money 
out  of  what  remains  unexpended  and  what 
is  derived  from  the  sale  of  those  properties 
to  provide  additional  accommodations  for  the 
Police  Department  at  Station  5  on  Dedham 
street,  plans  for  which  I  have  gone  over 
with  the  commissioner ;  to  provide  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  police  station  and  court- 
house at  East  Boston  ;  and  to  provide  suffi- 
cient funds,  coupled  with  what  the  Elevated 
will  perhaps  contribute  to  the  city,  to  fi.x 
up  Adams  street,  but  it  will  be  impossible 
to  widen  Adams  street.  We  have  an  agree- 
ment for  the  first  time  with  the  Elevated 
since  the  legislation  establishing  a  board  of 
public  control  whereby  the  Elevated  have 
agreed  to  contribute  to  the  city  about  $30,000 
toward  the  improvement  of  Adams  street 
in  addition  to  removing  their  tracks.  That 
$30,000  will  probably  cover  about  two  thirds 
of  the  total  cost  of  the  laying  of  the  base 
on  Adams  street,  and  if  I  could  find  about 
$70,000  somewhere  else,  either  out  of  the  sale 
of  this  property  or  elsewhere,  we  will  put 
a  smooth  top  on  Adams  street  this  year, 
we  will  remove  the  car  tracks,  and  I  think 
we  will  solve  that  problem,  although  we  were 
in    hopes    we   would    not   be   burdened   with    it. 

Chairman  WATSON— Mr.  Mayor,  I  think 
I  have  bothered  you  less  than  any  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  concerning  improve- 
ments in  my  locality  for  the  past  two  years. 
I  must  say  that  I  want  something  out  my 
way  now.  I  am  going  to  make  some  re- 
quests, and  don't  tie  up  on  Adams  street 
until  I  have  a  talk  with  you. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Well,  perhaps  if  you  could 
tell  me  what  the  improvement  is,  I  could  give 
an  answer  now. 

Chairman  WATSON — I  should  like  a  play- 
ground in  the  vicinity  of  the  Eliot  Church 
and  the  old  Norfolk  House.  There  is  no  play- 
ground of  any  kind  for  the  children ;  they 
play  on  the  square  and  streets  around  there. 
There  is  plenty  of  real  estate  now  idle  be- 
tween Washington  street  and  Eliot  square 
and  Oakland  street.  There  is  no  playground 
of  any  kind  there,  or  any  space  for  the  chil- 
dren to  play.  There  is  plenty  of  vacant  prop- 
erty and  I  do  not  own  any  of  it. 

Mayor  CURLEY — ^I  am  afraid  that  our 
playground  program  has  been  completed  for 
this  year.  But  I  want  to  say,  with  refer- 
ence to  playground  projects,  that  for  the  past 
three  years  I  have  acted  almost  solely  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  City  Planning  Board. 
I  have  had  them  make  examinations  and  on 
the  strength  of  their  examinations  I  have 
acted. 
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Chairman  WATSON— If  I  can  get  their 
recommendation  will  you  try  it? 

Mayor  CURLEY — ^If  we  have  the  money, 
yes ;  but  I  do  not  believe  we  will  have  the 
money. 

Chairman  WATSON— Well,  we'  will  find  it 
somewhere.     I   will   help   you   find   it. 

Mayor  CURLEY- — I  might  say  that  an  es- 
tate has  been  deeded  to  the  city  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Warren   street   and   Walnut   avenue — 

Chairman  WATSON — Oh,  that  is  too  far 
away. 

Mayor  CURLEY — That  would  serve  as  a 
sort  of  mother's  rest.  We  hope  to  put  a 
statue  of  John  Eliot,  the  apostle  of  the  In- 
dians, there,  and  perhaps  that  might  appeal 
to   the   children   about  the   Norfolk  House. 

Chairman  WATSON — That  might  appeal 
to  my  Mohawk  ancestors  ! 

Report  accepted ;  said  orders  passed,  yeas 
8,   nays   0. 

2.  Report  on  communication  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  referred  July  13,  1925,  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  an  order  appropriat- 
ing $300,000  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  park  in  the  Park  square 
district, — recommending  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Report  accepted ;  said  order  passed,  yeas 
8,   nays   0. 

3.  Report  on  communication  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  referred  July  6,  1925, 
recommending  the  adoption  of  an  order  ap- 
propriating the  sum  of  $225,000  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
for  Dock  Square  and  Faneuil  Hall  Square 
improvements, — recommending  the  passage  of 
the  order.  During  the  presence  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  the  Council  Chamber  in  the 
course  of  executive  meeting,  he  spoke  as  fol- 
lows concerning  this  order : 

Mayor  CURLEY — With  reference  to  the 
improvement  of  Dock  square,  I  believe  the 
Council  are  familiar  with  this  particular 
project.  To  my  mind — and  I  may  be  wrong 
— it  represents  one  of  the  steps  in  the  line 
of  progression  in  the  matter  of  the  solu- 
tion of  our  most  serious  downtown  traffic 
problem.  In  all  probability,  if  Slavinsky  & 
Murphy  conducted  the  banking  institution  at 
the  corner  of  Exchange  and  State  streets  in- 
stead of  Lee,  Higginson  &  Co.,  our  traffic 
problem  would  long  ago  have  ceased  to  exist ; 
but  Lee,  Higginson  &  Co.  have  sufficient 
funds  and  they  have  always  been  able  to 
employ  astute  and  adroit  attorneys  as  well 
as  capable  lobbyists,  and,  as  a  consequence, 
it  has  been  an  impossibility  to  secure  legis- 
lation which  would  make  possible  the  widen- 
ing of  Exchange  street.  For  a  period  of 
eleven  years,  they  have  been  required  to 
make  annual  journeys  to  the  State  House 
and  employ  eminent  counsel  and  lobbyists  to 
prevent  the  enactment  of  legislation  which 
would  admit  of  the  widening  of  Exchange 
street  even  though  in  the  widening  process 
it  would  be  necessary  to  wipe  out  that  famous 
old  institution  known  as  the  Lee,  Higginson 
Bank  at  Exchange  and  State  streets.  Lee, 
Higginson  &  Co.  has  secured  new  quarters 
recently  so  that  in  all  probability  next  year 
there  will  be  little  or  no  opposition  to  the 
widening  of  Exchange  street.  The  widening 
of  this  particular  section  of  the  city  will 
provide  a  setting  for  Faneuil  Hall,  which  we 
have  recently  restored  to  its  original  colonial 
beauty  at  a  cost  in  excess  of  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars.  It  will  jirovide,  in  addition, 
for   the  opening   of    North    Market    and    South 


Market  streets,  making  that  section  accessible 
where  today  it  is  clogged,  and  if  in  another

STATEMENT  BY  COUN.  "WATSON. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  before  in- 
troducing my  orders,  I  ask  unanimous  con- 
sent to  make  a  statement. 

Pres.  MORIARTY— Is  there  any  objection? 
Hearing   none,  the  councilor   may  proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  on  Satur- 
day last,  I  was  invited  to  speak  at  the  out- 
ing of  the  Women's  Democratic  Club  of  Majisa- 
chusettts,  which  was  held  at  Pemberton.  I 
was  asked  by  the  chair  lady,  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Hayes  O'Leary,  to  speak  to  the  gathering  un- 
til Mayor  Curley  arrived.  I  had  spoken  about 
eight  or  ten  minutes  when  I  was  informed  by 
the  chair  lady  that  I  could  finish  in  two  min- 
utes. I  anticipated  the  reason  was  that  the 
Mayor  had  arrived.  I  then  told  the  gathering 
that  I  could  not  complete  reading  my  figures 
in  two  minutes,  but  that  I  would  continue 
reading  them  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council 
today,  which  explains  my  request  for  unani- 
mous consent  to  making  a  statement.  I  want 
to  preface  my  remarks  by  stating  emphati- 
cally and  positively,  that  I  have  no  desire  to 
attack,  malign,  or  criticize  unjustly  any  pub- 
lic servant  in  Suffolk  County.  I  merely  de- 
sire to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  taxpayers 
the  fact  that  the  increase  in  the  county  and 
state  tax  is  a  handicap  to  Boston  in  its  ef- 
forts to  make  progress  as  a  great  municipal- 
ity. It  may  be  that  some  individual  or  in- 
dividuals will  take  my  remarks  as  being  a 
reflection  upon  him  or  them,  but  I  assure 
my  fellow  members  and  the  public  generally, 
that  I  have  no  such  intention  because  events 
of  the  past  four  weeks  prevent  me  from  for- 
getting myself  in  my  conduct  either  in  action 
or  in  words,  and  I  would  not  today  arise 
here  and  talk  on  this  subject  if  it  were  not 
for  the  fact  that  what  I  intended  to  say 
Saturday  at  Pemberton  when  I  was  invited 
to  speak,  not  as  a  candidate  for  Mayor,  but 
as  a  member  of  this  body,  left  things  in  the 
air,  so  to  speak,  as  to  what  I  had  to  say. 
Suffolk  County  is  made  up  of  Boston,  Revere, 
Winthrop  and  Chelsea,  and  the  entire  cost 
of  maintenance  of  county  buildings,  county 
officials,  etc.,  is  borne  entirely  to  the  last 
penny  by  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  both  the 
rent  payer  and  the  owner  of  large  estate, 
and  we,  as  members  of  this  body,  have  a  duty 
to  perform.  We  have  been  criticized — I  have 
for  twelve  years — many  times,  perhaps  right- 
fully at  times,  but  wrongly  many  times  I 
know,  and  so  have  my  colleagues  in  their  time, 
for  being  wasteful  of  public  funds,  and  some- 
times we  have  been  accused  of  being  corrupt, 
but  they  never  could  prove  their  contention. 
I  am  not  speaking  for  my  own  fellow  members, 
they  are  fully  competent  to  take  care  of 
themselves,  but  I  am  speaking  as  one  of  the 
nine  or  ten  directors  of  a  great  corporation. 
Money,  in  my  opinion,  is  being  wasted  in 
Suffolk  County,  and  I  will  cite,  for  example, 
some  figures,  not  in  detail,  but  I  will  present 
them  to  the  stenographer  and  he  will  make 
them  a  part  of  our  official  record.  These  fig- 
ures are  from  the  County  Auditor's  Office, 
verified  and  marked  0.  K.  Rupert  Carven, 
the  County  Auditor,  who  is  the  City  Auditor 
as  well,  vouches  for  the  correctness  of  these 
figures.  [These  figures  will  be  found  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  councilor's  remarks.]  I  in- 
tended, at  Pemberton,  to  refer  to  the  inter- 
ference in  the  home  rule  of  Boston.  I  was 
prohibited  because  of  the  lack  of  time.  Today, 
the  taxpayers'  money  is  being  spent  by  a 
county    official    in    paying,    I    believe,    and    I 


think  I  can  prove — I  can  produce  my  inform- 
ant, if  necessary — money  is  being  paid  to  peo- 
ple of  the  underworld  in  Revere  and  Chelsea, 
and  outside  of  Revere  and  Chelsea,  to  find 
if  wime  exists.  They  say  it  takes  a  thief  to 
catch  a  thief,  but  I  do  not  believe  in  that 
kind  of  business.  If  there  is  wrongdoing  in 
Boston,  we  have  a  Police  Department  whose 
duty  it  is  to  see  that  wrong  is  righted,  and, 
if  crime  is  being  committed,  that  it  be  stopped. 
I  say,  let  the  Boston  Police  Department  clean 
up  Boston,  and  let  the  police  department  of 
the  city  of  Revere  clean  up  affairs  in  Revere, 
and  likewise  in  Chelsea.  If  the  mayor  of 
Chelsea  is  unable  to  cope  with  the  situation, 
let  him  appeal  to  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth who  will  readily  assist  him.  If 
Mayor  Walsh  of  Revere — the  cousin  of  our 
fellow  member — is  unable  to  handle  the  situa- 
tion in  Revere,  then  let  him  call  upon  Gov- 
ernor Fuller,  who  stands  ready  to  assist  him 
in  cleaning  up  affairs  in  Revere.  In  Boston 
the  Police  Commissioner  has  full  power.  He  is 
not  held  back  by  the  lack  of  funds.  He  can  get 
any  money  he  desires,  whether  we  vote  it  or 
not,  to  conduct  his  department,  I  believe.  I 
am  going  now  to  close  my  remarks  by  say- 
ing again  that,  today,  according  to  the  re- 
port I  hold  in  my  hands  from  the  auditor's 
office,  there  has  been  spent  in  the  Criminal 
Session  of  Superior  Court  on  Beacon  Hill  for 
Suffolk  County  $2,352.80  more  than  was  spent 
in  the  twelve  months  of  last  year.  That  is 
more  than  a  20  per  cent  increase  with  only 
five  months  of  the  year  gone  and  the  June 
bills  not  in  yet  but  held  back.  I  asked  the 
gentleman,  Mr.  Manning,  who  controls  those 
bills  as  clerk  of  the  county,  to  secure  the  bills 
from  those  who  have  incurred  them,  and  so 
the  bills  were  sent  to  the  auditor's  office, 
in  order  that  we,  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Suffolk  County,  may  be  able  to  look  them 
over.  I  will  read  only  one  or  two  names.  I 
find  here  that,  during  the  five  months  elapsed, 
there  is  a  voucher  for  $335.54  O.  K.'d  by  Al- 
bert Hurwitz,  was  paid  to  A.  D.  Bulman. 
Who  is  A.  D.  Bulman  ?  I  find  here  a  re- 
port of  the  entire  county  expense  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  the  fiscal  year  of  Janu- 
ary 31,  1925.  The  total  county  expease  was 
$494,166.71,  and  for  the  five  months  ending 
June  30,  1925,  beginning  with  February  1  and 
without  the  June  bills  for  investigating  hav- 
ing been  turned  in  together  with  other  bills 
for  June,  .they  spent  $246,098.54,  with  six 
months  more  to  run.  We  have  only  eleven 
months  this  year.  It  means  that  unless  there 
is  no  more  expenditure  of  a  practical  nature 
and  with  strict  economy,  there  will  be  an 
increase  in  the  county  tax  in  Suffolk  County 
for  the  next  year  of  at  least  18  to  25  per 
cent.  In  conclusion,  I  hold  in  my  hand  an 
authentic  report  from  the  auditor's  office, 
handed  to  me  by  the  auditor  today,  being  a 
of  a  bill  rendered  by  the  Harry  J.  Murray 
Detective  Service,  Inc.,  Suite  418  Beacon 
Trust  Building,  31  Milk  street,  Boston,  their 
bill  No.  149,  running  to  Thomas  C. 
O'Brien,  Esq.,  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk 
County,  O.  K.'d  by  Thomas  C.  O'Brien,  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  and  it  says,  "I  hereby  certify 
that  this  bill  was  necessarily  incurred  by  me 
in  the  performance  of  my  duty,  and  I  hereby 
approve  it" — for  $276.88,  for  six  operators  on 
case  No.  4,  Orlando  E.  Miller — whoever  he 
is  or  what  he  is.  And  here  is  another  for 
$394.  Bill  No.  5,  from  the  same  agency,  and 
O.  K.'d  by  Maurice  Caro,  Assistant  District 
Attorney,  for  seven  operators,  running  from 
the  10th  to  the  15th  day  of  June.  And.  Mr. 
President,  that  is  not  all.  I  am  waiting  for 
the  bills  that  must  be  presented  sometime  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  I  am  going 
to  try  to  find  out  who  of  the  underworld 
has  been  drawing  money  belonging  to  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  for  employment  that  I 
consider  bad,  not  conducive  to  good  morals, 
and  absolutely  against  the  good  name  of  Suf- 
folk County  as  a  whole,  and  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton in  particular.  .  The  tables  presented  by 
Coun.

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  hope 
that  this  order  does  not  pass  at  this  time 
because  of  the  fact  that  it  has  not  been 
clearly  shown  that  there  has  been  any  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  transfers  in  so 
far  as  real  estate  matters  are  concerned,  at 
least  not  to  my  satisfaction,  and  I  think  it 
is  rather  significant  that,  at  this  particular 
time  when  the  Register  of  Deeds  is  a  candi- 
date for  mayor  of  Boston,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation order  comes  in  here  asking  that 
$9,000,  additional  be  provided  for  so-called 
"extra"  help  and  piece  work.  Now  I  am  a 
little  bit  careful,  or  we  might  say  skeptical, 
as  to  what  that  m.oney  might  be  used  for  in 
view  of  the  aforestated  reason  that  the  gen- 
tleman is  a  candidate  for  mayor.  And,  also, 
the  sheriff  is  a  candidate  for  mayor, — in  fact, 
we  have  four  of  them  from  Suffolk  County 
holding  down  county  jobs  that  have  signi- 
fied their  intention  of  being  candidates  for 
mayor,  and  I  think  it  is  with  very  poor 
grace,  at  this  particular  time,  that  two  of 
these  gentlemen  come  in  here  asking  for  ad- 
ditional appropriations.  While  I  have  not 
anything  to  stand  on  probably,  I  have  been 
in  the  game  myself  for  ten  years,  and  I  know 
something  about  party  politics,  and  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  some  of  this  appropria- 
tion order,  if  we  pass  it  here  today,  might 
be  expended  for  the  purpose  of  advancing 
the  candidacy  of  these  men,  and  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  having  the  citizens  of  Boston  sad- 
dled, not  alone  with  the  expenses  of  Suffolk 
County,  but  to  have  these  persons  coming  in 
here  at  this  particular  time  and  asking  for 
increased  appropriations,  and  it  does  not 
come  w-ith  very  good  grace,  to  say  the  least, 
regarding  it  and  I  hope  the  order  will  not 
pass.  I  think,  with  August,  September  and 
October  yet  to  come  before  election  on  the 
first  of  November,  that  this  great  mass  of 
work  and  rush  of  work  can  very  well  wait 
or  get  along  without  this  extra  appropria- 
tion at  this  time,  because  I  am  very  skeptical 
of  what  it  might  be  used  for.

HEALEY— Mr.  President,  if  there 
is  a  roll  call  I  shall  be  forced  to  vote  no 
on  this  matter.  I  do  not  like  to  vote  no 
but  I  think  the  thing  is  so  very,  very  import- 
ant that  I  do  not  like  to  ask  the  Council  to 
give  me  the  opportunity  of  not  voting  at  all.

Cun.  LANE — My  vote  on  the  order  when 
the   roll  call   is   taken. 

President  MORIARTY — Is  there  any  objec- 
tion?    Hearing  none,   you   may   proceed. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President.  I  voted  to  lay 
the  matter  on  the  table  but  we  were  out- 
voted in  the  committee.  Then  the  motion 
was  made  to  report  back  "ought  to  pass."  I 
voted  in  favor  of  it  as  I  saw  the  majority 
was  that  way,  and  I  did  not  care  to  hold 
up  the  order.  Now  I  am  obliged  to  vote  no 
when  the  order  comes  up,  reluctant  as  I  am 
to  do  so.  I  believe  that  those  men  are  ab- 
solutely innocent  and  will  be  proven  innocent 
before  a  Suffolk  County  jury  when  the  case 
is  finished.  If  this  order  had  come  in  after 
the  verdict  was  rendered  I  should  be  only  too 
pleased  to  vote  for  the  appropriation,  but 
these  two  men  have  been  indicted  by  the 
Grand  Jury  for  manslaugher,  and  I  do  not 
think  that  this  Council  has  any  right  to  as- 
sume one  way  or  the  other,  guilty  or  not, 
and  therefore  I  feel  that  we- should  not  make 
any  appropriation  of  $7,500  for  their  defence 
at  this  time.  Should  they  be  adjudged  inno- 
cent I  should  be  the  first  one  to  vote  for 
the  appropration,  but  feeling,  as  I  do,  that 
this  is  the  wrong  time  to  have  that  order 
come  in  reluctant  as  I  am  I  must  vote  no.

President  MORIARTY — ^I  cannot  answer. 

Coun.  WATSON — Can  any  member  inform 
me  whether  or  not  that  is  less  than  the 
assessed  valuation? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — It  is  the  assessed  value, 
as  far  as  I  understand.  It  has  been  here 
two  months. 

Coun.  WATSON — If  the  gentleman  will 
assure  me  that  it  is  not  less  than  the  assessed 
valuation,  I  will  vote  for  it.  Will  he  assure 
me  that? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  do  not  know.  I  voted 
for  it  before,  and  I  do  not  see  why  I  should 
not  vote  for  it  now. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  do  not  ask  the  gentle- 
man to  change  his  opinion ;  I  ask  for  in- 
formation. 

President  MORIARTY — Is  there  any  mem- 
ber that  can  give  Coun.  Watson  the  infor- 
mation ? 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  was 
given  to  understand  that  it  is  the  assessed 
valuation.  It  is  a  strip  of  land  that  runs 
alongside  of  the  railroad,  way  back,  no  street 
entrance  to  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  wiU  take  the  gentle- 
man's word  if  he  will  assure  me  that  he 
knows  it  is  not  less  than  the  assessed  valua- 
tion. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  was  given  that  under- 
standing. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  don't  know  that.  I 
want  to  be  assured  by  you,  or  someone,  that 
it  is  not  less  than  the  assessed  valuation. 
Can  Mr.  Wright  inform  me?  Perhaps  he  can 
inform   me. 

Mr.  JOHN  P.  WRIGHT— I  can  only  say, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  valuation  placed  here 
is  the  exact  valuation  upon  which  the  Boston 
Buick  Company  sold  this  land  some  two  or 
three  years  ago  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WATSON — Can  you  tell  me  whether 
or  not  the  price  of  40  cents  per  foot  is  more 
or  less   than   the   assessed   valuation   today? 

Mr.    WRIGHT— I   cannot. 

Coun.  WATSON — Then  I  will  have  to  vote 
against  the  order.  I  move  the  matter  lay  on 
the  table  until  the  next  meeting,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  given  to  understand  that,  if  this  order 
does  not  pass  today,  the  Pittsburg  Plate 
Glass   Company   are  going   to   Cambridge  and 
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take  over  a  site  there  and  put  a  building  up. 
I  think  we  are  not  using  good  judgment  to 
allow  them  to  go  to  Cambridge.  We  need 
all  we  can  get  in  this  town.  I  move  you, 
sir,    that   we   vote   on    it   today. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  should  like  to  vote  on 
it,  Mr.  President.  I  do  not  know  anything 
about  the  order  whatsoever,  and  evidently, 
nobody  does  except  Coun.  Purcell.  I 
think,  if  any  member  of  this  Council  will  as- 
sure me  that  40  cents  per  foot  is  not  less 
than  the  assessed  valuation,  I  will  gladly 
vote  for   it. 

Mr.  WRIGHT — I  wonder  if  the  Council 
would  allow  me  to  interject  with  the  remark 
that,  in  addition — •  (Mr.  Wright  is  called  to 
order  by  the  Chair.) 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  while  it  is 
a  little  unusual  for  an  outsider  to  address 
the  Council  in  meeting  assembled,  yet  they 
have  asked  him  a  question  and  he  has  al- 
ready answered  it,  and,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Council,  I  should  like  to  ask  this  gentle- 
man if  it  is  the  Council's  desire  to  hear  from 
him,  exactly  wherein  and  why  did  the  Buick 
Company  sell  this  land  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  for  what  price,  and  for  what  pur- 
pose and  for  what  purpose  did  the  City  of 
Boston  buy  the  land  from  the  BuicK  Com- 
pany   at  some  time  ? 

President  MORIARTY— ^I  will  say  to  Coun. 
Healey  that  I  have  no  objection  to  a  man 
appearing  before  the  Council,  but  I  feel  that 
we  have  ample  means  of  finding  out  what  is 
the  assessed  valuation  by  asking  the  assessors. 
I  also  feel  that  we  have  ample  opportunity 
through  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
which  took  it  over,  to  find  the  answer  to 
those  questions,  and  I  think  that,  without 
any  criticism  of  the  attorney  who  is  repre- 
senting a  client,  the  Boston  Buck  Company, 
we  could  go  through  that  method  if  we  want 
to.  We  have  the  City  Messenger  here,  and 
we  could  request  that  someone  from  the  as- 
sessors tell  us  what  we  desire  to  know  and 
give   us   the    information    in   that   way. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  per- 
fectly willing.  1  shall  vote  no  unless  I  have 
further     information. 

President  MORIARTY — I  will  say  that  we 
have  ample  information  if  anybody  desires 
to  send  for  the  assessors,  and  we  may  send 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  over,  allow  him  to 
look  it  over  and  see  what  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  property   is. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  might  be 
satisfied,  too,  that  the  price  at  which  it  is 
going  to  be  sold  is  the  assessed  value  but  a 
(lucstion  which  was  interjected  by  Coun.  Purcell 
I  think  has  brought  up  a  new  angle,  and  I 
should  like  to  have  that  explained  satisfactorily 
to  myself, — first,  why  the  city  did  sell  the 
land  to  the  Buick  Company  in  the  first 
place,  or  why  the  Buick  Company  sold  it  to 
the  city  in  the  first  place,  and  for  what 
purpose ;  and,  knowing  what  the  purpose  is, 
then  I  can  understand  why  the  city  would 
want  to  sell  it  back  to  the  Buick  Company. 
If  we  are  going  to  have  an  assessor  come 
here  in  the  open  session  to  answer  that  a 
strip  of  land  is  going  to  be  sold  at  the  as- 
sessed value,  I  suppose  we  have  broken  down 
the  barrier,  and  that,  logically,  we  can  ask 
this  gentleman  who  is  here  present,  if  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  Council,  to  give  that  in- 
formation which  we  desire,  and,  if  there  is 
not  any  objection  from  the  City  Council, 
I  would  request  that  the  gentleman  who 
knows  a  whole  lot  about  this  answer. 

President  MORIARTY— Is  there  any  objec- 
tion ?     Hearing  none,  he  may  answer. 

Mr.  WRIGHT— Mr.  Chairman  and  gentle- 
men 7 

Coun.  WATSON — Your  full   namaT 

Mr.  WRIGHT— Mr.  John  P.  Wright,  of 
the  law  fiirm  of  Tyler,  Tucker,  Eames  & 
Wright,  Ames  Building,  Boston,  counsel  for 
the   Boston    Buick    Company. 

Some  three  or  four  years  ago,  before  Bab- 
cock  street  had  been  paved,  an  arrangement 
was  entered  into  whereby  the  City  of  Boston 


was  to  have  a  small  10-foot  strip  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  their  sewers.  I  can- 
not tell  you  whether  it  was  a  sewer  or  not 
but  I  believe  it  to  be  a  sewer,  but  a  deed 
in  fee  was  given  the  City  of  Boston  for  this 
10-foot  tract  of  land  for  sewerage  purposes. 
The  matter  did  not  come  to  the  attention 
of  the  grantors,  the  Boston  Buick  Company, 
until  about  two  or  three  months  ago  when, 
in  line  with  a  project  which  Mr.  Johnson 
of  the  Boston  Buick  Company  had  adopted, 
a  large  strip  of  land  running  along  on  Bab- 
cock  street  and  Ashford  street  was  developed, 
or  was  started  to  be  developed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  having  erected  there  a  modern  store- 
house and  manufacturing  establishment.  Pur- 
suant to  that  arrangement,  the  Boston  Buick 
Company  entered  into  a  long  series  of  ne- 
gotiations with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
in  order  that  a  long  strip  of  side  track 
might  run  in  so  that  this  project  might  be 
furLhtied.  It  was  not  until  this  matter  was 
well  under  way  that  we  discovered  that  the 
10-foot  tract  of  land,  in  which  we  supposed 
the  city  had  only  rights  of  easement  for  sew- 
erage purposes,  belonged  to  the  city  in  fee. 
At  that  time,  we  had  already  sold  to  the 
Exide  Battery  people  a  large  tract  of  land, 
and  I  understand  that  the  ground  has  al- 
ready been  broken  for  the  erection  of  their 
buildings.  Negotiations  were  then  in  process 
with  the  Pittsburg  Plate  Glass  Company 
when  this  defect  was  discovered.  Investiga- 
tion at  the  City  Hall  and  of  the  public  rec- 
ords here  in  Boston  disclosed  the  fact  that 
the  $800,  which  was  the  consideration  price 
which  the  City  was  to  pay  the  Boston  Buick 
Company,  has  never  been  paid  by  it  to  the 
Boston  Buick  Company,  and  I  am  inclined 
to  say  to  you  as  an  attorney  that  probably 
by  a  bill  in  equity  we  could  compel  a  retrans- 
fer  subject  to  the  easement  rights  for  sewer- 
age purposes  which  are  there.  We  did  not 
propose  and  do  not  intend  to  take  any  such 
hostile  attitude.  We  believed  that  when  we 
outlined  to  ,the  city  government  and  to  the 
Council  here  that  this  was  in  furtherance 
of  a  large  project  whereby  a  large  piece  of 
land  which  is  now  worthless  and  taxed  to 
a  very  small  extent  is  to  be  laid  out  where 
modern  buildings  are  to  be  erected  and  there- 
by the  taxes  of  the  City  of  Boston  increased, 
it  would  be  in  line  with  the  development 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  with  the  policies 
of  this  Council  that  such  a  project  should 
go  through.  Now,  in  addition  to  what  we 
already  agreed  to  sell  this  property  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for,  we  now  say  that  in  buy- 
ing it  back  we  are  perfectly  willing  and  de- 
sire that  the  city  shall  retain  all  of  the 
rights  of  easement  which  they  have  there  in 
his  land  absolutely  gratuitously,  without  any 
charge,  and  we  are  perfectly  willing  that 
this  deed  back  to  us,  shall  reserve  unto  the 
City  of  Boston  all  of  the  rights  which  it 
now  has  and  all  it  ever  wants  in  this  piece 
of  land,  and  that  is  simply  to  run  the  sew- 
ers underneath.  All  we  need  on  this  strip 
of  land  is  to  run  a  side  track  over  it  for 
the  purpose  of  opening  up  and  developing 
this  property ;  and  I  believe,  now  that  you 
have  been  so  courteous  to  me  and  given 
me  this  opportunity  to  explain  it  to  you, 
that  this  thing  will  go  through  because  it  is 
in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  it 
should  go  through. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Wright,  this  strip  of 
land  is  10  feet  in  width? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— Yes,   sir. 

Coun.  WATSON— How  long? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— I  do  not  know. 

Coun.    BRICKLEY— Almost   200   feet? 

Mr.    WRIGHT- Almost    200    feet. 

Coun.  WATSON— Is  it  parallel  with  the 
Boston   &    Albany   Railroad   track? 

Mr,  WRIGHT— It  is  right  adjacent  to  the 
tracks. 

President  MORIARTY  —  One  hundred 
ninety-six  feet  long. 
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Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Wright,  who  owns 
the  property  adjacent  to  this   10-foot   strip  ? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— The  Boston  Buick  Company. 

Coun.  WATSON — In  order  to  make  their 
land  valuable,  and  more  valuable,  a  siding 
is   quite   important,   isn't  it? 

Mr.  WBIGHT-^It  is,  and  would  be— 

Coun.  WATSON-^Do  you  think  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  should  vote  to  permit  you 
to  buy  a  piece  of  property  which  is  the  key 
to  your  whole  situation  for  less  than  its  as- 
sessed valuation  in  view  of  the  fact  that  your 
property  is  not  as  valuable  without  a  siding 
as  it   is   with  a  siding? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— I  think  it  is  for  the  benefit 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  this  should  go 
through. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  but  your  first 
thought   is   for   your  client. 

Mr.   WRIGHT— What  is  that? 

Coun.  WATSON — Your  first  thought  is  for 
your  client.  You  are  not  thinking  of  the 
taxpayers  as  a  whole,   are  you? 

Mr.  WRIGHT — I  am.  I  am  making  this 
statement  because  of  my  belief  that  it  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  that 
this    project   should   go  through. 

Coun.  WATSON— Don't  you  think  that  it 
is  worth  at  least  its  assessed  value  ? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— What   is  that? 

Coun.  WATSON— Don't  you  think  the  prop- 
erty is  worth   its  assessed   valuation  ? 

Mr.  WRIGHT — No,  not  without  this  de- 
velopment. 

Coun.   WATSON— You  don't  think  so? 

Mr.  WRIGHT — No,  sir;  not  without  this 
development. 

Coun.  WATSON — ^Is  your  property  as  valua- 
ble without  this  siding  as  it  would  be  with  it? 

Mr.   WRIGHT— No. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  it  is  50-50,   isn't  it? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— No. 

Coun.   WATSON— What  is   it? 

Mr.  WRIGHT — Without  this  development 
that  property  is  practically  valueless — it  is 
waste   land. 

Coun.   WATSON — Who  owns   it? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— I  don't  know  who  owns  the 
strip   equitably.     The  city  has   never   paid. 

Coun.    WATSON — I    mean   adjacent   to   it. 

Mr.  WRIGHT— The  Boston  Buick. 

Coun.  WATSON — Is  their  property  value- 
less  without   this   strip  ? 

Mr.   WRIGHT — Why  practically  so. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  it  is  a  valuable 
strip  isn't  it?  It  is  worth  at  least  its  as- 
sessed valuation,   isn't  it? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— I  do  not  know  what  the 
assessed    valuation    is. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  do  not  know  either.  I 
am    trying   to  find   out   from   you. 

Mr.  WEIGHT — I  can  give  you  no  further 
information,  except  I  will  simply  say  that 
we  will  buy  that  back  although  we  have 
never  been  paid,  and,  in  addition,  we  will 
give  to  you  whatever  rights  of  easement  which 
the  city   has   in   the  matter. 

Coun.  WATSON — Have  you  agreed  to  do 
that  with   the  City   Law   Department? 

Mr.   WRIGHT— I  have,  with  Mr.   Lyons. 

Coun.  WATSON— Will  the  deeds  be  drawn 
accordingly? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— The  deed  will  be  drawn  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  by  the  Law  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 


Con.  WATSON— ^Subject  to  the  suggestion 
you  make? 

Mr.   WRIGHT— Absolutely. 

Coun.  WATSON — Well,  I  can't  vote  for 
your  order,  Mr.  Wright,  because  I  do  not 
know  the  assessed  valuation.  I  think  a  sid- 
ing connecting  with  the  Boston  &  Albany 
tracks  at  Babcock  street,  right  in  the  heart 
of  the  automobile  district,  is  a  mighty  valua- 
ble proposition.  I  do  not  know  that  the 
other  members  think  so  but  I  did  not  know 
what  this  was  until  now.  I  should  say  that, 
if  you  cannot  buy  this  property  back  and  can- 
not purchase  it,  the  Boston  Buick  people  have 
an   elephant  on  their   hand*. 

Mr.   WRIGHT— Maybe  so. 

Coun.  WATSON— WeU,  you  know  it  is  so, 
don't    you  ? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— Well,  I  should  not  want  to 
take  your   personal  opinion. 

Coun.  WATSON — No,  but  why  are  you  tak- 
ing advantage,  by  buying  something  for  less 
than    the   assessed  valuation  ? 

Mr.  WRIGHT — But  I  don't  know  but  that 
the  offer  we  make  is  the  assessed  valuation. 

Coun.  WATSON— You  don't  know,  and  no- 
body else  does. 

Mr.  WRIGHT — Then  we  are  talking  at  cross 
purposes. 

Coun.  WATSON — Absolutely;  and  therefore 
I  shall  vote  no.  The  other  members  can 
vote  as   they   please.     I  hope   they   won't   vote. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY^Mr.  President,  I  ask 
for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  talked  aU  day  here, 
therefore   I   will   not  talk  any   more. 

Coun.  HEALEY— To  make  it  clear,  Mr. 
Wright,  you  evidently  sold  it  to  the  city  for 
40   cents? 

Mr.    WRIGHT— Exactly. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Did  you  sell  it  to  the  city 
for  the  sake  of  the  entrance  of  a  sewer  there? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— For   nothing  else. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Just  for  that  easement, 
and  they  are  going  to  have  the  easement. 

Coun.  HEALEY — And  this  land  has  been 
used   for    no    other    purposes  ? 

Mr.  WRIGHT — No  other  purposes. 

Coun.  GILBODY — And  you  never  got  your 
$800? 

Mr.  WRIGHT— And  we  never  got  the  $800. 

Coun.  HEALEY — In  the  meantime,  that 
190  feet  has  not  been  used  for  a  passage- 
way  by   any  of   the  abuttors  ? 

:.Ir.    V."RIGHT— No.   sir. 

Coun.  HEALEY — In  other  words,  you  are 
trying  to  rectify,  perhaps,  a  mistake  which 
was  made  and  for  which  you  folks  never  re- 
ceived any  money? 

Mr.   WRIGHT— Absolutely. 

The   order   was   passed,   yeas   6,   nays  3. 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Gilbody,  Healey, 
Lane,   Purcell,  Walsh — 6. 

Nays — Coun.  Donoghue,  Moriarty,  Watson —

"A.  An  approved  protector  shall  he  placed 
as  near  as  practicable  to  the  point  of  en- 
trance to  the  building.  The  protector  shall 
be  mounted  on  a  noncombustible,  nonabsorp- 
tive  insulating  base  and  shall  consist  of  an 
arrester  between  each  line  and  ground  and  a 
fuse  in  each  line  wire,  the  fuses  protecting  the 
arrester.  The  protector  terminals  shall  be 
plainly  marked  to  indicate  'line,'  'instrument' 
and  "ground."  " 

I  have  taken  up  the  matter  with  the  inspec- 
tors of  the  Exterior  Division  and  they  report 
that  their  inspections  show  that  the  rules  are 
being  complied  with  in  the  matter  of  overhead 
telephone  services.

EXCHANGE    OF     LAND,    MARINE     PARK. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  24,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  the   City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  present  an  order 
for  the  exchange  of  land  at  Marine  Park  and 
Castle  Island  between  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  City  of  Boston.  An 
order  was  passed  June  5,  1922,  and  approved 
by  me  June  7,  1932,  authorizing  an  exchange 
between  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  the  City  of  Boston  of  certain  lands  de- 
scribed in  that  order.  Since  the  passage  of 
the  order  in  1922,  negotiations  have  been 
pending  between  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, representing  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  represent- 
ing the  City  of  Boston,  which  have  finally 
been  consummated  into  a  tentative  agreement, 
which  cannot  be  carried  out  until  I  receive 
authority  to  make  the  proposed  exchange  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has, 
for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  flats  adja- 
cent to  the  Reserved  channel,  filled  at  great 
expense  to  it  its  flats  and  the  flats  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  By  the  proposed  exchange  the  City 
of  Boston  will  receive  from  the  Common- 
wealth a  conveyance  of  305,800  square  feet  of 
filled  land  for  which  the  city  will  give  to  the 
Commonwealth  296,400  square  feet  of  filled 
land. 

This  conveyance  by  the  Commonwealth  will 
enable  the  City  of  Boston  to  properly  com- 
plete and  beautify  its  park  system  connecting 
Castle  Island.  The  conveyance  by  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  Commonwealth  will  permit  the 
development  by  the  Commonwealth,  for  com- 
mercial purposes,  the  land  which  now  lies  ad- 
jacent to  the  Reserved  channel  and  will  even- 
tually increase  to  a  great  extent  the  taxable 
real  estate  of  the  city,  and  will  also  be  of 
material  benefit  to  the  business  in  the  harbor. 

As   it   has  taken   over   three   years   to   over- 
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come  the  difficulties  that  have  arisen,  pending 
negotiations,  and  as  both  the  Park  Depart- 
ment and  the  Public  Works  Department  of 
the  Commonwealth  are  now  in  agreement,  I 
heartily  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of 
the  inclosed  order  so  that  the  City  of  Boston, 
immediately  after  the  exchange,  may  at  once 
commence  the  work  of  the  completion  of  its 
park  system  in  this  district,  which  has  been 
altogether   too   long   delayed.

Whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  its  park 
roads  and  parks  to  Castle  Island,  should  ac- 
quire certain  land  owned  by  the  Common- 
wealth ;   and 

Whereas  the  Public  Works  Department  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  are  in 
agreement  with  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  that  certain  ex- 
change of  lands  should  be  made  in  South  Bos- 
ton, near  Marine  Park  and  Castle  Island,  for 
the  mutual  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
the   City  of   Boston  ; 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  re- 
lease to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
by  an  instrument  in  writing  satisfactory  to 
the  Law  Department,  all  the  City  of  Boston's 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  that  land 
lying  between  the  Reserved  channel  and  the 
main  ship  channel,  bounded  westerly  by  line 
AB ;  southerly  by  line  BC ;  southeasterly  by 
line  CD  ;  southerly  by  line  DE ;  and  south- 
easterly again  by  Jine  EF ;  thence  running 
along  the  main  ship  channel  ■  in  a  northwest- 
erly direction  ;  thence  turning  and  running  in 
a  westerly  direction  along  the  Reserved  chan- 
nel to  a  point  marked,  "A,"  all  as  shown  on  a 
plan  of  "Boundary  Line  to  be  Agreed  Upon 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  City  of  Boston  at  Marine  Park,  South 
Boston,  Scale  400  Feet  to  an  Inch,  Boston, 
August  17,  1925,  Henry  C.  Mildram,  Real  Es- 
tate Engineer,"  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Clerk  ;  and  as  consideration  for  said  con- 
veyance, his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  to  receive  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
by  an  instrument  in  writing  satisfactory  to 
the  Law  Department,  a  release  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  all  the 
Commonwealth's  right,  title  and  interest  in

To   the  Honorable  the  Mayor. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  June  13,  with  at- 
tached  order   of  the    City   Council,    as    follows : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  inform  the  City  Council  how  serious 
are  the  defects  in  the  sewerage  system  known 
as  the  Porter  street  overflow  in  East  Boston 
and  what  work  should  be  done  to  rectify  the 
same,''  the  following  is  submitted : 

The  Porter  street  overflow,  so  called,  is  a 
masonry  conduit  which  extends  in  Porter 
street  from  the  junction  of  Bremen  street  to  a 
point  near  Cottage  street.  A  temporary 
wooden  box  outlet  extends  from  the  end  of 
the  conduit  to  a  point  on  the  flats  nearly  op- 
posite  Geneva  street. 

In  1916  the  elevation  of  the  flats  was  at  or 
about  grade  5  and  the  elevation  of  the  end  of 
the  wooden  box  at  about  grade  3.60.  A  shal- 
low channel  in  the  flats  extended  through  an 
opeiiing  in  the  sea  wall  east  of  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  to  deep  water 
and  provided  a  fairly  free  outlet  to  the  Porter 
street  overflow. 

The  filling  of  the  Commonwealth  flats  east 
of  the  sea  wall  was  begun  in  May,  1916,  and 
continued  until  1922.  The  semi-liquid  fill  de- 
posited upon  these  flats  sifted  through  the 
openings  in  the  sea  wall,  with  the  result  that 
the  elevation  of  the  flats  west  of  the  sea  wall 
was   raised   considerably. 

Levels  taken  at  the  end  of  the  wooden  outlet 
showed   the   following : 

July,  1917,  elevation  of  flats,  5.20 ;  outlet, 
3.60;  difference,  1.60  feet. 

June,  1920,  elevation  of  flats,  7.35 ;  outlet, 
3.60  :   difference,  3.75   feet. 

October,  1921,  elevation  of  flats,  7.50  ;  outlet, 
3.60  ;   difference,   3.90  feet. 

November,  1922,  elevation  of  flats,  8.90  ;  out- 
let,  3.60  ;  difference,   5.30  feet. 

During  the  summer  of  1921  over  1,500  cubic 
yards  of  deposit,  almost  identical  in  character 
to  that  of  the  fiU  of  the  Commonwealth  flats, 
were  removed  from  the  overflow  in  Porter  and 
Cottage  streets.  It  was  found  necessary  to 
construct  a  tide  gate  chamber  at  the  end  of 
the  wooden  box  outlet  in  order  to  prevent  any 
further  deposit  by  tidal  action  in  the  conduit, 
and  a  recent  examination  shows  that  the  con- 
duit  is   practically   clean. 

In  1922  the  elevation  of  the  flats  outside  the 
tide  gate  chamber  had  risen  to  elevation  8.90. 
A  6-foot  by  5-foot  9-inch  wooden  box  overflow 
had  been  extended  from  the  outlet  of  the  tide 
gate  chamber  for  a  distance  of  about  30  feet 
and  at  about  the  elevation  of  the  flats  (8.90). 
Levels  taken  recently  indicate  that  present 
conditions  are  about  the  same. 

At  present  a  shallow  channel,  not  over  12 
inches  in  depth,  extends  through  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  right  of 
way  and  the  before-mentioned  opening  in  the 
sea  wall  for  a  distance  of  about  2.300  feet  to 
the  wooden  bulkhead   near  Wood   Island. 

Briefly  stated,  the  filling  of  the  Common- 
wealth flats  has  brought  about  a  condition 
which  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 
Many  complaints  of  flooding  in  the  district 
drained  by  the  Porter  street  overflow  have  been 
reecived  in  the  past  eight  or  nine  years. 
Many  of  the  cellars  in  the  district  are  at  or 
about  elevation  12 — .  which  is  little  above  the 
elevation  of  mean  high  water. 

There  seems  to  be  no  means  of  permanent 
relief  from  intermittent  flooding  in  this  dis- 
trict without  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable 
amount  of  money. 

To  provide  a  temporary  free  outlet  for  the 
5-foot  6-inch  wooden  box  overflow  would  re- 
quire the  maintenance  of  a  channel  6i  feet  or 
more  in  depth  through  the  soft  mud  of  the 
flats  for  a  distance  of  about  2.300  feet.  This 
is  impracticable  in  the  opinion  of  the  de- 
partment engineers. 

To  construct  a  temporary  wooden  box  along 
the  line  of  the  present  channel  would  cost  in 
the  vicinity  of  $60,000  or  $70,000.  Present  con- 
ditions do  not  warrant  this  outlay  for  tem- 
porary relief. 

The  extension  of   the  Porter  street  overflow 
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from  its  present  end  at  Cottage  street  to  a 
permanent  outlet  at  tide  water  is  the  most 
urgent  need  of  the  sewerage  system  of  East 
Boston.  No  system  within  its  drainage  area 
will  function  well  until  the  overflow  is  ex- 
tended. The  project  is  expensive  and  of  con- 
siderable miagnitude.  The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  are  directly  interested  in  the  solution 
of  the  problem,  and  details  should  be  worked 
out  in  conjunction  with  these  parties. 

The  estimated  cost  of  providing  relief  by 
the  building  of  proper  masonry  conduits  and 
a  pumping  station  at  Maverick  street  is 
$700,000.

CITY   PHYSICIAN. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  in- 
form the  City  CouncU  whether  or  not  they 
have  the  power  to  establish  by  ordinance  the 
position  of  City  Physician  to  have  charge  of 
the    commitment   of   insane    persons. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  may  be 
that  the  Council  may  want  some  information 
concerning  the  proposition,  which  I  have  not 
got  with  me,  and,  therefore,  I  shall  move  to 
have  this  order  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

I  have  been  interested  for  a  long  time,  Mr. 
President,  in  a  personal  friend,  a  man  vhom 
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I  call  a  wonderful  man  in  his  line,  a  big 
enough  man  to  be  selected  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  act  on  behalf  and 
in  the  interest  of  the  mentally  sick,  particu- 
larly those  who  became  mentally  sick  because 
of  their  activities  during  the  war.  He  was 
also  selected  by  Mr.  Hines  of  the  Veterans' 
Bureau  as  chairman  of  the  committee  to  se- 
lect a  site  for  the  location  of  a  hospital  for 
the  mentally  sick  of  the  veterans.  He  is  a 
colonel  now,  and  he  was  a  major  in  the  World 
War.  He  was  also  the  expert  for  Governor 
Foss  in  the  question  of  improving  condi- 
tions of  the  mentally  sick  of  Massachusetts 
while  Governor  Foss  was  governor.  He  was 
adviser  to  Governor  Coolidge,  now  President, 
and  in  a  way  has  been  more  or  less  in  touch 
with  the  present  Governor,  Governor  Fuller, 
in  the  matter  of  the  care  of  the  mentally 
sick  of  our  Commonwealth.  Dr.  L.  Vernon 
Briggs,  of  €4  Beacon  street,  is  the  gentleman  to 
whom  I  refer.  Doctor  Briggs  advises  me  that 
the  present  conditions  and  methods  of  com- 
mitting the  mentally  sick  to  hospitals  are  en- 
tirely wrong,  and  when  I  inquired  why,  he 
told  me  that,  today,  in  Suffolk  County,  as  in 
other  counties  of  the  Commonwealth,  there 
are  usually  two  or  three  physicians  selected 
who  are  given  the  work  of  committing  the 
insane  to  the  state  hospitals  of  our  Common- 
wealth. I  have  nothing  to  do  with  any  other 
county,  or  any  other  city  or  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  excepting  Boston,  and  I  find 
the  condition  referred  to  by  Doctor  Briggs  very 
mildly   stated   to   me. 

I  find  now  that  the  present  plan  in  Bos- 
ton results  in  physicans  either  becoming  tre- 
mendously   rich    through    their    work Will 

the  members  kindly  give  me  a  little  atten- 
tion ?  If  not,  please  keep  quiet,  I  cannot 
hear  myself  talk.  Mr.  President,  I  want 
attention  now.  If  they  do  not  desire  to 
listen  they  need  not  talk.  This  matter  is 
a  serious  proposition.  It  has  to  do  with 
every  man,  woman  and  children  within  the 
confines  of  our  city.  Today,  two  physicians 
can  take  an  individual  to  the  Psychopathic 
Hospital — and  that  is  an  improvement  over 
the  old  methods,  thanks  to  Doctor  Briggs  and 
Governor  Foss — and,  after  ten  days,  the  two 
physicians  may  commit  the  man,  woman  or 
child  to  some  institution  for  the  mentally 
sick.  It  may  come  to  your  lot  or  to  mine 
any  day  because  of  our  condition,  or  because 
of  the  desires  of  others  to  railroad  us  to 
the  insane  asylum  or  a  hospital  for  the  men- 
tally sick.  And  bear  this  in  mind,  fellow 
members,  I  know  whereof  I  talk.  I  investi- 
gated eight  of  the  institutions  for  the  men- 
tally sick,  including  Bridgewater,  for  Governor 
Foss,  while  he  was  Governor,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  L.  Vernon  Briggs ;  so  please 
bear  this  in  mind,  that  I  speak  by  the  book 
and   not  because  of  hearsay. 

Today,  in  Suffolk  County,  under  Doctor 
O'Brien,  in  the  absence  of  Doctor  Johnson, 
indirectly,  and  directly  under  Charles  Gaynor. 
who  has  charge  of  these  matters,  they  are 
sending  people  to  the  insane  asylum  without 
adequate  or  proper  consideration  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  inmates — and  I  defy  contradic- 
tion. 

I  do  not  propose  to  load  the  record  down 
with  any  long  speech  but  I  am  going  to 
read,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  these 
figures  from  the  Auditor's  office,  and  I  am 
going  back  only  to  the  year  1924-25,  begin- 
ning with  February,  1924,  and  ending  Janu- 
ary, 1925,  which  shows  that  Dr.  Charles  G. 
Dewey  received  $3,804.10  for  commitments 
and  $1,596  for  recording, — which  is  the  same 
thing, — a  total  of  $5,300  for  less  than  one 
hour  a  day's  work  for  the  year  1924-25. 
For  the  month  of  July — I  read  on — Dr. 
William  H.  Prescott,  the  other  gentleman, 
received  a  total  of  $5,875  for  commitments 
during  that  same  year  for  less  than  one  hour's 
work  or  not  more  than  two  hours'  work  per 
day,  excepting  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holi- 
days— the  days  he  did  not  labor  and  commit. 
Dr.    Charles    B.    Sullivan    received    a    total    of 


$608.10.  He  is  not  active  In  the  work  and 
perhaps  is  a  little  more  careful  in  his  com- 
mitments— I  do  not  know.  For  the  month 
of  July,  1925,  the  total  money  received  by 
Dr.  Charles  G.  Dewey  from  the  funds  of  Suffolk 
County  was  $511.30,  which  includes  commit- 
ments and  recording.  Dr.  William  H.  Pres- 
cott received  a  total  of  $364.40,  and  Doctor 
Sullivan  $157.60.  Now,  for  the  month  of 
August,  they  have  already  rendered  bills — I 
presume  for  July,  but  they  have  been  paid 
in  August.  They  have  been  paid  in  advance, 
and  August  is  not  all  included.  This  is  the 
report  from  the  Auditor's  office,  signed  by 
Rupert  Carven,  the  County  Auditor,  of  com- 
mitments for  insanity  cases  in  the  County  of 
Suffolk  and  the  Institutions  Departments.  In 
August,  Dr.  Charles  G.  Dewey  received  $625  for 
commitments  and  recording ;  Doctor  Prescott 
rendered  no  bill,  and  Doctor  Sullivan  received 
$606  for  commitments. 

How  much  longer  are  the  people  of  Suf- 
folk County  and  Boston  going  to  permit  doc- 
tors to  act  speedily  in  these  cases,  especially 
where  there  is  some  unfortunate  picked  up 
by  the  police,  or  some  man  who  may  have  be- 
come deranged  because  of  liquor,  etc.  ?  I  do 
not  propose  to  stand  for  it.  I  know  thie 
Mayor  of  Boston  will  not  stand  for  it.  If 
either  the  Mayor  or  I  stood  for  "it,  the  public 
would  not  stand  for  it,  and  I  don't  know 
whether  the  members  here  approve  of  it  or 
not.  The  trouble  is  that  members  of  the 
Council  do  not  dig  deep  enough  into  affairs. 
We  do  not  give  the  proper  attention  to  our 
duties.  We  are  sent  here  to  represent  our 
constituency.  And  do  we  do  it?  I  will  ask 
the  public  whether  I  do  or  not.  Perhaps  I 
do  not.  I  know  that  other  members  here 
are  lax  in  their  duty  as  compared  with  me. 
I  do  not  carry  any  banner  for  being  wise  in 
politics,  but  my  experience  here  in  twelve 
years,  with  two  years  in  the  old  Common 
Council  and  two  years  in  the  Legislature,  sat- 
isfies me  that  a  great  many  of  the  present 
representatives  of  the  public  are  representa- 
tives in  name  only.  They  get  a  job  here  or 
a  job  there,  and  they  consider  they  have 
done  their  duty.  I  do  not  consider  that  faith- 
ful performance.  Faithful  performance  is  to 
do  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  num- 
ber. You  are  not  elected  by  one,  two,  three, 
or  fifty  people :  we  are  elected  to  this  body 
by  all  the  people  of  the  city.  I  am  not 
criticising  any  member  here.  If  it  hits  any 
member  here,  he  may  wear  it.  I  apologize 
for  no  utterance  of  mine  concerning  the 
condition  of  members  of  this  Council  in  a 
matter  that  I  am  vitally  interested  in,  and 
in  which  the  public  also  is  interested.  The 
public  does  not  know  that  I  almost  came  to 
blows  with  a  member  because  of  my  desire 
to  serve  my  constituency.  I  am  no  candi- 
date for  mayor,  but  the  man  who  would  be 
mayor  of  this  town  would  be  some  man  that 
the  people  believe  is  with  them  after  election 
as  well  as  before.  I  am  indignant,  to  use 
a  mild  term,  at  the  treatment  I  have  re- 
ceived here  as  one  of  the  nine  members  of 
this  Council.  We  have  been  abolished — prop- 
erly so.  I  do  not  approve  of  the  new  coun- 
cil of  twenty-two  members  because  I  believe 
if  the  proper  men  come  here — I  do  not  say 
they  are  improper,  but  if  the  proper  men 
come  here  and  do  their  work  properly — nine 
members  are  a  credit  to  the  community,  and 
the  public  generally  are  satisfied,  I  believe ; 
but  I  anx  indignant,  and  I  might  use  a 
stronger  term  but  I  am  going  to  be  charitable. 

On  this  particular  matter,  Mr.  President, 
I  should  like  to  have  it  go  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  then  send  for  Mr.  Gaynor 
and  see  the  list  of  names  of  those  committed 
by  Doctors  Dewey,  Sullivan  and  Prescott,  for 
the  past  two  and  three  months,  and  you  will 
find  there  a  preponderance  of  names  of  for- 
eigners, men  who  do  not  know  their  rights, 
and  who  have  no  protection.  The  only  pro- 
tection you  can  give  to  a  man  who  is  men- 
tally   sick    is    proper    and    friendly    care,    the 
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watchful  care  of  a  relative  or  friend  or  a 
proper  public  servant.  I  am  saying  when 
you  permit  a  doctor  to  get  his  fee  for  his 
work  because  of  the  result  of  that  work  you 
are  on  dangerous  ground — and  I  am  going  to 
be  charitable.  I  do  think  there  could  be  a 
great  improvement  over  the  staff  or  doctors 
which  Mr.  Gaynor,  or  Doctor  O'Brien  or  Doc- 
tor Johnson  has  hired.  And  I  want  to  say, 
in  conclusion,  that  perhaps  it  might  be  well 
for  this  Council  to  send  for  Mr.  Gaynor,  send 
for  the  Auditor,  and  then  see  for  yourselves 
what  I  have  referred  to.  I  move  reference 
to  the   Executive  Committee,  Mr.  President. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee. 


PORTER  STREET  SEWER. 

Couh.  HEALEY  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  petition  the 
General  Court  in  1926  for  authority  to  allow 
the  City  of  Boston  to  expend  outside  the 
debt  limit  $700,000  for  the  building  of  mas- 
onry conduits  and  a  pumping  station  at 
Maverick  Street,  East  Boston,  to  correct  the 
sewerage  defect  of  the   Porter   street  overflow. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  that  order 
which  I  have  introduced  and  which  has  just 
been  read  follows  out  the  result  of  the  survey 
made  by  Mr.  Murphy  of  the  Sewerage  Divi- 
sion, I  understand,  and  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth prevent  the  city  from  spending 
more  than  $1,000,000  on  sewerage,  and  of 
course  this  order  requires  that  the  city  go 
outside  the  debt  limit.  I  ask  for  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order 
passed. 


GLENDON  STREET  PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  Department  inform  the  City  Council, 
through  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  at  what  time 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  will  stop 
using  part  of  the  so-called  Glendon  Street 
Playground  for  storage  purposes. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order 
passed. 


POWERS    OF    DEPARTMENT    OF    PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

Coun.   WALSH   offered   the   following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Bos- 
ton hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legisla- 
tion substantially  as  provided  in  the  bill  filed 
by  Representative  Hays,  entitled,  "An  Act 
to  Curtail  the  Powers  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities." 

Coun.  WALSH— Mr.  President,  I  ask  that 
a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  sent  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  and  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
might  be  well  for  Coun.  Walsh  to  consider 
this.  Why  go  to  work  and  specify  the  Hays 
bill  ?  I  think  we  ought  to  approve  of  a  bill 
along  the  Hays  line,  but  not  refer  to  it.  I 
do   not  think  Mr.   Hays  is  any  friend  of  ours. 

Coun.  WALSH — Mr.  President,  the  city 
government  of  Worcester  have  passed  the  same 
resolve  that  we  are  passing  today. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  wish 
to  state  my  reasons  for  voting  against  this 
resolution  becasue  I  do  not  know  what  the 
bill  is  liable  to  be  when  it  is  shaped  up, 
and  I  am  a  little  skeptical  of  bills  that  are 
introduced  to  take  care  of  the  activities  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  by  repub- 
lican members  of  the  Legislature,  because  that 
department  is  their  own  child  and  they  are 
not  going  to  do  anything,  in  my  opinion, 
that  is  going  to  hinder  or  hamper  them  in 
any  way.  Therefore,  before  I  vote  or  place 
myself   on    record    as    supporting   or    advocat- 


ing any  biU  which  may,  in  the  future,  be 
introduced,  I  at  least  would  like  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  bill  and  reading  it. 
Therefore,  I  intend  to  vote  against  it. 

The  question  came  on  the  suspension  of 
the  rule  and  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 
The  President  declared  the  rule  suspended  and 
the  resolution  adopted.  Coun.  Donoghue 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roU  caU. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  resolution 
adopted — Yeas  5,  nays  2 ;  Yeas.  Coun.  Brick- 
ley,  Gilbody,  Moriarty,  Walsh,  Watson,  5 ; 
Nays,   Donoghue,   Healey,   2.

COUNTY   APPROPRIATION. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  filed 
notice  with  the  City  Clerk — No.  5  on  the  calendar 
of  today — on  July  27,  of  my  intention  to  move 
reconsideration  of  a  vote  of  the  Council  passed  on 
that  day  with  respect  to  a  supplementary  appro- 
priation for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and  my  reason 
for  asking  that  that  ought  to  be  reconsidered  is 
because  I  feel  that,  at  this  time,  no  suprlementary 
orders  or  budgets  should  come  into  the  Council  for 
us  to  pass  from  men  who  are  avowedly  candidates 
for  Mayor.  I  believe,  talking  very  plainly  about 
the  matter,  that  this  is  in  the  nature  of  an  order 
which  means  that,  if  it  is  passed  by  this  Council 
and  signed  bj-  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  one  instance, 
or  in  two  instances,  there  is  going  to  be  a  number 
of  temporary  employees  hired  by  the  incumbents 
of  those  offices,  without  regard  to  whether  or  not 
they  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  do,  in 
my  opinion,  nothing  but  campaign  work;  and  I 
feel  that  this  Council,  if  they  have  money  to  ap- 
propriate, should  appropriate  it  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  city  employees — men  who  are  residents 
of  our  eit\-.  If  we  have  $21,000  to  give  away  to 
increase  the  salaries  of  county  employees  at  this 
late  date,  then  I  say  we  have  a  hke  amount  to 
increase  salaries  of  city  employees;  or,  if  there  is 
to  be  any  increase  of  salaries — then  that  increase  in 
salaries,  in  my  opinion,  should  go  to  the  residents 
of  our  city.  ^Ttiether  thaj'  are  city  or  county 
employees  does  not  matter  to  me,  but  I  feel  that  no 
appropriation  order  at  this  particular  time  should 
pass  this  Council  when,  on  the  verj-  face  of  it,  it  is 
very  evident  that  it  is  going  to  be  used  for  nothing 
but  campaign  purposes  in  some  of  the  instances. 

We  heard  a  great  deal  of  talk  at  the  last  meeting 
of  this  Council  relative  to  the  large  number  of 
transfers  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  On  the  very 
next  day  after  this  order  was  passed  by  this  Council 
I  saw  a  clipping  in  the  Boston  Post  which  was 
interesting  to  me.     I  cut  it  out,  and  it  sa>-s: 

"The  records  of  transfers  at  the  Suffolk  Registry 
of  Deeds  for  the  week  ending  July  25" — this  meet- 
ing was  held  on  Julj'  27 — "shows  that  334  con- 
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veyances  were  made  through  the  county.  It  is 
below  the  total  transfer  record  of  last  week,  which 
showed  376  conveyances,  and  also  below  the  total 
for  the  same  week  last  year  of  368  changes  in 
ownership."  Then  it  goes  on  to  say:  "The 
residential  sale  held  up  well,  but  Boston  proper 
activities  fell  off.  The  mortgage  record  was 
particularly  large.  There  were  497  mortgages  for 
the  week  ending  July  25  which  reached  the  high 
total  of  $6,053,943.  It  is  ahead  of  last  week's 
total,  which  showed  431  mortgages  with  $5,674,190, 
and  ahead  of  the  same  week  last  year  which 
showed  498  mortgages,  a  total  of  $5,670,671." 

Now,  to  dissect  it,  it  means  to  me  that  the  total 
number  of  transfers  fell  off  since  the  same  week 
last  year.  There  has  not  been  any  great  increase, 
according  to  the  information  that  this  reporter 
was  able  to  get,  very  evidently,  from  the  archives 
of  the  Register  of  Deeds.  The  matter  of  mort- 
gages, where  they  say  there  has  been  an  increase, 
shows  that  there  has  been  a  decrease.  There  were 
497  mortgages  for  the  week  ending  ,Iuly  25  and  last 
year  there  were  408  mortgages.  My  point  being 
that  there  is  not  any  phenomenal  increase  in  the 
number  of  transfers,  and  there  is  not  any  phenom- 
enal increase  in  the  nuniber  of  mortgages.  In 
other  words,  there  isn't  any  increased  work  in  the 
ofhce  of  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  there  isn't  any 
reason  for  this  supplenjentary  appropriation  passing 
this  Council  at  this  time,  and  I  move  that  the 
matter  be  reconsidered  so  that  the  Council  may 
defeat  it. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration,  which 
was  refused,  yeas  1,  nays  5. 

Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue — 1. 

Nays — Healy,  Moriarty,  Purcell,  Walsh,  Wat- 
son— 5. 


INCREASE   OF   SALARIES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  present  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  immediately  send  to  the  City  Council  a  supple- 
mentary budget,  granting  an  increase  of  $100  per 
annum  to  all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who 
are  employees  of  the  cit.y  or  county. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  intro- 
duced that  order  at  this  time  because  of  the  fact 
that  I  had  an  idea  that  this  motion  to  reconsider 
the  supplementary  budget  on  the  county  appro- 
priation would  not  prevail.  Of  course,  it  was  an 
easy  matter  for  me  to  guess  right  on  that  question, 
because,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  five 
itiembers  of  the  Council  voted  in  favor  of  the  appro- 
priation and  three  voted  against  it;  therefore,  I 
felt  that,  if  this  Council  is  going  to  increase  sala- 
ries, they  ought  to  commence  at  home.  If  this 
appropriation  order,  which  this  Council  failed  to 
reconsider  and  defeat  under  No.  5  on  the  calendar 
today,  is  passed,  it  will  immediately  go  into  effect 
upon  its  acceptance  by  the  Mayor.  There  isn't 
any  question,  in  my  opinion,  but  that  it  would  be 
accepted  by  him  because  he  sent  it  in  here;  and  I 
am  sending  this  order  to  the  Council  for  the  reason 
that  I  feel  that,  if  there  is  going  to  be  any  increase 
in  salaries,  that  incrcape  in  salary  might  just  as 
well  go  to  the  residents  of  our  city  as  to  anyone 
who  wants  to  use  it  for  political  campaigning  pur- 
poses. I  feel  that  the  citizens  of  our  city  are 
entitled  to  an  honest  day's  wage,  and  there  are 
many,  many  men  working  for  the  city  today  who 
are  having  a  lot  of  trouble  in  making  both  ends 
meet.  There  cannot  be  any  argument  that  this  is 
too  late  to  introduce  this  order  because  the  order 
on  the  calendar  was  deliberately  postponed  for 
one  month  so  that  it  might  be  included  in  the  tax 
rate.  The  tax  rate  ordinarily  should  have  been 
declared  by  the  middle  of  August,  and  if  the  tax 
rate  had  been  declared  then  this  increase  would 
have  been  defeated;  but,  for  some  reason  or  other, 
they  delayed  the  declaration  of  the  tax  rate  until 
this  matter  could  be  included  in  it.  Now,  then, 
if  that  matter  can  be  included  in  it,  there  isn't 
anything  to  prevent  the  order  which  I  introduce 
from  being  included  also.  There  is  not  one  single 
reason  that  I  know  of,  if  $21,000  can  be  appro- 
priated to  increase  the  salaries  of  county  employees 
or  to  be  used  for  political  campaigning  purposes, 
why  the  other  17,000  city  and  county  employees 
of  our  Commonwealth  cannot  be  granted  an  in- 
crease of  $100  eacn.  It  is  going  to  amount  to  the 
same  thing,  practically,  and  I  feel  that  this  order 
should  go  upon  its  passage. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  there 
js  a  lot  of  logic  in  what  Coun.  Donoghue  has  already 


stated,  but  does  he  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  all 
the  cit.y  employees,  except  laborers,  are  going  to 
get  a  $100  increase  in  the  next  budget?  I  under- 
stand there  is  being  prepared  now  a  budget  for 
next  year  in  which  practically  every  city  employee 
receiving  less  than  a  certain  sum  will  receive  a 
$100  increase — a  step-rate  proposition,  I  think 
we  ought  to  go  slow  on  this  matter.  I  will  vote 
for  any  order  that  will  increase  the  salary  of  every 
employee  in  the  city  service,  from  the  Mayor  down 
to  the  washwoman,  but  I  am  not  going  to  vote  for 
it  for  the  purpose  of  kidding  myself  that  they  are 
going  to  get  it.  Let  us  accomplish  something. 
Let  us  report  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  let  us  ask  the  Budget  Commissioner 
to  compile  a  list  of  those  who  will  receive  $100 
increase  or  more  in  the  next  budget. 

I  also  call  to  Coun.  Donoghue's  attention  this 
fact, — that  many,  many  employees  of  the  city 
other  than  the  laborers,  who  are  always  neglected, 
unfortunately,  and  the  washwomen  and  the  scrub- 
women, the  last  ones  to  be  taken  care  of — there 
has  been  an  increase  awarded  them  in  the  present 
budget  we  are  now  acting  under.  I  do  not  know 
how  much  merit  there  is  in  the  transfers  com- 
mitted by  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  and  the 
Registrar  of  Deeds — I  have  not  inquired  into  it; 
but  I  do  know  this,  that  whenever  I  can  vote  for 
an  increase  in  salary,  I  am  going  to  do  it.  The  fact 
that  everybody  is  not  included  is  no  argument 
against  the  merits  of  the  matter  under  considera- 
tion. Now,  if  we  are  going  to  sit  here  and  vote 
increases  knowing  that  they  cannot  get  them,  we 
can  vote  here  until  doomsday.  We  can  vote 
increases  for  ourselves  and  kid  ourselves;  but  it 
does  not  have  any  force  because  the  Legislature 
takes  care  of  our  salaries.  I  think  we  ought  to  go 
slow  on  this  matter.  I  am  a  candidate  for  the 
City  Council,  but  I  am  not  going  to  try  to  kid  the 
city  employees  in  Ward  9  where  I  live.  They  are 
too  wise  to  be  kidded.  They  know  that  when  I 
vote  for  this  measure  I  am  voting  for  it  to  make 
them  feel  good  regardless  of  the  ultimate  success 
of  the  proposition.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that 
Coun.  Donoghue  is  absolutely  sincere.  I  do  not 
question  his  motives.  The  proposition  is  a  good 
one;  but  the  method,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  poor 
one.  Now,  so  far  as  candidates  for  Mayor  are 
concerned;  perhaps  Coun.  Donoghue  is  a  candi- 
date— I  do  not  know.  That  is  his  business.  But 
the  Register  of  Deeds  is  an  avowed  candidate, 
and  I  am  not  going  to  be  one  to  interfere  with 
him  in  his  candidacy.  If  he  can  be  elected  Mayor 
of  Boston,  God  bless  him.  I  can't  vote  for  him, 
though,  and  will  not  vote  for  him.  The  same  is 
true  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county.  If  he  can  be 
elected  Mayor  of  Boston  I  am  not  going  to  inter- 
fere with  him  at  all  in  the  matter  of  the  conduct 
of  his  business,  and  I  do  not  think  any  other  mem- 
ber can  afford  to  be  in  any  other  position,  es- 
pecially the  candidates  for  Mayor.  I  understand 
there  are  57  candidates  up  to  date — .56,  in  fact. 

I  trust  that  Coun.  Donoghue  will  agree  with  me. 
He  frequently  does.  If  you  want  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  any  city  employee,  let  us  do  it  in  a  quiet 
way  that  will  bring  results.  Don't  let  us  go  to 
work  and  start  something  we  cannot  finish.  To 
begin  with,  I  do  not  know  how  much  it  will  cost 
to  increase  them  $100  to  every  city  employee  from 
the  washwomen  to  the  Mayor,  or  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  for  the  next  three  or  four 
months.  Have  we  the  money  to  do  it  with? 
That  is  the  first  question.  I  don't  know.  That 
is  for  the  Budget  Commissioner  to  tell  us.  Sec- 
ondly, if  we  have  the  money  to  do  it  with,  have 
we  other  matters  more  important  to  attend  to? 
Because,  after  all,  we  are  here  to  serve  the  greatest 
number,  and  if  we  can  do  more  good  for  the  785,000 
population  of  our  city  with  the  money  in  hand 
than  we  can  for  city  employees,  it  is  our  duty  to 
do  it.  I  realize  that  I  am  treading  on  dangerous 
ground  with  those  who  may  not  agree  with  me  or 
who  cannot  see  beyond  their  noses,  but  I  am  willing 
to  leave  my  thought  and  my  word  and  my  sug- 
gestions with  intelligent  city  employees.  There 
are  many.  Those  who  do  not  play  fair  I  do  not 
ask  to  support  me,  nor  do  I  want  their  friendship; 
and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  matter  will  go  to  the 
Executive  Conmiittee  so  that  we  may  find  out 
whether  or  not  we  are  going  to  have  the  money 
for  them  or  not.  Don't  let  us  make  laughing 
stocks  of  ourselves.  If  it  is  necessary  for  me  to 
vote  no  today  on  this  order  I  will  do  it  because 
there  is  no  proper  consideration  given  to  it.  If  I 
do  not  have  all  the  information  I  consider  nec- 
essar.v  for  me  to  vote  yes,  I  will  vote  no  regardless 
of  the  consequences. 
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Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
the  matter  will  be  acted  on  by  the  Council.  There 
isn't  any  sense  in  referring  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  is  com- 
posed of  all  the  members  of  this  Council.  We  might 
just  as  well  decide  here  and  now  whether  we  want 
to  pass  this  order.  I  feel,  in  view  of  what  Coun. 
Watson  has  said,  that  I  should  say  something 
regarding  the  intelligence  of  the  citizens  of  our 
city  who  happen  to  be  city  or  county  employees. 
I  feel  that  they  are  intelligent  enough  to  know  that 
if  $21,000  can  be  picked  out  of  the  air  to  be  granted 
to  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  the  Sheriff  of  this 
county,  with  a  few  other  amounts  for  the  Medical 
Examiner  and  the  Land  Court,  $17,000  can  be 
found  to  increase  their  salaries.  I  do  not  care 
anything  about  whether  or  not  they  received  an 
increase  in  the  last  budget.  My  argument  is  that, 
if  there  is  $21,000  for  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  the  sheriff's 
office,  there  is  $17,000  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
city  employees,  and  that  it  can  be  easily  found — 
there  isn't  any  question  about  it.  There  is  not 
any  argument  that  has  been  advanced  against  it 
and  why  shouldn't  they  get  it?  I  have  hstened 
to  what  the  councilor  has  said.  Of  course,  I  may 
be  accused  of  playing  politics  in  the  matter,  and 
possibly  I  am,  but  I  feel,  sincerely,  that  there  is 
not  one  single,  solitary  reason  why  this  increase  to 
the  city  and  county  employees  who  are  residents 
of  our  city  cannot  be  granted,  and  at  this  time, 
for  the  reasons  which  I  have  before  stated.  There 
isn't  any  need  for  me  to  go  into  them  any  further 
than  merely  to  say  that  the  intelhgent  employee 
of  our  city,  who  works  for  the  city  or  for  the  county, 
has  just  as  much  right  and,  in  my  opinion,  more 
right  to  have  his  salary  increased  than  we  have 
to  pass  an  appropriation  order,  without  any  delib- 
eration, appropriating  $21,000  to  be  granted  to 
the  Register  of  Deeds  and  the  sheriff  of  this  county, 
both  of  whom  are  candidates  for  Mayor,  and  both 
of  whom,  in  my  opinion,  are  going  to  use  this  ap- 
propriation to  further  their  individual  candidacy; 
and  I  feel  that  we  should  not  be  a  party  to  that 
scheme.  If  we  want  to  give  away  $21,000,  let  us 
give  it  where  it  is  going  to  do  some  good.  Let  us 
increase  the  salaries  of  the  city  employees.  There 
are  about  17,000  of  them,  and  $100  a  year  will  be 
$17,000  a  year— 

Coun.  ■  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the 
councilor  yield  a  moment? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  should  hke  to  ask,  Mr. 
President,  through  you,  of  Coun.  Donoghue,  if  he 
knows  that,  to  increase  the  salary  of  city  em- 
ployees of  the  City  of  Boston  $100  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  will  call  for  an  expenditure  of  $2,000,000, 
and  where  is  the  $2,000,000  coming  from? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Well,  Mr,  President,  I 
think  it  will  cost  less  than  that. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
prove  it  otherwise,  and  in  executive  committee  I 
will  prove  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that 
it  will  cost  a  great  deal  less.  I  feel  that  there  are 
many  men  working  for  the  city  who  are  taken 
care  of — and  women  also — by  special  increases. 
For  instance,  there  ,is  the  School  Committee. 
There  are  probably  6,000  employees  in  the  School 
Committee  alone.  'There  are  an5'  number  of 
employees  in  the  courts — jNIunicipal,  Superior  and 
Supreme — who  are  receiving  pretty  good  salaries. 
"There  are  any  number  of  probation  officers, 
piobably  exceeding  the  number  of  employees  of 
any  court  in  the  entire  county,  all  of  whom  are 
receiving  very  good  salaries.  I  feel  that  the 
matter  could  easily  be  reduced  to  affect  only  those 
who  actually  are  not  recei\'ing  a  sutKcient  amount 
to  live  on,  or  city  employees  receiving  $27  a  week. 
That  is  not  enough  money,  and  there  is  not  any 
member  of  this  Council  whci  could  live  on  it,  and 
why  haven't  they  the  same  right  to  live  as  you  or  I? 
Why  shouldn't  we  try  to  do  something  to  alleviate 
their  condition?  If  we  are  in  the  mood  to  give 
away  thousands  of  dollars,  let  us  postpone  giving 
it  to  those  who  have  and  give  it  to  those  that  need. 
That  is  my  policy. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  Coun.  Dono- 
ghue ought  to  realize  that  the  reason  they  could 
do  that  in  the  county  up  to  the  time  when  the  tax 
rate  is  decided  is  that  they  have  no  tax  limit  in  the 
county.  They  could  raise  them  $500  if  the 
county  would  stand  for  it  and  the  heads  cf  the 
department  would  agree,  up  to  the  time  w-hen  the 
tax  rate  is  declared;  but  within  the  city,  of  course, 
there  is  a  tax  limit,  and  we  have  just  so  much 
money  to  spend,  and  we  have  got  to  spread  that 


over  for  supplies  and  also  for  wages,  and  I  submit 
that  the  Budget  Commissioner  wiU  tell  us  that  the 
tax  limit  of  $11.25  on  a  thousand  has  already  been 
used  for  supplies  and  wages,  except  that  there  is, 
I  think,  about  $400,000  or  $500,000  in  the  Reserve 
Fund,  which,  of  course,  must  be  kept  intact  for 
any  emergencies  that  might  arise.  If  the  City  of 
Boston  itself  had  no  tax  Hmit,  then,  of  course, 
this  order  might  have  some  merit  and  the  Mayor 
might  send  in  before  the  tax  rate  is  decided  and 
say,  "  All  right,  we  are  going  to  give  everybody 
$100" ;  but  I  think  the  Budget  Conunissioner,  when 
he  is  called  here — and  I  trust  this  matter  will  go 
before  the  Executive  Committee — will  state  that 
the  information  of  the  member  is  exactly  right, 
but  that  is  the  reason  the  county  can  do  it  and  the 
reason  the  city  cannot  do  it,  because  we  are  held 
to  the  tax  limit  set  by  the  Legislature. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
state  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council  that  my  sug- 
gestion of  nearly  $2,000,000,  made  to  Corm. 
Donoghue,  was  a  guess.  I  now  find  there  are 
17,000  city  and  county  employees,  including 
employees  of  the  School  Committee.  To  increase 
each  one  SlOO  for  the  year  would  be  $1,700,000. 
One  quarter  of  $1,700,000  is  four  hundred  thousand 
and  some  odd  dollars.  I  now  ask  the  members  of 
the  Council  if  they  know  where  we  can  get  $430,000 
to  take  care  of  the  increase  for  the  balance  of  the 
year?  I  am  informed  by  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner that  we  have  less  than  $200,000  in  the 
Reserve  Fund,  which  is  one  half  the  amount 
necessarj'  to  make  this  increase  for  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year.  Can  w-e  afford  to  vote  yes  on 
this  matter?  Can  the  members  of  the  Council 
afford  to  go  on  record  for  any  such  proposition? 
I  am  satisfied  that  Coun.  Donoghue  is  absolutely 
sincere.  I  think  if  he  had  waited  and  inquired 
into  the  matter  he  might  have  held  off  before  he 
introduced  the  order  today.  I  expect  to  be  here 
next  year  in  the  Coxmcil,  if  the  people  of  my 
district  show  good  judgment  and  I  get  enough 
votes,  and  I  favor  a  liberal  increase — not  for  all 
but  for  those  to  whom  we  can  give  it.  I  cannot 
vote  for  this  order  today.  I  cannot  vote  for  it 
even  though  it  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
nn'ttee.  If  Coun.  Donoghue  presses  his  motion, 
I  shall  vote  no,  Icnowing  that  I  am  voting  right, 
and  I  trust  that  other  members  of  the  Council  will 
see  it  my  way.  We  are  here,  first  of  aU,  to  protect 
the  money  of  all  the  people.  We  are  not  here  to 
legislate  and  act  for  any  special  class.  I  am  not 
here  to  work  for  the  city  employees  alone.  The 
county  employees  and  the  School  Committee 
employees  are  no  niore  or  no  less  than  citizens  of 
Boston.  Today,  the  ordinary  man  cannot  get  li 
job  in  the  city  who  is  beyond  the  age  of  forty. 
How  about  it?  I  trust  that  Coun.  Donoghue  will 
not  press  his  motion.  I  do  not  want  to  be  compelled 
to  vote  no,  but,  in  \'iew  of  the  fact  that  I  have  made 
my  declaration,  I  do  not  object  if  he  presses  his 
motion,  but  it  is  not  fair  to  other  members  of  the 
Council  to  press  the  motion  because  they  have 
not  expressed  themselves  as  I  have.  I  am  satisfied 
that  nij'  statements  will  meet  with  the  approval 
of  all  the  people  of  Boston,  including  the  city 
employees,  excepting  somebody  who  has  not  a  mind 
to  think  with.  The  gentleman  says  that  the  matter 
should  not  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  is  wrong.  On  the  question  of  this  $21,000,  we 
have  considered  it  tor  nearly  a  month,  and  we 
have  not  changed  our  minds.  Now  let  us  act  like 
grow-n  men.  I  am  prepared  to  vote  today.  I 
shall  vote  no  if  the  matter  is  pressed,  and  I  trust 
other  members  will  not  be  put  in  a  wrong  Ught  on 
the  question. 

President  MORIARTY — The  question  comes  on 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  cider. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  W.\TSON — I  second  the  motion. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  on  the 
matter  of  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  I 
have  said,  of  course,  that  there  is  not  any  reason 
for  referring  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  after 
the  matter  has  been  discussed  as  it  has  been  dis- 
cussed here,  in  view  of  what  has  been  said  relative 
to  the  amount  of  mone.v  that  it  would  necessitate 
in  order  to  grant  an  increase  for  the  remaining 
quarter  of  this  year,  and  I  figure  it  out  that  to 
increase  less  than  9.000  city  and  county  employees, 
and  particularl.v  the  city  employees  I  am  interested 
in,  because  I  feel,  to  a  degree,  that  the  county 
employees  are  pretty  well  taken  care  of — that  the 
amount  involved  would  be  in  the  \icinity  of 
$200,000  for  the  balance  of  this  year,  and  if  we  have 
§200,000  in  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  there  is  a  great 
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huUaballoo  about  depleting  the  Reserve  Fund  to  a 
minimum,  why,  we  might  very  readily  make  an 
inventory  of  the  amount  allotted  to  the  various 
department  heads  and  estimate  the  amount  of 
money  that  will  be  turned  back  from  their  ap- 
propriations as  a  balance  at  the  end  of  this  year. 
Every  year  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this 
Council — and  I  have  been  here  for  seven  years — 
there  has  been  an  amount  of  money  returned  to 
the  coffers  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  a  great  many 
of  the  department  heads  at  the  end  of  every  year, 
and  that  money  is  always  referred  to  as  a  surplus. 
If  that  money  was  originally  intended  to  be  spent 
for  salaries  and  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  and 
materials,  then  I  advocate  spending  it  in  order  to 
increase  salaries  of  those  who  are  not  receiving  a 
sufficient  daily  wage.  I  believe  we  should  use 
judgment.  I  believe  those  who  are  well  paid  now 
do  not  need  an  increase  of  $100;  but  there  are  a 
great  many  that  do,  and  I  feel  that  through  elimina- 
tion of  the  School  Committee,  the  employees  of 
the  courts, — Municipal,  Superior  and  Supreme, — 
the  probation  officers  and  other  officers  in  our 
county,  we  could  readily  reduce  that  amount  so 
that  it  would  be  less  than  $200,000  for  the  balance 
of  this  year.  I  feel  that  that  amount  can  very 
easily  be  found  if  the  will  is  there  to  grant  the 
increase.  If  necessary,  let  us  refuse  to  spend  as 
much  money  as  we  have  been  spending  for  con- 
tracts and  the  contract  system.  Let  us  spend 
more  money  on  salaries  and  wages  and  less  money 
on  supplies  and  materials;  and,  if  the  Republican 
Legislature  refuses  to  allow  a  Democratic  city  such 
as  ours  to  fix  its  own  tax  limit,  then  let  us  use  what 
money  we  have  to  pay  a  decent  Hving  wage  to  the 
employees  of  our  city.  I  hope  the  matter  will  not 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr,  President,  I  feel  that 
Coun.  Donoghue  has  really  given  the  best  argument 
why  this  matter  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  There  is  a  question  as  to  the 
number  of  employees  that  this  is  going  to  affect, 
first  of  all,  and  he  admits  it;  and  than  a  question 
as  to  the  amount  of  contracts,  perhaps,  too,  where 
there  might  be  a  change,  and  a  question,  next,  as  to 
the  amount  left  in  the  Reserve  Fund.  Now,  there 
isn't  any  question  but  that  every  councillor  in  this 
body  is  ready  and  wilHng  to  have  paid  a  decent 
and  fair  salary  to  any  man  that  works  for  the  city. 
No  one  man  and  no  two  men  in  this  Council  can 
arrogate  to  themselves  the  right  to  say  that "  I  am 
the  defender  of  those  that  work  for  the  city  and  in 
my  Boul  alone  rests  the  power  to  give  to  those  men 
an  increase  in  salary."  I  have  been  here  for  three 
years,  and  I  have  found  every  man  in  this  Council 
ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to  pay  the  laborer 
or  the  clerk  a  fair  and  decent  salary.  But  the 
Legislature  compels  us  to  work  within  a  certain 
limit,  and,  if  we  have  used  up  that  limit,  we  are 
stopped, — we  can't  go  one  step  farther.  Now,  in 
orcier  to  find  out  whether  we  have  the  wherewithal 
to  pay  these  men,  we  must  hear  from  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  we  must  hear  from  the  City 
Auditor,  and  when  we  do  hear  from  them  then  we 
can  act  intelligently.  I  will  compliment  Coun, 
Donoghue  by  saying  that  I  think  he  has  a  skillful 
mind,  and  I  have  always  approved  of  his  actions, 
because  he  seemed  to  allow  his  logic  to  direct  him, 
but  on  this  thing  I  feel  that  he  is  hurrying  the 
verdict  to  a  conclusion  without  the  proper  thought 
which  he  exhibits  in  almost  every  one  of  his 
speeches,  and  this  time  1  think  he  is  acting  contrary 
to  his  usual  method  of  procedure.  I  believe  that 
his  argument — and  it  is  the  best  argument  I  have 
heard — in  his  last  speech,  is  a  good  reason  why  the 
matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, so  that  then  the  City  Auditor  and  the 
Budget  Commissioner  can  give  us  those  details 
which  he  explains  in  his  speech, — first,  the  number 
that  it  will  affect,  and,  second,  the  amount  of 
money  that  is  in  the  Reserve  Fund;  and  to  see,  too, 
whether  some  of  the  contracts  might  be  reduced  so 
that  these  men— 200  or  2,000  or  5,000— might  get 
their  $100.  And  I  trust,  Coun  Donoghue,  that 
your  usual  procedure  will  go  through  this  time  and 
that  you  will  readily  consent  to  allow  this  matter 
to  go  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  suppose 
there  is  not  any  sense  in  my  saying  anything  other 
than  what  I  have  said,  except  that  this  thought 
struck  me  in  connection  with  this  proposition, — 
that  any  time  there  has  ever  been  any  motion 
along  a  similar  line  which  I  have  introduced  there 
has  always  been  a  certain  opposition  spring  up  to 
it,  there  have  always  been  some  motives  attributed 
to  the  ones  who  introduced  the  order,  and  I  am  a 
little  skeptical  or  fearful  of  any  of  these  orders 


that  are  referred  to  committees,  because  I  have 
had  enough  legislative  experience  to  have  seen 
many  worthy  orders  legislated  to  committees  and 
whispered  to  death,  and  for  that  reason  I  desire  to 
have  a  vote  taken  on  this  matter  before  this 
Council.  On  the  matter  of  finding  the  money  to 
take  care  of  this  increase,  if  it  meets  with  the 
approval  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  it  is  then  a  matter 
for  the  Budget  Commissioner,  and  possibly  the 
Cit,v  Auditor,  and  I  do  not  think  that  we  should  — 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the  gen- 
tleman yield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  gentleman  oaid  that  he 
has  seen  matters  whispered  to  death.  I  will  ask 
him  if  he  has  reference  to  my  order  en  municipal 
lighting  plants? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  get  into  any  controversy  over  the  munic- 
ipal lighting  problem  at  this  time.  So,  that.  Mi. 
Chairman,  with  the  reasons  that  I  have  mentioned, 
I  feel  that,  at  this  time,  this  Boston  City  Council 
which,  when  it  is  in  executive  session,  does  not 
change  in  its  complexion,  its  nature  or  its  make-up, 
has  just  the  same  reason  to  call  upon  the  Budget 
Commissioner  now  if  they  want  any  information 
as  they  have  in  executive  session;  or  if  they  desire 
information  from  the  City  Auditor,  they  have  the 
right  to  ask  him  for  what  information  they  desire, 
here  and  now.  But,  so  far  as  I  personally  am  con- 
cerned, I  feel  that  this  matter  should  be  passed  by 
this  Council  without  any  reference  to  any  commit- 
tee, and  then  if  the  matter  meets  with  the  approval 
of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  it  is  the  privilege  of  the 
Budget  Commissioner  and  the  City  Auditor  to  pro- 
vide the  ways  and  means  to  carry  it  out. 

Coin.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  I  will  withdraw  that  motion 
because  I  would  like  to  see  go  in  as  a  matter  of  the 
printed  record  of  the  Council  the  exact  statements 
which  the  Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
Budget  Commissioner  will  make  on  this  older,  and, 
if  the  Council  has  no  objection,  I  would  request, 
through  a  subsidiary  motion  being  put  into  effect, 
that  the  City  Messenger  summon  the  Cit.v  Treas- 
urer, the  City  Auditor  and  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner to  give  their  evidence  on  this  order  that  is 
before  the  Council. 

President  MORIARTY— Does  Coun,  Watson, 
who  seconded  the  motion,  object  to  its  withdrawal? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  have  no  objection. 

President  MORIARTY — Does  any  other  mem- 
ber object? 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand the  original  order  is  withdrawn? 

President  MORIARTY— No.  Coun.  Healey 
moved  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  Coun.  Donoghue  moves  that  the 
order  go  on  its  passage  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule.  Coun,  Healey  withdrew  his  motion,  and  the 
matter  is  now  before  the  house. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Speaking  on  tnis  motion, 
Mr.  President,  I  cannot  see  a  great  deal  of  sense 
in  sending  for  these  officials  and  going  into  execu- 
tive session  on  this  order.  The  order  has  passed 
where  it  is  and  we  know  we  are  going  to  get  the 
merits  of  the  order  when  it  comes  for  consideration 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  who  will  bring  those 
officials  before  him.  Now,  if  we  stand  here  and 
say  we  have  great  love  for  this  person  and  great 
love  for  that  person  and  we  never  give  them  a  vote, 
we  are  going  to  deceive  ourselves.  We  know  that 
these  orders  come  in  here  and  we  hear  a  lot  about 
love  for  .this  fellow  and  love  foi  that  fellow,  but 
then  we  vote  against  it.  Now,  I  desire  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that,  no  less  than  two  months 
ago,  a  great  organization  met  within  the  confines 
of  this  state  and  voted  in  favor  of  the  very  essence 
of  the  order  which  Coun.  Donoghue  now  presents. 
The  American  Federation  of  Labor,  at  convention 
in  Lowell,  passed  an  order  or  resolve  favoring  the 
raise  in  pay  of  $100  a  year  for  city  employees,  and 
there  are  4,000  city  employees  on  the  cit.v  pay  roll, 
and  there  are  4,000  people  whom  Coun.  Donoghue 
includes  in  his  order.  I  appreciate  that  the  order 
is  drawn  in  very  broad  language  and  he  does  not 
intend  to  include  everybody  in  the  order,  but  I 
think  that  he  intends  to  include  an  element  in  the 
employ  of  our  city  that  should  be  given  just  con- 
sideration. There  are  clerks  in  this  hall  who  are 
not  getting  enough  to  support  their  families,  and 
those  are  the  people  for  whom  we  ought  to  vote 
under  this  order.  Let  us  vote  for  that  class,  but, 
if  we  can't,  let  us  stop  professing  our  love  for  this 
thing  and  the  other  thing,  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  order  as  it  is  and  letting  the  Mayor 
summon  the  officials  and  getting  the  details  of  the 
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matter  from  them.  I  am  going  to  vote  in  favor 
of  the  order  first  without  sending  for  the  officials 
at  this  time. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  City  Messenger  be  requested  to  ask  the  City 
Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner to  appear  before  us. 

President  MORIARTY— The  Budget  Com- 
missioner is  here.  If  any  member  of  the  Council 
desires  to  ask  him  a  question,  he  may. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Then,  I  should  like  to  ask 
the  Budget  Commissioner  to  take  that  order  and 
to  give  the  Council  some  information  as  to  the  cost, 
as  to  the  number  of  employees,  and  as  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  the  city  doing  something  concrete  this 
year.  I  want  to  find  out,  in  other  words,  from  the 
Budget  Conmiissioner  whether  I  am  voting  for  a 
myth,  whether  tnis  is  a  mirage, -or  whether  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  something  concrete. 

President  MORIARTY— The  Chair  wiU  ask 
the  Budget  Commissioner  to  appear  before  the 
Council  in  the  usual  place. 

Commissioner  FOX — Mr.  President,  speaking 
in  round  numbers,  there  are  about  17,000  em- 
ployees on  our  pay  roll.  About  6,000  of  those  are 
school  teachers,  2,000  county  employees,  and 
about  10,000  city  employees.  So  that,  if  this 
were  confined  to  the  city  employees  alone,  it  would 
mean  for  a  year  about  a  million  dollars.  There 
are  four  months  left,  or  one-third  of  the  year,  and 
this  would  at  least  cost  for  the  city  employees 
alone  about  $350,000.  That  is  the  answer  as  to 
the  number  of  employees  and  the  cost.  Now  as 
to  where  the  money  is  coming  from ■ 

Coun.  GILBODY— Just  a  moment.  May  I 
ask  a  question,  Mr.  President? 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Healey  asked 
him  quite  a  complex  question  which  I  think  you 
would  agree  that  he  should  be  allowed  to  answer. 
Now  he  cannot  demonstrate  the  answer  if  every- 
body is  going  to  ask  a  question,  but  I  believe  that 
when  the  Budget  Commissioner  is  through  we 
will  all  have  ample  time  to  ask  questions  then. 

Coun.  GILBODY — So  far  as  he  was  on  the 
question  of  numbers,  I  would  like  to  just  ask  him, 
if  he  has  it  down  to  concrete  figures,  how  many 
laborers  there  are  and  how  many  salaried  clerks 
getting  under  $1,500,  if  we  can  get  that  informa- 
tion.    That  is  my  point,  Mr.  President. 

Commissioner  FOX — There  aie  about  4,000 
laborers.  As  to  the  number  of  clerks  getting  under 
$1,500,  I  could  not  say  off-hand. 

President  MORIARTY— Approximately? 

Commissioner  FOX — No. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  say  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  that  they  should  ask  questions 
through  the  Chair  so  that  it  may  be  made  a  matter 
of  record.  We  are  still  in  Council  session,  and 
every  word  spoken  here  is  supposed  to  be  a  matter 
of  record. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  should  like 
to  ask  the  Budget  Commissioner  a  question.  Is 
there  any  possible  way,  Mr.  Commissioner,  of 
getting  this  $1,700,000,  or  $1,400,000,  to  finish  out 
this  year,  to  give  these  men  approximately  $100 
raise?  Is  there  any  possible  way  of  getting  the 
money? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  would  say  no — for  this 
reason.  The  only  revolving  sum  that  we  have  ts 
play  with,  if  I  may  use  that  term,  is  the  Reserve 
Fund.  Now  the  Reserve  Fund  balance,  as  shown 
by  the  auditor's  exhibit  for  the  date  of  July  31,  is 
about  one  hundred  and  ninety  one  odd  thousand 
dollars.  Now,  against  that  sum  for  the  remaining 
months  we  have  certain  fixed  charges.  We  have 
the  pay  rolls  of  the  employment  office,  the  pay 
rolls  of  the  Rent  and  Housing  Commission,  the 
Americanization  Bureau  and  the  Publicity  Bu- 
reau. Those  are  fixed  charges.  We  also  have 
any  judgments  that  are  rendered  against  the  city 
in  the  courts.  We  have  spent  for  seven  months 
$207,000 — that  is  approximately  $30,000  a  month 
— on  those  items  of  fixed  charges  alone.  The 
transfers  this  year  up  to  date  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  were  only  $891 — a  very  small  amount.  So 
that,  although  we  have  this  balance  of  $191,000 
available  as  of  July  31,  that  is  pretty  nearly  all 
mortgaged,  I  would  say,  to  at  least  within  $50,000. 
That  is  the  only  sum  that  we  have  to  use.  Of 
course,  there  are  unexpended  balances  which  may 
accrue  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  What  those 
balances  will  be  I  cannot  say;  but  I  will  say  this, — 
that,  within  the  last  week,  we  received  notice  from 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  that  they  are  facing  a 
deficit  in  their  appropriation  of  approximately 
$275,000.  This  despite  the  fact  that  this  year  we 
gave  them  the  greatest  amount  ever  given  in  the 


history  of  the  department.  Of  course,  this  deficit 
is  due  to  the  industrial  depression.  There  is  a 
deficit  we  will  have  to  meet  from  unexpended 
departmental  balances.  If  you  add  to  this  figure 
the  $275,000  or  $350,000  which  I  estimate  shall 
be  required  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  that  would 
make  unexpended  departmental  balances  arising 
half  a  million,  which  I  think  is  very  largely  due 
to  the  fact  that  this  year  we  were  forced  to  stand 
a  doUar  cut  in  our  tax  Hmit,  or  $1,700,000  in  ovir 
appropriating  power.  To  spread  that  cut  over 
the  departments  we  necessarily  had  to  cut  to  the 
bone.  So  I  doubt  very  much  whether  there  will 
be  any  substantial  vmexpended  departmental 
balance  remaining  this  year  in  the  treasury. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  Conmiissioner,  suppos- 
ing the  Council  should  vote  this  $100  raise  and  the 
Mayor  would  also  sign  the  order,  is  there  any  pos- 
sible way  of  getting  that  money  then,  or  is  it  up 
to  you  or  up  to  the  Mayor  to  get  this  money  for 
the  raise? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  do  not  think  the  Mayor 
would  sign  it  unless  he  was  certain  that  the  money 
could  be  secured. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to 
put  this  matter  up  to  the  Mayor.  It  looks  to  me 
as  though  that  is  what  the  proposition  is — to  send 
it  up  to  the  Mayor.  Now,  I  have  not  always 
been  with  him  in  everything  he  has  sent  up  here, 
but  I  do  not  think  it  is  hardly  fair  to  do  that  job 
on  him. 

Coun.  WATSON — How  much  money,  Mr.  Fox, 
approximately,  is  there  left  in  the  Reserve  Fund 
today? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  should  say,  today,  we 
have  probably  $160,000. 

Coun.  WATSON — Supposing  there  should  be 
a  severe  snowstorm  in  November  or  December 
that  called  for  more  money  than  we  have  appro- 
priated for  snow  work  and  there  wasn't  any  money 
in  the  Reserve  Fund  to  take  care  of  it — what 
would  happen? 

Commissioner  FOX — We  would  have  to  issue 
emergency  bonds. 

Coun.  WATSON— Could  that  be  done  in  time 
to  take  care  of  removing  snow  from  the  streets? 
Wouldm't  that  take  some  httle  time? 

Commissioner  FOX — Why,  the  work  would  be 
done,  and  of  course  the  money  would  be  provided 
afterwards. 

Coun.  WATSON — Suppose  we  had  something 
take  place — God  forbid! — in  the  way  of  a  great 
fire  or  some  other  thing  that  is  possible,  wouldn't 
that  money  be  wiped  out  in  the  Reserve  Fund  if 
we  left  it  there? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — And  if  we  used  it  up  there 
wouldn't  be  anything  there,  would  there? 

Commissioner  FOX — No,  sir. 

Coun.  WATSON— As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  true, 
isn't  it,  Mr.  Fox,  that  there  isn't  any  chance  at  all 
to  increase  the  salary  of  every  city  emploj'ee  $100 
for  the  next  month  either  with  the  money  on  hand 
or  coming  in? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  can't  see  it  at  this 
particular  moment, 

Coun.  WATSON — It  is  practically  impossible? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes. 

Coun.  HE.\LEY— Of  course,  Mr.  President, 
this  is  just  an  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Council. 
We  haven't  any  authority  in  this  particular  matter 
at  all.  We  simply  send  this  order  to  the  Mayor, 
who  mayor  may  not  accept  it;  he  may  forget  it  or 
may  send  back  a  veto,  at  the  same  time  giving  us  a 
lesson  in  municipal  finance.  There  isn't  any 
question  about  that   is  there? 

Commissioner  FOX — No. 

Coun.  HEALEY— It  is  left  with  him,  definitely, 
to  decide  whether  they  will  get  the  money  or  not 
and  not  with  us. 

Commi.ssioner  FOX — If  the  order  goes  through. 

Coun.  HEALEY — It  is  quite  true,  isn't  it,  that 
in  the  county,  the.v  would  have  the  right  to  raise 
salaries  to  the  sl<y  at  any  time  before  the  tax  rate 
wa«  set? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes,  sir 

(  oun.  HEALEY— Even  the  School  Committee, 
and  even  the  rest  of  the  City  of  Boston,  we  are 
held  within  the  clulch,  you  might  say,  or  a  \-i8e,  iu 
the  matter  of  the  tax  limit.  So  that,  in  reality, 
this  is  more  or  less  of  shadow  sparring,  perhaps,  the 
expression  of  our  opinion  or  hope.  We  are  express- 
ing to  him  a  hope  that  cannot  be  fulfilled  because 
you,  as  the  head  of  the  department  that  ought  to 
know,  say  to  us  absolutely  that  there  isn't  any 
way  to  get  this  money  this  year,  and,  in  the  face  of 
that,   if  we  pass  this  order,  why,  then,   we  are 
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shadow  sparring — and  worse  than  that,  aren't  we? 
Will  you  say  absolutely  to  us  that  there  is  no  way 
to  get  this  money?  that  the  city  has  used  up  its 
tax  limit,  and  you  do  not  see  your  way  clear  to 
advise  the  Mayor  where  he  can  get  this  money — 
if,  in  the  face  of  that,  we  pass  this  order,  we  are 
doing  no  more  than  shadow  sparring,  aren't  we? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  prefer  not  to  label  your 
action. 

Coun.  HEA:EY — I  realize  how  you  feel  on  that 
matter. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  Commissioner,  we  have 
4,000  city  laborers? 

Commissioner  FOX — Appproximately. 

Coun.  GILBODY— We  have  practically  3,000 
clerks  under  $1,500  maximum — around  that, 
approximately? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  do  not  think  it  is  that 
high. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Well,  let  us  sec.  There  are 
6,000  people — 4,000  city  laboreis  and  2,000  clerks 
under  $1,500;  and  if  we  have  a  quarter  left,  that 
would  be  a  total  of  $600,000  for  the  year,  and  if 
we  have  got  a  quarter  of  the  year  left  that  would 
cost  about  $150,000  to  raise  them. 

Commissioner  FOX. — ^There  is  a  third  of  the 
year  to  figure. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Well,  that  is  about  $200,000. 
Couldn't  we  get  $200,000? 

Commissioner  FOX — Standing  here  now,  I  do 
not  see  how  vou  can. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Commissioner,  how 
much  money  has  been  taken  in  by  the  City  Collec- 
tor on  the  tax  drive? 

Commissioner  FOX — The  last  figures,  not  up  to 
date,  were  about  $40,000.  That  was  up  to  within 
two  weeks. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Within  two  weeks? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Hasn't  there  been  a 
considerable  amount  of  money  taken  in  inside  of 
the  last  two  weeks? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  have  not  followed  that 
particular  end. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — I  have  heard  rumors 
myself  that  there  has  been  well  over  $60,000 
collected.  How  much  money  has  been  returned 
by  department  heads,  approximately,  at  the 
expiration  of  their  year's  budget — in  round  num- 
bers? 

Commissioner  FOX — It  varies.  In  some  years 
nothing  is  returned  and  there  are  deficits  to  be 
made  up. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— What  year? 

Commissioner  FOX — Two  years  ago  there  was  a 
deficit. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — From  all  depaitment 
heads? 

Commissioner  FOX — From  all  departments. 
Are  you  talking  about  unexpended  balances  or  our 
treasury  condition?  I  do  not  know  that  I  have 
your  question  clear. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  am  talking  about  the 
unexpended  balances  of  the  department  heads. 

Commissioner  FOX — I  am  wTong  there.  I 
thought  you  were  talking  about  our  treasury 
balance,  the  surplus.  Last  year  I  think  the  un- 
expended departmental  balances  were  about 
$30,000? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Last  year? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes.  The  year  before 
that  they  probably  ran — this  is  simply  from 
memory — around  a  quarter  of  a  million. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Two  hundred  fifty 
thousand.  Hasn't  it  usually  been  two  hundred 
fifty  thousand,  or  more,  at  the  expiration  of  every 
year,  with  the  exception  of  some  extraordinary 
year? 

Commissioner  FOX — Well,  speaking  within  my 
experience  for  three  years,  I  would  say  you  have 
both  sides  represented.  You  have  one  year 
representing  your  condition  and  one  year  just  the 
opposite;  so  we  practically  spend  everything 
appropriated.  This  year,  because  of  the  severe 
tax  limit  cut,  I  feel  that  we  will  have  to  expend 
every  cent  that  was  appropriated.  This  was  an 
exceptional  year  where  you  cannot  look  for  un- 
expended departmental  balances. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — You  cannot  look  for  it? 

Commissioner  FOX — No. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — You  could  look  for  them 
if  instructions  were  issued  to  cut  down  on  the 
matter  of  supplies  and  materials. 

Commifeioner  FOX — Instructions  have  already 
been  given  to  department  heads  at  a  conference 
held  last  week  because  cf  tnis  Oversc'is  of  tfie  Poor 
emergency  which  is  appearing.     We  have  to  take 


care  of  our  poor.  That  is  the  first  responsibihty 
that  rests  upon  us. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — And  instructions  have 
been  issued  to  do  what? 

Commissioner  FOX — To  conserve  expenditures 
all  along  the  line  on  supplies  and  equipment,  and 
to  postpone  as  much  as  possible  the  purchase  of 
new  equipment  and  cut  down  on  the  use  of  sup- 
plies. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — What  has  it  amounted 
to  in  dollars  and  cents? 

Commissioner  FOX — That  I  cannot  state.  That 
will  not  appear  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Until  the  end  of  the  year? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Do  not  the  various 
department  heads  of  the  city  know  approximately 
within  their  budget  requirements  how  their 
amounts  are  being  expended  so  that  at  any  time 
during  the  year  either  yourself,  tne  Mayor  or  any- 
one else  that  might  be  interested  could  know  how 
they  are  running  on  theii  appropriations? 

Commissioner  FOX — We  have  nothing  from 
which  we  can  find  out  how  much  balances  will  be 
available.  Of  course,  we  know  from  month  to 
month  just  bow  expenditures  are  running,  but  we 
cannot  look  into  the  future  and  tell  what  is  going 
to  happen  in  the  next  five  months. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— The  next  four  months. 

Commissioner  FOX — I  am  speaking  from  the 
time  the  instructions  were  issued,  which  was  about 
the  1st  of  August. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— WeU,  of  course  I  realize, 
Mr.  President,  that  I  cannot  get  anywhere  asking 
any  of  these  questions,  but  I  am  firmly  of  the 
opinion  that  if  $200,000  is  needed  for  any  proposi- 
tion within  the  confines  of  our  city  it  can  be  found, 
and  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have  my  order 
amended  so  that  it  may  include  laborers  and  clerks 
because  of  what  has  been  said  here  today  regarding 
the  matter  of  not  being  able  to  find  the  money.  I 
just  merely  want  to  say  that  I  will  not  ask  any 
more  questions  than  what  I  have  said,  because  I 
feel  that  this  money  can  be  found  if  those  who  are 
in  authority  desire  to  find  it. 

President  MORIARTY— Mr.  Commissioner, 
would  it  be  possible  now  for  a  letter  to  be  sent  to 
all  heads  of  departments  asking  them  to  notify 
you,  or  to  notify  the  Council  through  you,  as  to 
what  money  they  have  in  their  treasury  which  they 
do  not  feel  they  will  spend  this  year?  Would  that 
be  possible? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  suppose  that  would  be 
possible;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  more 
or  less  a  matter  of  guesswork  on  their  part  because 
certain  emergencies  might  arise  which  would  take 
the  savings  which  they  might  report  to  you 
through  that  letter. 

President  MORIARTY — Of  course,  if  they  are 
going  to  rely  on  emergencies,  you  have  told  us  that 
one  hundred  sixty  odd  thousand  dollars  is  now  in 
the  Feserve  Fund.     Are  my  figures  right? 

Commissioner  FOX — Yes. 

President  MORIARTY— If  there  was  a  large 
snowstorm,  following  out  Coun.  Watson's  idea,  we 
might  finance  that  through  emergency  bonds. 

Commissioner  FOX — If  they  did  not  have  the 
money  available  in  the  Reserve  Fund. 

President  MORIARTY— What  is  the  use  of 
having  money  available  and  allowing  approxi- 
mately $160,000  for  emergencies?  We  might  just 
as  well  have  only  $60,000  to  take  care  of  emer- 
gencies. 

Commissioner  FOX — Of  course,  before  we  could 
take  care  of  emergencies  in  the  way  I  speak  of, 
that  is,  through  the  issue  of  emergency  bonds,  it 
would  have  to  be  shown  that  there  was  no  money 
available  in  the  form  of  unexpended  balances. 
They  would  have  to  be  used  first. 

President  MORIARTY — Of  course  you  would 
have  to  use  the  same  method  then  as  you  could  use 
now  by  going  to  the  different  heads  of  departments. 
It  would  not  take  long  now,  having  seven  months 
of  this  year  gone  and  it  being  an  eleven-month 
year  and  only  four  months  to  go;  every  head  of 
department  ought  to  know  within  a  very  few  dollars 
what  he  is  going  to  expend  of  his  appropriated 
budget. 

Commissioner  FOX — Well,  you  possibly  could 
secure  that  information.  I  would  not  say  that  you 
can't.  Just  what  value  it  would  be  after  you 
obtained  it,  why,  I  would  not  want  to  say. 

President  MORIARTY— Of  course  I  realize 
we  could  amend  Coun.  Donoghue's  order  in  its 
entirety,  but  it  does  not  mean  any  vote;  but  I 
agree  with  Coun.  Donoghue,  to  a  degree,  that  if  it 
was  possible  to  find  $21,000  for  the  purpose  of 
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increasing  county  employees  we  ought  to  be  able 
at  least  to  find  dollar  for  dollar  to  increase  some 
city  employees  that  have  not  had  an  increase. 

Commissioner  FOX — Well,  Mr.  President,  I 
thought  Coun.  Healey  answered  that  point  very 
well. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Healey  an- 
swered that  as  it  always  had  been  answered  here; 
but,  nevertheless,  we  still  have  one  hundred  sixty 
odd  thousand  dollars  in  the  budget,  and  it  does  not 
state  anything  about  appropriating  it  for  wages 
or  any  other  thing  that  the  Mayor  would  see  fit  to 
do.  Now,  if  he  should  take  .1(21,000  out  of  the 
Reserve  Fund  —  that  is  where  it  gets  us  —  or  out 
of  the  county,  he  can  also  take  the  same  amount 
out  of  the  Reserve  Fund  and  give  it  to  the  city.  I 
agree  with  Coun.  Donoghue  it  so  far  as  holding  up 
the  tax  rate  is  concerned.  I  was  told  the  day  after 
Coun.  Donoghue  had  filed  notice  of  reconsideration 
that  this  order  would  not  see  the  light  of  day 
because  the  tax  rate  would  be  out  in  a  day  or  two, 
and  therefore  when  the  tax  rate  was  out  the  county 
would  suffer.  I  voted  against  the  appropriation 
at  the  last  meeting  because  I  was  a  little  bit  mis- 
informed. Finding  out  that  there  were  still 
residents  of  Boston  working  for  the  county,  and 
that  a  few  of  them  were  going  to  have  their  wages 
increased,  I  changed  my  vote  because  I  beheved 
that  the  engineer  who  works  for  the  county  is 
entitled  to  the  same  amount  of  money  as  the  en- 
gineer working  for  the  city,  and  that  was  not  so, 
and  those  engineers  working  for  the  county  were 
going  to  be  put  on  the  same  level,  and  I  under- 
stood there  were  some  elevatormen  going  to  be 
given  an  increase.  But  I  feel  that  Coun. 
Donoghue's  order  was  a  substantial  one.  I  feel 
that,  when  he  said  that  he  would  amend  his  order, 
he  might  well  take  a  step  farther  where  he  said  to 
amend  the  order  so  that  the  city  laborers  and 
clerks  under  $1,500  would  receive  an  increase.  I 
feel  Coun.  Donoghue  would  be  willing  to  eliminate 
everybody  but  the  city  employees  because,  fortu- 
nately, the  clerk  who  is  hired  under  $1,500  goes 
up  step  by  step  yearly  in  most  cases  but  the  laborer 
goes  down  step  by  step  with  age. 

Mr.  Commissioner,  after  that  I  realize  that  it  is 
cruel  to  stand  you  there  and  ask  you  to  talk  to  us 
for  hours,  but  don't  you  think  that,  if  the  Council 
requested  you  to  ask  each  head  of  department  to 
furnish  you  figures  of  what  he  thinks  he  will  have, 
and  furnish  it  to  you  inside  of  two  weeks,  that  they 
ought  to  be  able  to  have  that  there  so  that  we  will 
know  within  a  few  dollars  what  money  would  be 
left  at  the  end  of  the  year? 

Commissioner  FOX — I  see  nothing  to  obstruct 
that.  I  would  be  willing  to  furnish  any  informa- 
tion the  Council  desires. 

President  MORIAIiTY— Is  there  any  further 
question  of  Commissioner  Fox?  He  may  be 
excused  with  the  thanks  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  offer  a 
substitute  order — viz. : 

' '  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  make  uniform  the  salaries  of  all  city  and 
county  female  employees  so  that  the  same  will  be 
equal  to  the  salary  paid  male  employees  doing 
similar  work." 

President  MORIARTY— The  Chair  will  have  to 
rule  that  order  out  for  the  reason  that  it  does  not 
deal  with  the  same  question  as  the  motion  before 
the  house. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  dislike  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  but  before 
I  offered  my  order  I  ascertained  to  my  satisfaction 
that  my  order  was  in  order,  or,  rather,  that  is  my 
impression. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  the 
mernber  did  not  ask  me  and  I  am  not  responsible 
for  where  he  got  his  information.  From  my 
information  I  am  ruling  that  order  out  of  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President. 

President  MORIARTY — For  what  purpose  does 
the  councilor  rise? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  dislike  greatly  to  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair;  it  is  an  embar- 
rassing position  to  put  me  in;  but  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  MORIARTY— Is  there  any  objection? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  object,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  accept  the  ruling  of  the 
Chair.  I  do  not  agree  with  it  but  I  accept  it.  I 
desire  to  thank  Coun.   Brickley  for  his  courtesy. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  the 
Chair  would  like  to  agree  with  you  but  an  amend- 
ment should  conform  to  the  question  before  the 
house.  There  was  nothing  in  there  that  conforms 
with   the  subject-matter  of  the  order   before  the 


house.  The  question  before  the  house  is  whether, 
on  Coun.  Donoghue's  order,  the  rule  shaO  be 
suspended  and  the  order  passed. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  Coun.  Donoghue  is  "willing  to  amend 
that  order  so  that  the  Budget  Commissioner  be 
instructed  mthin  a  week  to  bring  in  an  itemized 
account  as  to  any  loose  city  funds  from  the  various 
heads  of  departments,  to  see  if  this  matter  can  be 
put  through  logically?  Do  I  understand  the 
councilor  is  willing  to  amend  his  order  to  that 
effect? 

President  MORIARTY — Does  Coun.  Donoghue 
desire  to  answer  Coun.  Healey? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  agree  to 
offer  an  amendment  myself,  in  -riew  of  what  has 
transpired  here,  namely,  that  the  order  relate  to 
city  laborers.  So  far  as  any  information  that  we 
might  get  is  concerned, why,  I  think  we  have  asked 
a  lot  of  questions  and  have  not  got  very  far.  All 
of  us  are  practical  minded  enough  to  know  that  if 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  money  appropriated 
for  a  department  head  and  a  requisition  or  inven- 
tory, or  whatever  you  might  call  it,  goes  to  him 
asking  for  specific  information  as  to  how  much 
money  he  is  going  to  have,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  left  in  his  appropriation,  knowing  that  it 
means  a  matter  of  increase  in  salary,  possibly,  for 
some  individuals,  the  answer,  in  my  opinion,  will 
invariably  come  back  that  all  the  money  that  has 
been  pro\'ided  wiU  be  used.  We  will  not  get  any 
information,  in  other  words;  and  if  that  ques- 
tionnaire were  to  go  out  to  the  various  department 
heads,  my  opinion  is  that  they  would  all  say  they 
would  not  hare  a  cent  at  the  end  of  the  year.  So, 
for  that  reason  I  object  to  sending  out  any  'ques- 
tioimaires  on  the  matter. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  is  un- 
fortunate that  the  councilor  (Brickley)  objected  to 
my  making  a  statement.  There  is  no  law  in  the 
world  to  prevent  me  making  in  a  speech  all  that  I 
meant  to  say  a  few  moments  ago.  I  believe  that 
every  woman  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  particularly 
those  in  the  Bath  Department  who  are  doing  the 
same  kind  of  work  as  the  men,  should  get  the  same 
wage.  ' 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Watson  will 
confine  himself  to  the  question  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Question,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
to  Coun.  Donoghue  that  it  is  with  some  regret  that 
I  would  vote  for  his  order.  As  it  is  now  I  don't 
know  but  I  will  do  so  because  of  the  possibihty  of 
gi%'ing  a  SlOO  increase  to  the  laborers  because,  of 
course,  that  allows  it  to  come  through  much  better 
than  to  give  it  to  16,000  employees.  There  is  a 
possibility,  and  because  there  may  be  a  possibihty, 
and  yet  it  is  with  some  regret  that  I  would  vote 
for  the  order,  I  do  so  because  the  councilor 
is  willing  to  amend  his  order,  hoping  that  per- 
haps they  may  have  the  time,  you  might  say, 
and  the  opportunity  to  get  the  money  to  those  men; 
but  yet  I  feel  that,  if  I  were  to  follow  the  line 
logically  and  strictly  according  to  the  statements 
made  by  the  Budget  Commissioner,  I  would  vote 
against  it  because  I  do  not  like  to  fool  the  em- 
ployees, particularly  on  the  question  of  wages. 
In  political  life  there  are  two  things  that  it  is 
unwise  to  do, — first,  jollying  a  man  and  saying  you 
are  going  to  get  him  a  job  when  you  know  you 
can't  get  him  a  job,  and,  second,  telling  a  city 
emplojee  that  you  are  going  to  get  him  an  increase 
when  you  haven't  the  power  to  do  it.  Now  I  feel 
that,  in  a  way,  I  am  treading  on  dangerous  ground. 
I  know  it  is  not  a  question  of  securing  employment, 
but  I  think  that  the  word  will  be  sent  broadcast  to 
the  men  that  work  for  the  city  that  the  nine 
councilors  are  going  to  secure  for  them  $100  a  year. 
I  am  not  going  to  deceive  myself,  and  I  trust  mj' 
words  will  not  deceive  them,  either.  I  know  that 
our  power  here  is  absolutely  nil;  that  we  are 
phantom  workers  in  this  matter;  but  in  the  hope 
that  in  the  reduction  of  the  number  from  16,000  to 
about  5,000  the  Budget  Commissioner  with  his 
skilful  associates  might  be  able  to  find  that  money, 
I  would  vote  with  Coun.  Donoghue. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  Chair,  in  order  that  I  might  be  strictly 
within  my  rights  and  according  to  the  ruling  of  the 
Chair,  for  his  interpretation  of  the  rules  of  this 
body,  if  the  order  can  be  amended  so  as  to  include 
the  women  workers  in  the  city  who  are  receixing  $20 
a  week  in  the  Bath  Department  for  doing  the  same 
kind  of  work  that  men  are  doing  in  the  Bath 
Department?  Why  not  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  draw  a  v^roper  ondcr? 
Why  jump  at  the  thing  now?     AiVliy  do  something 
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here  in  the  beat  of  discussion  that  we  might  regret? 
If  the  original  order  of  Coun.  Donoghue  had  merit, 
why  does  he  wieh  to  amend  it  now?  Why  attempt 
to  play  politics  with  it?  Why  attempt  to  kid  the 
people?  I  was  prepared  to  vote  no  on  the  order 
introduced  by  Coun.  Donoghue,  but  I  am  voting 
yes  to  increase  the  laborers'  pay  provided  the 
female  employees  of  the  city,  who  are  voters,  are 
given  the  same  right.  Why  pay  a  man  in  the  Bath 
Department,  a  caretaker,  $28  or  $30  a  week  and 
pay  women  doing  the  same  work  $20  a  week? 
Where  do  we  get  off  with  that  kind  of  bunk?  I 
would  like  to  amend  the  order  to  include  not  only 
the  laborers  but  the  female  employeef  of  the  city 
who  are  entitled  to  fair  wages — the  widows, 
mothers  of  families,  women  supporting  their 
mothers  and  brothers,  getting  $20  a  week  and  work- 
ing harder  than  men!     WTiat  do  you  say  to  that? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — Never  mind,  Coun.  Brickley. 
You  can  state  your  reason  afterwards.  I  am  say- 
ing now  what  I  believe.  This  order  is  bunk, — ■ 
perfect  bunk.  The  original  order  introduced  by 
Coun.  Donoghue  was  an  honest  order.  He  meant 
what  he  said.  This  order  now  that  he  amends  is 
an  unfair  order.  You  are  attempting  to  use  your 
power  in  suggesting  to  the  Mayor  about  increasing 
the  laborers'  pay  and  giving  to  the  women  who 
need  the  money  as  much  as  men,  and  once  you 
include  the  female  employees  of  the  Bath  Depart- 
ment, and  the  scrubwomen  in  City  Hall,  the  women 
working  in  convenience  stations  who  get  but  .$20 
a  week,  I  will  vote  for  the  order  you  suggest 
amending.  I  believe  I  am  doing  right.  Now  I 
have  had  my  say.  I  shall  vote  no  unless  I  can 
amend  the  order  to  include  the  female  employees 
who  are  gettmg  less  for  doing  the  same  Idnd  of 
work  as  men  are  doing.  There  isn't  a  member 
here  who  dares  vote  otherwise  on  the  proposition. 
And  therefore  I  ask  the  Chair,  through  the  Clerk, 
or  I  ask  the  Clerk,  through  the  Chair,  to  inform 
me  if  it  is  possible  to  include  the  female  employees 
of  the  city  that  are  now  excluded  from  the  order  I 
tried  to  introduce  a  moment  ago? 

President  INIORIARTY— I  want  to  say  that  in 
so  far  as  the  order  you  introduced  a  few  moments 
ago  is  concerned  I  declared  it  out  of  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  appreciate  that. 

President  MORIAHTY— I  did  not  declare  it 
out  of  order  on  the  word  "female."  I  say  to  you 
now,  since  you  ask  me  the  question,  that  you  said 
you  were  going  to  get  away  with  something  a  few- 
minutes  ago,  and  I  allowed  you  to  get  away  with  it 
now.  You  asked  me  a  question  and  then  you  took 
the  floor. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  played  it  just  as  the  Chair 
plays  it. 

President  MORIARTY— I  am  trying  to  be  fair. 

Coun.  WATSON — You  are  fair,  and  I  appreciate 
that. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  say,  before  I 
make  any  ruling,  that  I  am  not  going  to  make  it 
from  word  of  mouth.  If  anybody  desires  to  make 
an  amendment  on  paper  I  will  make  a  ruling. 
Until  than  I  wll  make  no  ruling. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  intro- 
duced my  order  oridnally  trying  to  get  an  increase 
for  everyone,  but  I  saw  the  temper  of  the  Council 
is  such,  or  the  array  of  facts  might  be  such — that 
that  might  be  impossible,  and  I  am  glad  to  take 
half  a  loaf  instead  of  a  whole  one.  If  Coun. 
Watson  will  introduce  an  amendment  to  my  order 
including  the  matrons,  etc.,  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, I  will  consider  that  I  have  another  slice  of 
bread  added  to  the  half  loaf  and  be  glad  to  vote 
for  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  will  have  my  amendment 
presented  in  writing,  Mr.  President. 

President  MORIARTY— All  right,  Coun.  Wat- 
son.    You  will  have  ample  opportunity. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  will  you  allow 
me  to  put  an  amendment  to  Coun.  Donoghue's 
order  and  give  it  to  you  in  writing  later? 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  I  will 
do  the  same  thing  with  you.  If  anybody  rises  to 
amend  the  question,  I  will  ask  that  it  be  made  in 
writing.  ' 

Coun.  PURCELL — Will  you  allow  me  to  submit 
it  to  you  in  writing  later? 

President  MORIARTY— Yes. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  make  the 
motion  that  all  employees  in  the  City  of  Boston 
receiving  $1,500  a  year  and  under  receive  $100  a 
year  extra.     That  includes  everybody. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  that  is 
the  original  motion  of  Coun.  Donoghue. 


Coun.  WATSON— No,  it  is  not.  He  said  every- 
body, including  teachers  and  everybody  else.  Mr. 
President,  I  offer  this  amendment  to  the  order 
introduced  by  Coun.  Donoghue.  Now,  I  want  to 
inquire  if  the  Chair  will  have  the  order  read. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Purcell  has  made 
a  motion  that  the  Mayor,  under  that  order, 
increase  all  employees  in  the  city  service  receiving 
$1,500  or  less. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  should  like 
to  suggest  to  Coun.  Purcell  that  he  draw  his  order 
so  that  it  takes  care  of  some  clerks  who  are  receiving 
$1,600  and  $1,700  and  who  have  not  had  a  raise 
for  years  and  years.  I  am  satisfied  with  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Coun.  Purcell,  but  I  do  wan'  to 
include  the  women.     I  believe  his  order  dues. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Watson,  under 
the  amendment  and  the  order  as  offered,  I  would 
rule  that  it  would  take  care  of  the  women. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  I  am  satisfied. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
the  laborer  situation  has  been  dwelt  on  at  this 
time,  I  would  like  to  reiterate  a  pre\'ious  statement 
I  made.  I  believe  in  the  matter  of  these  raises 
that  "nothing  ventured,  nothing  gained."  I  well 
remember,  three  years  ago  in  this  body,  that  I 
started  propaganda  for  a  raise  for  city  employees 
and  I  know  this  body  co-operated,  and  subsequently 
the  city  employees  did  receive  a  raise  within  the 
next  year,  and  I  don't  think  there  was  any  bun- 
combe about  that.  I  do  not  think  we  should 
stand  up  here  now  and  flaunt  in  the  faces  of  these 
people  that  we  are  making  a"  false  attempt  to  get 
them  a  raise  in  pay.  We  certainly  are  not.  If 
we  do  not  start  in  here  and  do  something  for  them 
they  will  never  get  anywhere  and  they  will  never 
get  anything  unless  some  agitation  is  started.  As 
I  say,  three  years  ago  such  an  agitation  was  started, 
and  it  was  of  material  benefit,  and  I  say  now  that 
we  can't  tell  but  what  this  order  is  going  to  be  of 
materia!  benefit  to  people  in  the  city  employ  who 
are  not  getting  a  living  wage.  I  say  that  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  in  convention 
assembled  in  Lowell  within  one  month — I  believe 
I  am  right  in  the  date — passed  a  resolution  in  favor 
of  a  $100  raise  for  this  type  of  employee  that  we 
are  talking  about  now. 

President  MORIARTY— Five  dollars  a  day. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Well,  we  are  starting  along 
with  $100  a  year,  and  that  is  going  towards  $5  a 
day.  And  so  I  say  we  have  a  precedent  and 
support  for  whatever  proposition  we  are  now 
advancing,  and  we  are  not  putting  forth  a  lot  of 
buncombe  or  flaunting  in  the  faces  of  these  em- 
ployees any  bluff  on  our  part,  and  I  do  not  believe 
that  I  am. 

President  MORIARTY— The  Clerk  will  read 
the  substitute  order  introduced  by  Coun.  Purcell' 

The  following  order  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  send  immediately  to  the  City  Council 
a  supplementary  budget  granting  an  increase  of 
$100  per  annum  to  all  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  who  are  employees  of  the  city  or  county 
and  who  are  receiving  a  salary  of  $1,500  or  less 
per  year.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  July  17,  with 
attached  order  in  Council  "That  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sion to  study  the  necessity  for  semi-weekly 
collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  the  City 
of  Boston  during  their  respective  busy  sea- 
sons" :  We  see  no  reaon  for  a  commission  to 
investigate,  as  all  of  the  data  is  at  hand 
in  the  department,  and  under  the  contracts 
awarded  for  this  year  garbage  is  collected 
twice  a  week  during  the  months  of  June, 
July  and  August.  We  understand  that  bi- 
weekly collections  were  in  force  for  some  years, 
but  were  abandoned  on  account  of  the  small 
quantity  of  garbage  to  be  collected  twice  a 
week  from'  residences  and  that  frequently 
visits  were  made  to  the  back  yards  without 
finding  any  garbage  and  that  only  in  iso- 
lated cases  were  there  complaints  on  account 
of  collecting-  once  a  week. 
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Of  course,  we  have  a  very  small  amount 
of  ashes  in  the  summer,  and  litter  collections 
once  a  week  during  the  year  are  all  that  might 
be   expected. 

The  big  garbage  producers,  hotels,  res- 
taurants, etc,  get  daily  collections  throughout 
the  city  at  present.  It  is  doubtful,  considering 
the  increased  cost  to  the  City,  if  more  fre- 
quent collections  than  at  present  would  be 
justified.

Dear  Sir, — For  the  reasons  as  below  ex- 
plained, will  you  kindly  approve  and  forward 
to  the  Mayor  the  following  request  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  $25,000  from  Water  Revenue 
to   B-39,  General  Plant: 

The  original  estimate  for  the  year  was 
.$90,000.  Allowed  in  budget,  $80,000.  The 
amount  of  work  executed  to  September  1,  on 
general  plant  maintenance,  such  as  defect  and 
leak  repairs,  regulation  of  hydrants,  gate 
boxes,  sidewalk  tubes,  etc.,  occasioned  by  per- 
manent street  improvements,  installation  of 
new  service  pipes  and  fire  pipes,  has  been  so 
heavy  as  compared  with  past  years  that  it  has 
been  absolutely  necessary  to  obtain  outside  as- 
sistance, our  permanent  force  being  unable  to 


cope  with  the  work.  It  was  the  hope  that 
service 'pipe  applications  might  lessen  in  the 
late  summer,  but,  to  date,  there  has  been  no 
let-up.  On  September  1  there  had  been  re- 
ceived 1,545  applications  as  compared  with 
1,526  for  the  entire  year  1924.  In  fact,  if  the 
applications  for  the  next  three  working 
months  continue  at  the  rate  they  have  been 
received  to  date,  we  will  have  installed  a 
lareer  number  of  services  than  any  year  since 
1913,  in  which  year  1,950  services  were  in- 
stalled. The  financial  status  of  the  Water  Di- 
vision is  favorable.  The  total  obligation  made 
up  of  appropriation,  interest.  Metropolitan 
assessment,  etc.,  is  $3,144,033.46.  Revenue  col- 
lected as  of  August  31.  1925,  $2,263,468.87. 
Corresponding  revenue  collected  for  1924 
$2,301,526.23,  but  against  ■  this  apparent  de- 
crease in  receipts  we  have  cash  on  hand 
awaiting  settlement  of  bills,  etc.,  $94,204,  as 
compared  with  cash  on  hand  as  of  August  31, 
1924,  $47,401.  Revenue  collected  for  the  first 
eleven  months  of  1924  was  $3,233,902.  The 
estimated  collection  for  the  first  eleven  months 
of  1925   is  $3,225,000.

PARKMAN   FUND. 

Coun.  LANE,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  a  report  on  the  mes- 
sage and  order  (referred  July  13)  appropri- 
ating $106,000  from  the  income  of  the  Park- 
man  Fund  for  various  park  purposes — that  the 
order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted 
and  the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
we  ought  to  go  slow  with  this  proposition  of 
spending  $106,000  of  the  Parkman  Fund's 
money  without  anybody  in  the  Council  really 
knowing  what  it  is  all  about.  I  think  that 
the  Park  Department  have  had  a  pretty  free 
rein  in  the  expenditure  of  the  income  from 
the  Parkman  Fund.  I  think  some  sort  of  a 
comprehensive  scheme  of  the  outlay  of  this 
money  should  have  been  submitted  to  this 
Council  years  ago,  and  not  now.  I  feel  that 
it  is  at  least  time, "now,  that  some  start  was 
made,  somewhere,  instead  of  spending  the 
accumulated  moneys  as  they  come  in  from  the 
Parkman  Fund,  $100,000  now,  and  $200,000  a 
month  from   now. 

We  ought  to  find  out  what  this  money  is 
being  spent  for.  To  my  knowledge  there  has 
been  at  least  $500,000  spent  on  the  Parkman 
bandstand,  and  now  they  are  spending  more. 
They  are  making  a  checkerboard  of  the  Bos- 
ton Common  with  granolithic  walks.  What 
for  ?  They  are  just  spending  this  money  like 
a  drunken  sailor,  and  there  has  been  no 
check-up  on    it. 

I  think  it  is  about  time,  before  we  spend 
any  more  money  from  the  income  of  the 
Parkman  Fund,  that  we  should  have  some 
outline  as  to  what  the  needs  of  the  Park  De- 
partment are  for  which  this  money  is  ex- 
pended. 

It  has  recently  come  to  my  attention  that 
a  wire  fence  has  been  built  around  the  outer 


end  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum.  That  is  the 
section  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum  which  was 
not  part  of  the  original  Arnold  Arboretum, 
and  in  my  opinion  it  does  not  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  Parkman  Fund  to  spend  this 
money  for  the  placing  of  a  fence  around  that 
part   of  the   Arboretum. 

There  is  not  anybody  in  this  Council  who 
knows  what  the  money  is  being  spent  for,  or 
what  it  has  been  spent  for,  and  I  think  it  is 
about  time  that  we  knew  something  about 
what  is  going  on  around  here.  I  think  the 
order   ought  to  be  defeated. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  1,  Coun. 
DONOGHUE   voting   no. 


JITNEY  LICENSES. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Jitney  Licenses,  submitted  reports  on  the 
several  petitions  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  (referred  today)  and  on  the 
petition  of  the  Boston  &  Worcester  Street 
Railway  Company  (referred  August  24)  for 
a  change  of  route — recommending  that  li- 
censes be  granted.

MUNICIPAL   LIGHTING   HEARING. 
Coun.    WATSON— I    would    like    to    ask    re- 
garding  the  order  for  a  public  hearing  on  the 
lighting    question. 

President  MORIARTY— I  understand  there 
was  an  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  instructing  the  President  as 
to  its  desire  that  a  meeting   be  called. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  make  a  statement. 

President  MORIARTY— What  is  the  pur- 
port of  the  statement  ? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  desire  to  state  my  po- 
sition concerning 

President  MORIARTY— Is  there  an  objec- 
tion ?     There    are   objections. 

Coun.   WATSON— Is   there   an   objection? 
President     MORIARTY— There      are     objec- 
tions. 

Coun.  WATSON— Who  objected,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent? 

President  MORIARTY— The  Chair. 
Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  can  you 
suggest  any  way  by  which  the  councilor  now 
speaking  can  make  a  statement  concerning 
the  propaganda  that  has  been  stated  to  him 
by  the  Chair  within  ten  minutes  with  refer- 
ence to  his  position  on  the  lighting  question. 
President  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  any 
conversation  about  propaganda  as  had  be- 
tween Coun.  Watson  apd  myself  was  personal, 
and  was  not  had  as  between  members  of  the 
City  Council.  If  he  desires  to  take  it  other- 
wise,  that  is  up  to  him. 

Coun.  WATSON — The  councilor  now  talk- 
ing has  no  desire  to  enter  into  any  contro- 
versy with  the  Chair,  and  does  not  consider 
that  he  is  a  party  to  the  propaganda.  I  want 
to  make  that  clear,  but  I  would  like  an  op- 
portunity, if  the  Chair  will  reconsider  his  ob- 
jections, to  make  a  brief  statement  that  will 
take  me  less  than  five  minutes.  This  request 
is  made  in  the  interest  of  fair  play,  the  same 
kind  of  fair  play  the  Chair  would  like  to 
have  from  me  if  conditions  were  reversed,  and 
which  I  would  grant  if  I  was  president  of  this 
body. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  de- 
sire to  offer  a  motion. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Donoghue 
offers   an    order   which   the   clerk   will   read. 

The  CLERK — Coun.  Donoghue  moves  that 
the  City  Council  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
October  10,  1925,  relative  to  the  city  entering 
into    municipal    lighting. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I 
offer  that  motion  at  this  time  in  order  that 
Coun.  Watson  may  make  whatever  statement 
he  desires  to  make  on  the  matter  of  municipal 
lighting.  I  think  that  is  about  the  only  way 
he  could  get  the  floor  to  state  his  position, 
and   for   that  reason    I  offer   that   motion. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President.  I  want  to 
move  as  an  amendment  to  the  order  offered 
by  Coun.  Donoghue  that  the  public  hearing 
on  the  question  of  the  city  entering  into 
public  ownership  of  electric  lighting  plants 
take  place  September  21,  at  eight  o'clock 
p.  m.,  which  will  be  a  week  from  next  Mon- 
day night. 

It  is  unfortunate,  Mr.  President,  that  two 
of  the  staunchest  supporters  of  public  own- 
ership as  a  principle  as  the  President  of  this 
body  and  myself  should  be  in  any  disagree- 
ment on  the  question  of  the  advancement  of 
the  principle,  and  I  want  to  say  in  the  be- 
giTining  that  it  is  an  honest  difference  of 
opinion.       I     do     not    attemiit    to    change    his 


opinion  concerning  what  he  has  stated  to  me 
and  I  know  he  will  not  try  to  change  mine 
vvithout  at  least  giving  me  an  opportunity  to 
change  his. 

The  position  of  the  Executive  Committee 
was  that  a  public  hearing  be  given  after 
election,  based  on  the  reason  given  by  some 
members  that  candidates  for  public  office, 
who  might  be  candidates  against  those  who 
are  members  here  and  who  are  candidates, 
might  be  given  an  opportunity  to  state  their 
position  on  the  question,  and  thereby  have 
the   public   know   where  they   stand. 

In  my  district  there  is  a  candidate  by  the 
name  of  Hayes,  a  former  member  of  the 
Legislature,  a  gentleman,  and  a  man  with  a 
record  that  in  my  opinion  is  all  O.  K.  He  is 
a  candidate  against  me  for  the  City  Council 
in  my  ward.  I  welcome  him  into  the  contest. 
He  may  defeat  me,  and  if  he  does  so  I  will 
accept  it  gracefully,  as  I  will  accept  any  de- 
feat, but  there  is  no  reason  why  former  Rep- 
resentative Hayes  of  Ward  9,  formerly  of 
Ward  6,  should  not  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
come  here  at  a  public  hearing  and  declare 
himself   on   the   question. 

I  have  received  a  lot  of  honor  on  my  po- 
sition on  public  ownership,  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  I  should  deny  an  opportunity  to 
another  candidate  against  me  the  same  privi- 
lege that  I  have.  I  believe  in  fighting  fair 
in  politics.  I  fight  fair,  and  I  want  the  other 
fellow  to  fight  fair  with  me.  The  fellow  who 
fights  fair  may  not  win  all  the  time,  but  ulti- 
mately he  will  succeed.  I  never  knew  it  to 
fail. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  there  are  many  candi- 
dates for  Mayor.  There  is  only  one  candidate 
for  Mayor  whose  position  on  public  ownership 
is  known  to  me,  and  that  is  yourself.  You 
have  declared  yourself  unequivocally  in  favor 
of  public  ownership,  whether  there  was  a  pub- 
lic hearing  granted  or  not.  In  fact,  you 
voted  in  executive  committee  with  seven  of 
your  colleagues  in  favor  of  a  public  hearing, 
and   in   favor   of  public   ownership. 

Then  when  Coun.  Healey  said  that  he  felt 
the  hearing  should  be  held  after  election,  you 
said  you  did  not  care  about  a  public  hearing, 
that  you  believed  in  municipal  ownership  in 
principle  and  would  vote  for  it,  and  then  you 
said  you  thought  the  matter  ought  to  be  taken 
up  after  election.  That  is  your  view,  but  it  is 
not  mine. 

I  do  not  want  all  the  glory  of  this  proposi- 
tion. It  does  not  belong  to  me.  Coun.  Don- 
ghue  has  announced  himself  as  in  favor  of 
public  ownership,  and  Coun.  Walsh  has  an- 
nounced it  privately  to  me.  Is  there  any 
reason  why  any  candidate  against  me  or 
against  Coun.  Walsh  or  against  Coun.  Gilbody 
should  be  denied  an  opportunity  to  get  some 
publicity  and  tell  what  his  position  is  before 
election,  as  well  as  ourselves  ?  There  is  no 
argument  for  such  action. 

You  cannot  take  any  glory  today  on  public 
ownership.  The  Mayor  told  me  that  he  fa- 
vored public  ownership  in  1907,  but  my  posi- 
tion on  the  matter  precedes  his,  as  it  goes 
back  to  1896,  eleven   years  prior  to  his. 

I  never  professed  to  be  a  man  of  great  edu- 
cation. My  mind  is  limited,  but  public  own- 
ership is  a  subject  which  I  have  read  from 
stem  to  stern.  I  have  sat  at  the  knee  of  the 
man  who,  I  believe,  is  as  competent  to  dis- 
cuss public  ownership  from  the  standpoint  of 
public  ownership  as  any  man  living,  the 
Honorable  George  Fred  Williams.  I  have  fol- 
lowed every  progressive  in  every  Presidential 
election  since  I  voted  in  favor  of  progressive 
policies,  and  I  am  not  going  to  allow  anybody 
to  stifle  my  opinion,  or  use  any  propaganda 
against  me. 

Some  of  the  members  of  this  Council  have 
backed  and  filled  on  this  question,  backed  and 
filled,  and  backed  and  filled  until  they  are 
di'/.zy. 

In  the  committee  of  three  I  had  no  support 
today  except  from  Coun.  Walsh.  Coun.  Healey 
was  inclined  to  take  the  Mayor's  point  of  view 
about  having  the  Law  Department  oflicials 
advise  us.  I  do  not  question  Coun.  Healey's 
honesty,  but  I  question   his  methods. 
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Coun.  Gilbody,  you  are  postponing  the  ques- 
tion of  public  ownership  until  after  election, 
and  you  have  got  to  go  before  your  voters 
in  your  district  and  explain  your  attitude. 
Can  you  do  it  ? 

Coun.   GILBODY— Surely. 

Coun.  WATSON — Yes,  you  can?  I  do  not 
believe  you  can,  because  you  do  not  know  any- 
thing about  it  and  you  do  not  believe  in  it. 

Now,  I  do  not  propose  to  make  any  grand- 
stand play.  Other  members  know  something 
about  public  ownership  as  well  as  myself, 
here,  but  I  know  enough  to  satisfy  me  that, 
some  day,  it  is  bound  to  come.  You  are  going 
to  have  national  ownership  of  your  telephone 
lines  and  telegraph  lines.  What  member  here 
would  vote  to  sell  the  Water  Department  back 
into  private  control  ?  What  member  here 
would  vote  to  sell  the  post-office  back  into 
private  control?  What  member  here  would 
dare  suggest  doing  away  with  the  parcel  post 
which  took  a  tremendous  business  away  from 
the  American  Express  Company  and  the  rail- 
roads ?     Not  a  member. 

The  trouble  is  that  members  here  do  not 
see  beyond  their  noses.  They  come  here  and 
draw  their  salary  and  take  care  of  a  few 
friends  in  jobs,  and  forget  the  multitude  that 
voted  for  them.  I  know  it.  I  have  made  er- 
rors, and  you  folks  have  made  them,  and  you 
are  making  them  now. 

I  say  you  are  not  entitled  to  prevent  any 
candidate  for  Mayor  from  coming  here  and 
discussing  his  side  of  public  ownership  of  the 
lighting  plant.     It  is  not  fair. 

I  do  not  know  where  O'Brien  stands,  nor 
Keliher,  Logan,  Dunn,  or  any  other  candi- 
date except  the  President  of  this  body.  Coun. 
Purcell  is  a  candidate  for  Mayor,  and  I  do 
not  know  where  he  stands  on  the  issue  of 
public   ownership. 

Public  ownership  is  going  to  be  an  Issue 
in  this  campaign.  People  are  not  going  to 
vote  for  men,  they  are  going  to  vote  for 
principles.  Bear  that  in  mind.  If  any  can- 
didate for  Mayor  should  dare  to  say  that  he 
was  friendly  to  the  telephone  company,  or 
that  he  would  not  vote  to  take  over  the  tele- 
phone company  if  he  could,  he  would  not  get 
enough  votes  in  Boston  to  count.  The  same 
thing  applies  to  the  taking  over  of  the  Edison 
Company,  and  the  same  thing  applies  to  the 
gas  company. 

You  wondered  why  I  did  not  want  the  city 
Law  Department  to  handle  this  case  for  us, 
and  I  will  tell  you  why :  Because  the  Law 
Department  in  the  telephone  hearing  had  an 
appropriation  of  $55,000,  and  got  us  nothing 
in  return  for  it,  but  botched  the  whole  hear- 
ing. They  never  inquired  into  where  the 
money  went  that  was  needed  for  the  increased 
tolls.  They  did  not  attempt  to  find  out  the 
great  increases  of  employees  in  the  telephone 
company,  and  the  tremendous  increases  in 
salaries.  Not  a  bit.  They  talked  about  small 
things,   that  is  the  trouble. 

I  hold  nothing  against  Mr.  Sullivan.  He 
did  the  best  he  knew  how  with  the  tools  he 
worked  with,  but  the  result  of  the  telephone 
hearing  was  no  credit  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  was  going  to  refer 
to  propaganda.  There  is  propaganda  going  on 
against  me  right  now.  Whether  the  Edison 
Company  is  responsible  for  it  or  not.  I  do 
not  care.  There  has  been  a  very  dirty,  con- 
temptible thing  stated  to  me  by  a  member  of 
this  body,  and  it  came  from  a  place  very 
close  to  the  Mayor's  office,  to  the  effect  that 
I  had  some  motive  other  than  an  honest  one 
back   of  my   position  on   this   question. 

I  defy  any  man  living,  be  he  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  or  Mr.  Edgar  of  the  Edison  Com- 
pany, or  any  other  individual,  to  say  that  I 
have  not  an  absolutely  honest  purpose  in  view 
in  my  contest  against  the  Edison  Lighting 
Company.  I  am  in  favor  of  public  owner- 
ship. I  cannot  mention  the  propaganda,  be- 
cause I  have  not  permission  to  do  so.  If  I 
get  permission  I  will  tell  it,  but  it  is  sufficient 
to  say  that  the  statement  made  to  me  re- 
garding my  position  in  this  lighting  contest 
is  an  absolute,  damnable  falsehood,  and  it  is 
either     being     used     as     propaganda,     without 


knowledge  of  its  dishonesty  and  falsehood,  or 
it  is  being  used  because  somebody  is  being 
paid  to  use  it. 

But  there  is  one  newspaper  in  this  city 
that  will  protect  me,  so  far  as  publicity  is 
concerned,  regarding  the  propaganda  of  the 
Edison  Company  and  its  paid  crew,  and  I 
will   seek  its  assistance. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  have  no  debt  to  pay, 
and  no  one  has  any  debt  to  pay  to  me.  I 
am  just  as  honest  as  any  member  here,  which 
means  that  I  am  honest  on  the  average.  I 
have  been  here  twelve  years,  and  have  a  fairly 
good  record.  I  have  not  missed  but  one  or 
two  roll  calls  in  twelve  years,  and  I  have 
voted  yes  or   no  on   practically  every   measure. 

In  my  two  years  in  the  Legislature  in  1900 
and  1901,  and  my  two  years  in  the  Council 
in  1898  and  1899,  and  in  my  twelve  years  in 
this  body,  I  have  voted  for  appropriations 
totaling  one  half  billion  of  dollars,  and  never 
yet  has  anyone  stated  to  me  to  my  face, 
or  to  anj'one  near  or  dear  to  me,  that  I 
have  not  cast  my  vote  as  my  conscience  dic- 
tated. 

I  have  voted  yes  or  no  on  matters  when, 
perhaps,  if  I  had  considered  personal  friend- 
ships I  would  have  voted  the  opposite  way. 
But  I  have  tried  to  vote  here  as  my  con- 
stituents wished  me  to  vote  so  that  when  I 
went  back  to  them  for  re-election  they  could 
determine  my  right  to  re-election  on  my  con- 
duct as  a  whole  as  a  member  of  this  body, 
and  not  because  I  voted  for  a  few  preferred 
•  friends. 

We  voted  in  executive  session  by  a  vote 
of  five  to  three  or  six  to  three  in  favor  of 
holding  hearings  at  eight  o'clock  on  November 
10,  one  week  following  the  city  election,  but 
by  that  time  some  broken  hearts  in  the  Coun- 
cil who  are  now  so  fervent  for  public  owner- 
ship might  change  their  minds  because  of 
some  argument  or  some  proposition  presented 
to  them. 

That  is  a  fine  proposition,  a  fine  proposition. 
It  is  not  fair  to  the  public.  It  is  not  fair, 
Coun.  Gilbody,  to  your  constituents,  and  it 
is  not  fair  to  the  constituents  of  any  mem- 
ber who  votes  for  these  postponed  hearings 
to  be  held  a  week  after  election,  because  then 
what  is  everybody's  business  will  be  nobody's 
business.     Now   is  the  time. 

Do  not  accuse  me  of  trying  to  get  any  glory 
out  of  this,  because  I  am  entitled  to  all  the 
glory  on  account  of  public  ownership  which 
my  record  gives  to  me.  and  you  cannot  take 
away  or  add  a  vote  for  me  on  that  question. 
But  the  other  members  are  not  in  that  po- 
sition. 

I  am  going  to  plead  with  you :  Why  not 
be  amenable  to  reason  ?  Why  not  give  all 
the  candidates  for  Mayor  and  members  of 
the  City   Council   an   opportunity  to  be  heard  ? 

Let  the  Central  Labor  Union  come  here  be- 
fore election  and  inquire  where  they  stand  on 
this  question.  Let  the  Electrical  Workers' 
Union  come  here,  let  the  Typographical  Union 
come  here,  and  l2t  every  labor  union  in  Bos- 
ton come  and  see  where  the  candidates  stand 
on  this  question  which  is  so  vitally  interest- 
ing to   them. 

I  have  letters  here  from  organizations  who 
want  to  be  posted  as  to  when  the  hearings 
will  be  heard.  They  say  they  want  to  be 
represented  and  would  like  to  know  as  soon 
as    possible   when    to   appear. 

I  do  not  suppose  that  has  any  bearing  on 
the  question  in  your  minds.  I  do  not  sup- 
pose it  interests  you  at  all.  You  are  here 
now  drawing  your  salaries  and  you  can  say. 
"To  hell  with  the  public"  now.  But  about 
ten  days  before  election  you  will  be  kissing 
the  public's  hands,  and  their  feet,  and  if 
you  are  re-elected  you  will  again  say,  "To 
hell  with  them,"  some  of  you.  If  you  are 
defeated  some  of  you  will  be  seeking  a  job 
from    some    public    service   corporation. 

Mr.  President.  I  trust  that  the  hearings 
on  public  ownership  will  take  place  on  Mon- 
day  evening,   September    21.    19'25. 

Coun.    HEALEY — Mr.    President.    I   want   to 
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go  on  record  as  favoring  the  municipal  owner- 
ship, because  of  course  the  matter  is  finally 
decided  by  the  people.  I  was  the  one  who 
suggested  that  we  have  public  hearings  on  this 
matter,  and  the  Executive  Committee  decided 
in  its  wisdom  that  it  would  have  these  public 
hearings  after  election  time. 

So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  whether  they 
hold  the  public  hearings  before  or  after  elec- 
tion time  I  want  to  go  on  record  as  being 
in  favor  of  Coun.  Watson's  proposition,  be- 
cause the  question  will  be  submitted  finally 
to  the  people,  and  because  of  that  fact,  ir- 
respective of  whether  public  ownership  is 
right   or   wrong,  I   make  that  statement. 

I  feel  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, if  it  had  been  entered  here,  would 
have  called  for  the  public  hearings  for  the 
10th  of  November.  While  I  do  not  wish  to 
amend  the  order  I  would  vote  to  hold  those 
public  hearings  on  the  10th  of  November  be- 
cause the  Council,  in  executive  session,  de- 
cided that  that  was   the  proper   date. 

I  do  not  care  whether  they  are  held  be- 
fore or  after  election  time.  That  does  not 
make  any  difference  to  me.  There  is  only 
one  thing  that  I  want  to  have  decided  right, 
so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  and  I  repeat  it 
again  and  again,  and  that  is  that  no  matter 
when  the  hearings  are  held  I  shall  vote  for 
the  matter,  because,  as  I  say,  the  people  shall 
finally  decide. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Coun.  Watson  made  the 
statement  that  he  did  not  know  where  I  stood 
on  public  ownership.  I  think  if  Coun.  Wat- 
son had  sat  as  chairman  of  the  committee 
at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  on  this  ques- 
tion when  every  man  on  the  committee  'voted 
in  favor  of  public  ownership  he  would  know 
my  position.     Am  I  right? 

Coun.  WATSON — Yes,  and  then  the  vote 
was   reconsidered. 

Coun.  PURCELL — You  knew  where  I  stood 
on  public  ownership.  I  think  you  ought  to 
apologize   for  the  statement. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  do  not  think  any  apology 
is  necessary.  After  an  attempt  to  delay  the 
vote,  and  after  a  little  squabble,  we  did  vote, 
and  then  we  reconsidered  our  vote.  In  other 
words,  we  changed  our  minds.  I  am  glad 
to  know  that  Coun.  Purcell  is  in  favor  of 
public   ownership. 

President  MORIARTY— The  question  is  on 
Coun.  Donoghue's  motion,  amended  by  Coun. 
Watson. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  move 
an  amendment  to  the  amendment,  that  No- 
vember 10  be  the   date  of   the   public  hearings. 

President  MORIARTY — Coun.  Purcell  moves 
a  further  amendment  that  the  hearings  be 
held  on  November  10.  Coun.  Purcell's  amend- 
ment  is   the   question  before  the   house. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
state  that  if  we  hold  the  hearings  on  Sep- 
tember 21  we  will  then  have  nearly  a  month 
and  a  half  in  which  to  consider  the  matter 
before  election.  I  would  like  to  see  that  date 
selected  but  I  am  satisfied  that  it  will  not  be 
selected. 

President  MORIARTY— You  heard  the 
question.  .  Coun.  Purcell's  amendment  is  be- 
fore  the  house. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President  I  merely 
introduced  the  motion  as  I  stated  before,  to 
allow  Coun.  Watson  to  make  his  statement 
regarding  his  position  on  public  ownership. 

I  do  not  think  that  I  need  to  make  any 
statement  regarding  my  own  position  other 
than  to  say  that  I  am  in  favor  of  public 
ownership,  and  that  I  feel  that  the  hearings 
on  the  matter  should  be  held  before  the  munici- 
pal election.  It  is  rather  peculiar  to  think 
that  a  motion  has  been  made  to  hold  the 
hearings  after  the  municipal  election  with- 
out one  word  being  said  as  to  why  the  hear- 
ings  should   be  held  after   election. 

I    think    some    reasons,    at    least,    have    been 


advanced  by  both  Coun.  Watson  and  myself 
as  to  why  the  hearings  should  be  held  before 
the  municipal  election,  but  I  have  not  heard 
any  reason  advanced  by  any  member  of  this 
Council  as  to  why  the  hearings  should  be 
postponed  until  after  the  municipal  election. 
Therefore  I  feel  it  is  a  rather  peculiar  amend- 
ment to  submit  at  this  time,  and  I  hope  the 
amendment  will  be  defeated,  and  that  either 
the  date  set  by  myself  or  by  Coun.  Watson 
will   prevail. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
make  my  position  clear.  I  made  the  motion 
for  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  that 
November  10  should  be  the  date.  The  reason 
why  I  made  it  is  that  I  do  not  think  I  should 
sit  here  and  listen  to  ten  or  twelve  different 
candidates  from  each  of  the  twenty-two  wards, 
and  perhaps  ten  or  twelve  candidates  for 
Mayor.  I  want  to  spend  my  time  out  as  a 
candidate  for  Mayor  myself,  and  that  is  one 
of  the  reasons  why  I  want  the  hearings  held 
after  election. 

President  MORIARTY— I  suppose  that  I 
am  responsible,  to  a  degree,  for  that  action. 
I  am  not  going  to  leave  the  chair,  but  I  will 
say  that  it  was  my  idea,  in  voting  for  the 
$15,000,  to  do  so  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
information  and  making  an  investigation,  and 
not  for  the  purpose  of  having  mayoralty  can- 
didates or  candidates  for  any  public  office 
hold  rallies  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  That 
is  my  reason.  I  am  not  making  propaganda 
for  anybody,  and  I  do  not  desire  them  to 
make  it  for  me,  and  it  matters  not  to  me, 
from  the  standpoint  of  a  member  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council,  what  the  stand  of  any  man 
may  be  on  any  municipal  matter. 

But  I,  as  an  individual  citizen,  may  ask 
him  that  question  when  he  is  a  candidate  for 
public  office,  and  he  will  have  the  same  right 
to  answer  at  that  time  as  he  will  have  to  come 
here  and  state  his  position.  We  have  no  as- 
surance that  anybody  will  come  here  or  that 
anybody  will  stay  away.  One  assumption  may 
be  as  correct  as  the  other. 

But  if  we  are  going  to  spend  $15,000  for  the 
purpose  of  making  an  investigation,  as  I  said 
at  the  first  meeting,  I  do  not  see  any  need  of 
holding  public  hearings.  We  are  all  of  the 
same  mind.  Why  not  vote  to  put  it  through 
without  public  hearings  ?  Why  not  put  it 
where  it  rightfully  belongs  ?  We  have  no  as- 
surance, after  spending  $15,000,  that  the 
Mayor   of   Boston   will  attach   his   signature. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  you  do 
not  need  it.  For  the  information  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Council  I  wish  to  say  there  is 
a  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel as  to  whether  or  not  the  Mayor's  signature 
is  necessary,  so  much  so  that  the  Mayor  today 
has  suggested  that  we  ask  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral's opinion  on  that  question.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  I  am  through. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  so  far  as  holding  these  hearings 
before  or  after  election  is  concerned,  I  feel  as 
Coun.  Watson  feels,  that  this  municipal  elec- 
tion is  going  to  be  determined  on  the  platforms 
of  the  candidates  rather  than  on  the  individ- 
uals, and  I  feel  that  one  of  the  very  essential 
planks  in  any  candidate's  platform  is  this 
question  of  municipal  ownership  of  electric 
lighting  plants. 

Of  course  other  issues  are  going  to  enter 
into  the  matter,  the  salaries  of  city  employees, 
contract  labor,  and  so  forth,  are  also  going  to 
enter  into  this  municipal  campaign. 

The  people,  I  believe,  wish  to  be  informed 
before  election  as  to  how  the  candidates  for 
office  stand  on  these  various  issues.  I  feel 
there  is  not  going  to  be  any  expense  connected 
with  this  proposition,  so  far  as  public  hear- 
ings are  concerned.  It  is  not  at  the  expense 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  we  are  to  hold  a 
public  hearing.  What  does  it  amount  to?  We 
have  this  council  chamber,  and  the  candidates, 
if  they  desire  to  do  so,  may  come  here  and 
present  their  reasons  either  in  favor  of 
municipal  ownership  or  in  opposition  to  it. 

There    may    be    some    candidates    mentioned 
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as  mayoralty  timber  who  are  not  in  favor  of 
public  ownership,  and  I  think  it  would  make 
an  appreciable  difference  in  the  votes  for 
some  of  the  candidates  if  that  were  known  be- 
fore election  rather  than   after  it. 

For  that  reason  I  think  these  hearings 
should  at  least  be  started  before  the  munici- 
pal  election   of  this   year. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  we  are  asking 
the  Mayor  to  appropriate  $15,000  for  the  in- 
vestigation of  municipal  ownerthip  of  electric 
lighting  plants,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this 
Council  to  use  that  money  for  such  investiga- 
tion. This  Council  sits  in  office  until  January 
1,  and  the  investigation  is  to  be  held  by  this 
Council,  to  get  information  for  this  Council. 
This  Council  does  not  care,  as  I  take  it, 
what  the  candidates  for  public  office  think  on 
public  ownership.  Let  them  go  out  and  tell 
the  people,  if  they  are  looking  for  votes  on 
that  issue,  how  they  stand  on  the  question. 

If  we  hold  this  hearing  before  the  city  elec- 
tion we  are  going  to  have  probably  as  many 
as  100  candidates  for  election  come  here  and 
express  their  views,  and  I  shall  have  to  sit 
and  listen  to  ther.-:.  Let  them  go  out  and  tell 
the  people,   if   they  wish  to  do  so. 

If  we  hold  these  hearings  after  the  munici- 
pal election  there  will  be  100  fewer  people  to 
appear  before  us  and  take  up  our  time.  We 
will  then  hear  from  the  people  who  are  legiti- 
mately interested  in  the  question,  not  as  can- 
didates for  office  but  as  citizens  of  this  city, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  these  hearings  will  be 
held   after   election. 

President   MORIAKTY— The    question    comes 
on   Coun.   Purcell's   amendment. 
The   amendment  was    adopted. 
Coun.   DONOGHUE— I  doubt   the   vote. 
President       MOEIARTY— Coun.        Donoghue 
doubts  the  vote,   and   requests   further   verifica- 
tion  by   roll   call.      The  clerk  will   call   the   roll. 
The    clerk  proceeded   with    the   roll   call,    and 
when    Coun.    Watson's    name   was    reached,    he 
said,    "Mr.    President,    before    I    announce    my 

vote" 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Watson  will 
vote. 

Coun.  WATSON— I   would   like  to 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Watson  will 
answer  the  clerk  in  roll  call. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  order 
passed,  yeas  6,  nays,  Coun.  Donoghue,  Walsh, 
Watson,   3. 

President  MORIARTY — By  your  action  you 
have  accepted  Coun.  Purcell's  amendment  to 
the  motion  by  Coun.  Donoghue,  and  voted 
that  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  on  Novem- 
ber  10. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
explain   my  vote  on  the  last   question. 

President  MORIARTY— There  is  no  ques- 
tion before  the   house. 


SOLDIERS'  RELIEF. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers'  Relief,  submitted  a  report  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  an  order  granting 
aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families 
for  the  month  of   September. 

Report   accepted  ;   order   passed. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
general    reconsideration. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Brickley 
moves  a  reconsideration  on  all  acts  passed  to- 
day, hoping  the  same   will   not  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  is  the  mo- 
tion   debatable  ? 

Coun.    BRICKLEY— No. 

Coun.  WATSON— Oh.  yes.  it  is.  You  do 
not  know  any  more  about  it  than  my  jittlo 
dog. 


Coun.  BRICKLEY— You  do  not  know  much 
yourself,  but  you  will  lose  your  sarcasm  with 
me. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  ques- 
tion of  reconsideration  is  always  debatable,  is 
3t  not  ? 

President  MORIARTY— No  one  has   stopped 

you  yet. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  at 
this  time  to  favor  reconsideration  of  all  mat- 
ters considered  today,  and  in  particular  the 
question  of  the  date  for  a  hearing  on  public 
lighting. 

My  reasons.  Mr.  President,  are  that  I  wish 
to  explain  why  I  voted  no  on  the  question  of 
the  date  of  the  hearing.  I  wish  to  explain  my 
reason  for  voting  no. 

President  MORIARTY'— The  councilor  will 
talk   on  the   question   of  reconsideration. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  am  doing  so,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, and  I  trust  the  Chair  will  give  me 
latitude 

President  MORIARTY— The  Chair  wiU  give 
.iust  the  latitude  that  everybody  else  here  has 
given  the  Chair  this  afternoon,  and  no  more. 
If  you  want  to  play  sharp  practice.  I  am  in 
a  position  today  to  play  it. 

Coun.    WATSON— Yes,    you   have    the   votes. 

President  MORIARTY— I  certainly  have, 
and  I   have  the  gavel. 

Coun.   BRICKLEY— Mr.   President. 

President  MORIARTY — Coun.   Watson. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  trust  Coun.  Brickley 
will  not   interrupt   me. 

President  MORIARTY— No  member  will 
interrupt  you  while  I  am  here. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  date  of  the  hearing  recon- 
sidered, in  order  that  I  may  change  my  vote 
on  the  question.  I  voted  no  because,  Mr. 
President,  I  want  an  earlier  date.  I  do  not 
desire  that  it  appear  that  I  am  opposed  lo 
public  hearings. 

I  desire  reconsideration  of  that  matter  in 
order  that  myself,  Coun.  Donoghue  and  Coun. 
Walsh,  who  voted  in  the  negative,  may  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  vote  for  the  only 
date  possible   for  a  public  hearing. 

I  had  no  intention  of  delaying  the  public 
hearings  when  I  voted  no.  I  voted  against 
the  amendment  so  that  the  date  which  I 
thought  was  the  best  date  might  be  voted 
upon. 

I  was  denied  an  opportunity  to  explain  my 
vote,  and  I  have  been  obliged,  perhaps,  to 
take  advantage  of  a  technical  parliamentary 
rule  in  order  to  have  an  opportunity  to  put 
myself  right  on  the  record.  I  am  not  taking 
advantage  of  any  sharp  practice  to  put  my- 
self right. 

Coun.  Donoghue.  Coun.  Walsh  and  myself 
favor  public  hearings  on  the  lighting  ques- 
tion, but  we  preferred  an  earlier  date  for 
the  reasons  which  we  gave.  In  the  wisdom 
of  the  Council,  or  for  other  reasons,  it  was 
voted  to  postpone  the  hearings  until  Nos-em- 
ber  10.  one  week  after  election.  I  am  always 
satisfied  with  half  a  loaf  if  I  cannot  get  a 
whole  loaf,  and  I  trust  the  reconsideration  will 
prevail. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Brickley 
moves  reconsideration,  hoping  that  the  same 
will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  move 
you  for  a  division  of  the  question,  and  that 
the  matter  which  refers  to  the  hearing  on 
municipal  ownership  of  electric  lighting  plants 
be  one  part  of  the  question,  and  all  other 
matters  outside  of  the  hearing  be  the  other 
part  of  the   question. 

President  MORIARTY— Coun.  Healey  moves 
a  division  of  the  question. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President.  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order. 

President  MORIARTY— State  the  point  of 
order. 
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Coun.  WATSON — The  question  had  already 
been  put  to  the  Council  before  the  Chair 
recognized  Coun.   Healey. 

President  MORIARTY— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the   point  of  order   is   not  well  taken. 

Coun.  Brickley  moves  that  reconsideration 
be  had  on  all  matters  passed  upon  today, 
hoping  the  same  will   not  prevail. 

Coun.  Healey  moves  that  the  vote  on  the 
lighting  question  be  excluded  for  the  present. 
The  question  comes  on  Coun.  Brickley's  mo- 
tion with  the  exception  of  the  request  of  Coun. 
Healey. 

Reconsideration  was  refused. 

Coun.   BRICKLEY — I  move  to  adjourn. 

President  MORIARTY — Coun.  Brickley  moves 
that  we  adjourn  until  when  ? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — One  week  from  Monday. 

Coun.  HEALEY — If  the  Council  has  no 
objection,     I     would     move,     as     a     matter     of 


courtesy  to  the  three  councilors  who  voted 
no,  that  reconsideration  be  taken  of  the  light- 
ing proposition,  so  that  the  three  councilors 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  change  their  vote. 
I  therefore  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  on  the  lighting  question,  hoping  that  the 
vote  will  prevail,  so  that  Coun.  Watson,  Coun. 
Donoghue  and  Coun.  Walsh  may  change  their 
votes,  if  Coun.  Brickley  will  withdraw  his 
motion  to  adjourn. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— No,  I  will  not  withdraw 
it. 

President  MORIARTY — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  for  an  adjournment  until  a 
week  from  Monday.  It  is  a  vote,  so  ordered, 
and  the  meeting  stands  adjourned  until  a 
week  from  Monday  at  2  o'clock.

I  beg  to  state  that  personally  I  believe  the 
time  has  arrived  for  the  adoption  by  the  city 
of  a  minimum  wage  of  $5  per  day  for  laborers 
and  other  employees ;  however,  it  is  a  finan- 
cial proposition  that  requires  both  careful  study 
and  planning  in  order  to  execute  and  while  it 
is  impossible  to  provide  the  increase  this  year, 
I  can  conceive  of  no  good  reason  why  provi- 
sion cannot  be  made  in  1926  for  such  increase.

Dear  Sir, — Section  3  of  the  Amended  Char- 
ter of  1909  provides  among  other  things  that 
the  Mayor  "may  submit  thereafter  (referring 
to  the  submission  of  the  annual  budget)  sup- 
plementary budgets  until  such  time  as  the  tax 
rate  for  the  year  shall  have  been  fixed."  The 
tax  rate  for  the  current  year  was  fixed  on 
Thursday,  August  27,  four  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  compilation  of  this  report.  It  is 
therefore  legally  impossible  at  this  date  to 
submit  a  supplementary  budget  to  the  City 
Council. 

Even  though  the  time  limit  for  the  submis- 
sion of  supplementary  budgets  had  not  ex- 
pired it  would  still  be  legally  impossible  to 
comply  with  the  order  of  the  Council.  Under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  271  of  the  Acts  of 
1925  the  tax  limit  on  appropriations  for' 
municipal  purposes  in  the  City  of  Boston  was 
fixed  for  the  current  year  at  $11.75  per  thou- 
sand. In  the  annual  budget  submitted  by 
your  Honor  to  the  Council  on  May  4  the  full 
appropriating  power  available  under  this 
limit  was  used.  Consequently  any  supple- 
mentary budget  for  city  purposes  submitted 
to  the  Council  after  the  submission  of  the  an- 
nual budget  would  have  been  illegal,  since 
any  amounts  included  within  it  would  be  in 
excess  of  the  limit  of  appropriations  as  fixed 
by  the  Legislature. 


It  may  be  claimed  that  the  purpose  or  intent 
of  the  Council  order  can  be  accomplished  by 
using  whatever  balances  may  be  expected  to 
remain  in  the  Reserve  Fund  and  departmental 
appropriations  at  the  close  of  the  year.  A 
glance  at  the  balances  of  these  accounts  for 
the  last  three  years  will  indicate,  however, 
that  there  is  small  probability  of  large  bal- 
ances remaining  under  these  items  at  the 
close  of  this  fiscal  year.

The  sharp  downward  trend  indicated  in  this 
table  may  be  directly  attributed,  in  my  opin- 
ion, to  the  refusal  of  the  Legislature,  in  the 
past  three  years,  to  grant  to  the  city  the  full 
appropriating  power  requested  by  the  finan- 
cial officials  of  the  city.  The  tax  limit  requests 
of  the  city  in  the  past  three  years  were  pre- 
pared honestly  and  intelligently.  They  were 
based  on  intensive  studies  of  the  needs  of  the 
city,  and  they  represented  the  irreducible 
minimum  on  which  the  activities  of  the  city 
could  be  administered  efficiently.  The  arbi- 
trary cuts  made  in  the  tax  limit  requests  of 
tha  city  by  the  Legislature  wiped  out  any 
margin  of  safety  that  existed  in  the  calcula- 
tions of  the  city  and  as  a  result  unexpended 
balances  (which  may  be  said  to  represent  a 
margin  of  safety)  have  rapidly  diminished  al- 
most to  the  vanishing  point. 

The  reduction  made  by  the  Legislature  in 
the  tax  limit  request  of  the  city  for  the  cur- 
rent year  was  the  largest  since  the  adoption 
of  the  segregated  budget.  As  a  result  the 
responsible  officials  of  the  city  were  forced  to 
absorb  a  reduction  of  approximately  $1,750,000 
in  the  appropriating  power  of  the  city.  In 
view  of  this  radical  reduction  and  the  story 
revealed  in  the  figures  of  the  last  three  years 
it  would  require  a  very  courageous  person  to 
predict  that  large  unexpended  balances  will 
be  available  at  the  close  of  this  fiscal   year. 

As  indicated  in  the  table  which  is  attached 
to  this  report  5,056  employees,  whose  perma- 
nent positions  are  provided  in  the  budget  for 
the  current  year,  would  be  affected  by  the 
Council  order.  To  increase  the  salaries  of 
these  employees  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  order  would  mean  an  additional 
annual  expense  to  the  city  of  over  a  half  mil- 
lion dollars,- — for  the  balance  of  the  year 
(figuring  from  September  1)  it  would  re- 
quire $176,960.  If  temporary  employees  and 
employees  paid  out  of  loans  and  special  appro- 
priations were  added  to  the  above  figures  the ' 
additional  cost  for  the  balance  of  the  year 
would    closely    approximate    $200,000. 

Under  date  of  August  14,  1925,  your  Honor 
was  advised  by  the  Overseers  of  Public  Wel- 
fare that  despite  the  generous  allowances 
made  to  their  department  in  this  year's 
budget  approximately  $275,000  additional 
would  be  required  before  the  end  of  the  year 
for  Mothers'  Aid  and  Care  of  Dependents.  At 
the  present  moment  it  is  difficult  to  see  just 
where  this  sum  will  be  obtained  but  since  it  is 
a  paramount  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
officials  of  the  city  to  provide  for  the  needy 
poor  and  their  dependents  this  amount  must 
and  will  be  provided. 

With  this  direct  obligation  facing  the  city, 
approval  of  the  Council  order  would  mean  that 
unexpended  departmental  balances  would  have 
to  approximate  $500,000  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  In  other  words,  the  best  record  for  un-. 
expended  balances  made  in  recent  years  would 
have  to  be  equaled.  Personally  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  figures  for  1922-23  can  be  even 
closely  approached.  I  therefore  advise  you 
that,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  legally  and  financially 
impossible  for  you  to  approve  the  attached 
Council  order.

WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Law  Department  report  forthwith  on  the 
Council  order  of  August  24,  1925,  relative  to 
the  right  of  the  Council  to  pass  an  ordinance 
creating  city  physician  to  have  charge  of  the 
commitment  of  the  mental  sick  to  state  hos- 
pitals. 

President  MORIARTY— Does  the  gentleman 
desire  to  have  the  order  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules  ? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  prefer 
to  have  it  go  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
but  I  do  desire  to  say  this.  There  has  been 
considerable  talk  about  the  Law  Department 
handling  certain  matters  that  have  to  do  with 
this  body  and  I  raise  the  question  whether 
or  not  they  have  sufficient  time  to  give  to 
anything  except  routine  business.  I  have  here 
a  concrete  example  of  their  inability  to  attend 
even  to  routine  matters  which  have  to  do  with 
city  affairs.  On  August  24  I  introduced  an 
order  asking  the  Law  Department,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform  this  body 
whether  or  not  it  had  the  right  to  create 
an  ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  having  city 
physicians  under  salary  commit  individuals 
mentally  sick  to  the  state  hospitals.  I  re- 
cited at  that  time  at  length  the  conditions 
relating  to  the  amount  of  money  received  by 
certain  doctors  showing  that  they  received 
upwards  of  $6,000  each  a  year,  two  doctors 
alone  each  receiving  upwards  of  $600  for  the 
month  of  August.  I  insist  upon  something 
being  done  to  prevent  the  continuance  of  a 
policy  that  is  detrimental  to  the  welfare  and 
the  liberties  of  the  people  of  Boston.  I  re- 
iterate what  I  said  at  the  meeting  of  August 
24,  that  today  two  of  the  three  physicians 
doing  the  bulk  of  the  committing  in  the  de- 
partment presided  over  by  Doctor  O'Brien, 
and  indirectly  presided  over  by  Charles  Dana 
in  the  basement  of  this  building,  are  com- 
mitting people  hurriedly,  unjustly  and  unfair- 
ly to  the  hospital  for  the  mentally  sick.  I 
am  vitally  interested  in  this  proposition.  I 
know  of  a  case,  to  which  I  will  not  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council,  that  convinces  me 
that  the  three  doctors  named  by  me  at  the 
previous  meeting  do  not  give  the  proper  at- 
tention to  the  matter  of  inquiring  into  the  con- 
dition of  the  unfortunates  who,  perTiaps,  may 
become  prisoners  for  life  in  the  state  hospital 
for  the  mentally  sick,  sometimes  called  the 
insane  hospital.  They  grind  them  out  down- 
stairs like  corn  through  a  mill.  They  are 
not  even  cared  for.  There  have  been  days 
when  two  doctors  downstairs  under  the  fee 
system  have  committed  twelve  or  fifteen  in- 
dividuals to  the  hospital,  sometimes  not  even 
consulting  with  their  relatives.  I  have  waited 
since  August  24  for  this  information.  I  know 
that  the  Law  Department  has  the  order  be- 
fore it ;  I  know  that  today  is  the  28th  of 
September.  More  than  four  weeks,  five  weeks, 
have  elapsed.  We  have  had  three  meetings  and 
not  a  line  has  been  received  from  that  de- 
partment. I  want  to  say  publicly  that  I 
consider  the  Law  Department  of  Boston  in 
this  particular  case  derelict  in  its  duty.  I 
might  be  even  more  truthful  and  say  that 
they  don't  give  a  damn  about  this  body  or 
the  members  of  it  and  I  think  the  latter 
statement  is  perhaps  even  more  true  than 
the  first.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  ask  that 
the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee,   in    hopes    that    the    Law    Department 


may  give  us  some  information  today  before 
we  adjourn  concerning  the  order  introduced 
by  me  on  August  24. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee.

VETO  OF   BUS   LINE  ORDERS.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  with- 
out my  approval,  orders  adopted  by  your 
honorable  body  under  date  of  September  28, 
1925,  for  the  following  reasons : 

These  contemplated  bus  lines  would  enter 
into  direct  competition  with  the  railroads  which 
now  furnish  an  adequate  service,  and  would 
undoubtedly  only  operate  during  the  season  of 
favorable  weather,  leaving  the  railroads  to  bear 
the  burden  at  the  time  when  operating  ex- 
penses are  the  highest. 

The  prosperity  of  Boston  and  New  England 
is  dependent  in  a  large  measure  upon  the 
efficiency  and  prosperity  of  the  railroads,  which 
now  contribute  an  amount  in  excess  of 
$2,000,000  in  taxes  to  the  city,  and  I  do  not 
believe  it  wise  to  allow  or  encourage  a  form  of 
competition  which  undoubtedly  will  reduce 
their  revenue,  tend  to  impair  the  value  of  their 
property,  and  possibly  result  in  an  increase  in 
the  rates  for  suburban  service.

EXAMINATION  OF  INSANE  PERSONS. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston. 
Law  Department,  October  2,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council ; 

Gentlemen, — The  following  order,  dated  Au- 
gust 24,   1925,  has  been  transmitted  to  me : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  inform  the  City  Council  whether 
or  not  they  have  the  power  to  establish  by  or- 
dinance the  position  of  city  physician  to  have 
charge  of  the  commitment  of  insane  persons." 

I  have  examined  the  statutes  and  ordinances 
pertaining  to  this  matter  and  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  question  of  establishing  subordin- 
ate positions  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  controlled  by  the  provisions 
of  Revised  Ordinances  of  1914,  chapter  3,  sec- 
tion 13,  which  empowers  the  ofBcer  in  charga 
of  a  department  to  increase  the  number  of  sub- 
ordinates in  his  department,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  "in  a  writing  filed  with  the  City 
Auditor." 

If  the  purpose  of  the  order  is  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  a  city  physician  to  have  charge 
of  the  commitment  of  insane  persons  is  to  be 
a  subordinate  in  one  of  the  city  departments,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  existing  ordi- 
nances, the  City  Council  may  not  establish  such 
a  position. 

If,  however,  the  purpose  of  the  order  is  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  a  new  department  or 
a  new  division  within  a  department  can  be  es- 
tablished. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  City 
Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may 
legally  establish  by  ordinance  a  department  or 
a  division  of  a  department  for  the  commitment 
of  insane  persons.  See  Amended  Charter  of 
1909,  section  5. 
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The  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  at  any  time 
by  ordinance  reorganize,  consolidate  or  abolish 
departments  in  whole  or  in  part,  transfer  the 
duties,  powers  and  appropriations  of  one  de- 
partment to  another  in  whole  or  in  part,  and 
establish   new   departments. 

The  attention  of  your  honorable  Board,  how- 
ever, is  directed  to  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  chapter  19,  section  51,  which  requires 
that  before  a  judge  may  commit  a  person  to 
any  institution  for  the  insane  there  must  be 
filed  with  said  judge  a  certificate  of  the  insan- 
ity of  the  person  to  be  commited  "by  two  prop- 
erly qualified  physicians."  Under  the  require- 
ments of  this  provision  of  the  General  Laws  an 
appointment  of  one  city  physician  for  the  com- 
mitment of  insane  persons  would  be  unavailing.

MUNICIPAL   LIGHTING   PLANT. 

The  following  was   received :

To  the  City  Council, 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  of 
your  honorable  body  requesting  me  to  provide 
an  appropriation  of  $15,000  to  cover  the  ex- 
pense of  public  hearings,  legal  expenses  and 
such  other  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  for  an 
investigation  of  the  subject  of  municipal  own- 
ership of  lighting  plants. 

This  question  has  been  the  subject  of  a 
number  of  investigations  and  hearings  by  the 
City  Council,  dating  from  1895  to  1921.  The 
City  Council  of  1921,  which  contained  five  mem- 
bers of  the  present  body,  after  a  visit  to  other 
cities,  voted  in  favor  of  the  establishing  of  a 
municipal  plant. 

I  have  gathered  the  information,  not  only 
from  members  of  the  Council,  but  from 
their  public  utterances  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council  Chamber,  that  the  Council  has  already 
voted  in  committee  to  adopt,  an  order  to  estab- 
lish a  municipal  electric  lighting  plant,  and 
that  every  member  of  the  Council  except  Con- 
cilor  Lane  has  declared  that  he  will  vote  in  fa- 
vor of  such  an  order  when  it  comes  before 
your   body. 

If  this  information  is  approximately  correct, 
there  appears  to  be  no  real  necessity  for  the 
expenditure   of   $15,000    or    any   other    sum    for 
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the  purposes  of  giving  public  hearings  or  in- 
vestigations upon  the  subject  at  this  time,  and 
I  see  no  reason  for  obtaining  assistance  other 
than  the  City  Law  Department  and  the  other 
city  officials  to  advise  the  Council  in  prepara- 
tion  of  the   necessary   order.

Chairman  LANE — For  the  information  of 
the  Mayor,  I  will  say  that  I  am  already  on 
record  as  having  voted  for  the  establishment 
of  a  municipal  lighting  plant  in  1921.  It  was 
not  necessary  for  me  to  go  on  I'ecord  again  at 
the  last  meeting  at  which  the  question  was 
brought   up.      Motions,    orders    and   resolutions. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following— That 
the  City  of  Boston  acquire  and  maintain  within 
its  limits  a  plant  or  plants,  including  suitable 
land,  structures  and  other  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances for  manufacturing  and  distributing  elec- 
tricity for  municipal  use  and  for  the  use 
of  its  inhabitants,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  in  order 
that  the  order  may  go  on  its  passage  today.  It 
is  only  fair  to  the  members  that  I  explain  why 
I  introduce  this  order  at  this  time,  especially 
when  the  Council  has  voted  to  hold  hearings 
on  the  question  after  election.  I  favored,  to- 
gether with  Coun.  Walsh  and  Donoghue,  an 
early  hearing,  prior  to  election,  but  we  were 
outvoted,  and  the  date  for  a  hearing  to  the  op- 
ponents and  proponents  of  the  proposition  was 
set  for  November  10,  one  week  after  election. 
That  would  have  been  satisfactory  to  me,  Mr. 
President,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  it  is 
being  said  about  the  ward,  where  I  am  a  can- 
didate for  the  Council,  that  I  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  putting  off  the  matter  of  voting  on 
public  ownership  until  after  election,  which,  of 
course,  is  absolutely  without  foundation  in  fact. 
I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  the  public  desire 
action  on  this  question.  I  also  feel  that  the 
public — and  I  agree  with  them,  generally  speak- 
ing— believe  in  public  hearings  on  important 
matters,  and  this  is  an  important  matter.  But, 
because  the  Legislature  has  so  framed  legisla- 
tion in  the  interest  of  the  public  service  cor- 
porations as  to  make  it  hard,  if  not  in  some 
cases  impossible,  for  cities  and  towns  in  Massa- 
chusetts to  acquire,  maintain  and  operate  munic- 
ipal lighting  plants  or  any  other  pubic  utility, 
I  am  compelled  now  to  seek  the  passage  of  this 
order  at  this  time.  I  do,  however,  want  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council  to 
the  fact  that  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company,  the  base  offender,  the  organization  of 
capital  that  I  have  been  fighting  for  twenty- 
five  years  without  a  let-up,  as  they  have  been 
fighting  me,  have  never  given  me  quarter,  nor 
have  I  sought  it,  and  I  in  turn  have  done  my 
very  best,  with  the  support  I  have  had,  to  make 
the  going  very  rough  for  them.  Today,  in  my 
district  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany are  trying  to  defeat  me  for  re-election, 
and  at  least  one  of  their  puppets  or  creatures 
has  said  that  I  am  not  in  favor  of  public 
ownership,  and  that  I  was  responsible  for  put- 
ting the  question  over  until  after  election,  then 
intending  to  vote  to  kill  it.  Of  course,  I  don't 
have  to  deny  to  my  colleagues.  They  know  my 
position.  The  press  does  not  need  to  have  me 
deny  that.  They  know  that  I  have  an  obsession 
in  favor  of  public  ownership  of  public  utilities, 
if  you  wish  to  have  me  admit  it.  Now,  we  will 
undoubtedly  pass  this  order  today.  We  have 
already  voted,  eight  in  committee,  in  favor  of 
taking  such  action,  but  at  my  suggestion  and 
the  suggestion  of  several  councilors  it  was 
thought  best  to  have  public  hearings,  in  order 
that  the  opponents  might  be  given  a  chance  to 
be  heard,  which  was  perfectly  fair.  Under  the 
law,  the  City  Council  or  boards  of  aldermen  of 
cities  and  selectmen  of  towns  in  Massachusetts, 
must  vote  for  two  consecutive  .vears — not  one 
year  and  then  jumping  two  years,  but  two  con- 
secutive years — by  a  two-thirds  vote,  in  favor 
of  acquiring,   maintaining  or   erecting   lighting 


plants  under  municipal  ownership,  control  and 
direction,  and  then  after  they  have  voted  favor- 
ably in  that  way  for  two  consecutive  years,  the 
matter  is  then  referred  to  the  people  on  a 
referendum  for  their  approval  or  disapproval. 
Therefore,  if  we  pass  this  measure  today  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company,  one 
of  the  greatest  combinations  of  capital  in  ex- 
istence today,  which  has  been  created  and  has 
grown  up  through  watering  of  stock  and  legis- 
lative preference,  because  whatever  they  ask  on 
Beacon  Hill  they  get  either  by  hook  or  crook — 
will  lose  none  of  their  rights,  because  the  ques- 
tion wiU  then  have  to  be  acted  upon  next  year. 
Then  next  year,  if  I  come  back,  as  I  believe  I 
win,  and  if  I  don't,  some  other  man  who  be- 
lieves as  I  do  in  this  matter,  with  the  help  of 
other  progressive  members  of  the  Council, 
will  introduce  and  have  acted  upon  an  order 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  municipal 
plant  in  connection  with  which  a  pub- 
lic hearing  will  be  given  and  those  for  or 
against  will  have  the  fullest  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  I  am  therefore  strongly  in  favor  of  this 
proposition.  I  have  prepared  an  article  for  the 
papers,  and  I  cannot  close  without  some  refer- 
ence to  it,  so  that  some  one  may  not  say  that 
I  said  something  else,  or  may  not  print  some- 
thing that  I  did  not  say.  I  want  to  say  that 
in  Cleveland  and  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  Fort 
Wayne,  Spokane,  Seattle,  right  here  in  Holyoke 
in  Massachusetts,  and  in  twenty-five  other 
cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States,  they  have 
municipal  ownership  and  operation  of  their 
lighting  plant.  I  have  here — and  I  will  not 
burden  the  Council  by  reading  them — the  secret 
agreements  of  the  Edison  Company,  designed  to 
keep  themselves  in  control  of  the  lighting  sit- 
uation, and  the  frank,  open  agreements  of  the 
municipal  plant  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
for  example.  I  have  here  reports  sent  to  me  by 
Mayor  Thomas  of  Columbus,  including  the  re- 
port for  this  year,  that  has  not  been  printed 
yet,  which  might  be  brought  out  in  case  we  had 
a  public  hearing,  but  which  I  will  not  burden 
the  Council  by  reading  at  this  time.  The  city 
of  Cleveland  has  its  own  municipal  lighting 
plant,  and  there  is  also  in  that  city  the  private 
plant  of  the  Edison.  Many  years  ago  the  most 
progressive  mayor  in  the  United  States,  Tom 
Johnson,  started  a  movement  in  favor  of  pub- 
lic ownership  in  Cleveland,  not  only  of  the 
lighting  plant  but  of  the  street  railway,  and 
the  lighting  interests  almost  drove  him  to  his 
grave,  financially  and  physically.  They 
hounded  him  until  he  died.  I  heard  him  speak 
of  the  matter  when  we  were  going  to  Denver 
in  1908,  talking  with  Mr.  George  Fred  Williams 
and  Mr.  Connors  of  New  York,  and  he  told  Mr. 
Williams  in  my  presence  that  they  were  hard- 
ly stopping  even  at  trying  to  kill  him.  because 
of  his  interest  in  the  lighting  question  on  be- 
half of  the  public.  That  is  what  he  was  suffer- 
ing at  the  hands  of  private  ownership  in 
Cleveland,  and  I  believe  it.  They  will  stop  at 
nothing.  In  Cleveland  the  city  started  a  small 
unit  over  twenty  years  ago,  and  the  lighting 
interests  bought  up  the  employees  of  the  munici- 
pal plant.  They  found  monkey  wrenches 
thrown  into  the  dynamoes,  the  machinery 
ruined,  short-circuiting  of  the  wires.  But  Tom 
Johnson  continued  until  a  municipal  plant  was 
established  on  a  strong  basis.  They  now  have 
about  two-fifths  of  the  business  and  house 
lighting  and  of  the  street  lighting  in  Cleveland. 
They  have  expanded  immensely  and  have 
brought  down  the  price  of  street  lights  from 
$150  per  light  per  year  in  Cleveland,  under 
private  ownership  of  the  Edison  Company,  to 
the  point  where  today  the  city  of  Cleveland, 
through  its  municipal  plant,  furnishes  two- 
fifths  of  the  street  lights,  the  Edison  Company 
supplying  three-fifths,  and  they  have  agreed  on 
one  price,  $19  per  lamp  per  year,  with  the  same 
are  light  that  we  have  here :  and  for  private 
lighting  Ihey  have  come  down  step  by  step  from 
fifteen  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  twenty-seven 
years  ago  under  private  ownership,  until  today, 
having  come  down  successively  to  11.  9.  8  and 
6  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  until  today  the  Edi- 
son Company  lights  three-fifths  of  the  city  of 
Cleveland  and  the  municipal  plant  two-fifths, 
the  Edison  charging  .S  cents  per  kilowatt  hour 
and  the  city  plant  3  cents  per  kilowatt  hour — 
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and  on  that  basis  making  money  for  the  inhab- 
itants of  Cleveland,  and  the  private  plant  is 
making  money  for  its  stockholders.  In  Cleve- 
land, you  can  light  and  heat  your  house  and 
cook  by  electricity,  and  can  use  electric  power 
for  your  Vifashing  machines,  vacuum  cleaners, 
irons  and  other  appliances,  for  the  ordinary 
house  such  as  I  live  in,  at  about  $4.60  per 
month,  $4  cheaper  than  I  pay  for  gas  in  my 
house,  only  using  the  gas  for  lighting  purposes. 
I  might  go  on  here  forever,  but  I  think  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  continue.  This  is  a 
thing  that  is  bound  to  come  whether  we  are 
here  or  whether  we  have  gone.  We  are  blessed 
in  this  city — more  so  than  Tom  Johnson  was 
in  Cleveland  in  his  day — with  an  organ,  a  paper 
that  believes  in  public  ownership.  The  man- 
aging editor  was  part  of  a  commission  in  Chi- 
cago that  generated,  made  electricity  for  light- 
ing the  city  streets,  and  Mr.  Mahoney,  the 
managing  editor  of  the  Boston  American,  told 
me  within  a  few  weeks  that  as  a  result 
of  the  activities  in  Chicago  the  streets  there 
are  being  lighted  by  electricity,  which  they 
generate  themselves,  at  $12  per  lamp  per  year, 
while  here  we  are  paying  $81.  or  $79  under 
contract.  When  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion said  that  no  contract  should  be  signed 
with  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Edison  Company 
refused  to  make  a  contract,  and  instead  of 
making  the  price  for  street  lights  $79  have  in- 
creased it  to  $81.  Now,  my  friends  and  fel- 
low members,  I  want  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  are  absent  from  this 
Council  today  two  members,  and,  if  it  were 
not  for  the  fact  that  this  is  the  last  meeting 
before  election,  I  would  wait  until  they  were 
present  with  us  to  vote  upon  the  matter. 
But  I  want  to  s'ay  that  I  believe  that  I  am 
authorized,  under  the  circumstances,  in  asking 
that  the  order  be  acted  upon  today.  I  know 
that  I  am  in  the  case'  of  one  of  the  members, 
and  I  believe  that  is  true  in  the  case  of  the 
other.  Coun.  Moriarty  is  absent.  I  am  told 
that  he  is  at  a  funeral.  He  did  not  know 
that  I  was  going  to  bring  the  order  up  to- 
day. In  fact,  I  had  not  made  up  my  mind  to 
do  so  until  I  got  here  this  afternoon.  But 
Coun.  Moriarty  has  as  one  of  the  planks  in 
his  platform  municipal  ownership  of  electric 
lighting  plants,  and  I  know  if  he  were  here 
he  would  register  "yes"'  on  the  proposition. 
He  was  prepared  to  vote  for  it  weeks  ago 
without  a  hearing ;_  in  fact,  he  led  the  fight 
at  that  time.  Coun.  Donoghue  supported  me 
in  the  committee.  With  Coun.  Walsh  he  voted 
for  me  in  favor  of  an  early  hearing.  So  I 
can  say  without  fear  of  contradictidn  ithat  Coun. 
Donoghue,  if  he  were  here  "when  the  matter 
was  voted  upon,  would  vote  "yes,"  as  I  will. 
I  simply  say  this  in  order  to  have  the  position 
of  those  members  understood,  as  I  understood 
it,  and  to  protect  them  in  their  absence.  They 
are  entitled  to  that  protection.  They  both 
favor  public  ownership,  and  have  said  so  pub- 
licly and  openly.  Therefore,  I  hope  we  will 
pass  the  order  today  by  unanimous  vote.  I 
know  that  you,  Mr.  Chairman  (Coun.  Lane), 
saw  the  operation  of  public  plants  in  the  West, 
and  that  you,  even  though  you  come  from,  the 
highbrow  district  of  Boston,  believe  in  pub- 
lic ownership,  believe  it  is  the  proper  thing. 
Therefore  I  trust  that  the  rules  will  be  sus- 
pended and  that  the  order  will  be  passed  at 
this  time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule,  yeas  8,  nays  0  (Coun.  Donoghue  enter- 
ing the  chamber  as  the  vote  was  being  taken)  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Giibody, 
Healey,    Lane,    Purcell,    Walsh,    Watson,    8. 

Nays — 0. 

Coun.  WATSON  moved  a  reconsideration, 
trusting  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.

ORDINANCES   RECALLED   FROM 
COMMITTEE 

Chairman  WATSON— At  this  time  the 
Chair  desires,  with  the  permission  of  the 
Council,  to  recall  from  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  the  ordinance  concering  salary 
of  deputy  sealers  of  weights  ad  measures,  and 
also  the  ordinance  concerning  the  salary  of 
.iail  officers.  If  we  do  not  pass  those  ordi- 
nances or  defeat  them  today  they  will  become 
a  law  under  the  charter.  I,  for  one,  desire 
to  vote  on  the  proposition  and  don't  wish  to 
have  them  become  law  because  of  laxness  of 
duty  on  our  part. 

The  matters  referred  to,  which  have  been 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  for  adoption  by 
the  City  Council  and  which  become  effective 
unless  previously  rejected  or  withdrawn  after 
November   8,   1925,   were  as  follows : 

1.  Ordinance  concerning  salary  of  deputy 
sealer   of   weights  and   measures. 

2.  Ordinance  concerning  salary  of  jail  oflR- 
cers. 

Both  ordinances  were  ordered  withdrawn 
from    the    Committee    on     Ordinances. 

Chairman  WATSON— If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, I  will  first  take  up  the  ordinance  con- 
cerning salary  of  deputy  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures. 

The  Council  voted  to  first  consider  the  or- 
dinance concerning  salary  of  deputy  sealer  of 
weights   and   measures. 

Chairman  WATSON — I  want  to  state,  as  a 
matter  of  record,  that  I  have  no  personal 
reason  for  opposing  the  ordinance,  but  I  am 
opposed   to    it   because    it    seems   to    elevate   a 


particular  individual  over  the  heads  of  several 
faithful  deputies  that  have  been  there  for 
many  years  and  who  have  given  good  service. 
I  don't  think  it  is  encouraging  or  conducive 
to  improvement  in  the  efficiency  of  a  depart- 
ment to  take  a  brand  new  man  and  elevate  him 
to  a  higher  position  than  others  who  are 
doing  the  same  kind  of  work  and  who  have 
been  there  longer.  The  gentleman  referred  to 
has  gone  there  from  the  Mayor's  office.  He  is 
a  friend  of  mine,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  but 
there  are  several  other  deputy  sealers  who 
have  been  there  longer  and  who  are  faithful 
employees.  They,  also,  are  friends  of  mine. 
If  I  were  a  deputy  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  and  had  been  in  that  office  for  six, 
eight,  twelve  or  fifteen  years,  ■  and  it  were 
then  sought  to  create  a  position  and  put  in  a 
brand  new  man  over  me,  I  would  feel  quite 
offended ;  and  what  is  good  enough  for  me  is 
good  enough  for  anyone  else.  Therefore,  I  in- 
tend to  vote  against  the  ordinance.  I  think 
it  ought  to  be  defeated  on  general  grounds. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  the  ordinance  be  rejected  without  preju- 
dice. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  rejected  with- 
out prejudice.

VETO   OF  MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING   PLANT 
ORDER. 

The  following   was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor    November  3,  1925. 
To   the   City   Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  the  order  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  on  October  19,  1925,  providing  for  the 
establishing  of  a  municipal  lighting  plant.  It 
ia  with  considerable  reluctance  that  I  take 
this  action,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  have 
been  for  many  years  and  am  now  a  believer 
in  public  ownership  of  public  utilities  wher- 
ever practicable.  The  arguments  against  the 
City  of  Boston  embarking  in  the  enterprise  at 
the  present  time,  however,  are,  to  my  mind, 
so  strong  as  to  make  it  imperative  that  the 
chief  magistrate  of  this  city  disapprove  it 
without   regard   for   political  considerations. 

The  real  remedy  for  excessive  lighting  rate's 
is  at  hand  and  needs  only  the  assistance  of 
an  aroused  public  sentiment.  The  election  of 
the  public  utilities  commission  by  the  people, 
or  the  election  of  a  governor  who  would  re- 
constitute the  commission  by  the  appointment 
of  an  entirely  new  membership  would  un- 
doubtedly result  in  a  reduction  of  rates  and 
would  avoid  either  a  wasteful  duplication  of 
electric  lighting  plants  or  the  taking  of  the 
present  Edison  plant  at  an  enormous  expense 
and   possibly  an   inflated   valuation. 

It  is  impossible  to  obtain  in  advance  a  re- 
liable estimate  of  the  cost  of  establishing  a 
municipal  lighting  plant  by  the  city,  but  the 
estimates  range  from  fifty  to  one  hundred 
million    dollars. 

If  the  taxpayers  are  to  be  loaded  with  any 
more  burdens  than  they  are  already  carrying 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  city's  credit  should 
be  used  for  the  many  pressing  necessities  to 
which  I  have  called  attention  during  my  ad- 
ministration, rather  than  in  attempting  to  ac- 
complish something  which  can  and  should  be 
effected  by  the  votes  of  the  people  without  the 
expenditure  of  a  dollar.

NORTH    FERRY    REPAIRS. 

The  following  was   received ; 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  4,  1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  accom- 
panying communication  submitted  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  in  which  he 
directs  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  sup- 
porting tank  and  drops  at  the  North  Ferry 
are  in  such  condition  that  replacement 
should  be  made  at  once.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that  the 
sum  of  from  $25,000  to  $35,000  would  be  re- 
quired to  repair  the  drops   and  tank. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  expenditure 
would  simply  serve  as  a  makeshift  of  the 
most  temporary  character,  it  has  been  deemed 
advisable  to  install  ferry  drops  similar  to  those 
with  which  the  South  Ferry  on  both  sides  is 
now  equipped,  namely,  modern  double  teaming 
ferry  drops,  and  I  accordingly  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  orders  pro- 
viding the  necessary  money  for  the  installa- 
tion of  the  drops,  as  recommended  by  the 
Commissioner   of    Public    Works.

The  South  Ferry,  on  both  sides,  is  now 
equipped  with  modern  double  teaming  ferry 
drops  and  it  is  intended  to  equip  the  North 
Ferry  in  the  same  manner,  so  that  when  the 
two  new  boats  are  put  in  commission  all  of 
the  drops  should  be  identical ;  but  it  does  not 
seem  probable  that  sufficient  money  can  be 
made  available  to  carry  through  this  program 
now. 

One  of  the  North  Ferry  drops  is  in  partic- 
ularly bad  condition,  together  with  its  sup- 
porting tank,  and  in  order  to  put  it  in  good 
condition  from  $25,000  to  $35,000  must  be 
spent  out  of  the  maintenance  item  very 
shortly.  The  cost  of  a  new  pair  of  drops, 
with  foundations,  is  approximately  $275,000, 
and  if  this  could  be  provided  by  loan  a  con- 
tract for  two  of  these  drops  could  be  awarded 
at  once. 

If  this  amount  is  not  available,  we  can  see 
no  better  use  for  $140,000,  if  it  could  be  pro- 
vided by  loan,  than  the  award  of  a  contract 
for  one  new  type  drop  to  replace  the  old  drop 
on  which  must  be  spent  from  $25,000  to  $35,000 
and  be  abandoned  within  probabb'  a  year  and 
a  half. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  $140,000  be 
made  available  for  one  new  type  teaming  drop 
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at  the  North  Ferry,  and  we  suggest  that 
$30,000  can  be  transferred  from  the  balance  of 
Beacon  Street  Bridge,  rebuilding,  and  $30,000 
from  the  balance  of  Chelsea  Bridge  South, 
which  would  make  $80,000  to  be  obtained  by 
loan  inside  the  debt  limit  within  the  borrow- 
ing capacity  of  the  city.

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hold  any  social  assembly 
composed  of  ten  or  more  persons  of  both  sexes 
within  the  City  of  Boston  between  the  hours  of 
twelve  o'clock  midnight  and  seven  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  in  any  building,  other  than  a  private 
residence  or  dwelling,  where  food  is  served  or  danc- 
ing is  held  or  where  food  is  served  and  dancing  is 
held,  unless  such  premises  are  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  police  of  the  City  of  Boston  at  all  times 
while  such  assembly  is  being  held;  and  every 
person  responsible  in  any  way  for  the  promotion, 
management  or  conduct  of  any  such  assembly  or 
in  attendance  thereat  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars;  and  the  police  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  inspect  any  such  assembly  and  the 
place  thereof  whenever  they  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  City  is  in 
danger  of  being  violated.

INCREASE   IN   MAYOR'S   SALARY.

Gentlemen, — The  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  office  of  Mayor  of  Boston  have  so  increased 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Charter  amendments  as 


to  require  at  the  present  time  the  entire  time  and 
attention  of  the  official  elected  to  discharge  the 
same. 

In  1909  when  the  revised  charter  was  adopted, 
the  expenditures  of  the  city  were  $33,787,306.07. 
During  the  year  1924  the  expenditures  were 
$74,143,216.19.  These  figures  clearly  indicate  an 
increase  of  over  100  per  cent  in  municipal  expendi- 
tures in  a  period  of  sixteen  years,  and  connote  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  work  of  the  office. 
The  salary  at  present  paid  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
was  established  some  forty  years  ago,  and  is 
neither  commensurate  with  the  duties  of  the 
office  nor  in  keeping  with  the  importance  and 
dignity  attaching  thereto. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the

providing  an  increase  in  salary  from  $10,000  to 

$15,000  per  annum,  effective  as  of  January  4,  1926.

RESCISION  OF  PART  OF  CASTLE  ISLAND 
LOAN. 

The  following  was  received :

Gentlemen, —  Under  date  of  May  5,  1925,  your 
honorable  body  approved  a  loan  in  the  sum  of 
$400,000  for  Castle  Island  Improvements.  For 
more  than  a  year  nesrotiations  have  been  in  progress 
with  a  view  to  securin"  ?  release  of  rights  from  the 
Federal  Government  and  an  exchange  or  sale  of 
land  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  and  while  progress  has 
been  made  there  is  everj-  indication  that  many 
months  may  elapse  before  a  clear  title  can  be 
obtained  to  the  property. 

Under  the  circumstances,  as  the  money  was 
originally  appropriated  for  South  Boston  improve- 
ments, the  money,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  ex- 
pended in  South  Boston.  I  have  conferred  with 
the  Park  Commission  and  they  are  in  agreement 
upon  a  program  of  expenditure  which  should  be 
provided  at  once. 

The  present  bathing  establishment  at  L  street, 
South  Boston,  is  one  of  the  best  patronized  institu- 
tions of  its  kind  to  be  found  on  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board. Constructed  of  wood  many  years  ago  and 
exposed  to  the  elements  it  represents  a  serious  fire 
hazard.  The  loss  of  this  building  during  the  spring 
or  summer  season  would  be  a  serious  blow  to  this 
splendid  health-giving,  recreational  institution. 

In  my  opinion  the  best  interests  of  the  city 
require  the  erection,  at  the  earliest  possible  date, 
of  a  permanent  bathing  establishment  to  replace 
the  present  L  street  fire  hazard.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  a  structure  of  steel,  concrete  and 
glass,  with  laundry  equipment,  which  would  permit 
both  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  operation  of 
the  institution,  should  be  installed  and  I  ace  .rdingly 
recommend  the  rescinding  of  the  sum  of  $.$80,000 
of  the  $400,000  loan  approved  under  date  of  May  5, 
1925,  for  Castle  Island  Improvements.

COMMENDATION    OF   MOTOR 
TRANSPORTATION   POLICY. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  30,  1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlmen — The  sound  policy  of  the  Boston 
city  government  with  reference  to  the  granting  of 
motor  transportation  franchises  has  been  most 
commendable.  It  is  essential,  in  the  interest  of 
street  and  steam  railroad  transportation  systems 
entering  or  leaving  Boston,  that  the  pohcy  which 
has  been  in  operation  be  maintained. 

I  have  no  animus  for  any  individual,  or  group 
of  individuals,  that  may  seek  a  franchise  for  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles  but  it  is  my  firm  con- 
viction that  the  granting  of  franchises  to  indi- 
viduals, or  groups  of  individuals,  where  satisfactory 
service  is  already  provided  by  an  existing  street 
or  steam  railroad  transportation  company,  that  it 
is  unwise  to  permit  of  the  introduction  of  cut- 
throat competition  which  will  operate  only  when 
weather  permits.  The  industrial  security  and  the 
welfare  of  the  people  of  Boston  require  strong  and 
dependable  transporaation  systems  and  I  am 
grateful  to  the  City  Council  for  the  support  which 
they  have  accorded  me  in  my  position  with  refer- 
ence to  the  transportation  problem. 

Frankly  there  is  no  other  course  that  could 
logically  be  taken  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  system  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1925,  paid  in  salaries  to  its 
employees  $17,358,670.49,  in  addition  to  taxes 
amounting  to  $763,416.68  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  a  sum  one  half  as  great  to  the  Commonwealth, 
or  a  total  to  the  Federal  Government,  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  twelve  cities 
and  towns,  including  Boston,  in  which  the  system 
operates,  of  $1,618,306.13. 

The  figures  with  reference  to  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Corporation  are 
equally  interesting.  The  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  employs  approximately 
33,000  persons  and  its  pay  roll  for  1924  was 
$56,500,000,  a  large  portion  of  wnich  sum  was 
expended  within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

In  the  matter  of  taxes  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Corporation  paid 
to  the  Commonwealth  and  the  141  cities  and  towns, 
including  Bo.ston,  in  which  it  operates,  the  sum  of 
$2,403,990.10,  of  which  sum  Boston  received  a 
total  of  $1,199,155.05.  It  is  necessary,  if  these 
corporations  are  to  continue  to  furnish  tlie  charac- 
ter of  transportation  service  that  the  public  and 
territory  served  by  the  corporations  require,  that 
encouragement  be  furnished  by  the  city  whenever 
possible. 

I  am  informed  that  some  six  appl  ications  filed 
by  the  New  England  Transportation  Company 
for  licenses  to  operate  motor  buses  b'twecn 
Boston  and  Massacnusetts  cities  has  been  pending 
before  your  Honorable  body  for  more  tl  an  a  month. 
The  granting  of  these  petitions  reprcstnts  an 
important  method  by  wnich  the  city  can  legiti- 
mately aid  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  for 
good  and  I  sincerely  trust  your  honorable  body 
will  approve  any  and  all  petitions  presented  by 
the  corporations  representing  any  street  and 
steam  railroad  transportation  interest  in  Massa- 
chusetts, without  delay.

Gentlemen, — -I  beg  to  submit  herewith  cor- 
respondence received  from  the  office  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  in  connection  with  the  suit 
instituted  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a  revision  in  telephone  rates  as  assented  to 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  Massachu- 
setts. In  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
the  sum  of  $25,000  will  be  necessary  for  the  conduct 
of  this  work. 

In  view  of  the  amount  involved,  representing  in 
the  event  that  the  city  is  successful  in  its  action  a 
saving  to  the  taxpayers  approximating  $10,000,000 
in  Massachusetts,  the  major  portion  of  the  burden 
being  borne  by  citizens  of  Boston,  I  respectfully 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

2.  Report  on  ordinance  providing  for  better 
safeguarding  of  passengers  in  elevators  (referred 
from  last  year)-rthat  the  same  ought  to  pass,  as 
follows: 

An  Ordinance  Providing  for  the  Better  Safe- 
guarding of  Passengers  in  Elevators. 

Section  1.  That  all  elevators  in  use  or  that  may 
be  installed  within  the  city  of  Boston  for  the 
carrying  of  passengers  are  required  to  have  placed 
thereon  or  attached  thereto  such  automatic  lock- 
ing device,  electrical  or  mechanical,  as  will  prevent 
the  operation  of  the  cab  in  such  elevator  in  a 
direction  away  from  the  floor  while  any  gate,  door 
or  doors  at  the  landings  that  are  used  for  entrance 
thereto  or  exit  therefrom  are  open  or  umsecurcd. 
The  said  device  to  place  the  power  of  controlling 
the  elevator  beyond  the  control  of  the  operator 
while  any  such  gate,  door  or  doors  on  said  landin.  s 
leading  to  or  from  the  cab  are  open  or  unsecured 
except  that  a  device  shall  be  provided  in  the  cab 
to  render  the  locking  device  inoperative  in  case  of 
emergency. 

2.  A  hoistway  door  or  gate  shall  be  considered 
locked  when  within  four  (4)  inches  of  full  closure 
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if  at  this  point  and  any  other  up  to  full  closure 
the  door  or  gate  is  prevented  from  being  opened 
more  than  four  (4)  inches  from  tae    landing   side. 

3.  Any  person,  persons,  firrn  or  corporation  who 
may  own  or  control  any  building  where  passenger 
elevators  are  used  shall  be  required  within  one  year 
on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  to  have  said 
automatic  device  placed  thereon  or  attached 
thereto,  the  same  to  be  m  perfect  operation. 

4.  Any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
for  each  offence.

NEW   MUNICIPAL  PRINTING    PLANT. 

The  following  was  received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  7,   1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen. — The  Printing  Department  has 
been  located  since  1897  in  leased  quarters. 
It  has  been  the  custom  to  lease  premises  for 
a  period  of  one  year  with  the  privilege  of 
renewal  for  a  full  period  of  five  years,  and 
unfortunately  the  experience  of  the  city  has 
been  that  when  the  time  arrived  for  re- 
newal of  lease,  the  lessor  invariably  increased 
the  renewal   from  25   to   50   per   cent. 

During  the  time  the  city  has  been  engaged 
in  the  printing  business  as  a  municipality 
the  premises  occupied  by  the  Printing  De- 
partment have  twice  been  ordered  vacated 
and  it  has  been  necessary  on  two  other  oc- 
casions to  remove  from  premises  occupied. 
The  removal  of  intricate  and  bulky  machinery 
such  as  is  required  in  the  conduct  of  a  print- 
ing department  represents  a  considerable  ex- 
penditure in  addition  to  the  Joss  represented 
by  the  suspension  of  activities,  the  injury 
to  machinery  and  material,  and  the  incon- 
venience resulting  to  the  departments  whose 
printing   is  done  by  the   Printing  Department. 

The  Printing  Department,  during  its  time 
of  operation  despite  the  fact  that  working 
conditions  have  been  better  than  in  private 
employ  and  that  the  union  rate  of  wages 
has  been  paid  at  all  times  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  administration,  a  balance  has  been 
created  which  today  amounts  to  a  sum  in 
excess  of  $200,000.  For  the  protection  of 
the  city  and  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
Printing  Department  it  would  appear  not 
only  desirable  but  necessary  that  a  municipally 
owned  printing   plant  be   established. 

The  property  of  the  City  of  Boston  located 
on  Battery,  Commercial  and  Salutation  streets 
and  formerly  occupied  by  Police  Division  8 
is  no  longer  required  for  police  purposes. 
Attempts  have  been  made  to  dispose  of  this 
property  at  public  auction  and  the  property 
has  failed  of  a  purchaser.  The  property  in 
question  has  been  examined  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Printing  and  by  the  municipal  real 
estate  expert.  There  is  light  and  air  on 
three  sides  and  with  the  addition  of  adjoining 
wooden  tenement  property,  which  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  should  be  removed,  a  lot 
of  sufficient  size  may  be  made  available  as  the 
site  for  a  printing  plant. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  accompanying  order.

Gentlemen, — The  property  owned  by  the 
City  of  Boston  formerly  occupied  for  police 
purposes  and  commonly  known  as  Police  Sta- 


tion 8,  located  at  Battery,  Commercial  and 
Salutation  streets,  was  vacated  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  Police  Station  8  on  Com- 
mercial street.  Attempts  have  been  made, 
without  success,  to  dispose  of  the  property 
since  the  occupancy  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  the  new  Police  Station  8.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Police  Commissioner  the  prem- 
ises in  question  are  no  longer  required  for 
police  purposes  and  an  opportunity  has  been 
presented  for  the  utilization  of  the  premises 
as  the  site  for  a  municipal  printing  plant.

In  the  event  of  destruction 
by  fire  either  in  the  early  spring  or  summer 
the  people  of  Boston  would  be  deprived  dur- 
ing the  greater  part  of  the  year  of  the  privi- 
lege that  they  enjoy,  which  is  recognized  as 
a  contributing  factor  in  the  health  and  well- 
being  of  the  community.  With  a  desire  to 
guard  against  this  contingency,  I  respectfully 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompany- 
ing   order.

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
there  ought  to  be  some  sort  of  new  procedure  in 
these  matters.  As  long  as  wc  are  going  out  of 
office,  I  suppose  we  are  not  so  much  interested  in 
it,  but  in  view  of  the  resentment,  the  near  scandal 
over  a  gasolene  location  in  South  Boston,  I  think 
there  should  be  some  means  whereby  these  very 
large  gasolene  permits  which  are  now  being 
handed  out  promiscuously,  and  which  seems  to 
slide  through  this  Council  without  anybody 
knowing  about  them,  or  without  the  citizens  of 
any  district  having  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
protest,  might  be  controlled.  'The  only  time 
when  the  citizens  of  a  district  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  making  protest  is  while  the  matter  is 
before  the  Council,  as  I  understand  it,  and  if  we 
were  to  delay  a  little  longer,  not  acting  so  hastily 
upon  these  matters  of  gasolene  stations,  I  think 
probably  there  would  be  much  more  satisfaction 


with  those  that  are  granted  and  not  so  much 
turmoil  as  has  been  created  because  of  some  of 
these  permits. 

President  MORIARTY— They  often  act  on 
them  while  they  are  pending  here.  There  is 
practically  only  a  gentleman's  agreement  between 
the  Street  Commissioners  and  the  Council,  that 
the  Street  Commissioners  will  send  over  notice  of 
them  and  allow  us  to  request  that  they  be  not 
granted.  But,  if  you  will  remember,  in  the  case 
of  the  Charlestown  station  we  went  on  record  as 
being  opposed,  and  then  they  granted  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— They  granted  it,  then? 

President  MORIARTY— Yes.  We  had  a  pub- 
lic hearing  in  Charlestown  and  went  on  record  as 
in  opposition  to  it.  Notwithstanding  that,  they 
granted  it.  There  is  only  an  agreement  that 
they  will  notify  you — a  gentleman's  agreement, 
practically. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — In  other  words,  we  have 
no  authority? 

President  MORIARTY— We  have  absolutely 
no  authoritj'.  It  is  simply  an  opportunity  given 
while  the  matter  is  pending  for  notice  to  the 
public  and  to  us.  But  even  that  one  you  have 
referred  to  slipped  bj".  I  did  not  even  know  it 
was  here. 

Coun.  LANE — ^We  can  even  veto  it,  and  if  the 
Mayor  docs  not  sustain  our  veto  it  doesn't  count 

Coun.  GILBODY — I  have  a  similar  case  in 
Dorchester,  where  there  was  an  application.  The 
Council  held  it  up  for  me,  and  I  woke  up  to  find 
the  permit  had  been  granted  a  few  days  later, 
that  the  action  of  the  Council  in  laying  it  on  the 
table  at  my  request  amounted  to  nothing,  as  the 
commissioners  overlooked  it  and  granted  the 
permit. 

Coun.  DONOGHITE— I  understand  that,  that 
if  the  Council  should  hold  a  matter  up,  keep  it  on 
the  table,  the  Board  are  still  able  to  grant  it  while 
the  matter  is  pending,  but  if  the  Council  took  a 
vote  disapproving  it,  it  is  my  understanding — 
whether  correct  or  not  I  don't  know — that  then 
the  Street  Commissioners  don't  have  any  right  to 
grant  it.  I  may  be  wrong  as  far  as  the  law  on 
the  matter  is  concerned,  but  I  recollect  a  case 
which  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council 
by  former  Representative  Bigney  of  South  Boston. 
He  took  that  angle,  that  while  the  matter  was 
pending  before  the  Council,  if  the  Council  dis- 
approved it,  the  Street  Commissioners  didn't  have 
any  right  to  approve  it. 

President  MORIARTY — If  our  action  was  signed 
by  the  Mayor,  the  commissioners  would  not  take  it 
up,  but  would  give  leave  to  withdraw.  Our  dis- 
approval, however,  has  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— In  order  to  have  it 
become  effective? 

President  MORIARTY— Yes. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Well,  at  least  I  trust 
that  something  will  be  accomplished.  Of  course, 
there  is  no  need  of  bothering  so  much  about  it  now. 
But  the  new  Council  coming  in,  in  all  probability 
are  going  to  have  the  same  difficulty  with  these 
matters  that  we  have  had.  The  law  apparently 
is  very  indefinite,  as  indicated  by  what  has  been 
stated  here  by  members  of  the  Council.  Wc  are 
all  more  or  less  in  a  maze  and  confusion  in  regard 
to  it.  I  peisonally  would  like  to  see  the  thing 
straightened  out,  with  a  decision  one  way  or  the 
other.  If  we  haven't  any  real  authority  in  the 
premises,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  notices  should 
even  be  sent  here. 

President  JIORIARTY— We  have  that  much 
authorit}-,  that  if  the  Mayor  docs  sign  a  proposi- 
tion it  becomes  effective,  but  not  until  he  signs  it. 
Of  course,  he  did  not  sign  on  the  Charlestown 
station. 


EXPENSE   OF  COUNCIL,   HOSPITAL 
INVESTIGATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  December  15,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  March  30,  1925.  the  Mayor, 
at  the  request  of  several  members  of  the  City  Coim- 
cil,  transmitted  to  the  Council  an  order  authorizing 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  to  expend 
$2,500  for  investigating  hospitals  for  chronic 
diseases. 
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On  April  11,  1925,  the  Finance  Commission  sent 
to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council  a  protest 
against  the  proposed  expenditure  on  the  ground  of  ■ 
illegality.  The  City  Council,  however,  passed  the 
order  authorizing  the  Executive  Committee  to  ex- 
pend the  money.  On  April  7,  1925,  ten  taxpayers 
brought  proceedings  to  enjoin  the  city  officials 
from  paying  out  this  money  and,  upon  an  adverse 
decision  by  a  single  justice,  appealed  to  the  full 
bench  of  the  Suprenie  Court. 

On  May  14,  1925,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  question  was  still  pending  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  City  Treasurer,  upon  a  war- 
rant issued  by  the  City  Auditor,  paid  over  the 
$2,500  to  the  president  of  the  City  Council,  Mr. 
James  T.  Moriarty,  ;.lthough  the  Council  order 
as  passed  called  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  by  the  Executive  Committee,  of  which  Mr. 
Moriarty  was  not  chairman. 

On  May  14,  1925,  as  soon  as  the  check  was 
received  by  Mr.  Moriarty,  it  was  cashed  by  him 
at  the  National  Shawmut  Bank. 

On  the  same  day  (May  14,  1925)  the  following 
nine  persons  left  Boston  on  a  trip  to  New  York 
and  Chicago:  President  Moriarty;  Coun.  Walsh; 
Coun.  Gilbody;  Coun.  Lane;  Coun.  Pureell; 
Mr.  Howland,  Mayor's  office;  Mr.  Fred  Glynn, 
Assistant  City  Messenger;  Mr.  Hancock  of 
Marstcrs  Tourist  Agency;  Mr.  Gerald,  news- 
paperman. 

On  May  23,  1925,  the  party  returned  to  Boston, 
but  up  to  date  no  report  of  their  investigation  has 
been  made  public,  nor  has  any  statement  of  their 
expenses  been  filed  with  the  City  Auditor. 

On  November  25,  1925,  the  Supreme  Court 
handed  down  a  decision  that  the  expenditure  by 
the  City  Council  for  this  purpose  was  illegal. 

On  December  1,  1925,  the  Finance  Commission 
asked  the  Mayor  whether  or  not  he  intended  to 
compel  the  return  to  the  city  treasury  of  the 
$2,500  and  similar  payments  in  the  past  four 
years . 

On  December  2,  1925,  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
to  whom  the  letter  of  the  Finance  Conmiission  of 
December  1  had  been  referred,  wrote  the  Mayor . 
that  he  would  recommend  that  legislation  be  sought 
to  legalize  these  payments  and  to  authorize  the 
City  Council  to  appropriate  money  for  these 
purposes  in  the  future.  Accordingly,  if  such 
legislation  is  passed,  no  one  will  be  compelled  to 
pay  the  money  back  into  the  city  treasury  and 
future  junkets  of  the  City  Council  will  be  author- 
ized by  law. 

The  Finance  Commission  therefore  believes 
that  the  way  in  which  the  S2,500  was  spent  should 
be  known. 

It  has  been  the  practice  on  trips  of  this  kind  to 
have  the  cheek  drawn  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  be 
payable  to  a  tourist  agency  which  arranged  the 
trip,  paid  the  expenses  and  filed  returns  at  City 
Hall. 

The  money  for  this  trip,  unlike  the  other  trips, 
was  kept  by  Mr.  Moriarty  and  handed  out  in 
small  sums  as  needed  to  Mr.  Hancock,  who  had 
charge  of  the  trip. 

The  party  left  Boston  on  Thursday,  May  14, 
1925,  with  no  definite  itinerary  as- to  the  places  or 
cities  to  be  visited.  Mr.  Hancock  testified  "they 
told  me  at  that  time  they  would  make  arrange- 
ments in  New  York  where  they  would  jump." 

They  stayed  in  New  York  until  Saturday. 
While  in  New  York  they  visited  the  city  hospital 
at  Blackwcll's  Island,  and  the  same  day,  according 
to  Mr.  Hancock,  paid  a  short  visit  to  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospital,  which,  however,  is  not  a  hospital  for 
chronic  cases.  The  rest  of  the  time  was  spent  in 
sightseeing  and  two  theatre  parties,  one  at  tne 
Winter  Garden,  and  the  other  at  the  Knicker- 
bocker, all  of  the  expenses  for  which  were  paid  out 
of  the  $2,500. 

They  left  New  York  ,Saturday  night  at  eight 
o'clock  and  reached  Chicago  Sunday  evening,  and 
stayed  there  until  Thursday  noon.  During  their 
three  and  one  half  days  in  Chicago  one  and  one- 
half  days  were  spent  in  visiting  the  hospitals  of  tlie 
city  and  county  and  in  making  "observations  of 
some  of  the  private  institutions,  not  by  visiting, 
but  by  going  and  looking  over  the  type  of  building 
they  were."  The  other  two  days  were  spent  in 
sightseeing  and  in  theatre  parties. 

The  part.v  broke  up  in  Chicago.  One  member 
came  back  direct  to  Boston;  another  returned  by 
way  of  New  York,  and  the  other  seven  left  on 
Thursday  for  Niagara  Falls,  where  a  stop  was  made 
for  sightseeing  and  crossing  the  international 
ridge.  The  next  stop  for  these  seven  was  Buffalo, 
here  the  party  lunched  at   the   Buffalo  Hotel, 


and  "just  lounged  around."     At  neither  Niagara 
Falls  nor  Buffalo  was  any  hospital  visited. 

Wlien  Mr.  Moriarty  returned  he  was  on  several 
occasions  informally  asked  by  the  City  Auditor 
to  file  vouchers  and  details  of  the  expenditure  of 
the  $2,500.  He  promised  to  do  so  in  the  future. 
The  future  never  came,  as  far  as  the  report  was 
concerned. 

When  Mr.  Moriarty  was  asked  by  the  Finance 
Commission  to  i)roduce  the  details  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  trip,  he  stated  that  he  had  only  the 
total  expenditures  and  no  memoranda  of  the 
details,  as  he  had  destroyed  them.  Mr.  Hancock 
also  had  destroyed  his  memoranda,  although  he 
admitted  that  he  had  made  them  and  kept  them 
up  to  two  months  ago.  After  considerable  inter- 
rogation, Mr.  Hancock  was  able  later  to  submit  a 
list  of  expenditures  in  approximate  detail.  The 
following  day  (December  .5)  Mr.  Moriarty  pre- 
sented a  list  of  expenses  which  tallied  within  70 
cents  with  that  submitted  by  Mr.  Hancock.  The 
latter's  total  was  .$2,295.33.  Mr.  Moriarty's  was 
$2,294.63.  Although  it  has  been  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Mayor  that  the  whole  expenditure 
was  illegal,  even  the  balance  of  $204.07  has  never 
been  returned  ot  the  city. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  expenditures 
of  the  trip,  which  the  Corporation  Counsel  seeks 
to  have  legalized  by  the  Legislature:

Of  the  miscellaneous  expense  $130  was  spent  tor 
theatre  parties  in  New  York  and  Chicago. 

When  Mr.  Moriarty  was  first  examined  at  the 
office  of  the  Finance  Commission,  on  December  2, 
he  said  the  report  of  the  committee  on  its  investi- 
gations in  New  York  and  Chicago  was  ready  and 
would  be  presented  to  the  Council  at  its  meeting 
a  week  ago  last  Monday.  Up  to  the  date  of  this 
report  it  has  not  been  filed. 

When  the  Finance  Commission  made  its  recom- 
mendations which  resulted  in  section  49  of  the 
charter  amendments  of  1909,  to  wit:  "Each  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Council  shall  be  paid  an  annual 
salary  ot  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  and  no  other 
sum  shall  be  paid  from  the  city  treasury  for  or  on 
account  of  any  personal  expense  directly  or  in- 
directly incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  any  member  of 
said  council,"  it  had  in  mind  the  prevention  of 
junkets,  cab  fares  and  carriage  hire,  and  similar 
expenses  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council.  The 
money  spent  on  the  junket  described  in  this  report 
is  exactly  what  the  Finance  Commission  intended 
to  prevent. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  tfiat  the  law 
should  not  be  changed.

Later  in  the  session.  President  MORIARTY 
said: 

President  MORIARTY — I  have  here  a  com- 
nmnication  headed  "The  Finance  Commission, 
11  Beacon  street,  Boston,  December  15,  1925.  To 
the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
Gentlemen:  On  March  30,  1925,  the  Mayor  at  the 
request  of  several  members  of  the  City  Council 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council  an  order  authoriz- 
ing the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  to 
expend  $2,500  for  investigating  hospitals  for  chronic 
diseases.  On  April  11,  1925,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission sent  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council 
a  protest  against  this  proposed  expenditure  on  the 
ground  of  illegality.  The  City  Council,  however, 
passed  the  order  authorizing  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  expend  the  money.  On  April  7,  1925,  ten 
taxpayers  brought  proceedings  to  enjoin  the  city 
oflScials  from  paying  out  this  money  and,  upon  an 
adverse  decision  b.y  a  single  justice,  appealed  to 
the  full  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court."  I  want  to 
say  tliat  the.y  have  singled  me  out  as  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  more  distinctly  than  any 
of  the  other  members  who  took  the  trip.  There 
was  no  move  from  the  Council  after  passing  the 
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order.  The  next  move  was  by  ten  citizens  of 
Boston,  Mr.  McCailrey,  secretary  of  the  Good 
Government  Association,  being  one  of  those  ten. 
Mr.  McCaffrey  was  also  secretary  of  the  Good 
Government  Association  under  the  last  administra- 
tion, when  a  similar  order  for  members  of  the 
Council  to  get  information  was  introduced  into  the 
Council  by  the  lion.  Andrew  J.  Peters,  and  after 
receiving  a  favorable  interpretation  from  the  then 
Corporation  Counsel,  Arthur  D.  Hill,  the  members 
of  the  Council  did  proceed  to  follow  out  the  in- 
structions of  the  Counsel  by  visiting  many  cities. 
There  was  not  one  step  taken  at  that  time  by  these 
so-called  protectors  of  the  cit.y  treasury  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  So  that  I  may  not  forget,  let  me  say 
that  one  of  the  ten  citizens  is  a  man  who  is  drawing  a 
pension  from  the  city,  having  been  a  schoolmaster, 
and  I  remember  just  prior  to  the  last  Evacuation 
Day  in  Boston,  when  the  Building  Department  was 
transferring  some  chairs  from  a  Hyde  Park  building 
he  also  protested  against  taking  the  chairs  from  the 
municipal  building  in  Hyde  Park,  because  they 
were  going  to  Irish  in  South  Boston.  That  is  the 
man  who  is  protesting  as  one  of  the  ten  citizens,  Mr. 
Morse.  Mr.  Dowling,  who  is  the  secretary  of  the 
Finance  Commission — under  the  law  creating  the 
Finance  Commission  there  were  to  be  five  com- 
missioners and  they  were  allowed  to  hire  a  secre- 
tary—  some  few  years  ago  took  a  trip  to  Europe, 
and  while  in  Europe  he  claimed  to  be  working  in 
the  interest  of  the  Finance  Commission.  What 
business  of  the  Finance  Commission  he  was  doing 
in  Emrope  I  don't  know,  although  he  might  as  well 
do  it  in  Europe  as  here,  the  way  the  business  of 
that  body  has  been  conducted,  because  they  have 
not  paid  the  City  of  Boston  one  cent  since  they 
have  been  in  existence.  But  Mr.  Dowling  drew  a 
salary  from  the  City  of  Boston  while  sojourning  in 
Europe  and,  of  course,  nobody  protested.  These 
same  ten  citizens  did  not  protest  about  his  receiv- 
ing his  pay.  Going  along  farther  in  this  communi- 
cation, it  says  that  several  members  of  the  Council 
requested  the  Mayor  to  send  in  this  appropriation. 
I  have  no  recollection  of  several  members  request- 
ing the  Mayor  to  send  in,  but  I  have  a  recollection 
that  the  then  Corporation  Counsel,  Mr.  Sullivan, 
was  requested  by  the  Mayor  to  consider  the  matter. 
The  real  law  head  of  the  City  of  Boston,  confirmed 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  ser\ing  with 
honor  to  the  city,  sent  back  to  the  Council  at  their 
request  a  favorable  interpretation  of  the  law  allow- 
ing the  Council  to  appropriate  the  money  and 
travel  for  their  information.  When  the  court  was 
appealed  to  a  single  justice  of  the  court  decided 
against  the  ten  citizens  and  refused  to  enjoin  the 
city  officials  of  Boston  from  furnishing  the  money 
to  the  City  Council.  I  don't  think  any  member  of 
the  Council  knew  until  the  decision  made  had  been 
rendered  by  the  full  bench  that  the  ten  citizens  had 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court.  But  when  we  left 
this  city  in  May,  1925,  there  was  no  member  of  the 
Council  who  felt  that  he  did  not  have  a  right  to  go 
and  did  not  go  with  the  full  sanction  of  law  on  a 
trip  to  seek  information  on  an  order  then  pending 
before  the  Boston  City  Council.  The  letter  sent 
out  by  the  Finance  Commission  is  full  of  sarcasm. 
It  says: 

"On  May  14,  1925,  as  soon  as  the  check  was 
received  by  Mr.  Moriarty,"  not  even  giving  me 
my  title,  not  even  giving  me  in  their  communica- 
tion the  surname  that  was  given  at  my  birth, 
overlooking  entirely  the  fact,  whether  they  or  the 
ten  citizens  like  it  or  not,  that  I  am  the  president 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  that,  as  a  city 
organization,  receiving  money  from  the  city  of 
Boston,  they  should  give  me  the  title  to  which 
I  am  entitled,  "as  soon  as  the  check  was  received 
by  Mr.  Moriarty  it  was  cashed  by  him  at  the 
National  Shawmut  Bank.  On  the  same  day 
(May  14,  1925)  the  following  nine  persons  left 
Boston  on  a  trip  to  New  York  and  Chicago" — 
which  is  an  absolute  lie.  Their  statement,  in  so 
far  as  it  says  nine  members  of  the  Council  left 
on  the  14th  day  of  May  for  New  York  and  Chicago 
is  an  absolute  lie.  I  appeared  before  the  Fin.incc 
Commission,  not  at  their  request,  as  did  two 
other  city  employees,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
City  Auditor,  who  were  requested  by  telephone 
to  appear  there.  They  did  not  even  extend  to 
me  that  courtesy.  They  took  the  process  of  law, 
which  they  are  entitled  to  as  a  Finance  Commis- 
sion, and  summoned  me  through  due  process  of 
law.  From  my  status,  not  from  a  legal  point  of 
view,  I  feel  that  they  abused  that  privilege  of 
theirs,  because  it  is  my  thought  as  a  la.vman  that 
when  a  Board  has  the  right  to  summon  citizens 
courtesy  is   due   to   the   citizens  of   a   request   to 


appear  before  the  Board  that  uses  that  process 
of  law.  But  when  I  went  there  I  didn't  find  the 
Finance  Commission.  I  found  the  chairman  and 
I  found  a  paid  secretary,  a  paid  stenograplier, 
and  I  found  another  man,  whom  I  call  a  leech. 
I  don't  know  what  his  purpose  there  was.  He 
was  the  attorney  for  the  ten  citizens.  On  mj' 
second  appearance  I  protested,  said  that  if  I 
knew  the  man  who  was  in  the  room  the  day  prior 
I  would  have  refused  to  testify,  that  I  felt  that 
if  it  was  to  be  a  private  hearing  nobody  was 
entitled  to  be  there  before  the  Board,  such  people 
as  this  attornej-.  They  took  notice  of  my  protest, 
but  that  is  all. 

"On  May  23,  1925,  the  party  returned  to  Bos- 
ton, but  up  to  date  no  report  of  their  investigation 
has  been  made  public,  nor  has  any  statement  of 
their  expenses  been  filed  with  the  City  Auditor." 

I  will  say  that  I  don't  feel  that  I  am  account- 
able to  them  in  so  far  as  any  business  I  do  as  a 
member  of  the  City  Council  is  concerned,  and  I 
feel  that  that  part  of  their  communication  is  not 
entitled  to  much  consideration. 

"On  November  25,  1925,  the  Supreme  Court 
handed  down  a  decision  that  the  expenditure  by 
the  City  Council  for  this  purpose  was  illegal." 

A  number  of  months  had  ex-pired  from  the  time 
that  the  Council  took  the  trip  until  the  appeal 
was  heard,  and  I  feel  that  everj-  member  who 
voted — not  only  those  who  went  on  the  trip  but 
every  member  of  the  Council — felt  that  when  the 
matter  was  acted  upon  in  the  Council  they  were 
within  their  lawful  rights,  that  there  was  no  bad 
faith,  but  that  the  trip  was  taken  with  good  faith 
and  within  the  law. 

"The  Finance  Commission  therefore  believes 
that  the  way  in  which  the  $2,500  was  spent  should 
be  known.  It  has  been  the  practice  on  trips  of 
this  kind  to  have  the  check  drawn  by  the  City 
Treasurer  made  pajable  to  a  tourist  agency  which 
arranged  the  trip,  paid  the  expenses  and  filed 
returns  at  City  Hall." 

I  want  to  saj-  that  that  is  another  deliberate  lie, 
and  that  if  that  is  as  close  as  this  body  gets  to  the 
facts  it  is  about  time  that  there  should  be  a  diange. 
That  I  may  not  hurt  anybody's  feelings  I  will  say 
that  there  is  one  councilor  within  the  hear- 
ing of  my  voice  who  took  a  trip  to  Washing- 
ton at  the  time  of  President  Harding's  death,  and 
that  councilor  was  given  a  check,  paid  the  expenses 
and  made  the  return.  So  what  is  stated  here  in 
this  communication  has  not  been  the  practice. 

"The  money  for  this  trip,  unlike  the  other 
trips,  was  kept  by  ilr.  Moriarty" — again  refusing 
to  give  me  the  title  I  am  entitled  to, — "and  handed 
out  in  small  sums  as  needed  to  Mr.  Hancock,  who 
has  charge  of  the  trip.  'The  party  left  Boston 
on  Thursday,  Maj-  14,  1925,  with  no  definite 
itinerary  as  to  the  places  or  cities  to  be  visited. 
Mr.  Hancock  testified:  'They  told  me  at  that 
time  they  would  make  arrangements  in  New 
York  where  they  would  jump.'  " 

So  you  can  see  the  language  used  by  such  a 
learned  man  as  the  secretary  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission— in  my  estimation  a  fine  subject  for  the 
psychopathic  hospital  in  Boston.  The  place 
might  be  good  for  him.  Maybe  if  he  were  put  in 
some  other  place  where  the  degenerates  are  sent, 
he  would  be  at  home.  The  Council  had  a  defiUiite 
understanding  before  lea\-ing  Boston  where  they 
were  going  but,  in  order  to  make  arrangements 
suitable  to  all,  as  the  Council  could  not  all  leave 
Boston  at  one  time,  that  was  to  be  considered  in 
New  York.  SVe  had  also  made  arrangements  that 
some  men  might  be  picked  up,  had  made  arrange- 
ments concerning  men  lea™>g  Boston,  those  who 
would  have  been  unable  to  reach  New  York  but 
who  could  be  taken  up  at  some  other  point,  for 
joining  the  party.  I  testified  to  this  and  other 
matters,  ancf  my  testimony  ^i"as  under  oath  and 
taken  by  a  stenographer.  They  had  the  truth 
there  and  didn't  even  see  fit  to  pubhsh  it  in  their 
report.  I  find  that  the  report  is  not  signed  by  the 
Finance  Commission  as  a  whole,  but  is  signed  by 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
the  chairman.  Of  course,  if  I  was  a  member  of 
the  I.egislature  and  Mr.  Carr  should  have  hap- 
pened to  be  a  member  of  the  same  conunittee  that 
I  served  on,  perhaps  he  would  have  refused  to  sign 
this  report  the  same  as  he,  as  a  member  of  the  Leg- 
islature, ser\-ing  on  a  committee  with  other  mem- 
bers, refused  to  sign  a  report,  because  it  would 
have  put  liim  in  an  embarrassing  position.  I  call 
on  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  now  to 
remove  the  whole  Finance  Commission  and  to 
appoint  a  commission  that  will  represent  and  not 
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misrepresent  Boston,  as  the  present  Finance  Com- 
mission now  in  existence  is  doing. 

"They  stayed  in  New  York  until  Saturday.

I  want  to  say,  another  lie.  I  want  to  say,  an 
absolute  Me,  the  Council  did  prior  to  our 
arriving  in  New  York,  visit  Blackwell's  Island, 
but,  on  account  of  the  police  chiefs'  convention 
being  in  New  York  at  that  time,  the  city  officials 
unfortunately  could  not  give  the  representatives 
of  Boston  the  attention  that  they  would  have 
liked  to  give.  The  parade  on  Saturday,  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that  we  were  there  at  that  time,  be- 
cause we  would  have  been  given  a  further  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  hospitals.  But  they  say  we  made 
a  short  trip  to  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  and  that  the 
Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  does  not  take  chronic  cases. 
I  want  to  say  that  both  of  those  statements  are 
lies,  because  we  spent  better  than  throe  hours  in 
the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  and  were  shown  every 
courtesy  by  those  in  control  of  the  hospital.  And 
I  want  to  say  this,  that  the  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  is 
a  credit  to  New  York,  that  it  is  a  credit  to  the  race 
of  people  who  are  in  control  of  the  hospital,  it 
being  a  Jewish  hospital,  and  that  it  was  the  clean- 
est hospital  that  we  visited  during  our  trip,  in  all 
the  cities  that  we  visited.  The  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital 
takes  any  kind  of  cases,  chronic  and  otherwise. 
But  I  am  afraid  that  if  the  secretary  of  the  Finance 
Commission  were  brought  to  the  Mt.  ,Sinai  Hos- 
pital they  would  not  make  a  reservation  for  him, 
because  he  is  too  far  gone. 

"The  rest  of  the  time  was  spent  in  sightseeing 
and  two  theater  parties,  one  at  the  Winter  Garden 
and  the  other  at  the  I^ickerbocker,  all  of  the  ex- 
penses for  which  were  paid  out  of  the  $2,500." 

I  say  to  the  secretary  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, "Go  to  the  City  Auditor  and  find  out  what 
the  trip  cost  that  an  Assistant  District  Attorney 
took  to  St.  Louis,  and  then  compare  it  with  the 
trip  that  the  nine  members  of  the  City  Council 
took,  and  you  will  find  that  the  comparison  is 
very  much  in  favor  of  the  City  Council.  The 
information  I  received  is  that  he  took  a  trip 
covering  a  period  of  six  days,  and  put  in  a  bill 
for  $995.  Nine  members  of  the  Council  took  a 
trip  lasting  over  nine  days,  with  railroad  fares 
SI, 054,  and  their  expense  was  less  than  $2,.300. 
But,  of  course,  this  letter  is  because  of  likes  and 
dislikes,  and  it  is  because  of  my  handhng  the 
money.  They  did  ask  some  of  the  men  who 
appeared  there  with  the  thought  that  they  ought 
to  enjoin  the  members  of  the  Council  from  receiv- 
ing their  last  pay  check  as  members  of  this  Council, 
having  the  idea  of  holding  up  the  last  pay  check 
of  the  Council,  and  they  were  informed  at  that 
time  b  the  many  who  appeared  before  them,  as  I 
liave  said,  that  everybody,  in  so  far  as  the  City 
Council  was  concerned,  acted  in  good  faith.  Now 
they  want  to  find  out  how  they  are  going  to  get 
the  money  back.  Well,  if  they  are  going  to  trj 
to  get  that  money  back,  I  am  going  also  to  try 
to  get  back  the  money  paid  to  Mr.  Dowling  in 
wages  while  he  sojourned  in  Europe.  If  it  was 
unlawful  for  the  Council  to  travel  for  their  own 
information,  it  was  also  unlawful  for  Mr.  Dowling 
to  travel  and  receive  his  salary.  It  says,  'The 
party  broke  up  in  Chicago,' — which  is  another 
absolute  lie.  Two  members  of  the  committee 
were  compelled,  on  account  of  other  business,  to 
leave.  It  says,  'One  member  came  back  direct 
to  Boston;  another  returned  by  way  of  New  York,' 
— which  is  another  absolute  lie.  Both  of  the  men 
who  were  compelled  to  leave  the  party  returned 
by  way  of  New  York  City.  They  were  com- 
pelled to  leave.  The  other  members  of  the  party 
decided  that  they  would  go  to  the  city  of  Buffalo 
on  their  way  home.  But  I  want  to  say  that  one 
of  the  witnesses  whom  they  examined  unfor- 
tunately they  did  not  publish  anything  about, 
'rhey  asked  Mr.  Hancock  when  we  landed  in 
Canada  to  get  our  liquor.  I  want  to  say  to  the 
Finance  Commission  that  I  don't  need  to  go  to 
Canada  if  I  desire  liquor.  I  can  get  it  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  United  States.  But,  being  a 
total  abstainer  I  neither  have  to  go  to  Canada  nor 
violate  the  law  to  get  it  here,  because  I  have  been 
a  teetotaler  all  my  life.  I  am  not  a  hypocrite,  like 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
because  there  is  not  one  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, the  body  or  the  secretary,  who  can  make  a 
similar  statement  and  be  truthful  in  it,  as  each  of 


them  has  violated  the  spirit  of  the  prohibition  law 
as  it  is  now  on  our  statute  books.  So,  in  so  far 
as  the  Council  traveling  to  Canada  to  receive 
liquor  or  get  liquor  is  concerned,  they  didn't  go 
there  for  that  purpose.  They  didn't  get  any  while 
they  were  there,  and  they  didn't  get  any  while  they 
were  on  the  trip. 

"When  Mr.  Moriarty  returned  he  was  on 
several  occasions  informally  asked  by  the  City 
Auditor  to  file  vouchers  and  details  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  $2,500" — which  is  an  absolute  lie. 

"When  Mr.  Moriarty  was  asked  by  the  Finance 
Commission  to  produce  the  details  of  the  expenses 
of  the  trip,  he  stated  that  he  had  only  the  total 
expenditures  and  no  memoranda  of  the  details,  as 
he  had  destroyed  them.  Mr.  Hancock  also  had 
destroyed  his  memoranda,  although  he  admitted 
that  he  had  made  them  and  kept  them  up  to  two 
months  ago.  After  considerable  interrogation 
Mr.  Hancock  was  able  to  submit  a  list  of  expendi- 
tures in  approximate  detail.  The  following  day 
(December  5)  Mr.  Moriarty  presented  a  list  of 
expenses  which  tallied  within  70  cents  with  that 
submitted  by  Mr.  Hancock.  The  latter's  total 
was  $2,295.33.     Mr.  Moriarty's  was  $2,294.63." 

So  I  paid  my  70  cents.  Therefore,  if  I  am 
entitled  to  anything,  I  am  entitled  to  add  70  cents 
to  a  copy  of  the  bill  I  presented  to  the  Finance 
Commission  on  December  5.  They  also  submit 
a  list  of  items  of  the  money  that  was  spent  which 
says:

I  want  to  say  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  I  gave  the  Finance  Commission  a  copy,  and 
a  true  copy,  of  the  bill  I  received  from  Marster's 
Company  on  May  25,  1925,  and  the  items  in  that 
bill  are  not  similar  to  the  items  as  set  out  by  the 
Finance  Commission: 

Railroad  transportation,  Pullman  accommoda- 
tions, hotel  accommodations  furnished  Boston 
City  Council  party  (9  persons),  Boston  to  New 
York,  New  York  to  Chicago,  Chicago  to  Niagara 
Falls,  Niagara  Falls  to  Buffalo,  Buffalo  to  Boston, 
$1,689.63. 

Automobiles  furnished  in   New  York, 

May  15  and  16 $85  00 

Meals  furnished  party  for  eight  days . .  320  00 

Autos  provided  in  Chicago  May  18-20,  60  00 

Miscellaneous  expenses 140  00 

That  made  a  total  of  $2,294.63.  I  presented 
that  to  them,  and  I  was  under  oath.  If  these 
things  are  true,  why  should  they  publish  a  report 
of  this  kind''  If  Mr.  Hancock  or  any  other  indi- 
vidual gave  an  expense  account  of  that  kind, 
it  was  only  from  memory,  and  if  they  are  taking 
things  from  memory  other  than  from  sworn  docu- 
ments, it  shows  the  type  of  men  now  serving  on 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission.  Their  report 
says: 

"Of  the  miscellaneous  expense  $130  was  spent 
for  theater  parties  in  New  York  and  Chicago." 

"Wnen  Mr.  Moriarty  was  first  examined  at  the 
office  of  the  Finance  Commission,  on  December  2, 
he  said  the  report  of  the  committee  on  its  investi- 
gations in  New  York  and  Chicago  was  ready  and 
would  be  presented  to  the  Council  at  its  meeting 
a  week  ago  last  Monday." 

I  want  to  say  that  that  is  absolutely  another  lie, 
such  as  the  waole  circular  seems  to  contain.  I 
did  say  that  the  committee  had  a  report  and  would 
make  a  report,  that  I  was  not  chairman  of  the 
committee  and  that  we  had  not  decided  when 
the  committee  would  make  a  report,  but  that  we 
would  make  a  report  to  the  Council.  I  will  also 
say  that  we  left  New  York  on  Saturday,  May  16, 
and  when  the  Finance  Commission  were  told 
that  we  left  New  York  at  eight  o'clock  on  Satur- 
day night  and  didn't  arrive  in  Chicago  until  nine 
o'clock  the  following  night  they  were  quite  sur- 
prised. They  didn't  think  it  took  as  long  as 
that  to  get  to  Chicago.  Neither  did  I,  until  I 
got  on  the  train.  But  we  criticized  the  man  who 
made  the  arrangements  for  taking  us  out  on  such 
a  trip,  because  it  was  taking  our  time  as  well  as 
anybody's  else.  I  want  to  say  for  the  com- 
mittee, those  who  went,  that  every  member  of  the 
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committee  who  took  the  trip  went  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  order  read,  to  receive  informa- 
tion. I  feel  that  a  great  deal  was  learned  from  the 
trip  and  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  repaid 
for  the  trip.  In  the  investigation  and  in  the 
visiting  of  hospitals  the  committee  did  their  duty  as 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council;  and  it  is 
about  time  that  this  sort  of  utterance  by  such 
narrow-minded  men  as  have  made  up  the  finance 
Commission  since  its  infancy,  representing  their 
attitude  towards  members  of  this  Council  at  all 
times,  should  cease.  If  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
officials  on  Beacon  Hill  that  Boston  should  pro- 
ceed with  leaps  and  bounds  along  hnes  of  better- 
ment for  all  good  citizens,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission as  now  made  up  should  be  requested  to 
tender  their  resignations  to  the  Governor  and  he 
should  accept  each  of  the  resignations  individually 
and  then  appoint  five  reputable  citizens  of  Boston 
for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  administration 
of  Boston  to  make  Boston  a  better  city  than  it 
ever  has  been.  But  while  this  narrow-minded  lot 
of  men  are  on  the  commission,  the  type  of  men  like 
Carr,  who  did  not  have  the  courage  to  make  a 
decision,  because  he  served  on  a  committee  as  one 
member  of  the  Legislature,  because  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  our  city  cannot  progress  as  it  should. 
I  challenge  the  Finance  Commission  here  and 
now,  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
and  as  a  member  of  the  party  that  made  the  trip 
to  Chicago,  to  withdraw  the  report  and,  instead 
of  the  report  of  December  15,  to  furnish  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  a  correct  report  from  the 
testimony  received  of  those  who  appeared  before 
them ;  and  I  further  dare  them  to  pubUsh  in  the 
Boston  papers  a  verbatim  report  of  what  we 
testified  to  before  them.  If  they  don't  furnish 
such  information  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  I  want 
it  impressed  on  everybody,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
that  this  is  a  lying  communication,  damaging  to 
honest  members  of  the  Boston  city  government 
and  that  it  is  up  to  this  commission  to  prove  now 
that  the  statements  in  this  communication  are 
right.  The  only  way  in  which  they  can  be  proven 
is  for  them  to  furnish  either  this  Council  or  the 
reading  public  of  Boston  with  a  verbatim  report 
of  the  hearing  taken  in  connection  with  this  trip 
to  Chicago.  I  want  to  say  in  conclusion  that 
I  am  in  hearty  accord  with  the  bill  that  is  now 
being  prepared  to  be  submitted  to  the  incoming 
Legislature,  with  the  Council  that  is  to  go  into 
session  for  the  first  time  on  January  4,  and  trust 
that  a  law  will  be  passed  amending  the  present 
city  charter  so  that  the  members  of  the  incoming 
Council  and  all  other  Councils  may  have  a  proper 
opportunity  afforded  to  them  to  seek  information 
that  they  may  desire,  even  if  they  have  to  go  to 
any  angle  of  the  North  American  continent — 
yes,  or  to  Europe,  if  it  wiU  be  to  the  benefit  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston.  I  here  and  now  as  a  member 
of  the  city  government  say  that  I  will  appear  in 
favor  of  such  action  and  will  reiterate  some  of  the 
statements  I  have  made  in  so  far  as  this  commu- 
nication is  concerned,  at  the  meeting  that  will  be 
held  in  the  legislative  halls  on  this  amendment. 
I  will  make  the  statements  that  I  have  made 
here  today,  in  those  legislative  halls,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  chairman  and  other  members  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  and  I  challenge  them  here 
and  now  to  either  produce  the  truth  as  it  was 
brought  out  at  the  hearings  or  to  refuse  to  send 
such  communications.  I  want  to  say  to  the 
incoming  Council,  after  eight  years  of  service, 
that  I  hope  that  it  will  be  the  thought  of  the 
members  of  the  newly  elected  Council  that  they 
should  give  credit  only  where  credit  is  due,  and 
there  certainly  will  be  none  due  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  it  is  now 
constituted,  because  they  are  a  lying,  defaming, 
unscrupulous  lot  of  men.  I  say  that  as  the  result 
of  my  dealing  with  them  as  they  are  made  up 
now,  and  as  a  result  of  experience  with  the  men 
who  have  served  on  that  commission  prior  to  and 
during  the  make-up  of  it  in  my  eight  years  as  a 
member  of  the  City  Council.

LOAN   FOR   L   STREET   BATH. 

The  Council  took  up  unfinished  business,  No.  2, 
on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $380,000  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  for  bath 
house  and  laundry,  L  street.  South  Boston,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  December  14,  1925,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

The  question  came  on  giving  the  order  its  second 
reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — I  want  to  say,  in  connec- 
tion with  No.  2  on  the  calendar,  that  I  think  it  is 
rather  inadvisable  at  this  time  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  S380,000  for  a  new  bath  house  over  on  L 
street,  simply  because  of  the  fact  that  this  ad- 
ministration is  coming  to  a  close,  and  the  ex- 
penditure of  this  money,  if  it  is  to  be  expended,  will 
come  under  the  new  administration.  We  have 
known  of  various  instances  in  the  past  where  large 
sums  of  money  amounting  to  approximately  half 
million  dollars  nave  been  appropriated  by  one 
administration,  and  during  the  entire  number  of 
years  in  which  the  incoming  administration  was  in 
office  that  amount  of  money  was  never  spent.  In 
the  instance  I  have  in  mind,  the  amount  was  very 
close  to  this  amount  of  $380,000.  It  seems  to  me, 
in  the  closing  hours  of  this  Council  and  the  closing 
hours  of  this  administration,  it  would  be  rather  lilce 
a  policy  of  leaving  the  cupboard  bare  to  appropriate 
this  particular  amount  of  $400,000  which,  evidently, 
nobody  knows  just  what  to  do  with,  other  than  to 
spend  it  somehow.  If  my  memoiy  serves  me  cor- 
rectly, this  sum  was  originally  appropriated  for 
the  building  of  a  municipal  auditorium  which  was  to 
be  located  somewhere  along  the  ,Strandway  in 
South  Boston,  as  I  understood  it  at  that  time. 
Later  on  it  was  discovered  that  that  plan  was  not 
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feasible  at  this  particular  time,  and  then  it  was  de- 
cided to  transfer  this  fund  to  building  a  roadway  out 
to  Castle  Island.  After  820,000  of  the  $400,000  had 
been  expended,  they  discovered  that  that  plan  is  not 
feasible,  and  still  there  is  S380,000  left,  and  it  must 
be  spent  somehow,  I  suppose.  So  it  is  now  proposed 
to  put  in  new  bath  houses  and  include  a  laundry  at 
L  street.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  L  Street 
Bath  House  is  in  any  crying  need  of  new  facilities, 
because  there  has  been  a  new  bath  house  iDuilt  at 
Carson  Beach,  which  must  take  care  of  some  of 
those  who  formerly  visited  L  Street  Bath  House. 
If  there  is  such  a  need  now,  that  need  was  there 
,  when  this  $400,000  was  available.  But  this  is 
not  the  first  choice,  or  the  second  choice,  but  this  is 
the  third  choice  of  the  object  for  which  this  money 
is  to  be  spent.  I  cannot  see  any  justification  in 
voting  for  ""this  order  because,  as  I  said  in  starting 
out,  this  money  will  either  be  expended  or  will 
not  be  expended  by  a  new  administration.  As  a 
Council,  we  are  laying  ourselves  liable  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  to  criticism  by  not  only  the  citizenry 
of  this  city,  but  by  the  officials  of  the  city,  because 
I  read  in  the  paper  only  recently  that,  at  some 
meeting  held  before  some  labor  organization  which 
was  composed  almost  entirely  of  Knights  of  Labor, 
a  speech  or  two  was  made  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  the  City  Council  sent  an  order  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  asking  him  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
almost  every  head  of  a  department,  so  that  it  would 
cost  the  city  approximately  $100,000  a  year  more 
than  under  the  present  existing  condition.  That 
order,  to  my  recollection,  was  never  passed  by 
this  Council  It  was  never  even  submitted  for  the 
sanction  of  the  Council.  Therefore  it  comes  with 
rather  ill  grace  for  any  official  of  this  city  to  say 
that  this  Council  introduced  an  order  raising  all 
salaries  of  those  who  are  now  fairly  well  to  do. 
Not  alone  that,  but  in  the  same  breath  it  was  stated 
that  they  noticed  that  no  increases  were  mentioned 
for  tftose  who  are  the  lower  paid  city  employees. 
That  is  not  the  truth.  This  Council  passed  an 
order  which  was  introduced  originally  by  myself, 
more  than  two  months  ago,  in  which  we  asked  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
low-paid  employees  of  our  city.  That  order  was 
amended  by  Coun.  PurceU  so  that  it  asked  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  increase  the  salaries  of  all 
those  who  were  receiving  less  than  $1,500  a  year. 
No  action  has  ever  been  taken  on  that  particular 
order.  I  say  that  if  this  administration  is  going  to 
criticize  this  Council  for  not  increasing  the  salaries 
of  the  lower  paid  employees  of  the  city,  the  fault 
is  not  with  the  Council.  The  fault  is  other  than 
with  the  Council,  and  it  is  in  the  Mayor's  office. 
If  we  have  $400,000  to  spend,  let  us  spend  it  in 
increasing  these  salaries.  If  it  is  going  to  be  spent 
on  a  proposition  which  is  a  third  thought,  I  say  it 
ought  to  be  spent  on  a  proposition  which  is  a  first 
thought,  and  which  should  take  first  place  in  the 
thought  of  this  Council,  and  that  is  the  increasing 
of  the  salaries  of  those  who  are  now  underpaid  on 
the  city  pay  rolls.  This  $400,000  will  take  care  of 
the  situation  nicely.  It  can  be  transferred  any- 
where that  you  want  to  transfer  it,  so  that  it  can  be 
used  for  that  particular  purpose,  and  I  will  vote  to 
transfer  it  in  any  way  necessary  in  order  to  make  it 
possible  to  appropriate  that  amount  of  money  to 
increase  tne  salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  city 
who  are  now,  in  my  opinion,  underpaid.  I  am  not 
going  to  leave  myself  open,  as  one  member  of  this 
Council,  to  any  criticism  by  any  administrative 
head  who  might  cast  any  reflection  upon  my 
personal  sympathies  with  the  lower  paid  em- 
ployees. I  believe,  I  have  always  believed,  and  I 
now  believe  in  the  last  days  of  my  sitting  as  a 
member  of  this  Council,  that  the  lower  paid  em- 
ployees of  the  City  of  Boston  have  been  increased 
only  because  of  the  activity  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  seven  years  that  I  have  been  a  member 
of  this  body.  I  know  of  innumerable  instances 
where  this  Council  has  personally  appealed  to  the 
administration  in  power  asking  for  an  increase  of 
wages  of  those  who  are  lowly  paid.  To  my  way  of 
thinking,  such  propositions  have  never  come  from 
the  other  side  of  the  fence.  In  conclusion,  I  am 
going  to  say  that  I  would  be  very  glad  to  see  this 
order  defeated,  so  that  this  money  might  be  ap- 
propriated to  increase  the  salaries  of  city  employees 
who  are  now  living  on  a  starvation  wage  rather 
than  on  a  saving  wage. 

Coun.  LANE. — I  would  like  to  remind  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken  that  this  $380,000 
could  not  be  used  for  salaries.  We  need  not  appro- 
priate it  for  the  purpose  requested  in  the  order  if 
we  do  not  wish  to  do  so,  but  this  money  cannot 
be  used  to  pay  salaries,  because  it  comes  from  a 


bond  issue,  and  you  cannot  borrow  money  with 
which  to  pay  salaries.  I  do  not  object  to  defeat- 
ing the  measure,  so  far  as  that  goes,  and  not 
spending  all  the  money  at  the  end  of  this  term, 
but  it  cannot  be  used  for  the  purpose  he  suggests. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  trust  that  history  will  not 
repeat  itself.  As  I  remember,  in  the  closing  hours 
of  the  Peters'  administration,  $400,000  was  appro- 
priated for  improvements  in  South  Boston,  and 
in  the  next  administration,  it  was  transferred  and 
used  for  other  purposes.  This  appropriation  is 
going  for  something  that  is  well  thought  of  by  the 
people  in  the  district.  While  I,  like  Coun. 
Donoghue,  think  the  employees  of  the  city  ought 
to  get  a  living  wage,  I  voted  for  this  appropriation 
once,  and  unless  I  could  see  clearly  a  reason  why  I 
should  not  do  so  again,  I  would  vote  for  it  on 
second  reading.  As  I  understand  it,  during  the 
Peters'  campaign,  $400,000  was  asked  and  appro- 
priated for  a  gynmasium  and  bath  house,  combined. 

President  MORIARTY — Just  a  gymnasium. 

Coun.  HEALEY — ^And  the  new  administration, 
when  it  came  in,  suggested  that  that  $400,000 
should  be  transferred  for  some  other  purpose,  and 
that  was  done.  I  would  not  like  to  see  that 
thing  occur  again,  where  $380,000  \Tas  appro- 
priated for  improvements  in  South  Boston,  and 
then  was  defeated.  I  feel  that  the  underpaid 
men  ought  to  get  better  salaries,  but  I  agree  with 
Coun.  Lane  that  the  time  has  not  arrived  in 
Boston,  as  it  did  in  Chicago,  where  a  bond  issue 
niay  be  used  for  increasing  salaries.  That  would 
be  a  terrible  step  backward.  I  would  be  inclined 
to  vote  for  Item  No.  2. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
think  that  any  way  in  which  this  money  might 
be  appropriated  to  increase  the  salaries  of  those 
who  are  not  now  receiving  enough  to  live  on 
would  be  a  terrible  waj'  of  spending  this  money, 
as  was  expressed  by  my  fellow  councilor.  I  think 
it  would  be  the  best  way  to  spend  it.  The  first 
consideration  of  the  administration  of  any  city  is 
to  see  that  the  city  employees  are  sufficiently  well 
paid  to,  at  least,  procure  for  themselves  and  their 
families  the  necessaries  of  life,  food,  clothing,  and 
shelter.  No  one  can  say  that  those  wHo  are 
recie\ang  some  of  the  amounts  received  by  city 
employees  at  the  present  time  are  getting  enough 
to  keep  body  and  soul  together,  and  I  will  vote 
for  any  kind  of  an  order  to  spend  this  money  in 
any  way  possible,  whether  it  be  raised  by  bond 
issue,  or  whatever  it  may  be,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  applied  to  that  purpose.  As  far  as  South 
Boston  is  concerned,  I  appreciate  that  a  great 
deal  of  money  has  been  spent  in  South  Boston 
during  this  administration.  We  have  spent 
millions  of  dollars  over  there  impro\-ing  the ' 
Strandway,  and  I  feel  this  is  not  a  very  necessary 
or  vital  improvement.  If  it  was  something  that 
they  did  not  already  have,  if  it  was  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  bath  house  in  South  Boston,  I 
might  be  inclined  to  vote  for  it  at  this  particular 
time.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  an 
L  Street  Bath  House  and  we  have  the  Carson 
Street  Bath  Houses,  which  were  built  under  this 
administration,  I  think  the  old  L  Street  Bath 
House  which  has  weathered  time  for  a  number  of 
years  is  going  to  take  care  of  the  wants  and  needs 
of  the  people  for  some  time  to  come.  I  don't 
think  it  is  necessary,  at  this  particular  time,  to 
spend  this  amount  of  money  for  a  new  L  Street 
Bath  House,  I  do  not  think  the  administration 
thought  so,  because,  if  they  had  thought  so,  they 
would  have  introduced  the  order  originally  for  a 
new  L  Street  Bath  House,  rather  than  introducing 
it  as  a  third  thought.  This  money  was  originaUy 
pro\aded  for  an  auditorium.  The  second  thought 
was  providing  for  a  road  out  to  Castle  Island,  and 
finallj^  the  third  thought  was  to  send  it  back  to 
this  Council  as  an  appropriation  that  ought  to  be 
expended  for  an  L  Street  Bath  House.  I  think 
that  sho\\-s  that  this  project  is  not  considered 
necessary  or  very  \"ital,  even  by  the  administra- 
tion. For  that  reason,  without  any  more  talk,  I 
am  going  to  vote  against  it. 

President  MORLARTY— I  want  to  say  that  in 
so  far  as  the  L  Street  Bath  House  is  concerned,  if 
the  councilor  would  -visit  the  L  Street  Bath  House 
he  would  see  that  a  new  building  is  needed.  The 
L  Street  Bath  House  is  likel.v  to  collapse  any 
moment.  The  building  is  gone.  They  c^innot 
keep  it  in  shape,  and  so  far  as  the  new  bath  house 
is  concerned  there,  the  facilities  out  there  at  the 
height  of  the  bathing  season  mil  not  take  care 
of  the  bathing  public  that  uses  the  baths,  and 
they  are  not  all  from  South  Boston.    The  super- 
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intendent  at  L  Street  told  me  that,  of  those  who 
checked  goods  at  the  mndow,  there  were  only 
about  10  per  cent  of  the  people  patronizing  the 
L  Street  Bath  House  who  came  from  South  Bos- 
ton. I  do  not  know  what  is  in  the  minds  of  the 
other  end  of  the  administration,  and  I  am  not 
responsible  tor.  that.  I  think  the  roadway  to 
Castle  Island  was  the  foremost  thing  in  their 
thought,  but  if  we  remember  the  communication 
that  came  back  from  the  Mayor  when  he  trans- 
ferred this  money,  we  will  recall  that  he  said  he 
could  not  come  to  an  understanding  with  the 
state  officials.  If  it  was  possible  to  transfer  this 
money  to  pay  higher  wages  I  would  be  in  accord 
with  the  councilor  who  has  agreed  to  oppose  this 
measure.  But  I  know  as  well  as  he  knows  that 
we  are  unable  to  transfer  this  money  and  use  it 
to  pay  the  wages  of  employees.  The  charter  does 
not  allow  the  Council  or  the  Mayor  to  raise 
money  by  bond  issue  for  the  payment  of  wages 
to  any  employee.  I  realize  what  happened  four 
years  ago.  I  realize  that  when  this  administra- 
tion went  in  almost  every  member  here  today 
was  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  we  voted  to 
transfer  the  money  as  has_  been  stated.  We 
cannot  blame  the  administration.  The  only  ones 
we  can  blame  are  the  members  of  this  Council.  If 
the  members  of  this  Council  had  not  cared  to 
transfer  the  money,  the  money  would  never  have 
been  transferred.  But  the  members  of  this 
Council  did  a.f;ree  with  the  administration  down- 
stairs and  did  transfer  the  money  that  was  appro- 
priated under  the  Peters  administration. 

Coun.  PURCELL— What  year  was  that? 

President  MORIARTY— That  was  the  year 
before  you  came  in.  This  order  is  here,  and  so 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  shall  not  oppose  it.  I 
am  still  a  resident  of  South  Boston,  and  I  intend 
to  be  there.  We  have  criticized  the  Mayor  pub- 
licly, in  South  Boston,  not  later  than  a  month  or 
six  weeks  ago,  in  regard  to  the  transfer  of  that 
money  that  we  had  appropriated  and  in  regard 
to  what  we  have  over  there  now.  We  have  a  lot 
of  land  which  is  owned  by  the  city  and  which  was 
bought  out  of  that  appropriation,  and  we  also 
have  a  costly  set  of  plans  for  a  S420,000  gymna- 
sium for  which  the  architect  has  been  paid.  This 
appropriation  was  first,  as  Coun.  Donoghue  says, 
for  a  stadium  on  the  .Strandway.  The  next  move 
was  to  provide  for  a  roadway  from  Castle  Island 
to  the  mainland,  which  was  again  in  South  Bos- 
ton. So  we  have  tried  to  start  at  both  ends. 
The  first  attempt  was  at  the  Strandway,  and  then 
we  jumped  to  the  extreme  end  at  City  Point,  and 
now  we  are  landed  appro.ximately  midway  be- 
tween the  first  and  second  places.  I  think  there 
is  no  better  thing  to  do,  so  far  as  the  general 
public  in  Boston  is  concerned,  than  to  put  an  up- 
to-date  bath  house  on  the  L  Street  .site.  As  we 
are  coming  to  the  closing  pait  of  the  adminis- 
tration, I  am  going  to  ask  the  members  of  the 
Council,  in  con.^ideration  for  me,  to  vote  for  this 
proposition. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  suppose,  on  the  question 
of  time,  Coun.  Donoghue  ought  to  realize  that 
even  if  order  No.  2  were  to  be  \otcd  for  increases 
of  salaries  it  would  take  two  readings,  mth  two 
weeks  between  the  reading's.  Of  course  we  have 
but  one  meeting  left,  so  it  would  be  not  only 
legally  impossible  but  physically  impossible  for 
us  to  do  what  he  desires.  He  is  generally  very 
keen  on  those  matters,  and  I  think  he  will  realize 
that  situation.  We  go  out  of  business  next  month. 
If  we  give  order  No.  2  a  first  reading  for  salary 
increases,  we  will  be  out  of  business  when  the 
time  for  the  second  reading  arrives. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Does  tnis  order  require  a 
second  reading? 

President  MORIARTY— This  is  the  second 
reading. 

Coun.  HEALEY — If  the  money  were  trans- 
ferred for  some  other  purpose  it  would  require 
two  readings. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  would  like  to  hear  from 
the  auditor,  and  know  whether  there  is  any  money 
available  at  tne  present  time  which  might  be  used 
for  an  increase  of  salary  for  the  lower  paid  em- 
ployees of  our  city. 

Coun.  PURCELL — The  auditor  has  just  gone 
over  to  tne  Finance  Commission. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— My  thought  has  been 
directed  to  this  matter  because  of  a  criticism 
which  has  been  made  against  the  Council,  and  I 
want  to  state  that  I  am  not  going  to  leave  myself 
liable,  as  one  member  of  the  Council,  to  any 
criticism  of  not  being  interested  in  increasing  the 
salaries  of  the  city  employees.     I  am  not  going  to 


sit  quietly  by  and  hear  any  address  delivered 
which  will  refiect  upon  me  as  a  member  of  this 
Council,  and  which  intimates,  at  least,  that  this 
amount  of  money  should  have  been  appropriated 
to  increase  tlie  salaries  of  certain  employees  of  the 
departments.  I  am  not  going  to  have  it  intimated 
that  if  that  money  had  been  api^ropriated  for  an 
increase  of  salaries  for  the  lower  paid  employees  it 
would  have  been  favorably  acted  upon  by  this 
administration.  That  is  not  so.  They  had  an 
opportunity  to  increase  salaries,  because  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  by  the  Council  asking  the  admin- 
istration to  do  so.  I  feel  that,  as  Coun.  Moriarty 
has  said,  probably  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the 
people  of  South  Boston  use  the  L  Street  Bath 
House.  I  think  you  w-ould  find  that  about  70  per 
cent  of  tne  people  using  the  L  Street  Bath  House 
are  not  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I 
think  $380,000  is  a  great  deal  of  money  to  spend  to 
take  care  of  the  welfare  and  the  happiness  of  those 
who  are  not  citizens  of  our  city.  I  feel  there  is 
more  than  one  way  to  bring  about  a  Greater  Boston. 
I  know  that  under  the  present  political  conditions  in 
the  State  House,  with  a  Republican  administration 
dominated  by  a  Republican  Legislature,  Greater 
Boston  is  in  the  very  far  distant  future,  if  we  are 
ever  going  to  become  a  Greater  Boston.  Political 
considerations  are  the  only  things  that  prevent  a 
Greater  Boston,  and  I  feel  that  if  the  citizens  of 
our  city  refuse  to  appropriate  moneys  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  actually  should  be  residents 
of  a  Greater  Boston,  we  are  going  to  compel  some 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  to  see  the  light, 
and  to  agree  to  a  Greater  Boston.  They  never 
will  do  so  as  long  as  we  are  going  to  beg  with  our 
hats  in  our  hands  and  ask  tliem  to  do  so.  We 
must  compel  them,  in  order  to  accomplish  any 
results.  I  have  voted  for  every  order  that  has 
ever  come  in  here  for  any  appropriation  for  the 
residents  of  South  Boston,  but  I  am  not  so  keenly 
interested  in  this  order  because,  as  the  President 
says,  it  does  not  particularly  concern  the  people  of 
South  Boston.  They  do  not  particularly  care 
whether  a  new  L  Street  Bath  House  is  built  or  not . 
I  think  we  ought  to  go  rather  slowly  in  the  dying 
days  of  this  administration  when  it  comes  to  appro- 
priating approximately  half  a  million  dollars,  be- 
cause, as  I  said  in  opening,  this  money  might  be 
appropriated  and  this  Council  might  pass  the  order 
and  it  might  be  signed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
but  I  do  not  believe  that  the  money  can  be  spent 
or  the  contract  can  be  let  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  until  the  new  administration  comes  into 
ofEce.  If  this  order  does  not  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  incoming  administration,  it  is  going 
to  mean  that  this  amount  of  money  will  be  tied  up 
until  the  new  Council  disposes  of  it  in  some  way  or 
another.  I  think  there  is  going  to  be  considerable 
opposition,  under  the  new  form  of  government 
from  the  various  members  representing  various, 
districts  of  our  city,  to  an  appropriation  of  $400,000 
for  a  new  L  Street  Bath  House.  I  beheve  that 
even  the  new  Council  would  be  glad  if  they  had  an 
opportunity  to  vote  for  an  increase  of  salaries  for 
the  lower  paid  employees  of  our  city.  I  feel  that 
they  will  represent  the  wishes  and  the  thoughts  of 
the  people  in  their  respective  communities,  and  I 
am  fairly  certain  the  great  majority  of  the  people 
of  the  neighborhood  who  will  be  represented  by  the 
new  councilors  are  composed  of  the  lower  paid 
classes,  the  people  who  have  to  struggle,  and  not 
the  so-called  "High  Hats."  I  think  .$400,000  is  a 
great  deal  of  money  to  spend  on  the  last  meeting 
day  of  this  year,  thereby  leaving  ourselves  open  to 
criticism  that  has  been  promised  us  through  the 
newspapers.  I,  for  one  am  not  going  to  leave  my- 
self open  to  any  such  criticism,  and  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  the  order.  I  will  say  that  I  would  like 
to  vote  for  it,  personally,  at  the  request  of  Coun 
Moriarty.  I  would  be  glad  to  vote  for  it  at  any 
other  time  of  the  year  if  it  had  been  sent  in  here  for 
him,  personally,  because  he  comes  from  South 
Boston.  But  at  this  time,  after  it  has  been  bandied 
around  from  one  project  to  another,  I  think  it  is 
with  very  poor  grace  that  the  Council  should  go 
out  of  business  leaving  the  cupboard  bare. 

President  MORIARTY— To  straighten  up 
something  which  was  mentioned  by  the  councilor 
who  has  just  spoken,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  do  not 
want  to  leave  any  impression  that  90  per  cent 
of  the  people  who  visit  the  L  Street  Bath  House 
are  not  residents  of  Boston.  When  I  said  there 
were  only  10  per  cent  of  the  residents  of  South 
Boston  using  the  bath  house,  the  other  90  per  cent 
are,  of  course,  residents  of  Boston  and  other  places. 
But  the  big  majority  of  the  people  who  use  the  L 
Street   Bath   House   are   inhabitants   of   Boston. 
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I  want  to  say  that  I  do  not  want  anybody  to  vote 
for  me,  personally,  in  regard  to  this  order.  I 
think  that  the  L  Street  baths  have  returned  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston,  dollar  for  dollar,  more  than 
any  other  project  for  which  the  money  of  Boston 
has  ever  been  spent,  with  the  exception  of  some  of 
our  city  institutions.  I  think  it  is  one  of  the 
greatest  institutions  in  Boston,  and  I  often  feel 
that  the  people  in  the  district  do  not  fully  appre- 
ciate it.  I  feel  that  if  the  people  are  given  a  place 
that  is  up-to-date  they  will  probably  appreciate  it 
more.  There  are  two  bath  houses  there,  and  one 
of  them  is  an  inclosure  where  the  old-style  bathing 
can  still  be  carried  on.  At  the  new  bath  house, 
that  is  not  the  case.  If  we  desire  to  allow  those 
who  wish  to  bathe  under  the  old  system  to  con- 
tinue to  do  so,  we  had  better  take  care  of  the  old 
structure  while  we  are  here.  We  are  not  respon- 
sible for  the  acts  of  the  new  Council  or  the  Mayor. 
So  far  OS  the  appropriation  is  concerned,  I  am 
glad  that  it  is  to  be  made  for  the  L  Street  baths.. 
If  I  had  made  my  own  choice,  my  first  choice  would 
have  been  the  L  Street  baths,  not  a  stadium  and  not 
a  roadway  to  Castle  Island.  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  Mayor  knew  of  the  crying  need  for 
saving  the  structure  that  is  there  now,  but  I  feel 
that,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we  have  one  week 
in  which  to  do  our  duty.  We  are  not  responsible 
for  any  other  body.  It  is  not  South  Boston  that 
is  getting  all  these  improvements.  South  Boston 
is  a  pleasure  resort,  so  far  as  the  Strandway  and 
City  Point  is  concerned,  and  I  suppose  there  are 
more  people  who  go  to  South  Boston  in  the  peninsu- 
lar district,  where  all  this  money  has  been  spent, 
than  go  to  any  other  section  of  Boston.  More 
people  go  there  than  go  to  Franklin  Park  or 
Franklin  Field  or  any  other  pleasure  resort  in 
Boston.  I  feel  that,  if  that  is  so,  and  it  is  becoming 
the  leading  pleasure  resort  in  the  city,  we  should 
give  to  the  people  who  go  there  tne  best  accom- 
modation that  can  be  given  them,  and  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass. 

Coun.  GILBODY — I  appreciate  that  there  is 
merit  in  the  remarks  we  have  heard  from  Coun. 
Donoghue  with  reference  to  the  position  in  which 
his  Honcr  the  Mayor  has  put  this  Council  with 
reference  to  the  raise  of  pay  for  day  laborers  and 
mechanics.  I  think  it  would  be  well  if  we  would 
send  for  the  Mayor  and  ask  him  if  he  will  use  this 
money  to  pay  the  city  laborers  and  mechanics. 

President  MORIARTY— It  cannot  be  used  that 
way.     This  is  a  bond  is.sue. 
•-      Coun.  GILBODY— I  do  not  feel  that  it  is  fair 
that  the  Mayor  should  say  that  this  body  refused 
to  raise  the  pay  of  the  laborers  and  mechanics. 

President  MORIARTY— I  think  everybody 
agrees  with  Coun.  Donoghue,  so  far  as  that  is 
concerned. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Is  it  not  possible  to 
appropriate  this  money  on  a  bond  issue  for  an 
increase  in  salaries? 

President  MORIARTY— The  Budget  Commis- 
sioner is  here.     He  may  be  able  to  answer  that. 

Coun.  PURCELL— The  City  Clerk  could 
answer  it,  I  think. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
legal  tangle  about  appropriating  this  money.  _  I 
think  it  is  simply  a  matter  of  custom,  and  a  belief 
that  good  financing  does  not  permit  bond  issues  for 
current  expenses.  But  the  law  requires  two 
readings.  That  is  a  statutory  requirement,  and 
if  we  give  the  order  one  readin£,  the  second  reading 
will  come  when  we  are  out  of  business. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Let  us  vote  for  this  order 
today,  and  put  it  over  with  a  communication  to 
the  next  Council  recommending  that  they  appro- 
priate a  certain  amount  of  money  for  raising  the 
wages  of  the  city  employees.  As  Coun.  Healey  says, 
it  is  out  of  the  question  to  change  this  order  now. 
It  cannot  be  done.  It  is  physically  impossible. 
Why  not  do  it  that  way? 

Coun.  LANE — I  do  not  believe  that  any  mayor 
of  this  city  would  ever  sign  such  a  thing.  I  know 
enouf^h  about  Mayor  Curley  to  know  that  he 
would  not  sign  an  order  to  pny  salaries  out  of  a 
bond  issue,  hikI  I  am  very  sure  that  his  sviccessors 
will  not  do  it.  No  man  that  is  sound  in  finance 
would  do  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  differ  from  the  coun- 
cilor who  has  just  spoken.  I  think  that  if  the 
present  administration  felt  the  situation  as  keenly 
as  has  been  expressed  in  the  newspapers,  the 
Mayor  would  have  been  glad  to  sign  the  order 
if  it  were  to  increase  salaries  of  the  lower  paid 


employees  of  the  city.  I  think  we  ougnt  to  take 
hini  at  his  word  and  send  this  order  to  him  so 
tar  as  we  can  do  so.  If  we  can  only  give  it  one 
reading,  then  let  us  give  it  only  one  reading,  and 
let  the  second  readmg  be  had  before  the  new  city 
government.  I  think  the  new  city  government 
will  be  inclined  to  favor  an  increase  in  salaries 
tor  the  lower  paid  employees  of  our  city.  I  do 
not  think  there  is  any  question  cbout  it.  So 
If  the  fdniinistration  means  what  it  says,  there 
IS  not  any  reason  why  this  order  should  not  meet 
w;th  the  executive  approval,  and  at  the  same  time 
this  Council  would  be  taking  away  from  itself 
any  misdirected  criticism  which  might  be  leveled 
at  it.  So  I  think  we  should  at  least  wait  until  we 
hnd  out  whether  there  is  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  left  in  the  treasury  to  take  care  of  an 
increase  for  the  lower-paid  "employees  of  our  city 
before  we  take  a  final  roll  ctll  vote  upon  this  ■ 
order.  I  rc;ilize,  of  course,  that  I  am  a  very 
small  minority  on  this  proposition,  and  I  prob- 
ably will  be  the  only  one  who  will  vote  against 
the  order.  But  I  think,  in  fairness  to  ourselves, 
before  we  pass  this  order  finollv,  we  should  at 
lepst  make  an  effort  to  get  at  the  facts  and  find 
out  whetlier  or  not  there  is  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  that  might  be  appropriated  for  an  increase 
in  salary.  If  there  is,  and  if  tliat  order  is  sanc- 
tioned by  this  Council,  I  would  be  glad  to  change 
my  vote  and  vote  for  this  order.  But  if  there 
is  not,  then  I  will  vote  iigainst  this  order  for  the 
sole  and  e.\press  purpose  of  objecting  to  the 
criticism  that  has  been  leveled  against  this  Coun- 
cil. I  will  be  glad  to  vote  for  the  order,  .-s  I  said, 
at  any  other  time.  But  right  now,  with  a  new- 
administration  coming  in,  I  do  not  think  it  is 
good  financial  judgment,  ns  we  have  heard  the 
term  mentioned  here,  to  ;  pprojjriate  every  avail- 
able cent  for  improvements.  The  L  Street 
Bath  House  will  hist  for  at  least  another  year, 
or  another  few  months,  until  the  bathing  season 
opens.  If  there  is  any  crying  demand  for  any 
new  L  Street  baths,  the  incoming  .idministra- 
tion  will  see  the  necessity  of  appropriating  a 
sufficient  amount  of  money  to  put  up  that  bath 
house,  or  to  keep  the  present  house  in  good  repair. 
I  do  not  think  there  is  any  rush  about  this  pro- 
position. I  do  not  think  wo  ought  to  :ippropriate 
this  amount  of  money  and  leave  it  for  the  incoming 
administration  to  decide  whether  or  not  it  is 
going  to  be  expended.  It  is  going  to  be  within 
the  province  of  the  new  incoming  Jl.nyor  of  this 
city  to  say  whether  or  not  this  amount  of  money 
will  be  expended  for  this  particular  purpose.  If 
we  are  going  to  leave  the  cupboard  bare,  and 
appropriate  every  cent  available,  so  that  the 
ineoniing  administration  will  be  left  stranded 
I  think  that  such  action  will  injure  the  cause  of  a 
new  bath  house  in  South  Boston,  rather  than 
help  it. 

Coun.  GILBODY— In  view  of  tlie  fact  that 
there  is  a  question  of  ethics  or  finance  being  raised 
here  as  to  the  appropriate  disposition  of  this 
money,  I  think  we  ouj^ht  to  send  for  the  Mayor 
and  find  out  whether  he  would  consider  the  dis- 
cussion that  has  taken  place  in  the  Council  this 
afternoon.  He  is  the  one  who  could  settle  this 
dispute. 

Coun.  LANE — I  have  already  seen  in  the  papers 
that  his  Honor  ALayor  Curley  has  had  the  Mayor- 
elect  in  his  office  on  two  or  three  different  occasions, 
and  among  other  things  which  he  pointed  out  to 
him  was  that  the  laborers  and  the  under-paid 
men  would  have  to  have  an  increase.  I  think  that 
is  fairly  well  understood,  but  I  do  not  think  that 
appropriating  the  necessary  money  from  a  bond 
issue  is  going  to  help  them  any. 

President  MORIARTY — A  letter  has  been  sent 
to  the  lieacl  of  every  depnrtmcnt  requesting  them 
to  estabUsh  an  increase  of  50  cents  a  day. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  GILBODY — It  the  money  could  be 
expended  for  a  raise  in  the  pay  of  the  city  laborers 
and  mechanics,  I  would  gladly  consider  such  a 
proposition.  Inasmuch  as  this  money  is  provided 
by  a  Viond  issue,  and  the  Council  does  not  want 
to  put  the  question  to  the  Mayor  as  to  what  his 
position  would  be,  I  will  vote  for  the  order  with 
the  proviso  that  I  will  present  a  resolution  pro\-id- 
ing  for  a  50  cent  increase  in  the  budget  for  laborers 
and  mechanics. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  again 
pas.'!Cd,  yeas  7,  nays,  Coun.  Donoghue,  1.

REPORT    ON    VISIT   TO    OTHER   CITIES. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  submitted  the  following 
report  signed  by  Coun.  Moriarty,  Gilbody,  Purcell, 
Walsh  and  Lane,  viz.: 

Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  City  Counci 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  chronic 
hospitals  in  other  cities. 

The  committee  begs  to  submit  the  following 
report  concerning  their  investigation  of  hospitals 
in  New  York  and  Chicago  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  expenditure  by  the  City  of  Boston  of 
$1,000,000  for  the  removal  of  the  almshouse  and 
chronic  hospital  from  Long  Island  to  Parker  Hill. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  among  the  leading 
health  officials  of  New  York  and  Chicago,  as  well 
as  of  the  prominent  doctors  in  charge  of  private 
institutions  visited  by  your  committee,  is  greatly 
in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution 
upon  the  mainland. 

Your  committee  visited  Blackwell's  Island, 
New  York,  and  spent  the  better  part  of  the  day  in 
viewing  this  institution.  We  also  visited  the 
Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  one  of  the  leading  institutions 
of  the  country. 

Leaving  New  York,  your  committee  went  to 
Chicago,  where  we  visited  several  penal  institutions. 

Your  committee  visited  and  thoroughly  in- 
spected the  almshouse  and  institution  supported 
by  Cook  County  for  the  care  of  the  aged  and  in- 
firm, which  is  located  outside  the  city  of  Chicago. 

During  the  visits  to  these  institutions,  observ- 
ances were  made  by  the  seveml  members  of  your 
committee  concerning  each  and  every  situation 
which  confronts  us  in  the  care  of  our  aged  and 
infirm. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  institutions,  to  the  amount  of 
space  allotted  to  each  patient  in  the  almshouse,  to 
the  food,  to  the  clothing  supplied,  to  tlie  medical 
attention  given  those  who  are  not  chronically  ill, 
to  the  construction  of  the  buildings,  to  the  atten- 
tion given  by  employees  to  the  chronic  and  aged, 
and  to  the  various  methods  of  superintendence. 

One  feature  developed  in  Chicago,  which  your 
committee  brings  to  your  attention,  and  that  is 
the  care  in  the  almshouse  of  aged  couples.  In  the 
Cook  County  institution  at  Chicago,  a  room  is 


provided  for  a  man  and  wife  who  have,  through 
circumstances,  become  inmates.  Your  committee 
thought  this  feature  a  very  worthy  one  because  of 
the  many  comforts  that  must  be  provided  to  the 
old  folks  thus  housed. 

Another  particularly  commendable  feature  is 
the  fact  that  in  the  almshouse  of  Cook  County  the 
entire  institution  is  connected  by  corridors,  total- 
ing some  seven  miles  in  length,  thus  affording 
access  to  any  and  all  parts  of  the  institution  with- 
out the  necessity  of  leaving  the  building. 

In  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
buildings,  it  is  worth  while  to  note  that  the  general 
line  of  thought  of  the  authorities  of  both  the 
public  and  private  institutions  was  that  they 
should  be  of  a  standard  two-story  height,  also 
fireproof.  Your  committee  approves  of  this 
method  of  construction  as  well  as  the  providing 
of  corridors  connecting  all  parts  of  the  hofspital 
with  the  main  building,  similar  to  the  Cook 
County  institution,  making  it  unnecessary  to  go 
out  of  doors  from  one  building  to  the  other. 

The  particular  thanks  of  the  committee  are  ex- 
tended to  the  mayors  of  New  York  and  Chicago, 
who  received  your  committee  with  enthusiasm 
and  placed  every  facility  at  their  disposal.  In 
both  cities,  the  Health  Commissioner  was  placed 
at  the  convenience  of  your  committee  by  the 
Chief  Executives,  and  the  officials  of  these  health 
departments  extended  every  assistance.  Your 
committee  desires  to  extend  its  profound  thanks 
to  the  mayors  of  these  cities,  to  the  Board  of  Alcler- 
mcn  of  Chicago,  to  the  Health  Commissioners, 
their  assistants,  and  to  the  numerous  other  city 
officials  who  so  kindly  assisted  them  in  obtaining 
first-hand  information. 

Your  committee  also  desires  to  extend  its  sincere 
thanks  to  President  Cermaek  of  Cook  County,  III., 
for  his  very  generous  treatment.

ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   PRISON 
COMMITTEE. 
Coun.   BRICKLEY   submitted  the   following: 

Annual    Report    of    the    Committee    of    the 
City   Council  on   Inspection   of  Prisons. 

January  2,   1926. 
In   accordance  with   the   provisions    of   chap- 
ter   223    of   the    Revised    Laws,   the    Committee 
on    Prisons   of  the   City    Council   submits    here- 
with its  annual  report. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

The  semiannual  inspections  of  the  jail  were 
duly  made. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  increase  in  popu- 
lation conditions  at  this  institution  continue 
at  a  commendable  standard.  Though  the 
capacity  of  the  jail  has  been  severely  tested, 
the  large  number  of  inmates  seem  to  be 
supervised  with  the  usual  high  order  of  disci- 
pline  and   with   proper   regard   to   sanitation. 

When  the  old,  unsanitary  bucket  system 
gave  way  to  running  water  and  flush  toilets 
it  was  deemed  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands 
by  equipping  230  cells.  With  the  steadily  in- 
creasing population,  now  averaging  from  250 
to  325,  it  became  imperative  in  the  interest  of 
sanitation  to  equip  all  cells,  and  necessitates 
the  immediate  installation  of  plumbing  in 
thirty-four   additional   cells. 

The     hospital     clinics,     which     were     inaug- 


urated with  the  opening  of  the  hospital,  have 
increased  largely  and  their  good  effect  is  quite 
noticeable. 

The  cafeteria  method  of  feeding,  by  which 
all  inmates  obtain  hot  and  nourishing  food,  is 
an  unquestionable  success  and,  in  our  opinion, 
solves  the  question  of  feeding  in  institutions 
of  this  class.  Rations  are  served  to  each  in- 
mate, and  separate  mess  rooms  with  common 
mess  tables  are  provided  for  those  serving  sen- 
tence, while  those  awaiting  trial  are  served 
apart.  This  is  a  marked  improvement  over 
the  old  method,  which  called  for  feeding  in 
the  cells  with  food  grown  cold  and  untidy  and 
unsanitary  results. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  City  Council 
has  indorsed  Sheriff  Keliher's  recommendation 
to  remove  the  boiler  room  from  within  the 
jail  building  proper.  It  is  an  obvious  menace 
for  a  heating  plant  to  be  so  located  in  a 
place  of  this  sort,  where  it  jeopardizes  the 
safety  of  prisoners  and  inmates  locked  in  their 
cells.  The  present  boilers  have,  because  of 
age,  been  condemned  by  the  state  authorities. 
We  renew  the  recommendations  that  when 
new  boilers  be  substituted,  they  be  housed 
without  the  jail  structure,  thus  removing  the 
present  accident  hazard.  We  believe  it  would 
be  a  grave  mistake  for  the  city  to  part  with 
the  land  that  is  now  occupied  by  the  West 
End  Division  of  the  Sanitary  and  Street 
Cleaning  Department.  With  the  urgent  need 
of  the  County  Jail  for  additional  room  for  a 
heating  plant,  fireproof  garage,  workshop  and 
officers'  quarters  this  should  be  made  available 
for  these  purposes.  We  are  opposed  to  lo- 
cating a  nurse's  quarters,  as  has  been  sug- 
gested, in  a  location  practically  within  the 
jail  yard. 

The  committee  renews  its  confidence  in  and 
indorsement   of  the  policies   of  Sheriff   Keliher. 

House  of  Correction. 

The  committee  made  the  required  number  of 
visits  to  the  House  of  Correction  during  the 
year  and  finds  that  the  management  of  the 
institution   is  very  efficient. 

The  food  of  the  inmates  is  wholesome  and 
plentiful.  The  committee  has  not  received  any 
complaints  as  to  the  treatment  of  those  con- 
fined in  the  institution. 

The  four  industries  operated  in  connection 
with  the  House  of  Correction,  namely,  the 
shoe  shop,  clothing  shop,  laundry  and  stone 
shed,  are  all  doing  very  excellent  work.  AU 
the  work  done  in  these  industries,  except  in 
the  stone  shed,  is  for  the  use  of  the  institu- 
tions. 

The  farm  furnishes  practically  all  of  the 
vegetables  used  at  the  institution  during  the 
year,  while  the  bakery  takes  care  of  its  needs 
in  bread  and  pastry. 

There  is  also  in  operation  a  carpenter,  paint, 
tin,  blacksmith  and  mattress  shop  to  take  care 
of  such  work  as  would  be  required  in  this 
large  institution. 

Inmate  labor  has  been  used  extensively  on 
the  general  plant  of  the  institution  on  Deer 
Island. 

The  inmates  are  obliged  to  clean  their  cells 
and  make  their  beds  daily,  thus  keeping  them 
in   sanitary   condition. 

Additional  shower  baths  have  been  installed 
in   the   institution. 

The  committee  notes  that  over  a  period  of 
twelve  months  the  population  has  increased 
from  551  on  December  31,  1924.  to  672  on 
December  17.   1925. 

During  the  past  year  3,251  men  have 
been  committed  to  the  institution,  while 
3,130  have  been  discharged  during  the  same 
period.  The  committee  regrets  to  report  the 
death  of  five  inmates  during  the  year. 

Report  accepted.

HEALEY— Mr.  Clerk,  I  desire  to  say 
just  a  few  words  in  support  of  the  resolution 
I  have  introduced,  expressing  the  esteem 
and  love  we  have  for  our  President.  We 
have  known  President  Moriarty,  both  as 
a  legislator,  as  a  public  man  and  as  a  friend, 
for  many  years.  We  have  always  found  him 
a  man  of  tact  and  a  man  of  courage,  a  man 
of  wonderful  personality.  I  have  seen  him 
here  constantly  for  three  years,  and  the  deep 
affection  I  feel  for  him  is  not  merely  an  affection 
expressed  by  word  of  mouth,  but  an  affection 
that  sinks  deeply  into  my  heart.  He  is  a  man 
of  rare  courage  and  determination,  and  back 
of  and  above  all  is  a  personality  that  will  re- 
main in  my  mind  until  death  closes  my  eyes. 
We  have  not  at  all  times  agreed  with  him ; 
very  often  he  has  taken  a  position  in  opposi- 
tion to  us,  but  at  all  times  his  personality  was 
such  that  underneath  it  all  we  knew  his  oppo- 
sition was  based  upon  his  sense  of  justice  and 
logic.  One  of  the  rarest  distinctions  that 
has  come  to  me  during  my  three  years  in 
the  City  Council  comes  in  this  opportunity 
when  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  him  for 
the  other  eight  members  of  the  Council  a  token 
of  their  esteem,  something  that  will  tick  off 
the  seconds  and  minutes  in  a  delightful  way  ; 
and  as  this  clock  we  are  presenting  you  goes 
on  ad  infinitum  may  this  thought  be  ever  in 
your  mind,  that  as  the  minutes  and  days,  the 


months  and  the  years  roll  around,  the  faithful 
timepiece  may  represent  to  you  a  symposium 
of  the  thoughts  of  your  fellow  councilors.  As 
it  ticks  off  the  moments,  may  there  go  with 
it  the  thought  that  it  symbolizes  the  heart- 
beats for  you  of  your  fellow  members  of  this 
body,  and  typifies  the  love,  respect  and,  if  I 
may  use  the  word,  veneration  that  they  have 
for  you.  I  have  been  here  three  years.  I 
have  enjoyed  my  experience  here  as  all  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  have  enjoyed 
theii's.  It  was  a  rare  distinction  for  you  to 
be  selected  as  President  of  this  Council,  and 
you  have  upheld  the  best  traditions  of  the 
great  men  who  have  preceded  you  in  the 
office.  You  come  from  a  rare  stock,  and  when 
you  die  I  am  afraid  the  mould  will  be  broken. 
Scarcely,  I  think,  in  our  time  will  we  find  an- 
other James  T.  Moriarty  in  Boston,  and  if 
such  a  one  be  found,  I  trust  that  the  citizens 
of  Boston  will  place  him,  a  man  combining 
such  forceful  character,  tact,  penetration  and 
unwavering  logic  in  such  a  position  of  trust 
and  honor  as  he  deserves.  Now,  sir,  in  behalf 
of  the  other  members  of  the  Council  and  my- 
self, having  presented  these  resolutions,  I 
trust  that  they  will  be  passed  and  spread  on 
the  record  of  the  body,  to  endure  for  all  time 
as  an  honor  to  you  and  an  honor  to  your 
posterity. 

City  Clerk  DONOVAN— Gentlemen,  you 
have  heard  the  resolutions  presented  by  Coun. 
Healey.  Those  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
resolutions  will  please  arise.  (All  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  present  arose.)  The  gen- 
tlemen will  please  be  seated.  It  is  a  unani- 
mous vote,  and  the  resolutions  are  adopted 
unanimously. 

President  MORIARTY— Gentlemen,  I  sup- 
pose we  have  come  to  the  end  of  our  associa- 
tion as  members  of  this  body,  and  that  we 
will  now  drift  more  or  less  apart  in  the  con- 
duct of  our  respective  affairs.  I  am  finishing 
my  term  as  President  of  the  Council.  I  feel 
about  the  same  as  I  did  on  the  first  day  when 
I  was  sworn  into  office,  some  seven  years  and 
eleven  months  ago.  I  was  very  much  pleased 
to  be  sworn  in  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  and  I  have  tried  to  perform  my 
duty.  Every  minute  of  my  time  her^  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  will  be  remembered 
and  cherished  by  me.  I  will  have  none  but 
the  pleasantest  recollections  of  my  associa- 
tions with  the  members  and  with  each  attache. 
My  experience  has  been  that  nothing  but 
courtesy  has  been  shown  to  me  as  a  member 
and  as  president  on  two  occasions  of  the 
body.  I  leave  today  satisfied.  Let  me  say  to 
the  general  public  of  the  city  and  of  the  state 
that  the  make-up  of  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil now  going  out  of  office  and  the  legislation 
which  they  have  put  into  effect  compare  favor- 
ably with  the  make-up  of  any  city  councils 
and  with  the  legislation  passed  by  representa- 
tive bodies  of  the  city,  since  the  beginning  of 
Boston.  We  have  been  criticised  many  times 
by  the  newspapers.  The  new  members  com- 
ing in  will  receive  their  share  of  that  criti- 
cism, too.  I  say  to  those  who  are  within  the 
hearing  of  my  voice,  some  of  whom  are  going 
to  sit  here  as  members  of  the  new  Council, 
don't  be  afraid  of  criticism,  because  if  you 
are  never  criticised  you  will  never  be  heard 
of  in  that  new  Council.  Make  it  possible  that 
they  will  criticise  you,  because  criticism 
makes  you  work  the  harder  in  the  interest  of 
the  people.  I  say  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  today  that  I  am  sorry  we  are  going 
to  adjourn  for  the  reason,  and  the  only  rea- 
son that  we  are  not  going  to  be  able  to  be  as 
close  to  one  another  as  we  have  been  in  the 
past.  Of  late  years  here  we  have  been  a  fam- 
ily. Most  measures  that  have  gone  through 
the  Council  have  done  so  with  a  substantial 
vote.  The  very  few  disagreements  among  us 
individually  were  always  forgotten  before  we 
left  the  inside  of  the  chamber.  I  am  sorry 
that  some  of  our  members  are  unable  to  be 
present  with  us  today,  as  I  would  like  to  ex- 
press to  them  my  appreciation  of  their  efforts 
in  my  behalf,  at  times  when  I  tried  to  put 
through  something  that  I  considered  was  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  whom  we  represented. 
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We  have  had  a  good  year,  a  year  of  successful 
accomplishment.  I  want  to  thank  each  mem- 
ber and  each  attache  for  the  courtesy  and  help 
given  me  at  all  times  and  for  their  ungrudg- 
ing and  enthusiastic  co-operation  in  our  work. 
Certainly  the  clock  will  have  a  prominent  place 
not  only  in  my  home  but  in  my  mind  and  in 
my  every  thought,  as  I  think  of  the  happy 
times  and  the  pleasant  associations  I  have  had 
with  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
and  the  attaches,  individually  and  collectively, 
during  the  seven  years  I  have  been  here.  I 
again   thank    each   and    every   member   of   the 


Council   and   the   attaches    connected  with  the 
Council  for  their  beautiful  gift.      (Applause.)
